ALFRED  MARSHALL. 


In  the:  death  of  Alfred  Marshall,  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
fraternity  lost  one  of  its  founders;  its  members,  a  true  and  faith- 
ful brother;  his  friends,  a  devoted  and  affectionate  companion;  his 
family,  a  priceless  treasure;  and  the  world,  a  genius  who,  if  time 
had  permitted,  would  have  in- 
scribed his  name  high  on  its  roll 
of  great  and  glorious  worthies. 
Such  a  loss  is  a  common  calam- 
ity— such  a  life  is  a  part  of  the 
world's  best  heritage. 

We  can  not  prevent  the  loss — we 
we  can  but  bow  reverently  in  the 
presence  of  a  providence  which, 
though  strangely  inscrutable  in  this 
case,  we  believe  doeth  all  things 
well — 

"To  welcome  all  that's  left  of  good, 
To  all  that's  lost  resigned."

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short  life  of  its  gifted  friend,  feeling  that  it  could  present 
the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  fraternity  with  no  more  precious  and 
acceptable  gift  than  this  memoir,  at  once  a  part  of  its 
earliest  history  and  truest  wealth;  and  that  it  could  not  do 
less  for  a  friendship,  begun  in  earliest  boyhood,  fostered  by 
intimate  intercourse  and  generous  emulation  during  college  days, 
purified  by  the  dispassionate  judgment  and  clearer  appreciation 
that  came  with  maturer  years — than  offer  this  just  tribute  at 
the  shrine  of  sincere  and  fraternal  love. 

Our  friend  was  born  December  25,  1845,  at  Richmond,  Va. 
He  was  the  oldest  child  of  William  and  Gertrude  Virginia  Mar- 
shall. His  father  is  an  Englishman,  having  never  renounced 
his  allegiance  to  the  Queen,  and  is  filling  now,  as  he  has  for  many 
years  filled,  the  honorable  position  of  British  Vice-Consul.  His 
mother  is  the  granddaughter  of  Bishop  Moore,  the  second  Bishop 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  Virginia. 

If  the  habits  of  close  observation,  accuracy  of  information 
and  diligent  application,  which  characterized  him,  were  inherited 
from  his  father,  he  owed  to  his  beautiful  mother  that  grace  of 
figure  and  beauty  of  feature  which  made  Marshall,  both  as  a 
boy  and  a  man,  conspicuous  among  his  fellows.  There  were 
added  to  his  fine  personal  appearance  a  naturally  good  mind 
and  the  advantage  of  being  reared  in  the  midst  of  a  refined  and 
devoted  family  circle,  and  so  we  see,  even  in  his  early  life,  the 
promise  of  future  excellency.  He  certainly  fulfilled  that  promise 
for  though  his  life  closed  all  too  soon  to  make  absolutely  certain 
a  future — and  we  know  that  a  loving  imagination  often  exagger- 
ates in  eulogizing  the  early  death  of  "precocious  genius" — yet 
there  were  qualities  displayed  in  his  short  career  that  guaranteed 
the  highest  expectations;  indeed,  the  actual  results  came  up  to 
the  measure  of  such  a  fulfillment. 

At  the  age  of  sixteen,  Marshall  was  sent  to  the  Virginia 
Military  Institute,  entering  that  famous  war  school  just  after 
the  beginning  of  the  conflict  between  the  North  and  the  South. 
He  remained  a  member  of  the  Corps  of  Cadets  during  the  most 
memorable  epoch  of  its  history;  and  though  the  Institute  may 
not  have  produced  during  that  time  its  best  scholars,  it  brought 
forth  that  which  is  better,  the  highest  type  of  true  manhood, 
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that  in  which  the  development  of  the  mind  is  kept  pace  with  by 
those  sturdy  virtues  which  grow  in  that  strong  soil  which  the 
stern  discipline  and  severe  trials  and  heroic  courage  demanded 
by  war,  afforded. 

In  this  camp  school  the  effeminate  and  graceful  lad  was 
thrown,  and  he  astonished  his  comrades,  who  could  not  think 
him  to  be  made  of  as  "stern  stuff"  as  other  boys,  by  adjusting 
himself  speedily  to  the  hard  usages  and  trying  ordeals  of  his 
new  surroundings.  In  the  lecture-room,  on  the  drill-grounds, 
and  in  the  field  of  battle,  he  attained  eminence — graduating 
with  highest  distinction,  in  his  studies,  filling  most  acceptably 
the  position  of  first  captain  of  the  Corps,  and  having  been  a 
member  of  that  immortal  Color  Guard  which,  leading  for  in 
advance  the  cadet  line  at  New  Market — forwarding  through  shot 
and  shell — passed  nearly  through  the  battle  with  their  arms  at 
a  "carry"  without  having  fired  a  shot,  because  their  sergeant 
had  failed  to  give  the  command. 

Marshall's  development,  physical  and  mental,  during  his 
four  years  at  the  Virginia  Military  Institute  was  remarkable. 
Not  by  any  sudden  leap,  but  by  gradual  steps  he  grew  into  a  full 
and  well-furnished  man.  As  a  third  classman,  he  was  not  par- 
ticularly distinguished  as  a  scholar  or  soldier.  It  was  not  until 
he  reached  the  second  and  first-class  years,  that  he  quietly  took 
his  stand  alongside  the  first  men  in  his  class.  And  this  gradual 
growth  in  knowledge  was  characteristic  of  him,  the  writer  of  this 
being  amazed,  upon  meeting  him  two  years  after  graduation, 
to  find  what  progress  he  had  made  in  philosophy  and  general 
literature.  He  was,  emphatically,  that  most  promising  of  char- 
acters— a  growing  man. 

Whilst  losing  nothing  of  his  gentleness  and  grace,  he  grew 
wonderfully  in  manliness  with  his  years,  and  combined  with 
excellency  in  all  athletic  sports — being  a  fine  swimmer,  skater 
and  marksman — a  magnanimity,  coolness,  decision  and  bravery, 
which  never  failed  him  in  those  exigencies  of  college  life,  which, 
no  less  than  those  of  after  life,  discover  the  true  mettle  and 
attest  the  real  presence  of  noble  and  chivalrous  traits. 

After  graduation,  he  was  elected  by  the  Board  of  Visitors 
of  the  Institute  assistant  professor  of  mathematics,  which  posi-

tion  he  filled  for  three  years  with  the  greatest  satisfaction.  Dur- 
ing this  time  he  entered  the  Special  School  of  Mining  Engineer- 
ing, which  had  just  been  opened  in  connection  with  the  Insti- 
tute, being  one  of  the  first  two  graduates  therein  in  1868.  Hav- 
ing determined  to  follow  engineering  as  a  profession,  he  resigned 
his  office  as  assistant  professor  in  August,  1869,  and  attached 
himself  to  the  Corps  of  Engineers  then  engaged  in  surveying 
the  route  for  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Railroad.  The  author- 
ities of  the  Institute  gave  up  his  valuable  services  with  the  great- 
est regret,  but  comforted  themselves  with  the  hope  that  they 
would  be  able  to  secure  them  again  in  some  position  more  con- 
sistent with  his  work;  and  the  writer  feels  sure  that  only  his 
death  prevented  a  speedy  and  more  substantial  recognition  of 
his  ability  on  the  part  of  the  institute,  it  being  generally  under- 
stood that  he  was  the  man  upon  whom  the  faculty  had  agreed 
as  the  worthiest  to  succeed  Gen.  G.  W.  Curtis  Lee  in  the  chair 
of  full  professor  of  engineering.  The  tender  would  have  been 
made  him  in  a  short  time,  and  he  would  have  had  the  high  dis- 
tinction of  being  called  to  fill  one  of  the  most  important  chairs 
in  the  most  distinctively  scientific  school  of  the  South,  at  the 
early  age  of  twenty-five  years. 

In  November,  1869,  Marshall  was  transferred  to  the  office 
of  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  at  Richmond, 
Va.,  to  work  up  the  details  of  the  survey  in  which  he  had  been 
engaged.  Here  he  was  placed  under  the  immediate  notice  of 
Major  H.  D.  Whitcomb,  the  chief  engineer  and  superintendent 
of  the  road,  who  was  so  much  impressed  by  his  intelligence, 
ability  and  usefulness,  that  he  was  most  anxious  to  retain  his 
services  for  the  company.  He  had  applied,  however,  before  he 
left  the  institute  for  employment  in  connection  with  the  Mobile 
and  Montgomery  Railroad,  and  receiving  an  appointment  as 
assistant  engineer  on  that  road,  he  left  Richmond,  April,  1870, 
for  his  new  field. 

He  was  put  in  charge  of  the  construction  of  the  portion  of 
the  road  from  Tensas  to  Mobile,  a  distance  of  twenty  miles, 
running  through  a  swampy  and  malarious  tract  of  country. 
Being  unacclimated  and  exposed  to  the  hot  sun  of  that  enervat- 
ing climate  the  whole  summer,  it  was  to  be  expected  that  his 
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health  would  give  way  under  such  an  experience,  and  nothing 
saved  his  tense  enthusiasm  for  his  work  and  a  profound  sense 
of  duty  in  view  of  the  obligations  which  he  had  assumed  would 
have  kept  him  in  a  position  so  fraught  with  danger.  An  organism 
strong  and  capable  of  much  endurance,  yet  weaker  than  the  will 
and  ambition  and  sense  of  duty  which  inspired  it,  at  last  yielded 
to  the  ravages  of  that  terrible  disease  yellow  fever — and  he  died 
September  22,   1870,  at  Mobile,  a  martyr  to  his  sense  of  duty. 

By  his  management  of  this  difficult  piece  of  construction 
six  miles  of  the  twenty  being  bridging,  he  greatly  increased  his 
reputation  as  an  original  and  scientific  thinker  and  designer, 
and  his  works,  especially  in  connection  with  bridge  building — 
were  pronounced  masterpieces.  There  is  no  doubt  that  from 
the  earnest  that  he  gave  here,  that  if  he  had  lived,  he  would  have 
obtained  the  highest  distinction  in  that  most  difficult  and  scien- 
tific branch  of  engineering.  Probably  no  man  in  the  country, 
in  a  like  period  of  time,  has  left  such  a  reputation  for  success  in 
his  profession;  and  when  we  consider  the  demand  at  home  and 
abroad  for  those  improvements  and  works  which  require  the 
direction  and  oversight  of  engineers,  and  the  grand  opportunity 
for  talent  of  a  high  order  in  this  department  of  science,  a  posi- 
tion of  great  influence,  princely  emolument  and  highest  fame 
seemed  assured  to  Alfred  Marshall. 

That  the  expectation  of  his  friends,  that  he  would  soon  rise 
to  the  very  head  of  his  profession,  was  well  founded,  we  need 
but  consider  some  of  the  characteristics  which  were  prominent 
in  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

His  apprehension  was  quick  and  penetrating,  his  memory 
faithful  and  retentive,  his  imagination  bright  and  active,  his 
judgment  discriminating  and  reliable.  His  ambition  was  unlim- 
ited, and  his  confidence  in  his  own  ability  to  succeed  was  immense. 
With  such  traits  as  these,  but  two  things  are  wanting  to  command 
success — industry  to  insure  proper  diligence,  and  time  to  bring 
all  to  perfection.  For  the  first  of  these  he  was  remarkable. 
He  was  patient  in  research  and  laborious  in  preparation,  trust- 
ing more  to  the  time  he  gave  to  his  investigations  than  to  the 
talent  by  which  he  analyzed  and  grasped  things.  If  ever  a  man 
did,  he  understood  the  importance  of  application,  and  he  allowed 
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no  attraction  nor  pleasure  to  usurp  the  sovereign  place  to  which 
he  had  exalted  study.  If  his  ambition  and  self-reliance  had  any 
rival  it  was  his  assiduity.  As  to  time,  much  of  that  was  denied 
him,  and  his  fruit  could  not  ripen  fully;  but  if  well  formed  and 
healthy,  we  should  say  that  the  fruit  would  have  been  perfect 
if  the  tree  had  not  been  blown  to  the  ground  by  some  rude  blast. 
We  can  say  with  like  reason  and  certainty,  that  his  success  would 
have  been  pre-eminent,  if  he  had  lived.  That  he  used  so  well 
the  little  that  was  given  him  is  but  the  surety  that  his  future 
would  have  been  all  that  his  most  sanguine  friends  could  have 
desired. 

In  social  qualities  Marshall  was  highly  favored.  A  true 
gentleman,  with  polished  manners,  fine  sense,  full  information, 
ready  wit  and  complete  self-possession,  he  was  a  charming  com- 
panion and  was  always  eagerly  welcomed  in  society,  when  he 
could  tear  himself  away  from  his  much-beloved  books  and  absorb- 
ing meditations  to  enter  it.  As  a  friend,  associate  and  coun- 
sellor he  was  most  valuable  to  those  in  whom  he  chose  to  con- 
fide. True,  generous  and  unswerving  in  his  attachments  when 
he  once  made  them,  it  was  especially  this  aspect  of  his  character 
that  marked  him  as  one  singularly  fitted  to  found  and  foster 
the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  fraternity,  and  the  fraternity  can  never 
confer  greater  honor  upon  his  memory  than  he  has  bestowed 
glory  on  its  history  by  the  high  character  which  he  brought  to 
the  exemplification  of  its  glorious  principles. 

Our  dear  brother  died  in  the  midst  of  friends.  His  physi- 
cian, Dr.  Alexander  Hall,  of  Mobile,  was  his  cousin,  and  his 
devoted  nurse  was  as  true  an  Alpha  Tau  as  ever  lived.  Not  en- 
derer  heart  could  have  given  sympathy,  no  gentler  hands  could 
have  administered  relief,  no  more  vigilant  eye  could  have  kept 
guard  over  a  disease  requiring  the  greatest  watchfulness,  than 
those  of  George  Spiller.  A  woman  in  love  and  gentleness,  a 
man  in  all  that  constitutes  real  manliness,  is  this  worthy  brother. 
It  were,  indeed,  meet  that  one  of  the  Fathers  should  have  "fallen 
asleep"  in  the  loving  arms  of  such  a  son. 

In  the  spring  of  1871,  the  remains  of  Alfred  Marshall  were 
disinterred  and  carried  to  Richmond,  where  they  now  rest  in  that 
beautiful  and   sacred  spot,   Hollywood   Cemetery.     Thus,   Rich- 
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mond,  the  birthplace  of  our  fraternity,  is  the  burial  place  of  its 
most  precious  dead,  so  becoming  more  than  ever  before  the 
Mecca  of  every  true  Alpha  Tau. 

As  his  name  is  perpetuated  in  the  very  ceremonial  of  our 
brotherhood,  let  us  perpetuate  the  virtues  of  our  revered  dead 
by  our  dutiful  example,  thus  carving  his  epitaph,  not  in  perish- 
able letters  of  brass  or  stone,  but  in  the  unfading,  living  char- 
acters of  noble  and  manly  deeds,  for — 

"  Not  for  a  soul  like  thine  the  calm 
Of  selfish  ease  and  joys  of  sense  ; 
But  duty,  more  than  crown  or  palm, 
Its  own  exceeding  recompense. 

Go  on  and  up  !   thy  day  well  done, 

Its  morning  promise  well  fulfilled, 
Arise  to  triumphs  yet  unwon, 

To  holier  tasks  that  God  has  willed."

ALFRED  MARSHALL. 


Perhaps  a  very  large  majority  of  Shakespeare's  readers,  if 
brought  to  a  vote  as  to  their  preference  among  his  plays,  would 
cast  their  ballot  for  Hamlet.  Not  that  this  play,  as  a  piece  of 
literary  art,  is  so  decidedly  superior  to  other  works  of  the  master,, 
for  professional  critics  do  not  by  any  means  agree  that  it  is;; 
but,  superior  to  any  mere  technical  criticism,  the  figure  of  Ham- 
let stands  forth  as  the  most  sublime  appeal  to  universal  sympathy 
in  the  range  of  fiction.  No  character  is  invested  with  more  pro- 
found or  pathetic  interest  than  that  of  a  young  man,  endowed 
with  all  noble  attributes,  as  he  goes  out  to  commence  the  battle 
of  life;  and  when,  in  the  very  beginning  of  the  contest,  we  see 
him  fall,  we  yield  ourselves  to  the  emotions  of  a  fateful  tragedy 
indeed.  With  a  certain  awed  astonishment  we  stand  in  the 
presence  of  a  fact  which  opens  to  our  view  nothing  but  an  unfath- 
omable depth  of  mystery.  It  is  as  if  suddenly  we  had  come 
to  some  edge  of  the  world  unknown  to  science  and  found  our 
way  barred  by  a  limitless  dark  gulf  of  black  space.     Trembling, 
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we  ask  ourselves,  what  has  become  of  this  spark  of  Divine  light 
and  life?  Where  acts  now  this  immortal  Force?  What  will 
the  future  do  for  lack  of  the  infinite  possibilities  here  destroyed? 
"The  rest  is "  indeed  "silence " — the  silence  of  the  utterly  voiceless. 
Such  reflections  as  these  have  arisen  from  the  announce- 
ment in  the  April  (1881)  Pai^m  that  a  biographical  notice  of 
our  deceased  founder,  Alfred  Marshall,  would  soon  appear.  The 
fact  that  it  is  to  be  furnished  by  Bro.  Glazebrook  is  sufficient 
assurance  that  it  will  need  no  supplement,  and  this  letter  is  not 
offered  as  such.  It  seems  but  right  that  something  should  be 
written  by  an  Alpha  Tau  who,  during  Marshall's  cadet-life,  was 
his  roommate,  classmate  and  intimate  friend.  It  is  a  mourn- 
ful pleasure  to  recall  his  face,  his  voice,  his  very  gestures.  It 
is  not  easy  to  record  here  his  qualities  of  mind  and  soul  as  they 
deserve  to  be  recorded.  The  writer  of  this  has  seen  him  under 
all  kind  of  circumstances — in  the  jolly  fellowship  of  our  room, 
under  the  mental  strain  of  classroom  competition,  in  manly 
sports,  in  boyish  pranks,  in  the  social  circle,  on  the  drill-ground, 
on  the  march,  in  camp,  on  the  field  of  battle.  Everywhere  were 
conspicuous  traits  which  early  marked  him  as  superior  to  the 
mass  of  young  men  about  him.  As  a  cadet,  he  was  remarkably 
handsome.  Slender  in  figure,  but  athletic,  active  and  excelling 
in  manly  sports.  He  was  high-spirited  and  quick — but  I  never 
remember  his  having  a  quarrel.  His  ambition  and  earnestness 
as  a  student  were  very  great.  Once  when  we  had  a  very  diffi- 
cult construction  in  descriptive  geometry,  our  roommates  could 
not  master  it  before  the  drum-beat  for  "lights  out."  We  there- 
fore hung  blankets  before  our  windows,  lighted  our  gas,  and  far 
into  the  small  hours  sat  wrestling  with  the  knotty  problem. 
Next  morning  we  went  to  recitation,  many  with  fear  and  trembling 
— but  Marshall  was  sure,  and  made  a  most  brilliant  demon- 
stration. On  another  occasion  a  problem  was  presented  to  us 
so  full  of  difficulty  that  even  a  very  lucid  lecture  from  our  pro- 
fessor did  not  make  it  clear  to  us.  Marshall  took  it  to  the  woods, 
and  after  long  reflection  fixed  it  in  his  mind  with  the  exception 
of  one  point,  that  he  had  explained  by  a  bright  member  of  the 
class  above  us,  and  then  he  came  back  and  gave  us  the  benefit  of 
his  perseverance.     On  the  many  marches  which  the  cadets  were 
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called  upon  to  make  in  those  war  times  he  showed  all  the  best 
qualities  of  a  soldier.  Fond  by  nature  and  education  of  the 
refinements  of  life,  he,  on  these  occasions,  shrank  from  no  hard- 
ship and  avoided  no  labor  however  rough.  There  was  much  of 
the  Spartan  in  his  character,  and  he  communicated  something 
of  it  to  all  with  whom  he  came  in  contact.  Good-humored 
banter  from  him  was  sure  to  greet  any  of  his  friends  who  showed 
signs  of  weakening  under  the  severe  strain  often  brought  to  bear 
on  us.  The  comic  stage  tone  with  which  he  often  rallied  a  fagged 
out  comrade  on  a  march  when  he  himself  was  no  less  fagged  can 
never  be  forgotten.  On  the  field  of  New  Market,  after  the  charge 
in  which  the  Corp  of  Cadets  lost  so  heavily,  the  first  roommate 
(except  one  who  stood  next  to  me  in  the  ranks)  that  I  saw  was 
Marshall.  He  came  up  searching  for  our  friends.  His  face  was 
radiant  and  his  voice  ringing  with  delight  as  he  clasped  hands 
with  each  one  of  his  roommates  and  learned  that  the  only  dis- 
abled one  had  merely  a  flesh  wound. 

Incidents  illustrative  of  his  character  might  be  multiplied, 
but  would  consume  too  much  space  here.  After  the  war,  when 
he  was  assistant  professor  at  the  Virginia  Military  Institute,  he 
continued  his  studies  with  the  greatest  zeal.  While  preparing 
specially  for  his  profession  of  civil  engineer,  he  eagerly  sought 
all  kinds  of  knowledge.  While  his  main  business  was  with  the 
exact  sciences  he  read  ethics  and  polite  literature  with  more 
than  superficial  glance.  His  rapid  development  into  a  man  of 
very  broad  culture  was  a  subject  of  constant  remark  among  his 
friends.  In  the  year  1868  I  resigned  my  position  at  the  Virginia 
Military  Institute  and  ceased  to  be  associated  with  him;  but 
reports  came  from  time  to  time  that  in  new  fields  of  labor  he  was 
fast  gaining  that  distinction  which  must  be  the  reward  of  such 
a  character  as  his.  His  untimely  death  abruptly  closed  a  bright 
career,  and  threw  us  back  upon  the  awed  contemplation  of 
.another  instance  of  that  which  to  the  eye  of  sense  seems  the 
wanton  caprice  of  nature  in  destroying  at  a  blow  her  most  care- 
fully evolved  products,  but  which  to  the  eye  of  faith  is  a  mystery 
some  day  to  be  solved  in  the  perfection  of  ultimate  results.

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ALPHA  TAUS  OF  ACHIEVEMENT.* 


II-HON.   DONNELL  GILLIAM  (North  Carolina  Alpha  Delta.) 

One  of  the  distinguished  lawyers  and  public  men  of  Eastern 
North  Carolina  is  Donnell  Gilliam,  now  a  resident  of  Tarboro, 
who  was  born  at  Plymouth  on  the  31st  of  October,  1861. 

His  father,  Hon.  Henry  Augustus  Gilliam,  served  as  a  major 
in  the  7th  North  Carolina  Regiment  in  the  war  between  the 
States,  winning  honors  in  the  defence  of  Hatteras  Inlet  and 
Roanoke  Island.  Some  years  after  the  restoration  of  peace  he 
removed  to  Raleigh  where  he  soon  established  himself  as  one 
of  the  leading  lawyers  at  the  capitol.  Being  a  man  of  great 
mental  vigor,  and  of  unusual  attainment  and  accomplishment, 
he  was  especially  attractive  to  the  younger  members  of  the  bar, 
who  were  always  fond  of  gathering  around  him  and  to  whom 
he  was  ever  courteous  and  kind.  For  a  time  he  served  as  Judge 
of  the  Superior  Court  for  the  Metropolitan  District,  and  he  wore 
the  ermine  with  grace  and  dignity.  Indeed  Judge  Gilliam  was 
a  great  lawyer,  not  only  learned  in  his  profession,  but  remark- 
able for  his  extensive  information  on  a  large  variety  of  subjects. 
Toward  the  end  of  his  life  he  removed  to  Tarboro  where  he  pur- 
sued his  profession. 

He  married  Miss  Hannah  Clements,  who  bore  him  two  sons 
the  eldest  of  whom  is  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  the  other  being 
Hon.  Henry  A.  Gilliam,  Jr.,  also  a  prominent  lawyer  of  North 
Carolina. 

Living  in  the  country  near  Plymouth,  Donnell  Gilliam  in 
his  youth  was  fond  of  the  aquatic  sports  for  which  the  Alber- 
marle  Sound  is  so  famous— ducking,  fishing  and  rowing.  But 
in  his  early  years  he  was  delicate,  and  his  frame  was  feeble  and 
frail.  His  out  of  door  life,  however,  and  his  life  on  a  farm  tended 
to  invigorate  him  and  had  a  very  beneficial  effect  both  on  his 
health  and  on  the  development  of  his  character.  When  still 
quite  a  boy,  he  had  the  misfortune  to  lose  his  mother,  and  was 
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deprived,  in  a  way,  of  those  influences  which  only  a  mother  can 
give.  After  some  preparatory  education  at  Edenton  he  attended 
the  school  of  Horner  and  Graves  at  Hillsboro.  From  Hillsboro, 
he  went  to  the  Maryland  Agricultural  College  to  prepare  for 
entrance  at  Annapolis.  Having  secured  an  appointment  to  the 
Naval  Academy,  he  entered  the  institution  where  he  remained 
two  years.  But  he  did  not  propose  to  follow  the  sea,  being 
inclined  to  that  profession  of  which  his  father  was  an  ornament, 
and  at  the  end  of  two  years  he  resigned  from  the  Academy  and 
pursued  his  education  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  tak- 
ing a  course  enabling  him  to  prepare  himself  for  the  law.  Such 
an  education  has  given  Mr.  Gilliam  a  superior  mental  training 
and  has  produced  a  man  well  fitted  for  the  discharge  of  the 
duties  of  life. 

Having  received  his  law  license  in  1862,  he  opened  his  office 
at  Elizabeth  City,  but  the  next  year  removed  to  Tarboro  and 
practiced  with  his  father  until  1890.  For  the  first  ten  years 
of  his  professional*  career  he  devoted  himself  to  close  study, 
so  that  he  obtained  a  high  reputation  for  learning,  and  as  being 
a  master  of  his  profession.  As  an  advocate  he  is  bold,  vigorous 
and  eloquent,  but  few  surpassing  him  in  the  management  of 
cases  at  the  bar.  For  ten  years  he  served  as  solicitor  for  the 
Inferior  Court  of  Edgecombe  County  and  for  two  years  he  was 
mayor  of  Tarboro.  For  eight  years,  from  1888  to  1896,  as  chair- 
man of  the  Democratic  County  Executive  Committee,  he  directed 
the  local  campaigns,  and  was  a  prime  factor  in  rescuing  the  county 
from  negro  misrule  and  lawlessness  as  the  result.  In  1884,  he 
was  nominated  as  a  Cleveland  Elector  for  his  district,  and  was 
said  to  have  been  the  youngest  Presidential  Elector  in  the  United 
States  at  the  election  of  1884.  In  1900  Mr.  Gilliam  was  a  can- 
didate for  Congress  in  the  Second  Congressional  district,  but 
was  defeated  in  the  Convention  by  Hon.  Claud  Kitchen.  How- 
ever, in  1902,  he  was  elected  to  the  State  Senate,  and  again  in 
1904,  his  constituents  having  high  approval  of  his  course  at 
the  previous  session. 

While  he  was  at  the  State  University,  he  was  instrumental 
in  an  establishment  of  a  chapter  there  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
fraternity,  being  one  of  the  three  charter  members  of  it,   and 
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the  first  initiate  of  North  Carolina  Alpha  Delta.  No  man  loves 
or  takes  more  interest  in  the  fraternity  than  does  Mr.  Gilliam. 
In  looking  over  the  records  and  annals  of  Alpha  Delta,  I  find 
that  he  was  a  most  influential  man,  having  served  in  turn  all 
the  offices  of  the  chapter.  I  also  find  that  he  suggested  a  frater- 
nity publication  long  before  the  Palm  was  founded.  Other  than 
being  an  Alpha  Tau  he  is  not  a  member  of  any  other  secret  order. 

On  November  10,  1886,  Mr.  Gilliam  was  married  to  Miss 
Mary  Rawls,  who  died  in  1897.  Four  children  blessed  his  mar- 
ried life,  two  boys  and  two  girls,  all  of  whom  are  living. 

From  his  own  experience  he  thinks  it  not  amiss  to  suggest 
to  young  men  to  refrain  from  entering  actively  on  political  work, 
which,  becoming  interested,  would  absorb  their  attention  to  the 
detriment  of  their  legal  studies.  He  suggests  to  all  young  men: 
"Hard  work  in  youth,  steady  habits,  and  devotion  to  the  line 
of  work  chosen."

If  the  undergradu- 
ate could  only  realize  what  the  fraternities  were  not  so  very  long  ago 
he  would  be  very  thankful  for  the  work  which  has  made  them  what 
they  are  now. — Beta  Theta  Pi. 
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THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  MICHIGAN  AND  BETA  LAMBDA. 


The  University  of  Michigan  was  created  by  the  laws  of 
1837  and  the  organizing  act  provided  for  both  professional  and 
literary  faculties.  A  board  of  trustees,  regents,  were  appointed, 
and  on  June  5,  1837,  they  assembled  for  their  first  meeting. 
Immediately  the  erection  of  buildings  was  commenced  and  in 
the  fall  of  1 84 1  the  university  was  formally  opened  to  the  world. 
During  the  first  year  their  was  a  total  enrollment  of  but  six 
students.  In  1852,  the  College  of  Medicine  threw  open  its  doors 
and  it  rapidly  took  the  lead  in  enrollment,  for  in  1852  there  were 
152  students  enrolled  in  the  medical  department  and  but  57 
literary  students. 

Dr.  Tappan,  the  first  president  of  the  university,  was  elected 
in  1852,  and  for  ten  years  he  worked  ably  and  conscientiously 
to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  university.  Bishop  Haven  was 
elected  to  the  presidency  of  the  university  in  1863,  and  in  1869 
he  was  succeeded  by  Professor  Freize  who  was  acting  president 
for  two  years.  During  the  course  of  the  latter  two  administra- 
tions the  enrollment  increased  from  652  to  1,114.  The  growth 
from  1 87 1  on  was  a  rapid  and  steady  one  and  was  accellerated 
because  of  the  lack  of  competition  from  other  smaller  schools 
within  the  State.  Probably  the  most  important  event  in  the 
Freize  administration  was  the  admission  of  women  to  the  uni- 
versity in  1869. 

The  year  187 1,  when  President  Angell  was  elected  to  preside 
over  the  State  institution,  found  the  university  on  a  firm  founda- 
tion and  rapidly  making  a  place  for  itself  among  the  great  col- 
leges of  America.  New  buildings  become  a  necessity  and  the 
library,  Tappan  Hall,  museum,  physical  and  anatomical  labor- 
atories and  the  engineering  buildings  were  soon  erected.  The 
law  building  was  rebuilt  and  the  main   hall  and   the  chemical 
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laboratories  were  added  to.  Two  large  gymnasiums  were  also 
soon  erected.  In  all  there  are  eighteen  buildings  on  the  campus, 
many  of  them  new  and  beautiful  structures. 

With  the  rapid  growth  of  the  university  came  the  corre- 
sponding increase  in  the  funds  necessary  to  support  the  growing 
institution,  this  was  met  by  the  passing  of  the  f  mill  tax  for 
university  support.  From  this  source  is  derived  upwards  to 
$600,000  yearly.  Just  20  years  ago  when  Dean  Cooley  of  the 
engineering  department  came  to  the  university  there  was  a  total 
enrollment  of  but  1,300  students  and  to-day  in  his  department 
alone  there  are  over  1,300  enrolled.  For  the  year  of  i907-'o8 
there  is  a  total  enrollment  of  over  5,000  students  aside  from  the 
summer  school  session  with  its  enrollment  of  close  to  2,000. 
Of  the  above  5,000  students  there  are  about  700  "Co-eds." 
There  are  two  magnificent  buildings  under  construction,  an 
alumni  memorial  building  costing  $200,000  and  a  dental  build- 
ing costing  $150,000,  and  plans  have  been  prepared  for  the 
erection  of  a  $250,000  chemical  laboratory.  To-day  the  Uni- 
versity of  Michigan  is  built  around  its  eight  departments,  liter- 
ary, engineering,  medical,  law,  dental,  pharmacy,  homeopathic 
and  the  graduate  school  in  forestry.  The  geographical  territory 
represented  in  the  enrollment  is  very  wide  and  nearly  every  state 
and  territory  has  its  representation  here  as  does  also  49  foreign 
countries.  There  are  seven  university  publications  one  of  them 
being  a  four  page,  Michigan  Daily.  Popular  among  the  univer- 
sity organizations  are  the  musical  clubs,  debating  and  literary 
clubs,  comedy  and  sociological  clubs. 

In  athletics,  Michigan  has  for  some  time  led  the  Western 
colleges  and  has  but  recently  withdrawn  from  "the  Western 
Conference"  for  an  Eastern  association.  Michigan  made  her 
debut  in  Eastern  athletic  circles  last  spring,  and  by  taking  second 
place  in  the  Eastern  Intercollegiate  Meet,  at  Cambridge,  forced 
many  to  the  realization  that  Western  competition  was  not  to 
be  overlooked  when  arranging  the  "dope"  sheet.  Here  at  Ann 
Arbor  we  have  one  of  the  finest  athletic  fields  in  the  country 
and  a  spacious  and  thoroughly  equipped  gymnasium  where  under 
the  ablest  of  instruction,  athletes  of  no  mean  caliber  are  turned 
out.

An  article  on  Michigan  would  be  most  incomplete  without 
speaking  of  the  prevailing  "Michigan  Spirit;"  that  characteristic 
loyalty  and  co-operation  that  dominates  every  Michigan  activ- 
ity. Rising  above  all  class  and  clique  is  that  manifest  spirit 
of,  "For  God  and  Michigan."  To  foster  this  spirit  that  binds 
men  together  the  Michigan  Union  was  organized  and  the  Union 
Club  House  provided  for  its  members,  that  the  interests  of  the 
whole  student  body  might  be  advanced. 

Fraternities  have  always  played  a  most  important  part  in 
college  life  at  Michigan.  There  no  dormitories,  so  at  an  early 
date  fraternities  found  their  way  into  the  State  university. 
To-day  Michigan  stands  as  the  second  strongest  fraternity  cen- 
ter among  the  American  colleges.  Since  Chi  Psi  first  entered 
the  university  in  1845  there  has  been  a  steady  growth  in  the 
number  of  national  fraternities  until  at  the  present  time  35 
national  fraternities  have  representation  in  Michigan.  There  are 
also  nine  national  sororities  and  nine  sectional  clubs  established 
at  Michigan.  In  nearly  every  instance  are  these  organizations 
most  comfortably  quartered  and  the  fraternity  houses  at  Mich- 
igan are  as  a  whole  much  finer  than  seen  at  any  similar  institu- 
tion in  America.  Fraternity  spirit  at  America's  largest  state 
college  is  entirely  rational  and  the  progress  of  fraternities  is 
not  at  all  hampered  by  faculty  objection.  More  than  one  national 
fraternity  has  its  strongest  chapter  at  the  University  of  Mich- 
igan. We  also  have  chapters  of  the  three  honorary  fraternities 
— Phi  Beta  Kappa,  Sigma  Xi  and  Tau  Beta  Pi.  There  also  are 
many  class  and  department  societies. 

For  eighteen  months  previous  to  the  petitioning  of  the 
High  Council  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  for  a  charter  there  existed 
in  the  University  of  Michigan  a  club  of  affiliate  brothers  of  Alpha 
Tau.  The  purpose  in  view  was  to  develop  the  organization  into 
a  chapter  of  the  fraternity  of  which  its  founders  had  been  mem- 
bers elsewhere.  In  April  of  1904,  the  organization  forwarded 
their  petition  to  the  High  Council  and  a  month  later  were  grati- 
fied on  the  receipt  of  official  notice  that  their  request  had  been 
granted.  On  June  nth,  the  initiation  and  formal  installation 
took  place.  The  personnel  of  the  fraternity  at  that  time  being 
seven  affiliates  and  seven  initiates,  all  heart  and  soul  in  the  work. 
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With  a  foundation  built  on  solid  rock,  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
was  to  become  a  power  in  the  Greek  colony  then  at  Ann  Arbor. 
Given  such  a  body  of  strong  manhood,  backed  by  the  proper 
incentive  and  a  determination,  and  nothing  is  impossible  so, 
these  Greeks,  loyal  to  their  own  band,  worked  on  for  Alpha 
Tau  Omega.  Adopting  the  policy  of  those  who  had  nursed  us 
through  our  babyhood  days  we  have  always  been  conservative 
yet  aggressive.  To-day  we  have  representation  wherever  the 
general  fraternities  are  interested,  the  Junior  Hop,  Freshman 
Banquet,  etc.  Early  in  our  organization  we  adopted  a  system 
of  notes  in  the  anticipation  of  building,  and  though  but  four 
years  since  our  establishment  we  already  have  purchased  one  of 
the  finest  and  largest  lots  in  town  and  are  now  looking  ahead 
to  that  not  far  distant  day  when  Beta  Lambda  shall  be  living 
in  her  own,  the  finest  fraternitv  house  in  Ann  Arbor.  Our 
alumni,  though  small,  are  loyal  to  the  core,  and  with  their  co-op- 
eration backing  us  we  feel  mighty  secure.  We  are  at  present 
very  comfortably  located  at  624  Packard  Street.  The  chapter 
is  in  the  most  healthy  condition  and  flourishing.  Nineteen  men 
are  rooming  in  the  house  and  we  only  regret  that  we  have  not 
more  room.  All  of  our  twenty-nine  men  board  at  the  house. 
We  have  been  very  successful  in  getting  men,  and  last  fall,  with 
out  any  great  effort,  we  landed  ten  of  the  finest  freshmen  that 
came  to  the  university  town  this  fall.  Though  we  have  no  bril- 
liant lights  in  any  one  field,  yet  we  feel  we  have  attained  a  well- 
rounded  development  by  our  interest  in  every  field.  Our  schol- 
arship is  good,  and  when  the  exams  are  over  we  have  but  little 
fear  for  the  "plucks  and  cons."  In  the  social  field  we  have  never 
been  surpassed.  We  entertain  considerable  and  our  entertain- 
ment always  is  the  best.  We  lose  but  three  men  through  grad- 
uation in  June,  leaving  a  splendid  nucleus  for  the  fall  of  1908. 
There  are  in  all  27  active  men  on  our  roll — four  seniors,  eight 
juniors,  five  sophomores  and  ten  freshmen.  The  two,  inactive 
among  our  number,  are  members  of  the  faculty.

WE  say  without  reservation  or  fear  of  challenge  that  Colby 
College  is  situated  on  the  most  picturesque  campus  in  the  State 
of  Maine;  and  we  will  go  further  and  say  that,  in  this  respect, 
a  comparison  with  any  of  the  smaller  colleges  of  New  England 
would  result  most  favorably  for  Colby.  This  campus  occupies 
a  tract  of  land  of  some  over  twenty-six  acres,  extending  for  a 
third  of  a  mile  along  the  rugged  and  beautiful  west  bank  of  the 
Kenebeck.  The  "Back  Campus,"  as  it  is  called,  gradually  rises 
from  the  river  bank,  and  at  the  summit  of  this  natural  terrace 
are  the  college  buildings  overlooking  the  long  plain  of  the  front 
campus.  The  entire  grounds  are  beautifully  shaded  by  scores 
and  scores  of  maples,  elms,  locusts  and  willows;  and  they  are 
further  beautified  by  neat  walks  and  flowering  shrubs. 

There  are  nine  buildings  upon  the  campus:  Memorial  Hall 
— containing  the  chapel,  the  library  which  is  the  second  largest 
in  the  State,  and  the  banqueting  hall;  four  recitations  halls  hous- 
ing a  dozen  or  more  departments;  three  dormitory  buildings 
recently  remodeled  into  fraternity  houses;  and  a  gymnasium 
which  is  at  this  writing  undergoing  the  most  modern  improve- 
ments. 

Colby  College  is  the  second  oldest  college  in  Maine.  It  was 
founded  by  the  Baptists  of  the  State  in  1813,  and  established  at 
Waterville  in  18 18.  That  denomination  has  supported  the  insti- 
tution loyally  and  well;  and  especially  will  the  college  not  soon 
forget  the  names  of  Gardiner  Colby  and  Abner  Coburn.  In 
regard  to  the  first  mentioned  gentleman  we  select  a  paragraph 
from  the  annual  catalog:     "An  agent  was  appointed  in  1859  to 
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solicit  subscriptions  for  the  endowment  fund  of  the  college.  No 
marked  success  attended  his  efforts  until  August,  1864,  when 
Mr.  Gardiner  Colby,  of  Boston,  subscribed  $50,000  on  condition 
that  $100,000  additional  should  be  raised.  This  condition  was 
fulfilled,  and  in  1866,  at  the  suggestion  of  President  Champlin, 
the  trustees  voted  to  ask  the  Legislature  to  change  the  name 
of  the  institution  from  Waterville  College  to  Colby  University 
in  honor  of  its  benefactor,  Mr.  Colby.  *  *  *  *  The  bene- 
factions of  Mr.  Colby,  including  the  bequest  received  after  his 
death,  April  2,  1879,  amounted  to  $200,000.  No  further  change 
was  made  in  the  name  of  the  college  until  January  25,  1899, 
when,  at  the  request  of  the  board  of  trustees,  the  Legislature  of 
Maine,  changed  the  style  of  the  corporation  to  its  present  form, 
'The  President  and  Trustees  of  Colby  College.'" 

Women  were  admitted  to  the  college  in  1871  on  the  same 
terms  as  men.  The  institution,  however,  is  not  co-educational, 
but  is  rather  run  on  the  co-ordinate  plan.  Except  for  the  fact 
that  both  "Divisions"  recite,  for  the  most  part  to  the  same 
professors,  they  are  really  distinct  colleges. 

The  graduates  of  the  college  number  about  1,300  men  and 
about  240  women.  These  graduates  represent,  in  geographical 
distribution,  forty-one  States  and  Territories  and  five  foreign 
countries.  Maine,  of  course,  stands  first;  the  second  State  is 
Massachusetts.  The  present  enrollment  of  students  is  about  240, 
and  of  the  faculty  seventeen. 

Our  faculty,  we  will  modestly  say,  is  one  of  the  best  in  the 
State.  Lest  we  seem  too  self-commendatory  we  will  refrain  from 
speaking  in  their  praise  except  to  mention  that  among  them 
are  graduates  of  such  institutions  as  Brown,  the  Johns  Hopkins, 
Harvard  and  Yale  Universities;  the  Universities  of  Kiel  and 
Gottingen,  Germany;  and  the  Sorbonne,  France. 

Colby  aims  at  and  secures  a  broad,  cultured  education,  and 
a  very  high  standard  of  scholarship.  It  is  coming  to  be  the 
case  that  one  seldom  comes  to  Colby  "for  the  fun  of  it."  If 
such  a  deluded  person  finds  his  way  within  the  college  portals, 
he  is  an  object  of  commiseration  rather  then  of  contempt,  for 
it  is  known  that  his  days  are  numbered  and  that  he  will  be  "soon 
cut  off." 
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The  college  is  represented  to  the  outside  world  by  two^under- 
graduate  publications:  the  Colby  Echo,  published  weekly,  and" 
the  Colby  Oracle,  the  college  annual.  The  latter  is  a  compila- 
tion of  the  interesting  facts  of  college  life,  both  serious  and  friv- 
olous, and  a  representation  of  its  varied  talent. 

Colby  is  further  represented  to  outsiders  by  its  musical 
organizations,  its  Dramatic  Club,  and  its  Debating  Team.  The 
musical  organizations  consist  of  a  Mandolin  and  Guitar  Club, 
a^Glee  Club,  an  orchestra  and  a  band.  All  of  these  organiza- 
tions are  in  splendid  shape,  and  meet  with  the  hearty  approval 
and  support  of  all  the  surrounding  towns.  The  Dramatic  Club 
gave  a  wonderfully  successful  presentation  of  "  Half  Back  Sandy  " 
last  year,  and  the  Debating  Team  won  the  intercollegiate  debate 
from  Maine.  With  a  single  exception  the  Glee  Club  had  at  each 
of  its  concerts  a  house  that  was  literally  packed. 

The  Junior  Prom  is  the  social  function  of  the  year.  The 
Senior  Hop  is  also  a  prominent  feature.  "Colby  Day"  is  the 
great  rally  day  for  the  men,  when  prominent  alumni  are  present 
from  far  and  wide,  speeches  are  made,  a  collation  is  served,  and 
a  smoker  enjoyed.  Then  there  are  the  exhibitions  of  the  various 
classes — Sophomore  Declamation,  Junior  Exhibition,  and  Senior 
Exhibition,  which  are  of  interest  chiefly  to  the  members  of  the 
-classes  concerned  and  their  friends.  Then  there  is  a  little  side 
issue  known  as  the  Freshman  Reception,  which  is  rather  exclu- 
sive in  character,  and  is  of  great  moment  to  the  Sophomores 
and  Freshmen,  but  of  very  little  consequence  to  anyone  else. 
But  after  all,  we  look  forward  chiefly  to  Commencement  Week, 
when  from  the  evening  of  the  Junior  Exhibition  to  the  very  last 
evening  with  the  campus  illumination  and  band  concert,  the 
campus,  the  church  and  the  halls  are  overflowing  with  a  gay 
and  joyous  throng. 

In  the  way  of  athletics  it  may  be  proper  to  begin  where  the 
Freshman  begins  when  he  enters  Colby — the  Horn  Rush,  or 
what  now  takes  its  place,  the  Sophomore-Freshman  baseball 
game.  It  is  a  serious  nine-inning  game,  the  winning  side  receiv- 
ing a  barrel  of  peanuts — if  nothing  happens  to  them.  At  this 
time  the  Freshmen  are  supposed  to  provide  the  Juniors  with 
grapes,  to  be  delivered  on  the  campus;  while  the  Sophs  try  to 
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procure  them  for  the  Seniors.  Then  comes  football,  basket- 
ball, tennis  and  track,  and  in  all  of  these  Colby  puts  up  a  stub- 
born fight — sometimes  winning,  sometimes  losing.  But  base- 
ball is  the  great  game  for  Colby,  having  won  more  games  of 
baseball  than  all  the  other  colleges  of  Maine.  As  is  the  case 
with  the  University  of  Maine,  the  chief  interest,  of  course,  cen- 
ters in  the  State  championships.  In  summer  canoeing  is  a  favor- 
ite pastime;  in  the  fall  are  the  hunting  parties  and  the  corn 
roasts;  in  the  winter  snow-shoeing,  and  especially  skating. 

There  are  five  national  fraternities  in  the  college:  Delta 
Kappa  Epsilon,  established  1840;  Zeta  Psi,  established  1850; 
Delta  Upsilon,  established  1852;  Phi  Delta  Theta,  established 
1884;  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  established  1892.  It  will  be  readily 
seen  that  all  of  the  fraternities  had  the  start  of  Alpha  Tau  by 
many  a  mile  in  point  of  time,  and  we  have  always  been  obliged 
to  buck  up  against  that  very  unpleasant  and,  as  it  seems  to  us, 
unjust  principle — seniority.  There  were  eleven  charter  mem- 
bers whom  the  present  chief  of  Province  IV  initiated  into  Gamma 
Alpha.  Dear  old  A.  T.  O. !  How  beautiful,  how  beautiful  are 
thy  mysteries!  How  wonderful  is  that  influence  that  fills  the 
soul  of  every  true-hearted  brother!  That  influence  that,  over- 
stepping all  differences,  all  creeds,  all  hate,  all  love,  all  hope, 
all  ambition,  by  the  bond  of  its  mighty  power,  causes  man  to 
clasp  the  hand  of  man!  We  love  our  fraternity.  No  other 
thing  than  love  could  have  called  forth  such  anxious  endeavor, 
such  sacrifice,  such  struggle,  such  ceaseless,  untiring  effort  as  has 
been  the  portion,  and  the  proud  portion,  of  this  little  chapter 
in  the  heart  of  Maine.  There  was  a  time  when  the  total  mem- 
bership of  this  active  chapter  was  two.  There  was  a  time  when 
our  charter  was  almost  revoked.  There  was  a  time  when  we 
were  sunken  in  debt.  There  was  a  time  when  the  air  was  preg- 
nant with  criticism  of  our  chapter,  both  by  other  chapters  and 
by  aliens.  But  all  that  is  past.  In  the  year  when  there  were 
only  two  brothers,  Bro.  Holmes  and  Bro.  Wood,  eleven  men 
were  initiated.  And  although  all  of  those  men  did  not  remain 
through  their  college  course,  the  great  majority  did  remain  and 
were  a  wonderful  inspiration  to  this  chapter.  As  Bro.  Holmes 
and  Bro.  Wood  peruse  these  pages  they  must  know  that  they 
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are  hallowed  in  our  hearts  forever.  From  that  day  of  days 
we  have  gone  on — gone  on  with  undiminishing  love  and  untiring 
zeal — until  to-day  we  stand  upon  victorious  ground.  We  have 
escaped  the  rocks,  we  have  weathered  the  gale,  we  are  sailing 
in  the  open  sea  with  every  prospect  of  a  fair  and  prosperous 
voyage;  there  are  only  clouds  enough  to  keep  us  vigilant,  and 
there  is  heart  longing  enough  to  keep  us  true. 

Two  or  three  years  ago  our  chapter  suggested  to  the  college 
authorities  the  idea  of  remodeling  the  dormitories  into  frater- 
nity divisions,  as  it  was  desirable  that  these  buildings  should 
be  occupied  and  that  the  students  should  remain  together  on 
the  campus.  We  did  not,  at  that  time,  either,  feel  like  hiring 
a  house.  It  was  not  until  a  year  ago  last  fall,  however,  that  the 
matter  was  taken  up  in  earnest  by  the  college,  and  not  until 
last  spring  was  it  decided  finally  to  undertake  the  change.  How- 
ever it  was  accomplished,  and  we  are  now  delightfully  housed 
in  the  north  division  of  South  College.  We  were  once  more 
obliged  to  swallow  the  bitter  pill  of  "seniority,"  but  we  did  it 
more  or  less  gracefully,  and,  in  this  case,  quite  as  much  for  the 
good  of  the  college  as  for  our  good.  Bro.  Fitzgerald  and  Bro. 
Pratt  have  been  of  inestimable  assistance  to  us  in  fitting  up  our 
new  home.  Our  alumni  are  so  young,  comparatively,  in  life's 
work  that  a  great  responsibility  rests  upon  the  active  chapter. 
We  are  doing  famously,  however,  spankings  don't  hurt  much 
after  all!  It  is  said  that  we  have  the  most  tastefully  furnished 
house  on  the  campus,  and  as  to  men  it  came  from  one  of  the 
faculty  that  we  were  the  cleanest  frat  on  the  campus,  so  why  are 
we  not  well  equipped?  It  has  been  complained  of  us  that  we 
were  not  very  free  hearted  with  drinks.  Perhaps  that  is  an 
unfortunate  condition,  but  we  hope  that  all  the  brothers  will 
take  into  consideration  the  fact  that  Waterville  is  a  dry  place, 
and  that  Pringle  lives  here.  We  hope  that  every  brother  who 
possibly  can  at  any  time  will  come  and  see  us.  Come  as  often 
as  you  can  and  stay  as  long  as  you  like.

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THE  NEW  YORK  BETA  THETA  FIRE. 


The:  exact  origin  of  the  fire  is  unknown,  but  it  is  supposed 
that  it  started  at  the  bottom  of  the  elevator  shaft,  which  was 
located  near  the  center  of  the  house.  The  first  alarm  was  given 
by  the  janitor,  about  noon.  Several  of  the  fellows  were  in  the 
library  at  the  time  and  at  once  tried  to  extinguish  the  flames. 
Alarms  were  sent  in  by  means  of  telephones  as  well  as  the  fire 
box.  Due  to  the  headway  the  fire  had  made  before  it  was 
discovered  and  to  the  low  pressure  in  the  stand-pipe,  it  was  impos- 
sible to  effectually  check  its  progress.  Men  from  the  frater- 
nities located  in  the  neighborhood  rendered  assistance  and  with 
their  help  a  great  deal  of  furniture  was  saved.  The  poor  fire 
protection  provided  by  the  city  was  again  in  evidence.  Fire 
companies  did  not  arrive  on  the  scene  until  at  least  twenty 
minutes  after  the  fire  had  been  discovered.  The  firemen  worked 
under  a  great  disadvantage  on  account  of  the  very  low  pressure 
and  it  was  about  half  past  two  when  they  finally  had  the  flames 
under  control. 

After  the  janitor  had  given  the  alarm,  some  one  shouted 
that  Kiehle,  Stewart  and  Seelye  were  in  their  rooms  on  the  third 
floor.  Kiehle  had  been  about  the  house  during  the  morning 
and  had  been  seen  in  his  room  less  than  a  half  hour  before.  See- 
lye and  Stewart,  having  been  at  junior  week  dances  the  night 
before,  were  supposed  to  be  sleeping  in  their  rooms.  Chapman 
went  to  Kiehle's  room  to  warn  him  and  found  that  he  was  not 
in  his  study  or  bedroom.  He  then  tried  to  go  to  the  room  occu- 
pied by  Seelye  and  Stewart  but  failed  on  account  of  the  dense 
smoke.  Seelye  was  finally  aroused  by  shouts  from  the  porch 
roof  beneath  his  window.  He  descended  to  the  roof  by  means 
of  a  fire-rope.  Stewart  had  left  his  room  and  was  taking  a 
shower  on  the  second  floor.  At  this  time  it  was  impossible  to 
go  to  the  third  floor  from  the  inside  of  the  house.     Kiehle  was 
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still  unaccounted  for  and  his  rooms  were  again  thoroughly  searched 
and  found  empty.  This  time  the  entrance  to  his  room  was  made 
from  the  outside  by  means  of  a  ladder.     About  this  time  some 

one  started  the  rumor  that 
Kiehle  had  been  seen  walk- 
ing downtown,  and  this  taken 
in  connection  with  the  fact 
that  his  rooms  had  been 
found  empty,  led  to  the 
belief  that  he  was  safe. 

It  was  not  u  n  t  il  the 
members  of  the  chapter 
assembled  at  t  h  e  home  of 
Bro.  Chas.  E.  Cornell  at  four 
o'clock  that  Kiehle  was 
actually  accounted  for. 
Three  men  were  immedi- 
ately dispatched  to  the  ruins 
to  make  a  thorough  search. 
His  body  was  found  at  the 
door  of  the  room  occupied  by 
Stewart  and  Seelye.  The 
fact  that  the  body  was 
found  at  this  spot  leads  to 
only  one  possible  conclusion,  which  is,  that  Kiehle  left  his  room 
from  which  he  could  have  easily  escaped,  either  by  stair  case  or  by 
tire  rope,  and  went  through  the  burning  hallway  to  rouse  the 
two  men  whom  he  supposed  sleeping.  His  path  took  him  directly 
past  the  burning  elevator  shaft,  and  it  is  supposed  that  he  was 
rendered  unconscious  before  he  reached  his  destination.  Kiehle 
was  not  a  man  who  would  lose  his  head  at  a  critical  moment, 
and  had  he  thought  of  himself  alone,  he  would  undoubtedly  be 
alive  to-day.  Chas.  A.  Haines. 


The  Sun's   Version. 

[Reprinted  from  "Cornell  Daily  Sun."] 

Fire  which  started  shortly  after  noon  yesterday,  (JauUary 
31,  1908)  gutted  the  two  upper  stories  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
fraternity    house    at   the   corner  of  the  University  and  Stewart 
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Avenues,  and  James  Scott   Kiehle,    '09,  of  Minneapolis,  lost  his 
life  in  the  flames. 

The  building  was  of  frame  structure  above  the  first  story, 
which  was  brick,  and  the  flames  spread  rapidly.  Luckily  the 
fire  occurred  in  the  daytime,  and  there  was  very  little  wind 
blowing,  and  thrice  luckily  the  fraternity  had  no  Junior  Week 
house  party  this  year.  The  fire  it  is  supposed,  started  in  the 
basement,  climbed  up  an  elevator  shaft,  and  had  eaten  its  way 
up  to  and  all  over  the  attic  when  first  noticed. 

KieheE  Died  a  Hero. 

All  the  indications  point  to  a  hero's  death  for  Kiehle.  The 
evidence  is  that  he  was  overcome  by  the  flames  as  he  was  about 
to  open  the  door  of  the  room  of  two  men  he  thought  sleeping. 

Kiehle  was  fully  dressed  in  his  room  in  the  northeast  corner 
of  the  third  floor  of  the  building  at  the  time  of  the  fire,  and  in 
order  to  have  been  found  where  he  was  in  the  hall  he  must  have 
gone  to  awaken  Donald  Stewart,  '08,  and  E.  E.  Seelye,  '08,  who 
roomed  in  the  southwest  corner  of  the  third  floor  and  whom  he 
knew  were  sleeping  late.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  Stewart  was  on 
the  floor  taking  a  shower  bath  when  the  flames  broke  out.  See- 
lye escaped  by  a  rope  out  of  the  window  of  his  room. 

The  dead  man  was  unusually  cool  and  collected,  and  it  is 
hardly  possible  that  he  lost  his  head  and  rushed  to  his  own  dis- 
truction  into  the  hall,  when  he  could  have  gone  out  of  the  window 
by  a  rope. 

Thought  Safe  at  First. 

Kiehle  had  been  seen  at  breakfast  time  by  the  various  mem- 
bers of  the  fraternity.  C.  A.  Haines,  '08,  and  L.  R.  Smallman, 
'09,  say  they  saw  him  in  his  room  writing  up  a  report  about 
half  an  hour  before  the  fire  was  discovered.  In  the  excitement 
after  the  cry  "Fire,"  Kiehle  was  not  missed  at  first  and  he  was, 
some  one  said  that  he  had  gone  down  town  shortly  before. 

Nevertheless,  a  search  was  made  of  his  bedroom  and  study 
immediately  after  the  flames  broke  out.  No  trace  of  him  was 
found,  however,  and  the  men  of  the  fraternity  felt  certain  that 
he  had  left  the  place  before  the  fire.  It  was  not  until  the  mem- 
bers of  the  fraternity  gathered  at  the  home  of  Charles  E-  Cornell, 
508  Stewart  Avenue,  at  4  P.  M.,  that  they  found  Kiehle  actually 
unaccounted  for. 

The  Body  Found. 

A  party  promptly  hastened  to  the  ruined  house,  and  after 
digging  around  for  a  time,  Fireman  B.  K.  Wood,  of  No.  7,  and 
Second  Assistant  Duke  Relyea  unearthed  the  body  in  the  hall 
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in  front  of  the  door  of  Stewart  and  Seelye's  room.  The  features 
were  not  recognized,  but  a  ring  on  the  left  hand  was  identified 
as  Kiehle's.  The  body  was  removed  to  the  undertaking  estab- 
lishment of  C.  N.  Baldwin.  Funeral  arrangements  have  not 
been  fully  determined.  Telegrams  were  immediately  sent  to  the 
parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Kiehle.  Mr.  Kiehle  has  been  in  Milwau- 
kee, and  Mrs.  Kiehle  in  Boston. 

Start  of  Fire. 

The  janitor  of  the  house,  Austin  Cook,  rushed  into  the 
library,  where  there  were  a  number  of  the  members  of  the  frater- 
nity at  12.20  P.  M.,  and  cried  that  the  third  floor  was  on  fire. 
The  men  ran  up  the  stairs  with  chemical  extinguishers,  and  laid 
the  lines  of  house  hose  which  were  on  each  floor,  but  this  proved 
useless  and  they  turned  their  attention  to  the  removal  of  the 
furniture  on  the  first  floor. 

The  alarm  was  sent  in  from  box  47,  at  the  corner  of  Lake 
Street  and  University  Avenue,  C.  O.  Lueder,  '02,  football  coach. 
A  mixup  occurred  in  the  registering  of  the  alarm  in  the  fire  sta- 
tion and  the  companies  were  slow  in  arriving. 

Origin  of  Flames. 

The  firemen  gave  it  as  their  opinion  that  the  fire  had  started 
in  the  basement  at  the  bottom  of  the  elevator  shaft  used  for 
hoisting  trunks  and  linen.  It  had  run  up  the  shaft  and  eaten 
its  way  through  the  garret.  Then  it  had  burst  through  the  ceil- 
ing of  the  third  floor  and  this  and  the  attic  were  a  mass  of  flames. 

The  fire  was  shooting  up  through  the  roof  on  the  arrival 
of  the  first  company,  No.  9,  of  the  new  station  on  Huestis  Street. 
The  men  quickly  coupled  on  their  hose  but  the  pressure  was  too 
weak  to  force  the  water  beyond  the  second  story  windows  and 
the  flames  could  not  be  retarded. 

Ladders  were  soon   hoisted   however,   and   the   flames  were 
kept  in  the  two  upper  stories  until  the  engine  of  No.  2  put  in  an 
appearance,    three-quarters   of   an    hour   after    the   first   alarm. 
Had  a  fierce  wind  been  blowing  there  is  little  doubt  that  the 
whole  structure  would  have  been  devoured. 

Water  Pressure  Weak. 

As  it  was,  a  great  deal  more  was  burned  than  would  have 
been  had  there  been  anything  like  proper  water  pressure.  Even 
after  the  engine  arrived  the  pressure  was  none  too  strong  and 
accidents  considerably  delayed  the  firemen.  Both  lines  of  the 
hose  were  jerked  from  the  engine  once,  and  another  time  one 
of  the  hose  burst.  The  fire  was  completely  extinguished  about 
2.05. 
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From  the  time  the  blaze  broke  out,  undergraduates  turned 
out  and  aided  the  regular  firemen.  The  hose  reel  from  Sibley 
was  dragged  to  the  scene  immediately  after  No.  9  had  arrived. 
Many  men  were  helping  to  carry  out  furniture  or  helping  to  direct 
streams  of  water,  clad  only  in  ordinary  clothes.  They  were 
drenched  to  the  skin  and  in  manv  cases  their  clothes  were  frozen 
stiff. 

After  the  fire,  the  members  of  the  fraternity  were  cared 
for  at  the  various  neighboring  houses  of  the  Greek  letter  societies 
and  at  the  residences  of  the  faculty  and  citizens.  They  have 
made  no  arrangements  for  new  quarters. 

History  of  House. 

The  Alpha  Tau  Omega  fraternity  house  was  built  in  1901 
by  Campbell  Brothers,  of  Ithaca,  at  a  cost  of  $25,000.  The 
furniture  was  valued  at  $5,000.  The  building  is  counted  over 
half  a  total  loss,  and  all  the  furniture  except  on  the  first  floor 
was  burned  or  ruined.  The  insurance  on  the  house  is  $16,000; 
on  the  furniture  $3,000.  The  two  lower  floors  and  the  basement 
were  flooded  and  practically  ruined  by  water. 

Kiehle's  Life. 

The  dead  junior,  James  Scott  Kiehle,  was  a  member  of  the 
College  of  Mechanical  Engineering.  He  was  born  at  Scotts- 
burg,  N.  Y.,  in  1886,  and  moved  to  Minneapolis  as  a  child.  He 
was  graduated  from  Minneapolis  High  School  and  entered  Minn- 
esota University,  finishing  the  freshman  year.  Last  year  he 
came  to  Cornell  as  a  sophomore.  He  went  out  for  football, 
and  though  he  never  made  the  'Varsity,  kept  constantly  at  it 
.showing  his  grit  and  determination. 

Feames  Break  Out  Again. 

About  8.30  last  night  the  wind  fanned  embers  on  the  north- 
west gable  of  the  house  into  flames  again.  The  fire  was  got 
under  control  in  half  an  hour  before  it  had  any  appreciable 
additional  damage.  The  companies  which  responded  to  the 
alarm  were  Nos.  1,  4  and  7. 


James  Scott  Kiehle,  '09. 

IReprint  from  editorial  column  of  the  '"Cornell  Daily  Sun,"  February  1,  1908.] 

The  sincere  sympathy  of  the  entire  University  goes  out  to 
the  members  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  fraternity  in  their  hour 
of  misfortune  and  bereavement.  At  first  it  was  thought  their 
only  loss  would  be  their  home,  but  when  it  was  later  discovered 
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that  one  of  their  members  had  perished  in  the  flames  the  entire 
trend  of  the  condolence  was  turned  to  their  personal  grief.  The 
loss  of  the  house,  unfortunate  as  it  is,  is  nothing  as  compares 
with  loss  of  a  life,  and  the  burden  of  this  second  terrible  calamity 
within  fourteen  months  is  shared  in  common  by  every  Cornelian. 

The  only  solace  that  can  be  found  in  the  death  of  James 
Scott  Kiehle,  '09,  is  in  the  fact  that  he  died  a  hero,  and  as  a 
direct  result  of  trying  to  warn  two  of  his  fraternity  brothers 
of  their  danger.  Cornell  is  proud  to  have  such  men  in  her  ranks, 
and  one  can  not  help  thinking  that  it  is  not  for  naught  that  they 
meet  their  fate  in  such  a  glorious  manner.  There  is  nothing 
higher  or  nobler  than  to  go  from  perfect  safety  to  almost  certain 
death  in  the  hope  that  perhaps  a  friend  might  be  saved.  In  his 
nobleness  not  only  the  university,  but  the  fraternity  and  his 
family  can  feel  a  glow  of  mingled  pride  with  their  grief.  It  is 
no  common  clay  that  can  stand  the  test  of  fire.  Kiehle's  name 
will  long  be  remembered  in  company  with  those  of  Schmuck, 
Nichols,  McCuthen  and  Grelle,  and  will  be  remembered  as  an 
example  of  the  highest  type  of  man  Cornell  can  hope  to  call 
with  pride. 

To  his  family  and  to  his  fraternity  Cornell  extends  her  deep- 
est sympathy,  but  bids  them  not  to  forget  the  way  in  which  he 
died,  nor  the  respect  he  has  won  for  himself  among  his  fellows. 
His  death  is  no  victory  over  him,  for  his  spirit  lives  on  forever. 


James  Scott  Kiehle. 

Bro.  James  Scott  Kiehle  was  born  in  Scottsburg,  New 
York,  in  1886.  He  moved  to  Minneapolis  as  a  child  and  grad- 
uated from  the  Minneapolis  High  School  in  1905.  He  finished 
his  freshman  year  at  the  University  of  Minnesota  and  came  to 
Cornell  as  a  sophomore,  where  he  was  initiated  into  Alpha  Tau 
Omega  on  the  19th  of  October,  1906.  At  the  time  of  his  death 
he  was  a  junior  in  the  College  of  Mechanical  Engineering. 

Kiehle  died  as  he  lived — trying  to  do  something  for  another. 
He  died  a  hero,  proving,  in  the  instant  of  his  death,  his  great 
and  unbounded  loyalty  to  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  for  "Greater  love 
hath  no  man  than  this,  that  a  man  lay  down  his  life  for  his  friends." 
In  life  Kiehle  was  a  man  from  the  surface  to  the  very  bottom 
of  his  soul.  He  was  like  his  physical  self — big  and  broad  and 
straight.  Morally  strong  and  well  balanced,  a  hard  worker  with 
a  tremendous  store  of  energy,  he  was  yet  possessed  of  a  most 
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congenial  disposition,  jolly  and  always  good  humored,  and  of  a 
personal  magnetism  which  made  him  popular  with  all  with 
whom  he  came  in  contact.  He  never  forced  his  opinions  on 
anyone.  He  never  aired  his  beautiful  code  of  morals.  He  just 
lived  them  and  so  was  known  and  loved  by  everyone. 

RESOLUTIONS  UPON  THE  DEATH  OF  BRO.   JAMES  SCOTT  KIEHLE. 

On  the  thirty-first  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  eight,  Bro. 
James  Scott  Kiehle  lost  his  life  in  a  fire  which  destroyed  the 
fraternity  house  and  home  of  this  chapter.  The  fire  which  broke 
out  about  noon,  burst  from  the  elevator  shaft  and  almost  instantly 
enveloped  the  third  floor  of  the  building.  Bro.  Kiehle  was  in 
his  room  on  the  east  side  of  this  floor,  and  could  easily  have 
escaped;  but  his  first  thought  was  evidently  for  others.  When 
his  room  was  searched  immediately  after  the  alarm,  it  was  found 
empty,  which  led  to  the  belief  that  he  was  safe.  After  the  fire 
was  extinguished,  his  body  was  discovered  at  the  door  of  a  room 
where  he  supposed  two  of  his  friends  were  sleeping.  To  reach 
this  place  he  had  rushed  through  the  hall  filled  with  flames  and 
smoke  and  had  there  been  overcome. 

The  Beta  Theta  chapter  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  desires  to 
express  its  deep  sense  of  loss  in  the  tragic  death  of  Bro.  Kiehle. 
Our  daily  intimacy  with  him  in  the  life  of  the  chapter  had  taught 
us  to  appreciate  his  manly  character  and  unselfish  disposition. 
His  memory  will  always  be  cherished  and  his  example  will  never 
be  forgotten  by  his  brothers  in  this  chapter.  Even  in  the  midst 
of  our  sorrow,  it  is  some  consolation  to  remember  that  he  died 
bravely,  thinking  only  of  his  duty  to  others.  To  his  father, 
mother  and  sister,  so  deeply  bereaved,  we  extend  our  sincere 
and  most  heartfelt  sympathy.  In  this  terrible  affliction  we  join 
with  them  in  sorrow. 

The  Beta  Theta  chapter  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  on  February 
second,  nineteen  hundred  eight,  adopted  this  statement  regard- 
ing the  death  of  Bro.  Kiehle  and  ordered  ^hat  a  copy  of  these 
resolutions  be  sent  to  his  family,  and  further  that  the  resolutions 
be  spread  upon  the  minutes  of  this  chapter  as  a  part  of  its  per- 
manent records  and  be  published  in  ^he  Palm,  the  official  organ 
of  the  fraternity.

the  visiting  brothers. 

The  Province  Chief  sent  out  his  commandatory  writ  in  November, 
and  the  presumption  was  entertained  that  possibly  only  one  or  two 
chapters  would  send  delegates,  but  we  were  all  agreeably  fooled.  For 
instance,  the  Colorado  brothers  could  not  reach  Lincoln  soon  enough. 
Their  presence,  a  day  before  the  conclave  convened,  was  at  first  attri- 
buted to  a  possible  sympathetic  cord  with  and  a  stronger  desire  to  see 
Lincoln's  distinguished  Silver-Tongued  Orator,  but  later  as  the  facts 
came  out  the  brothers  confessed  their  early  presence  due  entirely  to  the 
reputation  of  Lincoln's  fair  young  sex.  If  any  of  the  readers  of  this 
Jetter  are  acquainted  with  the  good  (and  bad)  qualities  of  Bros.  Roth- 
gerber,  Appel,  and  Roller  from  Denver  alumni,  I  have  nothing  further 
to  say;  but  if  you  are  not,  permit  me  to  say  that  this  trio  is  just  about 
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right.  They  came  to  Lincoln  with  the  goods  and  saw  that  they  were 
properly  delivered,  and  as  a  result  Ave  are  all  keeping  our  eyes  on  Den- 
ver and  its  active  alumni. 

Next  came  the  delegation  from  Kansas,  headed  by  Province  Chief 
Van  der  Vries,  who  carried  over  his  shoulder  a  black  and  white  banner 
with  the  following  inscription  thereon,  "In  Nebraska  we  trust — Kansas 
dry."  I  had  formed  a  very  good  impression  of  our  Kansas  guest  until, 
after  searching  around  for  some  "good"  man  "who  was  qualified  to  put 
on  the  dog  (as  he  expressed  it)  in  a  letter  to  the  Palm,"  he  ordered  me 
to  the  enviable  task;  and  as  I  accepted  this  exalted  position  I  did  so  with 
the  determination  of  getting  even  with  our  friend  Van  through  the 
columns  of  the  Palm,  but  as  I  dictate  these  lines  my  memory  reverts 
back  to  the  compromising  positions  that  I  saw  our  dear  Van  in  during 
the  evening  of  the  Hop — telling  fortunes  between  dances  (yes,  Van  is 
a  Palmist) — describing  and  picturing  the  alluring  home  life  of  a  Kansas 
professor  of  mathematics  between  the  17th  and  18th  dances  when  he 
was  heard  singing  "Terrible  Eyes"  to  a  fair  little  lassie  from  Sioux 
City,  and  really  brothers  I  am  too  charitable  and  forgiving  to  trot  in 
with  my  little  hammer.

Eusterman  from  Minnesota  had  the  key  of  Lincoln 
safely  lodged  in  his  pocket,  and  had  made  a  brilliant  debut  at  the  chap- 
ter house,  the  boys  started  to  sing,  "Are  there  any  more  at  home  like 
you."  Bro.  Eusterman  made  a  hit  with  all  the  delegates  (and  partic- 
ularly with  the  sororities  in  Lincoln),  and  most  ably  represented  the 
Minnesota  brethren. 

Beta  Alpha  from  Iowa  sent  four  worthy  brothers  as  their  repre- 
sentation. They  all  came  with  their  pockets  bulging  out  with  note 
paper,  and  carried  home  with  them  abundance  of  pointers  and  good 
things  picked  up  during  the  two  days'  sessions. 

Bro.  John  W.  Towle,  New  York  Beta  Theta,  accompanied  by  Mrs. 
Towle,  came  down  from  Omaha  and  attended  the  Hop.  Bro.  Towle 
remained  over  for,  and  took  an  active  part  in  the  sessions. 

The  first  session  of  the  First  Biennial  Conclave  of  Province  III, 
convened  in  the  Hall  of  Gamma  Theta  at  1.30  o'clock,  December  13, 
1907,  with  Province  Chief  Van  der  Vries  presiding.  The  following

Telegrams  and  letters  of  regret  were  read  from  many  brothers 
upon  their  inability  to  be  present.  In  response  to  one  of  these  telegrams 
a  letter  of  congratulations  was  sent  to  Bro.  Robert  L.  Owens  on  his 
election  as  United  States  Senator  from  Oklahoma. 

Among  the  general  matters  of  interest  that  came  up  for  discussion, 
were  the  following  subjects:  ''Organization  of  Province,"  "Uniform 
Conduct  of  Chapter,"  "Weekly  Meetings,"  "Secret  Work,"  "Constit- 
ution, By-Laws,"  "Finances,"  "Officers,"  "Paraphernalia,"  "Rush- 
ing," "Initiation,"  "House  Rules,"  "Order  of  Work,"  "Chapter  House 
Funds,"  "Expansion,"  "Palm,"  "September  nth — Founder's  Day," 
"Good  of  the  Order." 

It  is  needless  to  say  that  after  discussing  the  above  subjects,  abund- 
ance of  good  thoughts  were  thoroughly  digested  by  those  whose  pleas- 
ure it  was  to  attend  the  meetings.  Bro.  Van  der  Vries  warmed  the  boys 
up  to  a  very  keen  appreciation  of  not  only  their  duties  as  Alpha  Taus, 
but  injected  the  proper  proportion  of  enthusiasm  so  that  when  the  con- 
clave finally  adjourned  each  member  seemed  to  be  bubbling  over  with 
good  intentions.

That  the  truest  of  our  brothers 
Are  the  boys  of  Province  Three. 

The  Conclave  Ball  was  held  at  the  Lincoln  Hotel,  on  Friday  even- 
ing, under  the  auspices  of  Nebraska  Gamma  Theta.  Its  brilliancy  was 
unsurpassed  and  represented  one  of  those  gorgeous  functions  that  elab- 
orate preparations  only  can  bring  about.  All  the  visitors  were  prepared 
with  escorts,  and  in  that  respect  had  the  cream  of  Lincoln,  so  to  speak. 

Saturday  morning  the  delegates  were  taken  sight-seeing,  and  in 
automobiles  were  shown  the  homes  of  the  different  fraternities  and 
also  that  of  W.  J.  Bryan.

PROVINCE  IV. 


The  Second  Biennial  Conclave  of  Province  IV  was  held  at  Bangor, 
on  February  22nd,  Maine  Beta  Upsilon,  University  of  Maine,  acting 
as  host. 

This  conclave  will  long  be  remembered  by  every  Alpha  of  Maine, 
active  and  alumni,  who  attended,  and  if  we  can  judge  from  appearances, 
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by  every  Alpha  present  from  the  chapters.  All  chapters  of  the  prov- 
ince and  one  alumni  association  were  represented.  Many  of  Beta  Upsi- 
lon's  alumni  took  the  opportunity  to  revisit  the  chapter  and  college, 
and  the  brothers  as  far  back  as  1892  were  well  represented.

Maguire.  The  Committee  of  Arrangements  was  Elmer  0.  Pray,  Hugh 
H.  Danforth,  Donald  P.  Oak,  Fred  W.  Nason,  and  Earle  L.  Milliken, 
Chairman. 

The  next  morning  the  business  session  was  called  to  order  at  ten 
o'clock  at  the  Board  of  Trade  room  in  City  Hall.  All  those  who  attended 
the  dance  were  there  although  some  of  them  were  rather  heavy  eyed. 
Many  others  who  had  not  arrived  until  that  morning  or  who  had  been 
unable  to  attend  the  dance  the  night  before  were  present.  The  usual 
conclave  business  was  transacted,  and  at  half-past  twelve  the  session 
was  adjourned  until  two  o'clock.

PROVINCE  V. 


The  subject  of  this  article  was  originally  divided  into  three  phases, 
to  be  treated  from  as  many  view  points,  and  if  the  plans  of  our  Worthy 
Province  Chief  had  been  executed,  you  who  run  would  have  run  to  read 
and  not  as  I  now  fear  you  will,  run  to  avoid  reading. 

But  it  has  come  to  pass  that  one  brother's  corporate  clients  have 
become  so  taxed  with  visions,  or  it  may  be,  foreshadowings  of  things 
and  actions  emanating  from  the  wilder  of  the  massive  mace,  that  he  has 
been  kept  so  busy  as  to  make  it  impossible  to  record  for  you  the  his- 
tory and  impressions  of  that  part  of  the  conclave  at  which  he  truly  was 
the  "whole  show."  I  do  not  desire  that  expression  to  be  deemed  irrev- 
erent or  irrelevant  for  his  share  in  the  social  side  of  the  program  was 
very  material. 
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Unfortunately  also  the  other  two  intended  co-collaborators  of  this 
history  was  prevented  by  various  adverse  happenings  from  performing 
their  labors  and  in  extremis,  the  work  has  been  cast  upon  one  whose 
only  qualification  is  that  he  is  willing. 

The  foregoing  is  not  intended  as  an  apology  but  as  a  full  and  uncon- 
ditional release  and  excuse  from  the  probable  charge  of  prolixity  and 
sterility. 

The  Second  Conclave  of  Province  V  was  held  in  Philadelphia  on 
Friday,  November  29,  1907,  pursuant  to  a  resolution  passed  at  a  meet- 
ing held  on  November  2nd,  at  Allentown,  for  the  purpose  of  determining 
the  time  and  place.  The  honor  and  responsibility  of  standing  sponsor 
for  this  conclave  was,  in  a  measure,  thrust  upon  the  active  chapter  of 
the  university  and  the  alumni  of  Philadelphia,  for  it  was  found  by  the 
chapter  originally  desiring  the  conclave  that  the  time  and  place  could 
not  be  advantageously  brought  together  by  any  of  them.  When  it  was 
learned  that  Philadelphia  had  many  attractions  to  offer  during  the  week 
of  Thanksgiving,  the  consensus  of  opinion  was  soon  reached  that  Phil- 
adelphia should  be  the  place.  Some  of  us  thought  that  the  time  deter- 
mined upon  was  unsuitable,  for  during  that  week  Cornell  was  to  play 
Pennsylvania,  the  great  annual  game  of  football;  the  Army  and  Navy 
were  again  to  war  for  gridiron  honors;  Junior  Week  was  in  full  swing 
with  its  banquets,  dances  and  teas  and  above  all,  Pennsylvania  Tau's 
justly  famous  annual  dance  was  to  be  held.  It  can  readily  be  seen  that 
there  were  many  attractions,  most  of  them  arising  to  the  dignities  of 
duties  demanding  the  attention  of  at  least  the  undergraduates  for  the 
greater  portion  of  the  week,  and  not  only  did  these  things  demand  their 
attention  but  likewise  the  good  hard  coin  of  the  realm  was  thereby  put 
into  strong  and  rapid  circulation,  so  that  many  of  us  feared  we  could 
not  measure  up  to  the  notable  standard  of  hospitality  set  by  our  beloved 
brothers  in  Allentown  at  the  first  conclave  in  1905,  a  truly  memorable 
occasion.  Nevertheless  it  came,  and  we  believe  that  at  least  one  of 
the  objects  of  such  meetings  was  attained;  viz.,  the  forming  of  closer 
personal  acquaintances  between  a  large  number  of  brothers  in  the  prov- 
ince and  the  drawing  together  of  the  components  of  the  province  into 
a  stronger  union. 

Every  chapter  in  the  province  was  represented  as  was  also  each 
and  every  alumni  association.  Some  of  the  chapters  came  nearly  en 
masse  and  the  enthusiasm  and  cordiality  certainly  of  all  impressed  on 
our  minds  the  power,  the  strength,  the  beauty,  and  the  endurance  of 
these  ties  that  bind  us  who  one  minute  are  strangers  in  the  flesh  and 
the  next  are  brothers  in  heart  and  soul. 

Although  the  conclave  itself  began  and  ended  on  Friday,  many  of 
the  delegates  and  other  attending  brothers  took  advantage  of  the  oppor- 
tunity and  came  a  day  earlier  to  see  the  struggle  between  the  Red  and 
Blue  and  "The  Bis  Red  Team"  on  Franklin  Field.      Our  brothers  from 
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Cornell  came  down  with  big  wads  of  coin  and  confidence.  I  regret  to 
record  that  many  of  them  were  compelled  to  return  to  Ithaca  with  a 
greatly  depleted  stock  of  both.  Cornell  played  her  usual  hard  and  plucky, 
game,  full  of  dangerous  moments  and  uncertain  until  the  end,  but  as 
usual,  the  traditions  of  Pennsylvania  coupled  with  the  efforts  of  the 
best  team  in  the  country,  brought  forth  a  victory. 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  the  active  chapter  at  the  univer- 
sity gave  its  dance,  to  which  a  general  invitation  had  been  extended. 
This  was  held  in  Houston  Hail  on  the  campus.  The  entire  hall,  as  usual, 
was  reserved  for  Alpha  Tau,  and  the  roomy  building  was  comfortably 
filled  by  undergraduating  alumni  and  visiting  brothers,  with  their  fair 
partners.  At  least  four  of  the  other  chapters  in  the  province  were 
represented  at  this  function.  Varied  college  yells  and  songs  enlivened 
the  intermissions  and  helped  make  the  occasion  thoroughly  enjoyable. 

As  before  noted,  the  business  session  of  the  conclave  was  held  on 
Friday,  the  29th.  We  assembled  in  the  Hotel  Rittenhouse  in  the  after- 
noon, and  after  a  short  but  thorough  "mix  up"  of  old  and  new  brothers, 
during  a  period  of  about  an  hour,  the  conclave  was  called  to  order  by 
our  worthy  and  energetic  Province  Chief. 

Bro.  Harry  D.  Sewell,  retiring  Worthy  Master  of  the  local  chapter, 
extended  to  the  conclave  a  warm  welcome,  to  which  Bro.  Charles  E. 
Haines,  of  New  York  Beta  Theta,  responded. 

Reports  indicating  strength  and  progress  in  every  chapter  m  the 
province  were  read  and  received  with  much  satisfaction.  The  strong 
and  careful  work  and  supervision  of  Province  Chief  Connor  was  reflected 
from  nearly  every  one  of  these  reports.  He  has  indeed  performed 
faithfully  the  duties  his  hand  has  found. 

Our  beloved  High  Chancellor,  in  keeping  with  his  office,  sent  us  a 
message  full  of  lofty  ideals  and  sane  advice.  We  regret  that  Bro.  Green 
could  not  appear  in  person  to  deliver  his  message. 

The  program  of  this  session  follows  herein.  Lack  of  space  forbids 
comment  upon  the  separate  subjects  thereof.  Suffice  it  to  say  that 
each  address  contained  some  new  thoughts  of  value  and  that  upon 
completion  of  the  session  we  all  felt  that  the  afternoon  had  indeed  been 
well  spent  in  the  interests  of  our  fraternity  idea. 

Following  the  business  session  of  the  conclave  we  met  again  at  the 
banquet  which  was  also  held  at  the  Rittenhouse.  Our  witty  and  wise 
brother,  Hosack,  of  Pittsburgh,  was  toastmaster,  led  us  through  the 
mazes  of  this  affair,  in  a  new,  somewhat  unconventional,  yet  wholly 
delightful  style.  As  he  is  accustomed  to  say  "That  style  will  be  much 
in  use  this  winter." 

Bro.  N.  Wiley  Thomas,  who  is  peculiarly  dear  to  the  hearts  of  all 
Alpha  Taus  in  this  province  and  particularly  of  those  of  Philadelphia, 
because  with  them  he  comes  most  in  contact,  was  prevented  from  ask- 
ing in   person   the   question    "Whither   goest   thou,"    which   formed   the 
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subject  of  a  toast  pregnant  with  advice  and  warning.  Bro.  Reno,  in 
his  usual,  impressive  style  told  us  of  "Alpha  Tau  Omega  in  the  Greek 
World."  His  words  were  not  all  honey  and  impressed  upon  the  dele- 
gates that  we  must  still  Be  up  and  doing,  striving  to  attain  to  the  heights 
to  which  our  ideals  and  principals  point,  but  up  to  which  they  have 
not  yet  quite  led  us.  Bro.  Jump  responded  to  the  toast  of  "Fellowship  ' 
in  words  which  displayed  the  depths  of  his  love  for  all  of  the  brothers 
of  the  Cross.  Bro.  Chas.  H.  Fenn,  ex-W.  G.  C,  spoke  entertainingly 
on  the  principles  of  the  fraternity. 

Bro.  Thomas'  message  seemed  to  us  to  be  of  such  importance  and 
to  contain  so  much  fraternity  wisdom  that  we  take  the  liberty  to  print 
it  in  full  herein. 

WHITHER    GOEST    THOU? 

Let  me  add  my  word  of  welcome  to  the  hearty  one  already  extended 
to  you  by  the  Alpha  Taus  of  Philadelphia. 

You  have  come  to  the  city  of  hearts  as  well  as  homes;  indeed,  docs 
not  her  proud  title  of  the  "City  of  Homes"  carry  with  it  the  assurance 
that  her  hearts  must  be  loyal  and  true?  Some  there  are,  even  of  her 
own  sons,  who  have  maltreated  her  fair  name,  using  frequent  falsehood, 
possibly  that  political  capital  may  be  acquired.  Of  course,  we  have 
wrongs  to  be  righted,  and  idle  but  curious  people  at  times  piloted  by  a 
representative  of  the  church  on  a  tour  of  inspection,  will  doubtless  find 
crime;  yet,  as  one  who  would  serve  the  church,  I  feel  that  her  work  lies 
in  helping  the  sufferers  rather  than  in  parading  the  sorrows  and  suffer- 
ing of  the  vicious.  Intelligent  men,  who  really  desire  to  help  others 
upward,  do  not  care  to  see  or  hear  of  the  depths  of  their  brother's  deg- 
radation. My  right  to  say  that  the  heart  of  our  city  beats  true  may 
be  indicated  by  the  fact  that  we  have  more  than  three  hundred  (300) 
hospitals,  asylums,  dispensaries  and  homes  where  the  doors  are  open 
day  and  night,  for  the  forlorn.  Here  thousands  of  people  are  being 
assisted  daily,  in  one  way  or  the  other,  with  an  outlay  of  many  thousands- 
of  dollars  annually;  and  what  city  responds  more  generously,  or  more 
promptly,  when  the  call  comes  from  any  part  of  the  world's  afflicted. 
Our  government  may  not  be  perfect,  yet  many  things  which  have  been 
most  vigorously  attacked,  will  in  the  future  be  our  greatest  pride.  Had 
our  water  system  been  worked  out  on  a  "cheap  and  nasty"  basis,  I 
doubt  not  we  could  have  made  more  of  a  showing  years  ago,  but  no  one 
can  visit  it  intelligently  without  being  impressed  with  its  sure  advance- 
ment to  be  a  pattern  and  inspiration  to  many  a  sister  city.  Yet  it 
has  been  said  that  Philadelphia  is  a"  blot  on  the  Map."  Some  bitterly 
disappointed  and  unworthy  ambition  must  have  coined  the  phrase. 
My  brothers,  we  are  American;  therefore  there  is  in  us  a  germ  of  warm 
brotherhood,  a  great,  unselfish  impulse,  that  is  carrying  our  civiliza- 
tion to  a  closer  thought  for  the  welfare  of  the  unhappy.  Pride  in  my 
city,  and  pride  in  Alpha  Tau  Omega!      Of  a  truth  they  both  have  my 
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highest  ambitions.      I  love  the  beautiful  towers  of  unselfishness  of  each, 
of  them,  and  their  beautiful  names  which  tell  the  stories  of  their  life. 

It  has  been  said  that  the  more  exquisite  the  flower,  the  more  notice- 
able is  a  blemish  on  it.  Our  beloved  fraternity  is  now  threatened;  for 
I  note  that  in  an  official  letter  issued  by  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief,  a  short 
time  ago,  he  speaks  of  a  fallen  Alpha  Tau  and  then  the  following  strong; 
words  come  from  a  brother  of  deep  feeling,  who  graces  the  highest  offices 
in  the  fraternity  with  peculiar  honor  and  distinction.  God  has  given, 
him  abundant  brains  and  a  heart  that  has  been  stirred  by  his  contact 
with  Alpha  Tau  Omega.  He  says:  "In  this  connection  the  W.  G.  C_ 
regrets  to  note  a  tendency  in  some  quarters  to  use  membership  in  Alpha. 
Tau  Omega  as  a  means  of  introduction  for  soliciting  business  favors. 
The  effects  in  some  cases  have  been  extremely  bad.  The  purposes  of 
our  Order  are  found  in  the  development  of  ideals  of  good  fellowship 
and  brotherly  love.  The  sordid  interests  of  trade  should  be  far  from  us 
in  our  relations  one  with  another.  The  Worthy  Grand  Chief  wishes 
to  express  most  strongly  his  deprecation  of  any  use  of  the  fraternity 
directly  or  indirectly  in  the  furtherance  of  business  ends.  The  great 
fraternal  societies  are  largely  imbued  with  the  spirit  of  commercialism. 
Pure  friendship  finds  little  part  as  a  binding  force  in  these  organizations. 
Let  us  keep  our  beloved  college  fraternity  as  the  one  body  to  which  we 
belong,  where  the  man — the  inside  man — is  all,  where  friendship  and  not 
self  interest  is  the  bond  that  keeps  us  together,  and  where  self  sacrifice „ 
for  others  and  not  self  profit  by  others,  shall  be  the  dominant  principle. '? 
Is  it  not  often  the  case,  that  those  who  love  the  truest  are  the  keenest 
(instead  of  being  the  blindest)  to  see  a  defect?  We  want  Alpha  Tau 
Omega  and  business  schemes  kept  entirely  apart.  When  we  invite 
men  into  our  fraternity,  we  invite  them  into  an  atmosphere  of  life's 
highest  ideals;  to  make  that  invitation  a  means  of  soliciting  business 
favors  is  to  invite  a  man  to  your  fireside  for  the  deliberate  purpose  of 
getting  money  from  his  pocket.  With  such  a  contemptible  procedure 
we  can  have  no  sympathy;  it  is  a  slur  upon  Alpha  Tau  Omega  to  put 
her  charms  into  the  bargain  of  money  getting.  The  article  to  be  sold 
and  the  one  who  offers  it,  must  speak  for  themselves.  The  Maltese 
Cross  stands  for  far  nobler  things.  Let  us  be  ambitious  for  our  frater- 
nity. I  want  to  see  her  with  united  sons,  quick  to  respond  to  a  brother's 
needs,  even  to  the  point  of  sacrifice;  that  is  my  highest  outlook  for  her. 
I  care  not  so  much  for  numbers,  even  a  few  men  of  right  calibre  makes 
a  mighty  force,  just  as  Garfield  speaks  of  Mark  Hopkins,  when  he  says 
that  Hopkins  at  one  end  of  a  log  and  a  student  at  the  other  constitute 
a  university.  Ours  is  a  large  century,  wonderful  in  its  progress  in  all 
intellectual  lines  and  each  material  advance  foreshadows  the  like  in 
the  world  of  morals.  What  lies  back  of  all  our  closer  intercourse  but 
the  bringing  together  of  the  ends  of  the  earth;  that  they  may  know 
each  other  better  and  so  cause  the  increase  of  friendliness?      With  the 
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marvellous  lighting  of  the  dark  spaces  has  come  the  higher  moral  light 

in  which  the  world  is  to-day  living,  and  even  in  man's  flight  into  the  air, 

what  means  it  but  the  beginning  of  obliteration  for  the  dividing  lines 

of  nations?     To  man  these  things  are  but  little  better  than  toys,  to  the 

Ruler  of  all  things  may  they  not  be  mighty  forces  for  carrying  out  his 

will?      So  great  is  our  progress  in  the  region  of  right  and  wrong  that  what 

was  accepted   even  as  morally  great  in   the   past  is  to-day  cavilled  at. 

I   want   to  see   Alpha  Taus  the   pioneers  in  this  glorious  outlook.      She 

stands  for  an  uplift,  so  that  during  years  passed  in  the  struggle  for  the 

bread  of  this  life,  she  may  point  the  worker  to  the  unselfish  betterment 

of  the  atmosphere  of  all  lives.      So — Whither  goest  thou? 

"We  are  as  children  groping  on  life's  stair, 

In  darkness  sundered,  yet  of  common  need, 

If  light  be  on  thee,  O  my  brother,  speed 

To  cry  aloud  what  thing  thou  findest  fair  " 

The  banquet  closed  the  formal  sessions  of  the  conclave.  Many  of 
the  delegates  and  visitors,  however,  remained  in  town  to  see  the  Army 
and  Navy  game,  and  helped  to  make  the  chapter  house  of  Pennsylvania 
Tau  a  centre  of  great  fraternity  activity  and  fellowship. 

The  result  of  this  second  conclave  seems  to  the  writer  to  be  capable 
of  being  formulated  thus: 

Nothing  of  great  practical  importance  as  far  as  the  government 
of  the  affairs  of  the  province  or  of  the  individual  chapters  is  concerned, 
was  accomplished.  But  on  the  other  hand  the  bonds  of  fellowship 
between  the  men  composing  the  chapters  of  this  division  were  drawn 
much  more  closely  than  ever  before.  The  necessity  and  benefits  of 
intercommunication  were  clearly  impressed,  and  a  desire  to  know  more 
of  each  other  was  implanted  deeply  within  us.  These  things  will  surely 
operate  to  the  advancement  of  the  fraternity,  which  is  after  all  the  fun- 
damental purpose  of  conclaves,  and  probably  its  true  sphere  of  influence.

PROVINCE  VI. 


The  first  conclave  of  Province  VI  was  called  to  order  by  Province 
Chief  W.  L.  Wilhoite,  in  the  Assembly  Room  of  the  Hotel  Selwyn,  Char- 
lotte, N.  C,  February  22,  1908.  It  was  found  that  the  five  active  chap- 
ters and  two  alumni  associations  in  the  province  were  represented  by 
regular  delegates  as  follows:  Virginia  Beta,  Washington  and  Lee  Uni- 
versity, J.  B.  Baker;  Virginia  Delta,  University  of  Virginia,  W.  G.  Kol- 
lock;  North  Carolina  Xi,  Trinity  College,  K.  W.  Parham;  North  Caro- 
lina  Alpha   Delta,    University  of   North   Carolina,    W.    B.    Rodman,   Jr.; 
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South  Carolina  Beta  Xi,  College  of  Charleston,  C.  S.  Brice;  Western 
North  Carolina  Alumni  Association,  Thos.  Ruffin;  South  Carolina  Alumni 
Association,  Thos.  F.  McDow. 

On  motion  Bro.  R.  M.  Odell  was  made  secretary  of  the  meeting. 
Bro.  Wilhoite  requested  the  secretary  to  read  the  minutes  of  the  pre- 
liminary meeting  of  January  8,  1908,  at  which  time  it  was  decided  to 
hold  the  conclave. 

The  Province  Chief  addressed  the  meeting  on  the  question  as  to 
whether  or  not  the  Provincial  Conclave  of  Province  VI  should  be  con- 
tinued. Bro.  Wilkes  made  a  very  interesting  talk  on  this  subject  and 
moved  that  the  conclave  be  made  a  permanent  organization,  to  meet 
at  such  times  as  may  be  deemed  best,  for  the  transaction  of  business 
and  the  discussion  of  fraternity  affairs.  Bro.  David  White  spoke  on 
the  motion  suggesting  that  the  alumni  and  delegates  from  all  the  active 
chapters  express  their  views  on  the  matter.  The  delegates  all  stated 
that  they  and  the  chapters  that  they  represented  were  in  hearty  accord 
with  the  idea  of  having  a  Provincial  Conclave  at  regular  intervals.  Bros. 
White,  Everett,  Wilkes  and  many  other  alumni  spoke  in  favor  of  the 
motion  which,  on  being  seconded,  was  unanimously  passed. 

The  election  of  the  provincial  officers  was  then  entered  into  with 
the  following  result:  Worthy  Keeper  of  Exchequer,  F.  A.  Ogburn, 
North  Carolina  Xi,  Durham,  N.  C;  Worthy  Chaplain,  I.  Hardeman, 
Georgia  Beta  Iota,  Charlotte,  N.  C. ;  Worthy  Usher,  W.  G.  Kollock, 
Virginia  Delta,  Charlottesville,  Va.;  Worthy  Scribe  and  Worthy  Keeper 
of  Annals,  R.  M.  Odell,  North  Carolina  Xi,  Concord,  N.  C. 

The  following  committees  were  appointed  by  the  Province  Chief: 
On  By-Laws,  Ruffin,  McDow,  White;  Standing  Committee,  Ruffin, 
McDow,  White,  Everett  and  Wilkes. 

Fraternal  greetings  were  read  by  the  Worthy  Scribe  from  Bro. 
Otis  Glazebrook,  alumni,  of  Fayetteville,  N.  C;  Bro.  Don  Gilliam,  Tar- 
boro,  N.  C;  North  Carolina  Alpha  Delta  chapter,  and  from  many  loyal 
alumni.  Greetings  were  also  received  from  the  meetings  of  Province 
IV  in  Bangor,  Me.,  and  of  Province  VII  in  Columbus,  Ohio.  Bro.  Wil- 
hoite announced  that  the  latter  two  messages  had  already  been  answered 
with  reciprocal  greetings. 

CHAPTER    REPORTS. 

The  reports  from  the  active  chapters  were  read  of  which  the  fol- 
lowing is  a  synopsis: 

The  Virginia  Beta  chapter  of  the  fraternity  was  revived  in  June,  1906, 
and  since  the  chapter  at  Virginia  Military  Institute  has  gone  out  of  exist- 
ence, it  is  the  oldest  chapter  in  the  fraternity.  The  chapter  possesses  the 
original  coat  of  arms,  also  many  old  and  interesting  documents  of  the 
fraternity.  This  chapter  suggested  that  the  fraternity  at  large  build 
a  chapter  house  at  Virginia  Beta,  the  oldest  chapter,  as  a  memorial. 
The  delegate  stated  that  the  alumni  in  the  vicinity  of  the  chapter  were 
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lacking  in  enthusiasm.  The  financial  condition  as  shown  by  the  report 
is  excellent,  and  in  every  way  the  chapter  seems  to  be  fulfilling  the  expec- 
tations of  those  who  advocated  its  revival,  and  the  active  roll  now  num- 
bers 13  members.  The  delegate  brought  a  suggestion  from  the  chapter 
that  the  whole  fraternity  endeavor  to  improve  the  Palm  and  make  it 
a  greater  credit  to  the  fraternity  which  it  represents. 

The  report  of  the  delegate,  Bro.  W.  G.  Kollock,  of  Virginia  Delta, 
showed  the  chapter  at  the  University  of  Virginia  to  be  in  a  very  flourish- 
ing condition.  Alpha  Tau  is  taking  a  prominent  part  in  all  the  activ- 
ities of  college  life.  The  delegate  brought  a  report  from  each  officer 
in  the  chapter  as  well  as  a  full  and  complete  roll  of  the  chapter  since  it 
was  founded.  The  Worthy  Keeper  of  Annals  reported  an  effort  on  his 
part  to  get  this  roll  absolutely  correct  and  in  good  shape.  For  accom- 
plishing this  he  has  adopted  the  card  system,  and  it  would  be  an  excel- 
lent idea  if  every  chapter  in  the  fraternity  should  adopt  it.  The  finan- 
cial condition  of  the  chapter  is  excellent,  and  in  every  way  the  chapter 
is  flourishing  and  maintaining  the  high  standard  it  has  held  for  so  many 
years.  From  this  chapter  came  a  suggestion  which  was  later  discussed 
in  the  conclave.  This  was  that  the  Maltese  Cross  be  more  restricted 
in  its  use  on  jewelry.  The  chapter  protested  against  the  custom  which 
now  prevails,  of  using  the  emblem  of  the  fraternity  on  all  kinds  of  cheap 
jewelry  and  toilet  articles.  The  delegate  also  reported  that  plans  were 
on  foot  for  the  building  of  a  chapter  house. 

The  delegate  from  North  Carolina  Xi  submitted  a  very  creditable 
report  showing  that  this  chapter  has  in  no  way  receded  from  the  posi- 
tion it  has  so  long  held  as  one  of  the  best  in  the  fraternity.  Three  new 
men  were  recently  initiated,  and  the  chapter  at  present  numbers  fifteen 
good  men,  every  one  of  whom  are  earnest  in  the  cause  of  Alpha  Tau. 
Meetings  are  held  regularly  in  the  fraternity  hall.  Paraphernalia  has 
been  purchased  for  use  at  initiations.  This  chapter  also  recommended 
that  steps  be  taken  to  improve  the  Palm.  Like  all  the  other  chapters 
in  the  Province  the  financial  condition  of  North  Carolina  Xi  is  excellent. 

North  Carolina  Alpha  Delta,  University  of  North  Carolina,  brought 
in  a  very  excellent  report  from  the  chapter  showing  a  total  active  roll 
of  eighteen  men.  The  chapter  house  has  been  paid  for  in  full  and  also 
has  been  greatly  improved.  Additional  paraphernalia  has  been  pur- 
chased, and  regular  meetings  are  held  at  the  house.  The  delegate 
reported  the  very  best  of  feeling  between  fraternity  men  and  non-fra- 
ternity men  in  the  university.  From  this  chapter  comes  also  a  good 
suggestion  in  the  form  of  a  request  that  the  A.  T.  O.  alumni  co-operate 
with  the  chapter  in  securing  good  men.  The  delegate  expressed  thanks 
and  appreciation  of  the  chapter  to  Bro.  Wilhoite  who  has  so  heartily 
co-operated  in  all  the  affairs  of  the  chapter.  ~f     4 

South  Carolina  Beta  Xi,  College  of  Charleston,  reported  a  total 
active    enrollment    of    eight    members.      The    members    have    two    large 
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rooms  for  initiating,  and  own  all  the  requisite  paraphernalia.  From 
this  chapter,  too,  came  a  suggestion  of  general  interest;  viz.,  fraternity- 
law,,  which  now  exists  in  South  Carolina. 

At  the  completion  of  the  reading  of  all  the  above  reports,  Bro. 
Kollock  moved  that  the  minutes  of  the  conclave  together  with  a  synop- 
sis of  the  reports  of  the  active  chapters  be  printed  and  sent  out  by  the 
Worthy  Scribe  to  all  the  chapters  and  alumni  associations  in  the  prov- 
ince.    This  motion,  on  being  seconded,  was  carried. 

Bro.  Parham,  of  the  North  Carolina  Xi  chapter,  announced  the 
death  of  Bro.  H.  B.  Lilly  of  his  chapter  on  February  17th,  and  on  motion 
of  Bro.  Kollock  the  chairman  appointed  a  committee  to  draw  up  suit- 
able resolutions  in  regard  to  same. 

Under  the  good  of  the  order  the  subject  of  fraternities  in  the  State 
of  South  Carolina  was  taken  up.  A  number  of  the  brothers  present 
expressed  a  desire  to  see  the  law  against  fraternities  in  the  State  repealed. 
After  some  discussion  Bro.  Ruffm  moved  that  Bro.  Thos.  F.  McDow, 
of  Yorkville,  S.  C,  be  appointed  chairman  of  a  committee  (to  be  named 
by  the  chairman)  to  work  to  have  the  law  in  South  Carolina  repealed. 
Bro.  McDow  suggested  as  an  amendment  that  any  such  action  on  the 
part  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  fraternity  be  made  in  concert  with  the 
representatives  of  other  fraternities.  The  motion  as  amended  was  then 
carried. 

It  was  moved  and  carried  that  a  telegram  of  greetings  from  the 
conclave  be  sent  to  our  founder,  Bro.  Otis  Glazekrook. 

Bro.  Wilkes  made  a  short  talk  on  the  question  of  endeavoring  to 
establish  a  chapter  of  the  fraternity  at  Davidson  College,  N.  C.  He 
read  a  letter  from  the  president  of  the  institution  expressing  his  own 
personal  approval  of  the  move,  and  stated  that  he  would  bring  the  matter 
up  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  faculty.  It  was  learned  that  two  Alpha 
Taus  who  are  now  at  Davidson  were  in  the  meeting.  Upon  being  called 
on  for  an  expression  of  their  views  they  stated  that  there  was  a  good 
field  for  a  chapter  at  Davidson,  but  they  advised  that  should  we  decide 
to  form  a  local  club  as  a  start  toward  a  chapter,  we  only  use  new  material. 
Upon  being  questioned,  one  of  the  brothers  stated  that  there  are  now 
five  fraternities  at  the  college,  and  they  have  a  total  membership  of 
eighty  men.  The  attendance  at  the  college  is  something  over  three 
hundred  students.  There  was  considerable  discussion  of  the  matter 
by  the  brothers,  but  it  was  finally  moved  and  carried  that  the  conclave 
express  itself  as  favorable  to  a  plan  looking  to  the  establishment  of  a 
chapter  at  Davidson  College,  and  that  the  plan  be  left  to  the  two  Alpha 
Taus  at  Davidson. 

It  was  moved  and  carried  that  the  conclave  express  its  approval 
of  the  restriction  of  the  use  of  the  Maltese  Cross  to  the  badge,  ring,  pin 
or  watch  fobs. 

There  was  some  discussion  of   the   Palm,   and   the   Province   Chief 
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urged  all  present  to  endeavor  to  secure  more  subscribers  to  the  journal 
as  it  was  only  by  such  means  that  the  magazine  could  be  improved 
and  its  value  to  the  fraternity  enhanced. 

The  Province  Chief  announced  that  the  banquet  would  begin  at 
8.30  P.  M.,  and  requested  the  several  committees  to  make  their  reports 
at  that  time.  A  committee  was  appointed  to  draft  appropriate  resolu- 
tions of  thanks  for  the  kind  treatment  accorded  the  conclave,  and  for 
the  pleasant  and  successful  meeting. 

In  conclusion  the  Province  Chief  urged  all  the  alumni  to  endeavor 
to  assist  the  W.  G.  K.  A.  to  keep  his  records  correct  and  up  to  date. 
There  being  no  further  business  the  meeting  on  motion  adjourned.

BY-LAWS. 
Province  VI,   Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fraternity. 


object. 
The  object  of  the  conclaves  of  Province  VI  shall  be  to  unite  the 
province,  bring  about  a  closer  association  of  the  members  of  the  frater- 
nity therein;  to  work  for  the  general  welfare  of  the  province  and  the 
fraternity;  to  assist  the  Province  Chief  and  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief 
in  their  executive  duties;  and  to  recommend  measures  looking  to  the 
good  of  the  order  for  the  consideration  of  the  Biennial  Congress. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

The  members  of  the  conclave  shall  be  any  members  of  the  frater- 
nity within  Province  VI.  Every  member  present  shall  be  entitled  to 
a  voice  and  a  vote  in  the  conclave.  In  case  of  a  tie  vote  the  Province 
Chief  shall  cast  the  deciding  vote. 

DUES. 

Each  member  of  the  conclave  shall  pay  annually  to  the  Worthy 
Keeper  of  Exchequer  the  sum  of  fifty  cents. 

MEETINGS. 

The  conclave  shall  be  held  every  two  years  and  shall  convene  on 
the  twenty-second  day  of  February  next,  preceding  the  Biennial  Con- 
gress of  the  fraternity,  and  shall  continue  in  session  one  or  two  days 
as  shall  be  found  necessary.  Should  February  the  twenty-second  fall 
on  Sunday  the  conclave  shall  convene  on  the  Friday  or  Saturday  pre- 
vious. The  place  of  the  next  meeting  shall  be  determined  by  a  major- 
ity vote  of  the  members  present,  or  in  the  absence  of  such  by  the  officers 
of  the  conclave. 
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AMENDMENTS. 


These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  only  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all 
the  members  in  attendance  at  the  conclave.

PROVINCE  VII. 


The  Eighteenth  Annual  Conclave  of  Province  VII  (the  State  of 
Ohio)  was  held  at  Columbus  on  Saturday,  February  22nd.  The  arrange- 
ments were  made  by  the  Columbus  Alumni  Association  and  Beta  Omega- 
chapter  at  the  Ohio  State  University.  The  exercises  began  with  a 
smoker  at  the  chapter  house  on  Friday  evening  which  was  well  attended 
and  was  thoroughly  enjoyed  by  all  the  visiting  brothers,  because  it  enabled 
all  to  become  much  better  acquainted  before  the  formal  sessions  of  the 
conclave  convened.  The  Hartman  Hotel  was  the  headquarters  for  the 
day.  The  business  session  was  held  in  the  morning,  a  turkey  dinner 
was  served  at  Begges'  restaurant  at  one  o'clock,  and  a  theatre  party 
at  Keiths  in  the  afternoon  was  followed  by  a  reception  at  the  chapter 
house  until  the  banquet  at  eight  thirty  which  closed  the  day's  festiv- 
ities. 
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The  business  meeting  was  held  in  the  assembly  room  of  the  Hart- 
man  Hotel.  It  was  called  to  order  by  the  Provincial  Chief,  Rev.  Paul 
R.  Hickok.  The  other  officers  were  G.  H.  Mouck,  Alpha  Nu,  W.  C; 
C.  D.  Christie,  Alpha  Psi,  W.  S. ;  Edward  Durbin,  Beta  Eta,  W.  K.  E.; 
F.  A.  Steele,  Beta  Mu,  W.  U.;  G.  A.  Curtiss,  Beta  Omega,  W.  Sent.; 
H.  Fred  Meyer,  Gamma  Kappa,   Palm  Correspondent. 

The  following  official  delegates  presented  their  credentials.  Alpha 
Nu  chapter,  G.  H.  Mouck;  Alpha  Psi  chapter,  C.  D.  Christie;  Beta  Eta 
chapter,  Edward  Durbin;  Beta  Mu  chapter,  F.  A.  Steele;  Beta  Omega 
chapter,  Curtis  Latimer;  Gamma  Kappa  chapter,  G.  H.  Stewart;  Cleve- 
land Alumni  Association,  Prof.  Lamar  T.  Beman,  Gamma  Kappa; 
Columbus  Alumni  Association,  Attorney  H.  S.  Kerr,  Beta  Eta.  The 
alumni  at  Springfield,  R.  W.  McKinney,  Alpha  Psi. 

After  the  minutes  of  the  previous  conclave  had  been  read  and 
approved,  the  Provincial  Chief  called  for  the  reports  of  the  various 
chapters  and  alumni  associations.  Bro.  Mouck  reported  Alpha  Nu  to 
be  in  a  most  prosperous  condition  with  seven  active  men  and  seven  pledged 
men,  every  man  bid  having  been  pledged.  Bro.  Christie  reported  that 
Alpha  Psi  had  moved  to  a  more  beautiful  home  on  North  Fountain 
Avenue,  and  that  chapter  now  consists  of  eleven  active  and  twelve 
pledged  men,  eight  of  whom  are  eligible  for  initiation  this  year.  He 
also  stated  that  the  chapter  was  in  a  good  financial  condition  and  was 
well  represented  in  every  phase  of  school  life.  Bro.  Durbin  reported 
that  Beta  Eta  also  had  moved  its  chapter  house  and  was  now  located 
at  293  North  Sandusky  Street,  which  is  near  to  a  number  of  the  pro- 
fessors. He  stated  that  the  chapter  was  in  a  nourishing  condition 
with  ten  active  and  two  pledged  men.  Bro.  Steele  reported  Beta  Mu 
in  a  prosperous  condition  with  seventeen  active  men  and  one  pledge. 
He  said  that  the  chapter  had  maintained  the  high  standing  it  had  always 
bad,  that  its  scholarship  was  the  best  of  any  chapter  at  the  school  and 
that  it  was  well  represented  in  every  phase  of  school  activity.  Bro. 
Latimer  reported  that  Beta  Omega  also  had  moved  its  chapter  house 
and  was  now  housed  on  West  Seventeenth  Avenue,  and  that  the  twenty- 
one  active  members  were  taking  a  leading  part  in  social  and  athletic 
work  at  the  university.  Bro.  Stewart  reported  Gamma  Kappa  to  be 
in  a  better  condition  than  ever  before  having  twenty-two  active  men, 
nine  of  whom  are  sophomores  and  eight  freshmen.  He  also  said  that 
the  chapter  had  the  best  of  prospects  for  the  future  and  that  its  members 
were  taking  a  leading  part  in  all  college  activities,  being  well  represented 
on  all  the  athletic  teams,  the  debating  teams,  the  social  committees, 
the  college  and  university  publications,  as  well  as  in  scholastic  honors, 
the  chapter  having  had  at  least  one  Phi  Beta  Kappa  man  each  year 
for  several  years  past. 

Bro.  Beman  reported  that  there  were  now  nearly  a  hundred  Alpha 
Tans  resident  in  Cleveland,  most  of  whom  were  members  of  the  alumni 
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association,  the  others  being  active  men  at  some  of  the  different  chap- 
ters. He  stated  that  the  association  had  a  committee  to  advise  and 
aid  the  chapter  at  Western  Reserve.  He  also  reported  that  Bro.  E. 
F.  Eldredge,  the  former  Provincial  Chief,  had  just  recovered  from  a 
prolonged  and  serious  illness,  and  suggested  that  a  telegram  of  greet- 
ing be  sent  him  which  was  done.  Bro.  Kerr  reported  that  the  Colum- 
bus Alumni  Association  consisted  of  about  twenty-five  or  thirty  mem- 
bers of  whom  more  than  half  were  very  active  and  were  co-operating 
with  the  chapter  at  the  state  university.  He  said  he  hoped  some  way 
would  be  found  to  keep  the  alumni  more  interested  in  fraternity  work. 
Bro.  McKinney,  on  behalf  of  the  alumni  at  Springfield,  reported  that 
plans  were  already  well  under  way  to  build  a  chapter  house  for  Alpha 
Psi  chapter  in  that  city.  Money  is  being  raised  and  pledged  to  a  group 
of  the  brothers  who  have  been  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  Ohio. 
It  is  their  hope  and  plan  to  begin  work  in  the  coming  spring.  Bro. 
McKinney  also  brought  before  the  conclave  the  problem  of  having  the 
alumni  recommend  men  to  the  chapters,  which  was  discussed  and  referred 
to  a  committee  for  later  report. 

Telegrams  of  greeting  were  sent  to  the  other  provincial  conclaves 
in  session.  Greetings  were  received  from  the  grand  chief  and  a  number 
of  other  brothers,  and  were  acknowledged.  A  telegram  of  congratu- 
lation was  sent  to  the  Black  Hawk  Club  of  Ames  College,  whose  peti- 
tion for  a  charter  had  just  been  granted.  The  names  of  a  number  of 
brothers  were  read  in  an  effort  to  enable  the  W.  G.  K.  A.  to  obtain  their 
addresses,  and  many  who  had  been  lost  were  located  in  this  way.  The 
Provincial  Chief  then  appointed  the  following  committees  to  report  at 
the  meeting  in  the  evening:  Resolutions,  Bros.  Beman,  McKinney  and 
Marquart;  On  a  plan  of  recommending  men  to  the  chapters,  McKinney. 
Beman  and  Steele;  Nominations,  Hoffman,  Blue  and  Allott. 

The  business  session  then  closed  and  all  went  over  to  Begges'  res- 
taurant where  a  turkey  dinner  was  served,  after  which  all  went  to  a  very 
enjoyable  theatre  party  at  Keiths.  Many  of  the  brothers  then  went 
to  the  reception  at  the  chapter  house  while  the  committee  met  with 
the  Provincial  Chief  at  the  Hotel,  Bro.  Beman's  room  being  used  for 
tms  purpose. 

At  eight  thirty  the  banquet  was  served  in  the  main  dining  room 
of  the  Hartman.

They  had  been  roughly  handled,  and  rightly,  as  they  afterwards 
admitted,  and  offered  all  sorts  of  explanations  and  apologies. 

The  peacemaker  tried  to  explain  what  the  club  room  was,  what  a 
fraternity  stood  for,  and  why  they  met  only  once  a  week,  and  as  they 
did. 

But  it  was  sweetness  wasted  on  the  desert's  air.  The  officers  slunk 
out  of  the  building  and  went  home.

Gerald  B.  Balliet. 
Gerald  Blaine  Balliet,  one  of  Coplay's  best  known  young  citizens, 
died  at  the  home  of  his  parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  A.  P.  Balliet,  shortly  after 
one  o'clock  yesterday  afternoon,  following  three  weeks'  illness  with 
a  complication  of  diseases.  He  was  28  years,  11  months  and  19  days 
of  age.  His  untimely  death  is  particularly  pathetic.  Surviving  him 
is  a  bride  of  two  months.  On  November  13  he  was  married  to  Miss 
Mary  Jenkins,  of  this  city,  and  their  wedding  received  the  hearty  approval 
of  many  friends,  who,  knowing  them  intimately,  predicted  a  very  happy 
career.  Death's  visit  at  this  time  has  plunged  all  into  the  deepest  sor- 
row. The  deceased  also  leaves  his  parents  and  two  brothers,  Franklin 
A.  Balliet,  postmaster  of  Coplay,  and  Fred  W.  Balliet,  teller  for  the 
Lehigh  Valley  Trust  and  Safe  Deposit  Company,  of  this  city. 
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Mr.  Balliet  had  formerly  been  proprietor  of  a  store  at  Coplay,  but 
for  some  time  past  has  been  superintendent  for  the  Lizard  Creek  Devel- 
opment Company,  on  their  work  at  Sittler's.  He  was  a  member  of 
Chapman  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.,  of  Siegfrieds;  of  Pennsylvania  Alpha. 
Iota  chapter,  Alpha  Tau  Omega  fraternity,  of  Muhlenberg  College;; 
and  of  the  John  Hay  Republican  Association,  of  this  city. — Allentown 
(Pa.)  Chronicle  and  News. 


George   W.  Morris. 

Judge  George  Watts  Morris,  on  his  way  to  his  office  at  about  10 
o'clock  this  morning,  dropped  dead  in  front  of  Judge  R.  T.  W.  Duke's 
residence,  on  Park  Street,  about  a  square  from  his  own  residence.  While 
Judge  Morris'  health  had  not  been  satisfactory,  and  there  had  recently 
been  some  unfavorable  symptoms,  his  death  was  a  surprise  to  the  city, 
in  which  he  was  held  in  the  highest  esteem.  The  immediate  symptoms 
were  those  of  asthma,  it  was  thought,  which  followed  his  morning  bath. 

Judge  Morris  fell  prone  upon  his  face,  and  was  taken  into  Judge 
Duke's  residence.  Physicians  were  summoned,  and  Dr.  R.  Lindsay 
Robertson,  a  half-brother,  reached  him  in  a  few  minutes. 

SKETCH    OF    HIS    LIFE. 

Judge  Morris  was  born  in  New  York  City,  December  13,  1857.  His 
father  was  Dr.  George  Washington  Morris,  of  South  Carolina,  and  his 
mother  Alice  M.  Watts,  of  Roanoke  County,  Va.  His  father  died  just 
before  his  birth,  and  his  mother  became  the  wife,  six  years  later,  of  the 
distinguished  lawyer,  Judge  William  J.  Robertson,  of  this  city,  which 
was  ever  afterward  Judge  Morris'  home.  He  was  educated  at  the  pre- 
paratory school  of  Major  Horace  W.  Jones  and  at  the  University  of 
Virginia,  where  he  was  graduated  from  the  law  department  twenty- 
seven  years  ago. 

Since  his  graduation  he  had  practiced  his  profession  in  this  city. 
He  entered  the  Senate  of  Virginia,  where  he  remained  eight  years  as  the 
Representative  of  the  Seventeenth  District.  He  was  fortunately  in 
the  Senate  when  the  question  of  rebuilding  the  university  was  before 
the  Legislature,  after  the  fire  of  October,  1895,  and  rendered  great  ser- 
vice to  his  Alma  Mater.  Upon  the  retirement  of  Judge  Duke  from  the 
judgeship  of  the  Corporation  Court,  he  was  selected  as  his  successor, 
and  served  continuously  until  his  death.  A  term  of  his  court  was  in 
progress  at  that  time,  although  no  session  was  intended  to  be  held  to-day. 

THE    MCCUE    TRIAL. 

Judge  Morris  has  presided  during  the  trial  of  many  important 
cases,  and  in  all  of  them  displayed  the  same  perfect  judicial  balance 
and  temper.  The  most  noted  of  all  his  cases,  as  perhaps  it  was  the  most 
noted  case  of  its  character  anywhere,  was  the  trial  of  J.  Samuel  McCue, 
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ex-Mayor  of  Charlottesville,  for  the  murder  of  his  wife.  He  and  Judge 
Morris  had  practiced  at  the  same  bar  many  years,  and  many  other  reasons 
made  the  position  painful  in  the  extreme,  but  his  legal  knowledge,  his 
judicial  mind  and  his  strong  sense  of  fairness  enabled  him  to  conduct 
that  long  drawn-out  hearing  to  its  conclusion  in  a  manner  that  won  the 
approval  of  both  the  counsel  for  the  prosecution  and  for  the  defense. 
The  Supreme  Court  of  the  State,  on  appeal,  sustained  every  decision 
that  Judge  Morris  made. 

HIS    ABILITY    AND    CHARACTER. 

His  career  as  judge  was  marked  by  high  ability,  the  most  painstak- 
ing carefulness  and  the  strictest  impartiality  and  courtesy.  His  friends 
often  laughed  with  him,  and  said  he  took  his  office  "too  seriously," 
but  this  seriousness  grew  out  of  his  sense  of  the  importance  of  the  office 
and  his  earnest  desire  to  do  justice  both  in  great  and  small  affairs.  He 
never  gave  a  decision  which  was  not  first  considered  with  great  care 
and  deliberation,  and  his  decisions  met  with  general  approval.  Whilst 
upon  the  bench  he  had  several  important  cases  which  were  severe  tests 
of  his  ability  and  character,  and  in  them  he  won  more  than  local  fame. 
In  all  of  them  he  bore  himself  with  great  dignity  and  absolute  fairness, 
and  every  decision  which  he  made  is  one  of  widespread  notoriety,  and 
these  decisions  in  that  case  were  many,  and  upon  the  very  nicest  points, 
he  was  unanimously  sustained  by  the  Supreme  Court. 

In  private  life  he  was  one  of  the  most  devoted  sons  and  affectionate 
brothers,  and  his  friendship  was  staunch  and  true.  His  character  was 
of  that  high  kind  which  scorned  to  stoop  to  even  a  suggestion  of  wrong, 
and  he  bore  himself  amidst  trials  and  in  successes  with  a  lofty  self- 
respect  that  commanded  admiration  and  gained  for  him  the  esteem  and 
regard  of  all  who  knew  him.  Of  undaunted  courage,  he  never  hesi- 
tated to  take  a  prominent  position  in  every  movement  which  he  thought 
for  the  benefit  of  his  community,  and  he  fought  in  the  open  like  a  true 
man,  but  in  the  fight  was  ever  just  and  courteous.  He  carries  with 
him  to  the  grave  the  respect  and  admiration  of  his  people,  the  love  of 
friends  who  knew  best  the  sterling  worth  and  the  stainless  integrity  of 
this  noble  gentleman,  and  the  record  of  a  life  singularly  blameless.  Length 
of  years  was  denied  him,  but  he  fulfilled  well  every  duty  of  his  life. —

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A.  T.  O.  IN  THE  PUBLIC  EYE. 


The  Saturday  Evening  Post  (Philadelphia,  Pa.)  has  been 
running  a  series  of  articles  entitled,  "The  Battle  of  the  Bottle" 
on  the  local  option  and  Prohibition  movement  in  the  United 
States.  The  issue  of  December  28,  1907,  contained  a  review  of 
the  situation  in  Kentucky  and  in  the  course  thereof  the  admin- 
istration of  the  Hon.  Robert  W.  Bingham  (North  Carolina 
Alpha  Eta)  as  mayor  of  Louisville,  Kentucky,  was  discussed  in 
these  words: 

"This  election  was  promptly  contested  in  the  courts.  The  Chancellors 
held  that,  while  there  had  been  irregularities  and  frauds,  the  innocent 
officials  who  were  elected  knew  nothing  of  them,  and  that  the  disfran- 
chisement of  voters  had  not  been  sufficient  to  warrant  the  Chancellors' 
vacating  the  election.  The  Court  of  Appeals  promptly  reversed  this  find- 
ing and  declared  the  election  void,  as  no  human  being  could  determine 
who  was  actually  elected,  and  the  people  had  been  denied  a  free  expres- 
sion at  the  polls.  This  decision  ousted  the  mayor  and  the  entire  city 
government. 

It  then  devolved  on  Governor  Beckham,  Democrat,  to  appoint  their 
successors.  This  was  a  task  of  peculiar  delicacy,  as  these  appointments 
must  be  made  in  the  face  of  a  general  election  where  the  Governor's 
political  fortunes  were  at  stake. 

The  Governor  was  the  nominee  of  his  party  for  United  States  Senator; 
those  ousted  for  fraud  in  Louisville  represented  the  so-called  Democratic 
machine.  They  also  represented  the  wide-open  conditions.  Public 
sentiment  throughout  the  State  was  bitterly  hostile  to  the  corruption 
in  Louisville. 

fc--     Kentucky  is  not  reliably  a  Democratic  State — in  fact,  as  the  result 
showed,  the  Democrats  were  skating  on  mighty  thin  ice.     The  Governor 
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is  an  astute  politician,  and  knew  this  better  than  any  living  man.  He 
knew  the  power  of  the  liquor  interests  in  Kentucky.  Louisville  is  one  of 
the  greatest  whisky  centres  in  the  world,  and  two  hundred  and  fifty-three 
enormous  distilleries  with  millions  of  money  are  not  to  be  ignored. 

Great  pressure  was  brought  to  bear  upon  the  Governor  for  the 
appointment  of  the  very  men  who  had  been  kicked  out.  Failing  in  this, 
other  men  were  urged  who  would  give  a  "liberal  administration.'  The 
party  lash  was  cracked,  his  personal  ambitions  dangled  before  his  eyes. 
But  the  Governor  had  promised  that  he  would  use  every  effort  to  close  the 
Louisville  saloons  on  Sunday  and  force  their  obedience  to  other  liquor  laws 
of  the  State. 

This  appointment  gave  him  his  opportunity,  and  he  met  it  squarely. 
He  selected  for  mayor,  Honorable  Robert  W.  Bingham,  a  young  lawyer 
of  exceptionally  high  character,  and  required  from  him  no  pledge  except 
that  he  would  force  the  law  as  it  was  written  in  the  statute-books. 

Governor  Beckham's  friends  say  that  this  was  an  act  of  lofty  patriot- 
ism in  the  face  of  danger.  His  enemies  shrug  their  shoulders  and  say  he 
merely  balanced  what  he  would  lose  in  Louisville  against  what  he  would 
gain  among  Prohibition  cranks  in  the  State  at  large,  and  grabbed  the 
biggest  apple.  However  this  may  be,  Mayor  Bingham  assumed  the  reins 
of  government — and  he  governed. 

Mayor  Bingham  was  sworn  in  at  twelve  o'clock  on  Saturday.  At 
midnight  the  lid  shut  down,  and  there  was  a  mighty  scramble  under- 
neath it.      Louisville  waked  up  next  morning  to  a  dry  Sunday. 

The  retail  liquor  man  did  not  wake  up;  he  never  does  until  his  place 
is  closed  for  good.  A  dime  in  hand  is  all  he  looks  at,  until  somebody 
shakes  the  bush.  Mayor  Bingham  shook  the  bush  and  seven  hundred 
crap  games  fell  out — forty-six  dive  licenses  fell  out — and  every  law- 
breaker in  Louisville  fell  out  with  Mayor  Bingham. 

For  years  it  had  been  noisily  asserted  that  Sunday  closing  could  not 
be  enforced  in  Louisville — that  the  sovereign  State  of  Kentucky  had  no 
arm  long  enough  to  reach  into  the  Free  City.  Mayor  Bingham  had  a 
different  idea — he  is  a  man  of  ideas.  With  the  very  same  weapons  which 
had  rusted  in  his  predecessors'  hands  he  did  close  the  saloons  and  kept 
them  closed.  The  same  police  force,  the  same  Board  of  Public  Safety 
were  moulded  into  an  engine  of  might  at  the  behest  of  one  man  who  was 
honest,  courageous,  and  meant  what  he  said. 

A    DRY    SUNDAY    MAKES    A    WORKING    MONDAY. 

The  effect  of  Sunday  closing  was  seen  at  once.  Labor  conditions 
began  to  improve.  For  instance,  there  is  a  large  manufacturing  establish- 
.ment  in  Louisville  engaged  in  making  pipe.  They  work  men  in  squads. 
If  one  or  two  men  are  missing  that  squad  would  be  killed.  When  the 
saloons  were  open  on  Sunday  about  forty  per  cent,  of  the  men  did  not 
come  back  Monday,  and  broken  squads  of  sober  men  lay  idle.  The 
manufacturer   got  five  days'  work  each  week  out  of  these  men,  who  were 
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all  negroes.  Since  the  saloons  were  closed  on  Sunday  these  negroes  all  go 
back  to  work  on  Monday  morning,  and  there  has  been  no  trouble. 

The  Avery  Plough  Company  works  fourteen  hundred  men,  and  the 
same  improvement  is  true  as  to  them.  It  was  an  old  Monday  morning 
story. 

And  this  is  why  the  business  interests  of  Louisville  demand  a  con- 
tinued enforcement  of  the  law.  Crime  was  greatly  reduced.  At  first, 
the  opponents  of  the  new  regime  pointed  to  the  increased  number  of  cases 
in  the  city  court  on  Monday  morning — an  undeniable  fact.  But  this  was 
because  men  were  now  being  arrested  for  violations  of  law,  which  had 
never  happened  before. 

Law-breakers  who  had  been  arrested  had  been  consistently  released 
on  suspension  of  the  fine.     This  system  was  broken  up. 

In  the  last  month  of  the  'liberal'  administration  fifteen  dollars  was 
turned  into  the  city  treasury;  the  first  month  of  the  new  administration 
netted  six  hundred  dollars,  forty  times  as  much.  But  when  the  criminal 
element  discovered  that  the  new  judge  meant  business,  they  began  to  slack 
up  and  wait  tor  better  days.  This  is  how  the  closing  of  saloons  on  Sunday 
is  said   to   have  increased  crime  in   Louisville. 

Judge  Blain  says  that  more  than  three-quarters  of  the  crime  brought 
before  him  come  directly  from  saloons,  due  to  drink,  drugs  and  cocaine. 

Mayor  Bingham's  tenure  of  office  is  to  be  as  brief  as  it  is  brilliant. 
He  is  a  Democrat;  the  Democratic  election  machinery  is  in  the  hands  of 
his  enemies,  the  self-same  people  who  conducted  that  interesting  election 
of   1905. 

This  committee  ordered  a  primary  to  select  a  Democratic  nominee 
for  mayor.  Mayor  Bingham  declined  to  enter  the  primary  because  the 
Democratic  Executive  Committee  controls  the  counting  machinery. 

More  than  this,  the  mayor  would  have  been  obliged  to  agree,  if 
defeated,  that  he  would  vote  for  the  successful  candidate  and  support  a 
'liberal'  administration — that  is  to  say,  a  wide-open  town.  He  could 
not  possibly  agree  to  this,  so  he  declined  to  be  a  candidate. 

The  Democratic  nominee  for  mayor,  named  by  the  committee, 
placarded  the  city  with  the  announcement  that  he  favored  a  repeal  of 
the  Sunday-closing  law — applying  it  only  to  Louisville  'Vote  for  me 
and  you  will  have  the  open  saloon  on  Sunday.'  This  gentleman  must 
have  known  that  a  statute  of  Kentucky  can  not  be  repealed  by  the  mayor 
of  a  municipality.  He  must  have  known  that  a  corporal's  guard  could 
not  be  mustered  in  the  General  Assembly  of  Kentucky  for  its  repeal. 
And  everybody  knew  that  the  only  influence  a  mayor  could  possibly 
Tiave,  would  be  to  nullify  the  law  by  not  enforcing  it,  after  the  fashion  of 
all  saloon-dominated  towns. 

This  declaration  of  the  nominee  for  mayor  was  in  direct  opposition 
to  the  Democratic  party  in  the  State,  which  declared  for  rigid  enforce- 
ment of  the  law.      In  the  city  of  Louisville  he  was  enthusiastically  sup- 
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ported  by  the  lawless  liquor  element.  The  distillers  and  wholesalers  dis- 
couraged agitation  of  Sunday  opening.  The  more  intelligent  retailers 
feared  that  to  elect  a  'liberal'  mayor  would  solidify  the  tremendous 
opposition  throughout  the  State  and  bring  about  a  general  Prohibition 
law. 

The  Prohibitionists  assert  that  if  a  constitutional  amendment  were 
submitted  to  the  people  it  would  pass  by  fifty  thousand  majority,  the 
mere  contemplation  of  which  sends  a  cold  shiver  up  the  saloon  spine. 

Both  the  Democratic  and  Republican  nominees  for  governor  declared 
for  an  extension  of  the  County  Unit  Law — long  fought  for  by  the  Prohibi- 
tionists; both  are  pledged  to  a  strict  enforcement  of  the  liquor  laws.  The 
only  difference  between  them  lay  in  the  fact  that  the  Democrat,  if  elected, 
would  probably  sign  any  temperance  bill  which  might  be  passed,  while  the 
Republican  candidate  was  opposed  to  Prohibition  in  centres  as  large  as 
Louisville. 

These  clearly-defined  issues  served  to  demolish  party  lines  in  Louis- 
ville, and  drew  a  sharp  line  of  demarcation  between  those  who  did  and 
those  who  did  not  believe  in  the  enforcement  of  the  law.  This  situation 
was  supposed  to  exist  in  a  lesser  degree  throughout  the  State,  where  the 
issues  were  broader  and  more  varied. 

WHAT    THE    ANTI-SALOON    LEAGUE    ACCOMPLISHED. 

The  question  was  put  to  the  people  of  Louisville  and  they  elected  a 
Republican  mayor  by  five  thousand  majority.  This  means  that  when 
Mayor  Bingham  gets  off  the  lid  there  will  be  somebody  to  sit  on  it,  sup- 
ported by  a  decided  popular  approval.  It  can  not  now  be  said  that  the 
mayor  is  a  mere  appointee  and  does  not  represent  the  will  of  the  people." 


The  Lewiston  (Me.)  Journal  contained  a  sketch  concerning 
Bro.  Leroy  R.  Folsom  (Maine  Beta  Upsilon),  of  Norridge- 
wock,  who  has  announced  his  candidacy  for  county  attorney  of 
Somerset  County.     We  quote  the  sketch  as  follows: 

"Among  the  several  candidates  for  the  office  of  county  attorney  is 
Leroy  Folsom  of  this  city.  Mr.  Folsom  has  been  practicing  law  here  for 
a  number  of  years,  and  by  hard  work  coupled  with  ability  has  built  up  a 
first-class  practice.  Last  winter  he  represented  the  city  in  the  Legis- 
lature, and  by  his  careful  attention  to  the  duties  imposed  upon  him  won 
the  reputation  of  being  the  ablest  of  the  ynouger  men  of  the  House  of 
Representatives. 

Mr.  Folsom  gives  assurance  that  if  the  Republicans  deem  it  wise  to 
honor  him  with  the  nomination  as  their  candidate  for  county  attorney 
and  then  to  elect  him  to  the  office,  there  will  be  no  necessity  of  the  gov- 
ernor sending  a  special  attorney  to  prosecute  liquor  cases  in  Somerset 
County  during  his  term  of  office.  'Enforce  all  laws  so  long  as  they  are 
laws,'  is  the  Horridgewock  attorney's  motto." 
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William  James  Bryan,  recently  appointed  United  States 
Senator  by  the  Governor  of  Florida  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of 
S.  R.  Mallory,  deceased,  is  an  initiate  of  Georgia  Alpha  Theta. 
He  was  initiated  on  September   14,    1892,  and  while  at  Emory 

was  prominent  in  all  phases  of  collegiate 
activity  and  is  particularly  remembered 
as  a  leader  in  the  debating  and  lit- 
erary societies. 

Bro.  Bryan  is  only  thirty-one  years  of 
age — with  the  exception  of  Henry  Clay, 
the  youngest  man  ever  sent  to  the 
Senate.  The  subjoined  newspaper  and 
magazine  clippings  will  tell  the  story  of 
his  appointment. 

''Governor  Broward  has  appointed  Mr. 
Bryan  to  be  United  States  Senator,  vice 
Stephen  R.  Mallory,  deceased,  for  the  balance 
of  the  term  expiring   March  4,    1909. 

Mr.  Bryan  is  a  prominent  young  attorney, 
only  thirty-one  years  of  age,  and  now  holds 
the  position  of  county  solicitor  for  Duval 
county.  He  was  born  in  Orange  county, 
Florida,  October  10,  1876.  He  is  the  son  of 
John  M.  Bryan,  who  served  fourteen  years 
as  State  Senator  and  afterwards  as  a  member 
of  the  State  Railroad  Commission. 
Mr.   Bryan  was  a  graduate  of  Emory  College  and   Washington  and 

Lee  University,  beginning  the  practice  of  law  directly  after  his  graduation 

at -the  university." — Titusville  Star.

"The  World  (New  York)  telegraphed  Governor  Broward  for  his  reasons 
in  selecting  Senator  Bryan,  and  he  sent  that  paper  the  following  answer: 

'TJie  particular  qualities  of  Mr.  William  James  Bryan  that  have 
actuated  me  in  appointing  him  United  States  Senator,  though  he  is  but 
thirty-one  years  old,   are: 

'  First — His  intense  patriotism. 

'Second — His  exceedingly  clear  grasp  of  the  great  political  problems 
of  the  day. 

'Third — The  great  ability  that  he  has  shown  as  prosecuting  attorney 
in  Jacksonville  by  successfully  prosecuting  the  ice  trust,  and  by  his  vigor- 
ous enforcement  of  all  of  the  laws  of  the  State  that  it  has  been  his  duty  to 
enforce,   he  being  a  man  of  great  industry,  of  tireless  energy  and  of  a 
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strong  belief  that  every  public  official  should  do  his  full  duty  in  whatever 
position  he  occupies. 

His  devotion  to  the  cause  of  the  people  at  this  early  age  is  appre- 
ciated very  markedly  by  the  people  of  Florida,  and  I  believe  that  he  will 
be  of  great  service  to  the  people  of  the  whole  country,  as  he  has  every 
quality  that  fits  a  man  for  the  great  service  to  which  he  has  been  appointed' 

*      *      * 

"No  man  in  Florida,  young  or  old,  centenarian  or  callow  youth,  has 
ever  received  such  commendation  from  press,  public  and  pulpit  as  has 
the  newly  appointed  Senator  W.  J.  Bryan.  The  pulpit  is  included 
because  from  Bishop  Candler,  who  was  president  of  Emory  College,  from 
which  Bryan  was  graduated,  has  given  him  a  voluntary  eulogium  that 
should  be  a  pride  to  the  new  Senator.  In  fact  it  is,  for  in  speaking  to 
The  Sun  Mr.  Bryan  said : 

'I  can,  with  all  sincerity,  say  that  the  chief  pleasure  to  me  in  the 
appointment  to  succeed  Senator  Mallory  has  been  in  the  pleasure  that  my 
friends  have  taken  in  such  appointment.' 

Since  Bryan  was  at  Emory,  Bishop  Candler,  who  was  not  a  bishop 
then,  has  become  a  bishop,  and  his  sphere  of  work  has  been  broadened  to 
include  the  entire  South.  His  congratulatory  message  to  Bryan  was 
inspiring,  and  in  the  Atlanta  Constitution  of  the  day  later  he  said: 

'Yes,  I  know  Senator  Bryan  well.  I  may  say  I  have  known  him 
from  his  youth.  He  is  one  of  my  old  boys,  and  no  teacher  ever  had  a 
better  pupil  than  he  was.  William  J.  Bryan  is  one  of  the  truest  and 
brightest  men  in  the  South.  He  is  a  man  of  uncommon  native  gifts,  and 
he  has  always  been  a  careful  student.  He  was  among  the  first  men  in  his 
class  at  Emory  College,  and  subsequently  was  graduated  in  law  with  dis- 
tinction at  Washington  and  Lee  University.  If  I  remember  correctly  he 
was  a  law  pupil  of  Judge  Randolph  Tucker  at  that  famous  institution. 
Nobler  than  all  intellectual  gifts  are  his  moral  qualities.  'Will'  Bryan, 
as  we  called  him,  when  a  boy  at  Emory,  was  the  soul  of  honor.  He  has 
the  courage  of  his  convictions  because  he  has  convictions.  I  confidently 
expect  him  to  distinguish  himself  in  the  Senate,  or  in  any  other  relation 
that  he   may  occupy  to  the  public  service. 

Certainly,  he  is  a  young  man;  else  how  could  he  have  been  a  pupil  of 
mine?  I  am  no  gray-beard  myself.  But  Pitt  was  a  young  man  when  he 
rendered  his  highest  service  to  England.  Will  Bryan  is  a  young  man,  but 
he  is  not  a  raw  man.  He  will  not  be  a  garrulous  Senator,  but  when  he 
speaks  he  will  say  something  worthy  of  the  attention  of  the  greatest 
parliamentary  body  in  the  world.  He  will  speak  with  dignity,  clearness 
and  eloquence. 

'No,  he  will  not  be  called  'the  boy  Senator.'  He  is  a  man,  and  his 
associates  in  the  Senate  will  not  be  long  finding  it  out.  Modest,  and  with 
a  fine  sense  of  propriety,  he  will  not  break  out  in  vulgar,  demagogical 
utterances,  but  he  will  command  attention  by  the  force  of  his  thought 
without  any  resort  to  sensationalism. 
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Florida,  and  the  whole  country,  will  be  well  served  by  him.  I  pre- 
dict for  him  a  greater  career.  Naturally,  I  speak  with  the  warmth  of 
personal  attachment  for  him,  but  he  won  my  regard  by  his  merits,  and 
I  am  sure  I  do  not  overestimate  his  excellencies.  He  can  be  trusted 
absolutely  and  unreservedly.  Governor  Broward  has  made  no  mistake 
by  appointing  him  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  the  late  Senator  Mallory, 
and  I  dare  say  the  State  of  Florida  will  retain  him  in  the  place  when  his 
present  commission   expires.'  " — Tallahasse  (Fla.)  Sun.

Those  who  wear  the  left  hind  foot  of  a  grave-yard  rabbit  for  a  watch 
charm,  never  wear  the  laurel  leaf  for  a  head-piece. 

It  was  not  luck  that  made  William  James  Bryan  the  youngest  United 
States  Senator  in  one  hundred  years  of  the  history  of  the  greatest  nation 
that  ever  existed. 

It  was  work. 

While  other  men  of  his  age  were  looking  into  the  faces  of  a  pair  of 
pasteboard  kings  for  a  sign  of  fortune,  Will  Bryan  was  pounding  the  pages 
of  Blackstone,  Kent,  Story  and  the  rest  of  those  insomnia  chasing  exempli- 
fications of  dullness  to  keep  awake  long  enough  to  keep  from  losing  his 
place — in  HIS  hunt  for  HIS  sign  of  fortune. 

While  youths  who  measured  years  with  him  were  studying  the  mural 
decorations  of  gin  mills  through  the  bottoms  of  small  glasses  the  embryo 
Senator  was  counting  the  crows'  feet  in  the  face  of  his  elders  from  whom 
he  sought  advice  and  counsel. 

It  is  not  surprising  how  short  a  time  it  takes  to  know  things  if  you  will 
keep  steady  on  the  trail  of  knowledge,  with  no  wide  excursions  into  the 
wilderness  of  wasted   moments. 

Will  Bryan  worked  while  he  was  young  and  the  fruits  of  his  labor  are 
gathered  by  him  at  an  age  when  most  other  men  are  harvesting  an  abun- 
dant oat  crop  sown  when  their  fields  were  ready  for  corn  planting. 

Clear  of  vision,  ripened  and  ready,  he  saw  opportunity  headed  his  way 
and,  thanks  to  his  habit  of  application  to  the  real  business  of  life — he  was 
home  when  she  called. 

He  deliberately  chose  a  political  career,  because  he  wanted  to  be  a 
part  of  the  nation's  life.  He  studied  public  questions  like  he  studied  his 
law  books,  and  brought  to  his  study  a  trained  mind. 
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He  arrived  at  the  same  conclusion  that  every  intelligent  mind  must 
arrive  at  which  is  directed  to  this  study,  for  the  good,  sufficient  and  simple 
reason  THAT  THERE  IS  BUT  ONE  CONCLUSION  TO  ARRIVE 
AT,    WHICH    IS— 

THAT  THE  PEOPLE  MUST  RULE  THIS  COUNTRY. 

So,  when  he  went  into  politics  he  went  in  on  the  people's  side.  There 
is  no  place  for  an  intelligent  man,  who  is  free  to  think  and  who  WILL 
think — on  any  other  side. 

When  Broward  came  across  his  path  as  a  candidate  for  Governor, 
Bryan  looked  into  his  land  proposition,  thought  it  was  good;  studied  it, 
found  that  it  was  good,  and  was  ready  to  help  him. 

It  was  a  clear  case  of  study  ripening  the  judgment  that  made  Bryan 
see  that  Broward  could  win  if  he  could  get  to  the  people  with  his  land 
scheme.

God  has  endowed  him  with  the  divine  gift  that  transforms  spoken 
words  into  beams  of  light  that  illuminate  the  understanding. 

He  is  free  of  soul,  bold  of  heart,  strong  of  purpose,  high  of  ideal  and 
clear  of  conscience. 

He  will   make  good." — Tallahasse  (Fla)  Sun.

"The  new  senator  from  Florida,  Mr.  William  J.  Bryan,  is  receiving  an 
abundance  of  attention  from  the  press  of  the  country,  but  unfortunately 
it  is  because  of  his  name  and  not  because  of  his  merits.  All  of  that,  how- 
ever, may  be  changed  in  no  great  while  after  he  has  taken  his  seat.  He  is 
reputed  to  be  a  young  man  of  more  than  ordinary  ability  and  may  be 
expected  to  shine  in  his  own  light  and  not  in  the  reflected  light  of  the 
the  Nebraskan.  The  Floridian  will  be  the  youngest  member  of  the  Senate. 
He  is  only  31 — just  one  year  above  the  constitutional  age  limit.  There 
isn't  any  danger  that  the  Florida  senator  will  become  known  as  'the 
kid,'  or  the  'boy  orator,'  or  'the  precocious  youth.'  His  past  has 
shown  that  he  has  a  level  head." — Savannah  Morning  News. 
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The  Palm  congratulates  Bro.  Bryan  upon  the  attainment 
of  this  distinction,  wishes  for  him  all  manner  of  success  in  the 
future  and  will  watch  his  course  in  the  Senate  with  unabated 
interest  and  pride.  That  Bro.  Bryan  still  remembers  the  fra- 
ternity of  his  youth  is  amply  evidenced  by  the  following  letter:

William  Rick  (Pennsylvania  Alpha  Iota)  was  elected  mayor 
of  the  City  of  Reading,  Pa.,  on  the  Republican  ticket,  by  the 
largest  majority  (1880)  ever  accorded  a  candidate  in  that  city. 
Reading  is  regarded  as  a  Democratic  city  and  with  an  ex-mayor 

as  an  opponent  the  contest  was 
naturally  close,  exciting  and  inter- 
esting. But  we  will  let  the  news- 
papers tell  the  story  of  his  election. 

"The  people  have  spoken. 
Their  verdict  has  been  recorded   and 
there  will  be  a  change  at  City  Hall. 

No  more  stinging  rebuke  was  over 
administered  to  Arrogant  Organization 
than  that  which  was  registered  at  the 
polls  in  Reading  on  Tuesday. 

All  barries  raised  by  prarty  lines  were 
broken,  down  and  Independent   Demo- 
crats joined   with    the    Republicans    in 
rescuing   the  city  from   the   grasp  of  a 
combination  that  has  heretofore  regarded  itself  as  invincible. 

And,  much  as  is  to  be  regretted  the  necessity  of  saying  it,  'the  next 
day  it  snowed';  also,  for  the  first  time  in  history,  a  candidate  supported 
by  the  Herald  was  elected." — The  Reading  (Pa.   Dem.)   Times. 

"  'And  the  next  day  it  snowed,'     the  adage  of   1888,  when  Harrison 
defeated  Cleveland  for  the  presidency  was  truthfully  revived  to-day.      For 
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it  did  snow  literally  as  well  as  figuratively,  the  storm  breaking  forth  early 
this  morning. 

In  local  affairs  political  history  has  repeated  itself,  only  not  so  empha- 
tically. While  Rick  has  been  elected  mayor  by  the  largest  majority  of 
any  mayor  in  the  city's  annals,  the  party  failed  to  land  two  of  the  most 
important  offices  at  City  Hall. 


Crazed  with  joy  at  the  unexpected  victory,  yelling,  shouting,  tooting 
horns,  banging  drums,  whistling  fifes,  capering  up  and  down  the  streets, 
the  Republican  voters  took  possession  of  the  streets  and  swarmed  all  over 
town  making  the  night  air  hideous  with  their  din. 

The  polls  were  scarcely  closed  before  the  anxious  voters  gathered  at 
Rajah  Temple  where  the  Republicans  made  their  headquarters,  and  in 
front  of  the  newspapers  bulletins  to  await  returns.  A  number  crowded  in 
City  Hall  and  everywhere  the  tense  expectancy  before  the  final  results  was 
apparent. 

Luckily  for  the  more  nervous  ones  the  returns  began  to  come  in  early 
and  fast.  The  vote  of  the  second  precinct,  7th  Ward,  was  the  first  in  and 
it  was  the  writing  on  the  wall.  From  the  start  there  was  nothing  to  it  but 
Rick  and  Dorward.  Filbert  was  never  headed,  but  till  the  end  Lup- 
pold's  victory  was  not  assured.  But  it  was  the  mayoralty  contest  the 
crowd  was  waiting  to  see  and  as  plurality  after  plurality  came  rolling  in  for 
Rick,  the  Republicans  grew  fairly  frenzied  until,  as  a  Republican  victory 
became  a  surety,  they  could  not  contain  their  joy. 

As  if  by  magic  a  fife  and  drum  corps  appeared  on  Penn  street  and  a 
great  crowd  fell  in  behind  at  Rajah  Temple  where  the  voters  rent  the  air 
with  wild  shouts.  The  celebration  of  the  Republican  victory  was  fairly 
started. 

The  appearance  of  the  Thirteenth  Ward  Republican  Club,  with  fifes 
and  drums  was  the  signal  for  an  outburst  that  could  be  heard  for  many 
blocks. 

Then  a  parade  was  formed  with  1000  loyal  G.  0.  P.  supporters  in 
line  and  the  fun  had  begun  in  earnest. 

Forming  in  front  of  Rajah  Temple,  the  long  line  of  men  worked  them- 
selves to  a  pitch  of  enthusiasm  that  made  past  efforts  seem  tame  by  com- 
parison. The  several  bands  present  added  fuel  to  the  fire  of  enthusiasm 
by  playing    'Hail  to  the  Chief.' 

Headed  by  an  automobile  in  which  was  Councilman  George  A.  Rick, 
cousin  of  the  victorious  mayorality  candidate,  the  march  was  then  started 
to   the  residence  of  Mr.    Rick. 

The  parade  marched  to  City  Hall,  where  a  stop  was  made  and  three 
cheers  and  a  tiger  for  Rick  were  given.  Re-enforced  by  hundreds  of  those 
on  the  streets  the  great  crowd  started  up  Penn  Street,  turned  into  Perkio- 
men  Avenue  and  to  the  thrilling  strains  of  popular  songs,  marched  six 
abreast,  to  the  residence  of  Mr.  Rick.      Most  of  the  marchers  wore    'I  told 
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you  so '  cards  and  carried  brooms  with  various  emblems  indicative  of 
victory.  The  most  striking  card  was  the  one  referring  to  Dorward: 
'Watch  out  for  the  bricklayer.' 

Probably  the  staid  residential  neighborhood  of  that  section  of  the 
city  had  never  before  witnessed  such  scenes  as  then  occurred  With 
a  shout  that  made  the  eardrums  throb,  the  roaring  of  the  word  'Rick' 
brought  people  to  the  windows  and  doors  of  the  houses  for  blocks  along 
the  avenue 

APPRECIATES    THE    HONOR. 

As  the  modest  Republican  victor  appeared,  the  shouting  was  renewed 
with  a  vigor  that  startled  even  the  leaders  of  the  parade.  Briefly,  he 
told  the  crowd  that  he  was  sensible  of  the  honor  that  he  had  received 
at  the  hands  of  a  majority  of  the  voters  of  Reading.  He  said  that  he 
was  so  overwhelmed  by  the  evidence  of  confidence  that  the  people  had 
displayed  in  him  as  a  man,  that  it  was  hard  to  find  words  sufficient  to 
thank  them  for  their  support. 

'Republicans  proved  themselves  loyal  and  they  were  joined  in  the 
fight  for  good  city  government  by  hundreds  of  citizens  who  hold  no 
party  affiliation  and  by  many  Democrats,  who  felt  that  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  city  would  be  served  by  the  election  of  a  Republican,  after 
many  years  of  extravagant  administration  of  the  affairs  of  Reading  by 
the  Democratic  organization,'    he  said. 

Mr.  Rick  paid  a  strong  compliment  to  the  Herald  for  its  work  in 
behalf  of  good  government,  saying:  'I  wish  to  thank  most  heartily 
the  independent  Herald  for  the  way  it  supported  me.' 

'  My  neighbors  have  been  very  kind  to  me,  in  lending  their  support 
to  my  candidacy,  regardless  of  their  political  affiliations,'  he  continued. 
'To  them,  and  to  you  fellow  Republicans  and  to  the  great  number 
of  others,  who  combined  to  elect  me  to  the  highest  office  within  the  power 
of  the  people  of  Reading,  I  can  only  say  that  I  will  do  my  best  to  deserve 
the  confidence  placed  in  me,  and  I  feel  certain  that,  at  the  end  of  my 
term,  you  will  all  agree  that  there  is  no  cause  for  complaint.' 

After  more  cheering  Controller  Dorward  was  hoisted  to  a  place 
above  the  crowd  and  made  a  hearty  speech  of  thanks  for  the  way  he  had 
been  supported.

The  Herald  holds  no  brief  for  Mr.  Rick  and  is  in  no  wise  respon- 
sible for  any  performance  or  lack  of  performance  that  may  occur  during 
his  mayoralty  administration.  Heartily  glad  as  we  are  that  he  was 
elected,  and  mightily  hopeful  that  he  will  justify  the  confidence  which 
the  voters  have  placed  in  him,  yet  the  Herald  is  not  promising  for  him 
or  through  him  that  his  administration  will  be  flawless. 

While  we  hope  much,  we  predict  nothing.  And  while  we  expect 
fine  results,  we  are  not  committing  ourselves.  If  Mr.  Rick  makes  what 
we   deem    errors,    we   will    have   no    hesitancy   in    telling   him    so.      Only 
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when  he  acts  with  signal  honesty  and  conspicuous  good  sense  will  we 
hand  him  out  our  eager  applause.  Nor  when  he  goes  markedly  wrong: 
will  we  maintain  an  amiable  silence.  We  may  on  the  other  hand  be 
disagreeable,  and  say  things. 

But  while  thus  avowing  our  attitude  to  the  new  mayor,  we  believe- 
that  there  will  be  far  oftener  occasion  for  praise  than  blame,  and  that: 
our  ink  will  far  less  often  get  transformed  into  syllables  of  censure  than 
those  of  commendation.  The  Herald  labored  for  Mr.  Rick's  election 
because  it  believed  he  was  the  better  man  of  the  two,  and  because  it 
believed  the  influences  surrounding  him  were  the  safer  of  the  two  sets 
of  influences.  Rarely  has  a  mayor-elect  had  a  better  opportunity  of 
showing  his  sincerity  of  purpose  and  practicality  of  method  than  fell 
to  the  happy  lot  of  Mr.  Rick.  He  has  an  admirable  opportunity  to- 
show  the  world  what  a  newly  energized  Reading  can  do,  and  to  reveal 
that  Republican  machines  are  by  no  means  all  as  black  as  they  are- 
painted. 

He  enjoys  the  splendid  privilege  of  attracting  to  himself  and  to  his 
town  the  eyes  of  the  good  folk  of  many  other  municipalities,  just  as 
has  been  done  in  some  other  notable  instances  by  new  mayors.  He 
has  an  opportunity  to  impress  upon  his  town  the  distinct  mark  of  a  new 
and  striking  personality.  He  also  has  the  opportunity,  if  he  desires- 
it,  of  becoming  a  simple  spoils'  disburser,  and  a  mere  spoke  in  the  wheel 
of  a  highly  complicated  and  absolutely  soulless  machine. 

Which  opportunity  he  will  avail  himself  of  remains  to  be  seen. 
Had  we  not  believed  that  he  would  take  the  former  and  the  far  nobler 
course,  we  would  not  have  given  to  him  our  enthusiastic  support."  — 
Editorial  in  Reading  (Pa.  Dem.)  Herald. 

"The  municipal  election  of  1908  has  passed  into  history.  We  salute 
Mr.  Rick  as  the  next  mayor  of  the  Democratic  city  of  Reading,  Repub- 
lican though  he  be.

So  far  the  present  year  has  been  a  most  successful  one  for  the  Uni- 
versity of  Tennessee.  The  enrollment  is  larger  than  ever  before,  and 
the  new  members  of  the  faculty  have  "delivered  the  goods."  Many 
improvements  have  been  made  to  the  equipment  and  buildings  of  the 
university,  and  we  are  now  able  to  favorably  compare  our  College  of 
Engineering  with  that  of  any  other  southern  university.  It  can  now 
be  truly  said  that  the  university  has  commenced  upon  a  new  era  of 
growth  and  development. 
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We  have  cause  to  congratulate  ourselves  upon  the  splendid  record 
of  our  football  team,  which  was  not  defeated  until  Thanksgiving  Day, 
when  we  lost  our  final  game  in  a  sea  of  mud  and  rain  and  by  a  miserable 
fluke.  We  are  especially  proud  of  this  record  since  our  Worthy 
Master,  H.  B.  White,  captured  the  position  of  left  end,  although  he  was 
the  lightest  man  on  the  team  by  more  than  twenty-five  pounds.

PROVINCE  II. 

Our  second  conclave  is  not  to  be  held  as  planned  in  February,  but 
will  go  over,  on  account  of  conflict  of  dates,  to  some  time  in  April.  Wis- 
consin Gamma  Tau  will  entertain  the  gathering  at  Madison.  The  date 
will  probably  be  the  last  week  in  April  or  the  first  of  May,  at  which  time 
Wisconsin's  beautiful  campus  will  be  at  its  best. 

Since  the  last  issue  of  the  Palm,  I  have  completed  the  circuit  and 
have  paid  a  visit  to  each  of  my  nine  chapters.  With  one  or  two  excep- 
tions, they  are  all  worthy  of  extravagant  praise.  They  are  well  organ- 
ized, have  good,  hard-headed,  sensible  and  earnestly  enthusiastic  men 
filling  their  executive  offices,  and  they  are  making  Alpha  Taus  of  whom 
we  shall  all  be  proud  in  after  years. 

Two  things  among  others  are  of  vital  importance  to  a  chapter: 
A  good  financial  policy,  and  close  relationship  with  alumni  members. 

As  to  the  first  above,  am  glad  to  say  that  the  chapters  in  Province 
II,  for  the  most  part,  are  in  excellent  condition.  They  deal  with  active 
members  as  to  dues  strictly  on  a  business  basis,  and  no  laxity  in  making 
payments  to  the  exchequer  is  tolerated.  I  hold  that  young  men  in  school 
should  learn  a  few  sound  business  principles,  and  the  chapter  must 
do  its  full  duty  to  the  brother  in  this  regard.  If  it  teaches  him  to  be 
negligent  as  to  finances,  when  it  comes  to  cope  with  the  business  world, 
he  would  have  a  right  to  complain.  He  should  be  taught  early  that 
his  fraternity  money  obligations  must  be  met  promptly.  The  chapters 
are  not  charitable  institutions;  their  current  bills  must  be  met,  and 
each  man  must  pay  his  full  share.  If  he  can  not  do  so,  then  he  must 
go  home  and  stay  there  until  he  can  keep  even.  This  may  seem  harsh, 
but  at  least  it  is  honest  and  it  is  essential  to  the  life  of  a  chapter. 

A  debt  owing  by  an  alumnus  to  his  chapter  does  much  to  demoralize 
it.  A  few  years  ago  some  of  the  alumni  owed  large  sums  to  the  several 
chapters  of  Province  II,  and  all  were  staggering  under  the  extra  burdens 
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which  this  imposed.  A  little  effort  on  our  part  has  induced  the  brothers 
to  pay  up,  and  now  the  "actives"  are  smiling  once  more.  Some  of 
the  old  boys  have  not  only  paid  up  in  full,  but  have  contributed  toward 
the  chapter  house  funds,  which  five  of  the  chapters  have  now  established. 
Two  men  have  not  paid.  Unless  they  evidence  a  willingness  to  try 
to  square  accounts,  some  action  must  be  taken. 

As  to  the  second  essential,  I  think  the  surest  way  to  keep  the  alumni 
interested  is  to  write  them  frequently.  The  chapters  wThich  have  been 
able  to  build  houses,  etc.,  are  those  which  have  always  maintained  a 
very  close  relationship  with  their  alumni  members.  A  good,  long, 
newsy,  brotherly  letter  has  been  sent  to  each  alumnus  once  every  ninety 
days,  or  oftener,  and  no  one  of  them  can  say  that  he  does  not  know 
at  all  times  about  the  conditions  and  needs  of  his  chapter.  They  read 
these  letters  all  through,  and  they  learn  to  look  forward  to  receiving 
them,  and  often  they  reply,  giving  items  of  news  for  the  next  letter. 
This  keeps  interest  in  the  chapter  alive.  I  recommend  this  plan  to 
any  chapter  which  has  ambitions  for  a  chapter  house.

In  a  comprehensive  article  on  "The  Protection  of  Frater- 
nity Insignia,"  the  editor  of  the  Beta  Theta  Pi  mentions  in  a 
recent  number  of  his  magazine:. 

"Last  year  the  badge  of  Beta  Theta  Pi  and  its  coat  of  arms  were 
both  appropriated  by  a  cigar  manufacturer  to  adorn  his  labels.  The 
Psi  Upsilon  owl  and  fasces  has  been  employed  by  a  brewer  to  distin- 
guish a  brand  of  not  over-excellent  beer  and  the  Alpha  Delta  Phi  blazon 
was  used  for  some  years  as  an  advertisement  by  a  dealer  in  tombstones 
in  Philadelphia." 


These  and  similar  instances  led  the  editor  to  investigate 
whether  or  not  fraternity  insignia  had  any  protection  in  law 
from  imposters.  He  naturally  found  that  no  federal  law  helped 
or  could  help  in  the  matter,  so  after  correspondence  with  Betas 
throughout  the  Union  he  gathered  these  facts  together:  New 
York  makes  it  a  misdemeanor  to  misuse  (in  the  sense  that  a 
fraternity  man  would  understand  it)  the  badge  or  other  insig- 
nia, the  name  or  titles  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  the  Loyal  Legion,  the 
Spanish  War  Veterans,  the  Elks  or  any  other  society  or  order 
of  ten  years'  standing  in  that  State;  Montana's  law  is  substan- 
tially the  same;  South  Dakota  protects  the  badge  of  the  G.  A. 
R.  only,  but  it  seems  that  a  certain  clause  in  the  statute  has 
made  it  unconstitutional;  Wisconsin  so  protects  only  the  G.  A. 
R.  and  the  Loyal  Legion;  Massachusetts  mentions  only  three 
such  organizations  in  its  statute;  Indiana  protects  also  three 
specially  mentioned  ones,  but  in  addition  has  another  provision 
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protecting  bodies  incorporated  in  that  State,  or  "doing  busi- 
ness" in  that  State;  Iowa  protects  two  bodies,  and  so  do  Kan- 
sas and  Washington;  Connecticut's  statute  mentions  the  G.  A. 
R.  only;  Maine  mentions  two  patriotic  bodies;  Rhode  Island 
protects  among  fraternal  orders  only  the  Elks;  Colorado  has  a 
general  statute  extending  to  and  including  all  secret  societies; 
Ohio  has  almost  as  comprehensive  a  statute  as  Colorado;  Mis- 
souri forbids  the  fraudulent  use  of  such  emblems;  Tennessee  has 
a  good,  comprehensive  law  on  the  subject,  and  Kentucky's  is 
substantially  like  it;  Minnesota's  covers  the  ground  thoroughly; 
Oklahoma  (territorial  law)  extended  its  prohibition  only  to  male 
persons  over  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  relates  only  to  certain 
named  societies  and  others  of  "five  years'  standing"  in  the 
territory;  Pennsylvania's  law  seems  thorough;  those  of  Illinois 
and  Nebraska  are  unique  from  the  others  in  that  they  make 
gallant  exceptions  in  favor  of  the  wives,  sisters,  mothers  and 
fiances  of  members,  allowing  them  the  privilege  of  wearing  the 
badges  and  other  insignia;  South  Carolina,  since  its  prohibition 
extends  to  males  only,  seems  to  concede  more  to  the  "sisters" 
than  even  Illinois  and  Nebraska;  California's  law  is  general  in 
its  provisions;  bills  are  pending  in  Oregon,  New  Hampshire  and 
Idaho  to  afford  protection  to  societies;  no  information  was  ob- 
tained from  Virginia,  Louisiana,  Maryland,  Mississippi  and  Nev- 
ada; while  Arizona,  Wyoming,  West  Virginia,  Georgia,  Dela- 
ware, Utah,  North  Carolina,  Florida,  Michigan,  New  Jersey, 
Arkansas,  Alabama  and  Texas,  seem  to  have  no  statutes  gov- 
erning the  matter. 

Editor  Baird  has  done  a  service  for  fraternity  men  in  gath- 
ering this  information,  and  the  reviewer  is  glad  to  give  above 
the  substance  of  it  for  the  benefit  of  A.  T.  O's. 


We  are  quoting  the  Beta  Theta  Pi  liberally  this  time,  maybe 
because  we  have  overlooked  it  for  two  or  three  issues.  Its 
editor,  back  in  March  '07,  received  a  letter  from  which  the  fol- 
lowing extracts  are  made: 

"A  convention  of  the  chapter  of  Theta  Nu  Epsilon  will  be  held  at 
the  Hotel  Astor,  in  the  City  of  New  York,  on  Friday  and  Saturday,. 
March  29  and  30,   1907. 
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The  purpose  of  this  convention  is  to  centralize  the  government 
of  Theta  Nu  Epsilon  under  a  national  organization  provided  for  in  a 
proposed  constitution  which  will  be  offered  for  adoption  at  that  time. 

Under  the  prevailing  system  of  government  it  is  generally  recog- 
nized most  specifically,  however,  by  the  Alpha  chapter  (Wesleyan) 
that  in  order  to  produce  the  best  results  for  Theta  Nu  Epsilon  a  new 
and  broader  method  of  national  control  should  be  ordained.  With 
this  end  in  view  the  Wesleyan  chapter  gives  its  approval  to  the  idea 
of  national  organization  under  a  centralized  governing  body. 

Originally  Theta  Nu  Epsilon  was  meant  to  be  solely  a  local  organ- 
ization. The  attractiveness  of  its  ideas  and  the  sustaining  influences 
of  its  objects  in  the  course  of  years  inspired  its  members  to  spread  its 
teachings.  This  led  to  the  establishment  of  chapters  in  various  colleges 
and  universities  throughout  the  nation,  so  that  at  the  present  time 
forty  different  chapters  of  Theta  Nu  Epsilon  can  be  found  at  institu- 
tions of  learning  from  Maine  to  California  and  from  the  Canadian  bound- 
ary to  Florida. 

The  Alpha  chapter  realizing  that  the  general  conditions  necessitate 
a  more  perfect  method  of  national  control  than  now  exists  is  willing  to 
relinquish  its  power  under  the  present  order  of  things  and  convey  to  a 
national  organization  all   the  rights  and  privileges  it  now  enjoys. 

At  the  convention  a  Constitution  radified  by  the  Alpha  chapter 
will  be  adopted,  a  National  Board  of  Officers  will  be  elected  and  the 
new  era  for  Theta  Nu  Epsilon  will  be  commenced." 

To  which  Mr.  Baird  replied  as  follows  : 

"I  have  your  letter  of  March  27th,  with  respect  to  the  proposed 
Theta  Nu  Epsilon  convention.  I  am  a  member  of  the  society,  as  you 
surmise. 

I  believe  that  with  the  exception  of  the  chapters  at  Wesleyan  and 
Virginia,  the  aims,  purposes  and  practices  of  the  society  are  irredeem- 
ably bad,  and  they  have  excited  the  animosity  and  antagonism  of  the 
best  of  the  fraternities.  The  chapter  at  Wesleyan  has  in  some  measure, 
I  believe,  departed  from  its  original  scheme,  but,  nevertheless,  has 
redeeming  features.  The  other  chapters,  I  think,  never  had  any  real 
reason  for  existence. 

I  do  not  believe  that  there  is  any  place  in  the  scheme  of  college 
life  for  an  intercollegiate  class  society,  and  if  Theta  Nu  Epsilon  would 
retreat  into  its  shell  and  stay  a  local  society  at  Wesleyan,  it  would  prob- 
ably be  the  best  thing  that  could   happen  to  it. 

Under  the  circumstances,  and  being  entirely  out  of  sympathy  with 
your  proposed  plan  of  reorganization,  I  must  decline  to  attend  your 
banquet." 

Then  Nu  Beta  gives  the  New  York  Tribune's  account  of  the 
convention  from  which  the  following  is  taken: 
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"The  officers  elected  were  H.  M.  V.  Connolly,  New  York  Univer- 
sity, president;  Irving  E.  Mansbach,  New  York  University,  secretary; 
M.  E-  Casey,  of  Rochester,  treasurer.  The  following  were  elected  as 
trustees:      M.   E-   Haldeman,    Professor  Chillman  and  H.  J.   Collins. 

The  convention  also  decided  that  hereafter  its  members  should  aban- 
don their  well-known  habits  of  conviviality,  at  least  those  that  have  got  them 
into  trouble  so  often  with  some  of  the  faculties.  But,  alas'  they  started  in 
badly  to  carry  out  this  resolution.  There  were  many  vacant  chairs 
around  the  board  at  the  dinner,  notwithstanding  the  well-attended 
convention.  The  dinner  did  not  begin  until  nearly  10  o'clock,  and  at 
that  hour  a  self-appointed  committee  was  out  rounding  up  some  of 
the  delinquents,  who  had  drifted  away  along  Broadway  and  into  the 
various  rooms  of  the  Hotel  Astor,  where  the  principal  table  decorations 
are  beer  steins." 

And  finally,  the  editor  closes  by  saying: 

"We  have  no  faith  in  any  radical  change  being  made  in  Theta 
Nu  Epsilon  or  any  kindred  organization. 

We  sincerely  hope  that  the  proposed  reorganization  of  this  society, 
will  fail  of  its  purpose.  It  has  had  a  bad  effect  on  the  college  frater- 
nities equalled  by  that  of  no  other  single  influence.  The  fraternities 
have  fallen  upon  troublesome  times  with  parasitic  organizations  of  this 
class  sapping  the  loyalty  of  their  members." 


From  an  article  in  the  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  sorority  maga- 
zine it  is  learned  that  Vanderbilt,  Texas,  Adelphia  College, 
Woman's  College  of  Baltimore  and  Brown  have  and  use  the 
honor  system  in  all  departments,  and  at  these  colleges  it  seems 
to  have  the  enthusiastic  support  of  the  student  body.  Cornell 
and  Michigan  use  it  only  in  certain  departments,  while  the  sys- 
tem at  its  best  is  said  to  be  found  at  Princeton  where  the  stu- 
dent esprit  de  corps  stoutly  upholds  it.  Toronto,  on  the  other 
hand,  has  a  strict  system  of  espionage,  and  at  Indiana  no  organ- 
ized honor  system  prevails;  Ohio  is  about  in  the  same  category 
and  seems  to  be  about  half-and-half;  at  Wisconsin  tentative 
efforts  are  being  made  to  introduce  it,  but  at  Nebraska  similar 
efforts,  made  about  four  years  ago,  failed  to  bring  about  satis- 
factory results;  California  has  had  a  system  proposed  and  pre- 
sented to  the  students,  the  past  year,  which  was  defeated  when 
it  came  to  a  vote;  Wooster  has  no  honor  system;  Yale  seniors 
voted  it  down  for  the  reason  that  they  had   "no  time  to  spy 
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upon  and  report  their  fellow  workers!";  Washington,  after  try- 
ing a  certain  system,  brought  forth  a  declaration  from  the  fac- 
ulty that  the  student  committee  had  shown  itself  incompetent, 
and  the  said  system  was  forthwith  abolished;  Vermont  tried  the 
honor  system  and  seems  to  have  found  it  unsatisfactory,  for 
it  was  afterwards  abolished. 

The  editor  of  the  Kappa  Alpha    Theta  has  this  to    say  after 
summing  it  all  up: 

"The  editor  has  been  much  interested  in  collecting  the  foregoing 
articles  on  the  honor  system.  With  the  exceptions  of  Yale,  the  Uni- 
versity of  Vermont,  and  Washington  University,  St.  Louis,  we  have 
found  no  instance  where  the  system,  once  tried,  has  been  abandoned. 
In  two  of  these  three  institutions  the  reasons  for  abandoning  it  have 
been  the  same,  i.  e.,  that  the  student  espionage  was  objectionable 
Where  the  system  has  been  a  success  there  is  little  such  espionage,  but 
upon  the  sentiment  of  the  student  body  rests  the  effectiveness  of  the 
system.  We  wish  that  in  every  college,  as  at  Princeton,  student  public 
sentiment  would  decree  that  no  student  could  do  dishonest  work  in  an 
examination  and  remain  in  college. 

The  fraternities,  because  of  a  strong  organization,  are  in  a  position 
to  create  such  a  sentiment.  Let  us  first  see  to  it,  that,  individually, 
as  fraternity  women,  we  are  ourselves  above  suspicion;  then,  through  local 
Pan-Hellenics  or  other  organizations  are  our  utmost  influence  to  secure, 
if  not  the  honor  system,  a  spirit  of  honor  which  shall  utterly  forbid  dis- 
honesty not  only  in  examinations  but  in  all  class  work  as  well.  In  the 
college  we  must  surely  have  progressed  beyond  the  point  where  the 
spirit  of  'getting  ahead  of  the  teacher'  prevails. 

That  the  honor  system  is  being  so  generally  agitated  shows  we 
believe  that  student  bodies  are  gaining  in  self-respect  and  in  realization 
of  the  ultimate  purpose  of  their  college  life.  Dishonest  college  work 
is  no  longer  a  jest." 


The  University  of  the  South,  at  Sewanee,  is  at  last  to  abolish 
its  vacation  period  in  midwinter,  changing  to  conform  to  the 
good  old  summer  time  custom  of  all  the  rest  of  the  colleges. 


From  the  Sigma  Nu  Delta  is  taken  this  list  of  Rhodes  scholar- 
ship men  who  were  appointed  to  go  to  Oxford  the  past  summer: 

"The  complete  list  of  American  Rhodes  scholarship  appointees  who 
will  go  to  Oxford  this  summer  has  been  given  out  by  Farnham  P.  Grif- 
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fiths,  secretary  to  President  Benjamin  Ide  Wheeler,  of  the  University 
of  California.  Griffiths  is  the  Rhodes  scholar  man  chosen  to  represent 
California  this  year.  There  are  forty-five  Americans  and  eight  front 
Canada  in  the  list.  The  men  from  American  States  include  the  fol- 
lowing names:  Alabama,  Addison  White,  University  of  Alabama; 
Arkansas,  Charles  A.  Keith,  Little  Rock;  Florida,  Berkeley  Blackman,. 
of  Rollins  College,  Winster  Park;  Georgia,  Dudley  B.  Anderson,  of 
Macon;  Illinois,  Ben  Tomlinson,  of  Champaign,  111.;  Indiana,  Albert 
K.  Whallen,  of  Des  Moines,  Iowa;  Kentucky,  M.  F.  Woodrow,  of  Nash- 
ville, Tenn.;  Louisiana,  Joseph  H.  Jackson,  of  Baton  Rouge;  Missis- 
sippi, R.  C.  Beckett,  of  the  University  of  Mississippi;  North  Carolina,, 
G.  R.  Vowles,  of  Bismarck,  N.  D.;  Ohio,  Shirley  Wing,  of  Columbus; 
Oklahoma,  Earl  K.  Kline,  of  Norman;  South  Carolina,  Wilson  P.  Milles,. 
of  Camden;  Tennessee,  Henry  W.  Case,  of  Sewanee;  Texas,  Albert  G. 
Sanders,  of  New  Haven,  Conn.;  Virginia,  Alfred  P.  James,  of  Peters- 
burg; West  Virginia,  Robert  P.   Strickler,  of  Morganstown." 


Delta  Tau  Delta  entered  Purdue  University  last  April  by 
absorbing  the  Coterie  Club  which  had  existed  since  1904.  Thir- 
teen alumni  and  twenty-seven  undergraduate  members  of  the 
club  were  taken  in. 

"One  new  fraternity  has  entered  Texas  since  last  spring,  Delta. 
Sigma  Phi;  they  are.  occupying  a  beautiful  new  rock  house  on  Twen- 
tieth Street.  Every  fraternity  in  school  is  now  living  in  its  own  house,, 
either  owned  or  rented,  with  the  exception  of  Beta  Theta  Pi,  who  will 
build  in  the  near  future." — Texas  Correspondence  in  Phi  Delta  Theta, 
Scroll. 


"Beta  Theta  Pi  is  the  third  fraternity  to  enter  Oklahoma,  follow- 
ing Southern  Kappa  Alpha,  established  there  two  years  ago,  and  Kappa 
Sigma,  established  there  last  year." — Phi  Delta  Theta  ScrolL 


The  Quarterly  for  September  tells  us  that  Delta  Upsilon 
has  now  sixteen  Rhodes'  scholars  to  her  credit.  Kappa  Alpha, 
with  six,  probably  follows  next.  Delta  Upsilon  hasn't  a  single 
chapter  in  the  South,  while  Kappa  Alpha  has  only  one  in  the 
North. 

If  the  Shield,  as  mentioned  below,  antedated  the  Palm,  it 
must  have  been  by  simply  a  few  months,  for  A.  T.  O's  official 
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organ  began  with  its  first  issue  on  December  i,  1880.     Says  the 
Delta  Upsilon  Quarterly: 

"The  new  Phi  Kappa  Psi  spiking-book  has  been  getting  its  full 
share  of  attention  from  the  fraternity  press.  One  item  in  particular 
rouses  our  combative  feelings: 

'The  Shield  has  been  noted  almost  from  the  beginning  as  the  first 
of  college  fraternity  magazines,  and  has  issued  more  numbers  than  any 
other  college  fraternity  magazine.' 

We  have  recently  had  occasion  to  remind  a  contemporary  that 
Delta  Upsilon  was  the  first  fraternity  to  publish  a  magazine,  'Our 
Record,'  in  1868.  The  fact  that  the  Shield  started  in  1880,  two  years 
before  the  present  Delta  Upsilon  Quarterly,  does  not  make  it  'the  first 
of  college  fraternity  magazines.'" 

Anent  this  spiking-book,  the  Beta  Theta  Pi  has  this  to  say 
in  a  recent  issue  regarding  a  questionable  statement  in  the 
said  book: 

"In  our  recent  review  of  the  Record  of  Phi  Kappa  Psi,  we  spoke 
of  one  statement  as  striking  a  false  note.  This  referred  to  the  state- 
ment in  the  book  reading  as  follows: 

'  Our  alumni  and  alumni  associations  are  most  active  in  their  assist- 
ance to  the  younger  members  who  have  just  left  college  and  are  seek- 
ing for  the  first  time  a  place  for  themselves  out  in  the  world.  It  is, 
therefore,  worth  more  to  a  young  man  to  belong  to  Phi  Kappa  Psi  than  it 
is  to  any  other  college  fraternity.' 

Mr.  Walker  tells  us  that  this  statement  was  only  inserted  after 
long  deliberation  and  was  put  in  to  counteract  the  influence  of  a  sim- 
ilar statement  'which  he  has'  found  used  particularly  by  Alpha  Delta 
Phi,  Psi  Upsilon  and  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  in  competition  with  eastern 
chapters  of  so-called  western  fraternities. 

We  have  made  inquiries  concerning  the  matter  and  we  found  that 
Mr.  Walker  has  correctly  stated  a  campaign  argument  now  frequently 
made  in  New  York  and  New  England. 

Truly  the  'sacred  three'  have  degenerated  when  they  have  to 
descend  to  such  ignoble  argument. 

There  is  no  reason  why  fraternity  membership  should  not  form  a 
basis  of  acquaintanceship  resulting  in  mutually  profitable  business  rela- 
tions, but  to  hold  out  to  a  college  lad  in  the  flush  of  youthful  enthusi- 
asms and  aspirations  that  the  fraternity  inviting  him  to  become  a  brother 
will  later  provide  him  with  a  job,  somehow  leaves  an  unpleasant  taste 
in  the  mouth.  It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  such  arguments  have  been 
employed.      We   urge   the    Betas   everywhere   to   discountenance   them." 

Finally,  Mr.  Lowrie  McClurg,  a  prominent  member  of  Delta 
Tau  Delta,  writes  in  the  March  ('07)  Rainbow,  and  after  describ- 
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ing  many  exaggerated  statements  in  Mr.  Walker's  book,  gives 
the  objectionable  paragraph  mentioned  above  this  knock-out 
blow: 

"We  should  not  want  the  kind  of  men  influenced  by  such  an  argu- 
ment, and  as  we  have  remarked,  the  Record  is  an  example  of  what  should 
be  avoided  in  rushing." 

Altogether  this  spiking-book  has  come  in  for  some  hard 
raps  by  Greek-press  writers,  and  they  are  not  altogether  unde- 
served. 


"Phi  Kappa  Psi  has  1,400  alumni  subscribers  to  the  Shield.  Sigma 
Nu  claims  1,100  alumni  subscribers  for  the  Delta.  Kappa  Alpha  is 
asking  for  13  more  to  add  to  her  987  alumni  subscribers  to  make  an 
even  thousand.  Delta  Upsilon  has  926  alumni  subscribers  to  the  Quar- 
terly. We  want  574  to  make  an  even  fifteen  hundred." — Delta  Upsilon 
Quarterly. 


"Through  a  blunder  in  clipping  a  Greek  news  item,  we  stated  in 
the  last  issue  that  Kappa  Sigma  Pi  of  George  Washington  University 
was  applying  to  Sigma  Nu  for  a  charter.  This  society  petitioned  Delta 
Upsilon  at  the  last  convention,  and  has  no  intention  of  receding  from 
its  position.  The  men  write  that  they  want  Delta  Upsilon,  and  hope 
to  make  Delta  Upsilon  want  them." — Delta  Upsilon  Quarterly. 

If  the  George  Washington  petitioners  should  be  successful 
we  shall  congratulate  Delta  Upsilon  upon  her  geographical  addi- 
tion. Washington  is  not  quite  across  the  line,  but  is  half  a 
southern  town  anyway!  We  are  generous  enough  to  ascribe 
sufficient  courage  and  wisdom  to  the  Delta  Upsilons  such  that 
some  fine  day  they  will  surprise  us  by  taking  the  plunge,  cross- 
ing the  Potomac,  and  landing  on  Virginia's  shore  swallowing 
as  fine  and  as  large  a  bunch  of  fellows  as  most  any  of  us  possess! 


Lengthy  memorials  still  crop  out  occasionally;  the  Shield 
of  Theta  Delta  Chi  for  June'  devotes  some  thirty-three  pages 
to  one  of  its  recently  deceased  well-known  members.  This  is 
ahead  of  the  twenty  odd  pages  given  by  the  Phi  Gamma  Delta, 
of  March,  '05,  to  remarks  on  Gen.  Lew  Wallace  on  the  occasion 
of  his  death,  and  which  up  to  that  time  seemed  to  be  the  record 
breaker. 
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Sigma  Chi  held  its  twenty-eighth  "grand  chapter"  at  James- 
town, Va.,  last  July  and  August,  and  seems  to  have  had  a  good 
time,  though  the  editor  of  the  Quarterly  laments  that  some  mat- 
ters did  not  get  the  dignified  attention  that  they  deserved.  134 
members  registered;  the  ritual  is  to  be  harmonized  and  unified 
and  a  committee  appointed  for  this  purpose;  a  pocket  directory 
is  to  be  published;  Theta  Nu  Epsilon  was  placed  under  the  bans 
but  the  resolution  affecting  it  was  declared  to  be  not  retroactive; 
and  a  poem  by  George  Ade  was  read. 


Important  News.  Kappa  Sigma  Has  New  Stunt. — 
One  of  the  minor  hits  (at  a  New  York  banquet)  was  the  Kappa 
Sigma  cigarette.  The  box  bore  the  words,  "Kappa  Sigma" 
and  the  fraternity  Caduceus;  inside  was  the  legend  that  the  con- 
tents had  been  "selected  and  packed  expressly  for  the  Kappa 
Sigma  fraternity,  and  each  cigarette  was  stamped  in  gold  with 
the  fraternity  Caduceus — Kappa  Sigma  Caduceus.  Wonderful! 
Query:  Did  Kappa  Sigma  first  use  the  fraternity  cigarette? 
Let  Walter  B.  Palmer  and  William  R.  Baird  answer!

The  Cornell  Fire. 

The  sympathy  of  every  Alpha  Tau  goes  out  to  New  York 
Beta  Theta.  Her  loss  is  the  Fraternity's  loss  and  her  sorrow  is 
shared  by  the  whole  brotherhood. 

The  misfortune  that  has  overtaken  our  Cornell  brethren 
would  be  dire  enough  if  it  involved  only  the  loss  of  its  beautiful 
and  sumptuous  home.  But,  involving  as  it  does,  the  destruction 
of  a  precious  life,  the  calamity  seems  almost  overwhelming. 

There  is,  indeed,,  only  one,  consoling  fact  in  the  entire  catas- 
trophe. Bro.  Kiehle  died  an  Alpha  Tau.  In  the  last  moments 
of  his  life  he  exemplified  all  that  is  best  and  finest  in  Alpha  Tau 
Omega.  If  ever  a  man  approached  his  Maker  in  the  spirit 
of  Epsilon  Pi — Pi  Epsilon  that  man  was  Bro.  Kiehle.  He, 
indeed,  died  to  save  others;  his  death  was  truly  the  death  of  one 
who  had  been  inspired  by  unselfish  adherence  to  the  cardinal 
principles  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega. 

From  this  view  point  the  catastrophe  is  not  without  value 
to  us  who  are  still  engaged  in  the  work  of  inculcating  the  Alpha 
Tauic  ideal.  Though  it  required  a  terrible  calamity  to  illustrate 
the  fact,  yet  we  now  know,  as  never  before,  to  what  heights  of 
supreme  heroism  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  -  Fraternity  may  raise 
its  ardent  votaries.  Would  that  the  lesson  had  come  in  some 
other  manner — but  the  ways  of  the  God  of  Love  and  Truth 
are  inscrutable  to  the  finite  mind. 

We  mourn  with  New  York  Beta  Theta  in  its  great  and 
irreparable  loss.  We  mourn  with  the  parents  and  family  of  our 
deceased  hero-brother.     We  would  console  all  of  them  with  the 
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thought  that  our  brother  and  their  son  died  as  he  lived,  a  true 
man  among  true  men,  a  splendid  exemplar  of  all  that  is  good 
and  true  in  Alpha  Tau  Omega. 

In  this  connection  we  desire,  at  the  request  of  New  York 
Beta  Theta,  to  extend  to  Greeks  everywhere  its  gratitude 
for  the  many  kind  messages  of  condolence  that  went  so  far  to 
mitigate  and  alleviate  the  distress  and  sorrow. 


The  Annals. 

It  has  often  been  a  question  with  the  editor  whether  the 
Fraternity  properly  appreciated  the  diligent  and  able  endeavors 
of  our  present  Worthy  Grand  Keeper  of  Annals.  There  is  ample 
evidence  that  the  alumni  contingent,  realizing  the  onerous  duties 
of  the  office  and  the  patient  industry  of  Dr.  Glazebrook  in  per- 
forming them,  have  not  been  lacking  in  according  the  apprecia- 
tion so  well  deserved.  The  active  members  apparently  have  not 
reached  that  mature  development  of  fraternity  experience  as  will 
permit  an  adequate  appreciation  of  the  duties  connected  with 
the  position  or  the  capable  hands  that  are  now  acceptably  per- 
forming them. 

We  are  led  to  this  comment  by  the  fact  that  the  W.  G.  K. 
A.  is  frequently  compelled  to  remind  the  chapters  of  the  great 
need  for  their  constant  co-operation,  and  by  the  further  fact 
that  the  recent  Pocket  Directory  compiled  and  published  by 
that  office  did  not  receive  that  measure  of  support  from  the  active 
chapters  to  which  it  was  entitled.  Furthermore,  there  is  appar- 
ently so  great  a  degree  of  ignorance  concerning  the  work  of  the 
office  that  it  is  surprising  how,  in  spite  of  it  all,  Dr.  Glazebrook 
is  able  to  render  the  brilliant  and  effective  services  that  have 
marked  every  year  of  his  long  term  of  office. 

We  plead  now  for  an  amplified  degree  of  assistance  and 
co-operation.  We  would  have  the  chapters  devote  some  time 
to  a  diligent  and  intelligent  study  of  our  legislation  concerning 
the  annals  of  the  Fraternity.  We  would  have  them  awaken 
to  the  great  necessity  of  collecting,  compiling  and  preserving 
accurate  and  detailed  information  of  the  life,  services  and  career 
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of  every  alumnus.  More  especially  would  we  invoke  a  per- 
sistent and  unrelenting  effort  on  the  part  of  every  chapter  to 
secure,  from  time  to  time,  the  last  address  of  each  alumnus. 
It  is  absurd  to  contemplate  an  organization  that  does  not  know 
and  makes  no  attempt  to  discover  the  address  of  its  member- 
ship— and  yet  we  must  confess  that  there  are  some  chapters 
that  know  less  concerning  the  abode  of  their  alumni  than  of  the 
atmospheric  conditions  of  Mars. 

In  Dr.  Larkin  Glazebrook  the  fraternity  possesses  a  keeper 
of  records  without  a  peer.  Every  fraternity  journal  in  the  coun- 
try has  sounded  his  praises.  His  recent  Pocket  Directory  marks 
a  new  epoch  in  the  history  of  fraternity  publications.  If  he  is 
properly  supported,  if  his  hands  are  upheld  by  the  rank  and 
file  of  the  active  chapters,  he  will  be  still  more  useful  in  the 
future.  It  is  attention  to  the  very  matters  over  which  Bro. 
Glazebrook  has  jurisdiction  that  make  a  fraternity  a  leader  in 
the  Greek  World.  Surely,  the  loyal  men  in  the  chapter  will 
not  withhold  their  aid  and  assistance  in  this  very  important 
phase  of  fraternity  activity. 


A  Word  to  the  Critics. 

The  Ohio  Alpha  Psi  correspondent  "complains  and  says" 
that  the  time  elapsing  between  the  date  on  which  chapter  letters 
are  expected  and  the  date  of  publication  is  too  long.  For  his 
information  and  for  the  benefit  of  others,  like-minded,  we  quote 
Mr.  Baird's  editorial  on  the  same  subject  in  the  Beta  Theta  Pi: 

"Judging  from  a  number  of  comments  which  have  been  of  late 
received  from  the  undergraduates  concerning  this  magazine,  and  from 
past  experience  which  we  had  in  this  matter,  and  conferring  with  other 
fraternity  magazine  editors  and  publishers,  we  have  come  to  the  con- 
clusion that  there  ought  to  be  a  course  of  training  in  the  mechanics  of 
book  making  included  in  the  numerous  electives  of  some  of  our  colleges. 
It  is  not  an  infrequent  matter  for  a  corresponding  secretary  to  mail 
us  a  letter  Friday  afternoon  and  then  write  another  letter  on  Monday 
and  ask  where  are  the  copies  of  the  magazine  containing  his  printed 
communication. 

At  the  risk  of  being  tiresome  with  reference  to  this  matter,  we 
wish  to  inform  the  undergraduates,  and  others  who  are  not  well  acquainted 
with   the  art  of  printing,   that   the   modern   method  is  first,   to  re-write 
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everything  submitted  in  manuscript  on  one  of  the  several  different 
machines  like  the  linotype  or  monotype,  or  to  set  up  the  types  by  hand. 
The  monotype  comprises  a  method  whereby  single  types  are  cast  from 
molten  metal  in  the  order  which  they  have  been  set  up  on  the  machine, 
and  the  linotype  comprises  a  system  of  casting  entire  lines  at  a  time 

After  the  types  have  been  set  up  by  either  method,  the  mass  of 
metal  is  arranged  in  long  shallow  boxes,  called  'galleys,'  and  a  proof, 
or  impression,  is  taken  from  it  in  this  condition  and  it  is  sent  to  the  author 
for  examination  and  correction.  It  is  very  seldom  that  a  galley  proof 
does  not  require  correction.  The  corrected  proofs  are  then  returned 
to  the  printer  who  makes  the  indicated  changes  and  re-arranges  the 
type  into  pages,  placing  them  in  certain  pre-determined  order  in  a  frame- 
work called  a  'chase'  and  inserting  the  appropriate  head  lines  and  page 
numbers.  A  proof  is  again  taken  from  the  pages  thus  arranged  and  is 
sent  to.  the  author  for  additional  correction,  if  necessary. 

The  printer,  after  he  receives  the  corrected  page  proofs,  proceeds 
to  prepare  the  press  and  to  print  the  material  upon  the  paper  sheets. 
After  printing,  these  sheets  have  to  be  dried,  folded,  assembled  and 
bound  and  then  enclosed  in  covers.  Usually  the  covers  will  have  been 
prepared  in  advance  while  some  of  the  other  operations  referred  to  have 
been  going  on. 

If  the  printed  pamphlet  or  magazine  contains  illustrations,  consid- 
erable care  must  be  exercised  in  placing  the  half-tone  blocks  or  wood 
cuts  on  the  press  so  as  to  secure  a  proper  impression,  having  the  right 
proportion  of  light  and  shade. 

Then  it  must  be  realized,  that  printing  is  a  commercial  enterprise 
and  that  business  must  be  so  arranged  that  typesetters  shall  be  kept 
continuously  employed,  presses  continually  running,  and  the  bindery 
busy,  in  order  that  any  profit  may  result  therefrom.  It  can  readily 
be  understood  that  it  is  not  always  possible  immediately  upon  its  receipt 
to  put  a  manuscript  into  type,  or  immediately  to  correct  it  after  the 
galley  proof  has  been  returned  to  the  printer,  or  immediately  to  make 
it  up  into  pages,  or  immediately  to  print  it  or  bind  it.  All  of  these  proc- 
esses require  time  and  care  and  an  arrangement  in  orderly  sequence. 

Newspapers  are  printed  hastily  under  conditions  of  great  pressure, 
"but  every  thing  is  gotten  ready  for  them  and  sufficient  time  is  taken 
for  the  different  operations  involved  by  a  very  minute  and  complete 
sub-division  of  labor. 

It  necessarily  takes  about  twenty-two  days  to  publish  a  number 
of  the  Beta  Theta  Pi  after  the  manuscript  is  all  at  hand.  Frequently 
we  do  it  in  less  time,  sometimes  it  requires  more,  but  it  is  not  made  or 
printed  like  a  newspaper  and  is  not  manufactured  so  hastily." 

What  is  true  of  the  Beta  Theta  Pi  is  true  of  the  Palm.  Our 
journal  is  out  within  twenty  days  after  the  last  copy  is  received. 
The  fellow  who  wants  a  prompt  Palm  ought  to  be  a  prompt 
correspondent. 
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The  present  issue  was  delayed  by  a  desire  on  our  part  to 
include  the  news  regarding  the  Province  Conclaves.  Three  were 
held  February  22,  and  the  last  "copy"  regarding  them  reached 
us  on  March  7.  Under  these  circumstances  we  think  we  have 
done  quite  well. 


A  New  Province  Chief. 

The  Worthy  Grand  Chief  announces  the  appointment  of 
Bro.  H.  W.  Jervey  to  the  office  of  Province  Chief  of  Province 
VIII  comprising  the  five  Tennessee  chapters.  Bro.  Jervey 
assumes  the  position  until  lately  held  by  Bro.  Thomas  F.  P. 
Henderson  who  has  resigned  his  position  after  several  years 
of  arduous  labors  in  behalf  of  the  Fraternity  in  the  South.  The 
new  official  will  be  remembered  for  his  exceptionably  able  response 
to  the  Address  of  Welcome  at  the  Birmingham  Congress.  He 
is  a  professor  of  Greek  at  the  University  of  the  South,  and  hence 
in  constant  contact  with  college  men.  We  are  satisfied  that 
he  is  wide-awake  to  the  needs  of  the  fraternity  in  his  State  and 
section,  and  we  assure  the  brotherhood  that  this  very  important 
trust  has  been  confided  to  able  hands.  We  shall,  in  common 
with  all  who  know  Bro.  Jervey,  look  for  that  degree  of  improve- 
ment as  his  ability  and  loyalty  warrant  us  in  expecting. 


An  Explanation. 

A  number  of  readers  have  taken  us  to  task  for  using  the 
words,  "War  of  the  Rebellion"  in  an  editorial  in  the  December 
Palm.  We  do  not  admit  that  this  unfortunate  expression  merited 
the  severe  condemnation  that,  in  a  few  instances,  characterized 
the  burden  of  our  readers'  objections.  We  do  confess  that  the 
use  of  any  words  tending  to  injure  the  feelings  of  the  living 
or  insult  the  memory  of  the  dead  should  be  studiously  avoided 
in  any  journal  that  circulates  among  and  appeals  to  all  sections, 
creeds  and  parties.  We  have  always  strived  to  avoid  objec- 
tionable terms  and  the  words  referred  to  were  used  with  no 
intention  to  cast  reproach  upon  our  Southern  members  or  their 
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ancestors.     The  expression  is  simply  an  unfortunate  slip  of  the 
editorial  pen. 

We  trust  this  disavowal  of  any  intentional  injury  will  secure 
for  us  the  indulgence  of  any  that  may  have  read  our  editorial 
and  misunderstood  our  attitude.  It  is  hardly  to  be  supposed 
that  an  editor  of  a  journal  devoted  to  the  interests  of  a  frater- 
nity originating  in  the  South  and  founded  to  cement  anew  the 
bonds  of  a  greater  Union  of  North,  South,  East  and  West  would 
willingly  and  with  premeditation  use  his  functions  to  discredit 
a  cause  fraught  with  so  much  honor  and  glory  to  the  Fraternity. 
The  fact  that  several  members  of  his  father's  family  were  enlisted 
in  that  cause  as  soldiers  and  sailors  in  the  Confederate  forces 
ought  to  acquit  him  of  any  lapse  of  good  faith. 


A  New  Chapter. 

The  Worthy  Grand  Chief  announces  that  a  charter  has 
been  issued  to  the  Black  Hawk  Club  at  State  College,  Ames, 
Iowa,  and  that  the  chapter  will  be  installed  very  shortly. 

This  is  the  first  chapter  to  be  instituted  under  the  new 
constitutional  method  of  voting  upon  applications.  It  is  note- 
worthy that  the  stringent  requirements  of  that  section  of  the 
new  law  are  not  so  arbitrary  as  to  exclude  really  desirable  and 
available  applications. 

The  next  Palm  will  contain  an  article  descriptive  of  our  new 
institution,  the  chapter  and  the  installation  ceremonies.  In  the 
meantime  we  tender  to  the  new  brethren  and  the  new  chapter 
our  congratulations,  and  assure  the  Fraternity  that  it  has  done 
well  in  sanctioning  this  new  addition  to  our  ranks.

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THE  LEXINGTON  TRIAD. 


I. 

If  you  will  examine  your  map,  you  will  see  in  the  western 
part  of  Virginia  a  valley  wedged  in  between  the  Blue  Ridge  and 
Alleghany  Mountains.  This  fertile  valley  is  a  veritable  home  for 
farmers  and  those  in  love  with  the  soil.  The  spirit  of  the  place 
bewitches  the  mind  and  permits  expanse  of  the  soul.  Situated 
in  the  southern  extremity  of  this  valley  is  the  little  town  that  bears 
the  name  of  Lexington.  Here  the  northern  branch  of  the  James 
River  begins  its  languid  journey  to  the  ocean.  No  one  can  appre- 
ciate this  stream  unless  he  has  lived  upon  its  banks. 

If  I  were  a  poet,  I  would  attempt  a  description  of  the  natural 
beauties  around  this  southern  town.  Did  you  ever  feel  the  tragic 
majesty  of  a  wild  mountain  scene  and  has  your  soul  ever  been 
touched  by  the  expanse  of  a  landscape?  Then  you  are 
the  one  to  whom  I  may  speak.  Combine  these  two  views  of 
nature  and  you  will  have  Rockbridge  County.  It  is  a  garden  for 
the  soul,  fashioned  by  the  hand  of  God,  and  in  this  garden  is 
another  fashioned  by  man  for  the  intellect.  Could  anyone  wish 
a  better  combination,  and  especially  when  those  men  who  have 
builded  in  this  valley  are  the  good  old  Scotch-Irish  Presbyterians, 
a  people  whose  sympathy  and  kindness  of  heart  are  not  surpassed? 

Even  in  their  trivial  eccentricities  the  inhabitants  are  to  be 
accepted  at  their  true  worth.  The  dispensation  of  intoxicating 
drinks,  dancing  and  Sunday  travel  are  either  strictly  forbidden  or

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looked  upon  with  a  disapproving  eye.  At  first  these  dear  people 
were  unwilling  that  the  railroads  should  enter  their  town  for  fear 
the  smoke  from  the  engines  would  spoil  the  looks  of  their  beauti- 
ful spires.  And  it  will  be  some  time  before  they  will  smile  upon 
the  innocent  pranks  of  cadet  and  student.  But  probably  these 
young  men  report  these  things  as  great  calamities,  when  it  is  only 
a  joke.  Surely  everything  is  done  for  the  good  of  these  young 
men;  no  legitimate  activity  is  curtailed.  It  is  impossible  to  ade- 
quately describe  these  people.  The  only  way  to  know  them  is  to 
visit  them  in  their  homes,  as  so  many  students  have  done,  and 
experience  their  southern  hospitality,  gentility  and  quick  sym- 
pathy, see  their  hands  ever  ready  for  charitable  work.  Again 
look  upon  those  two  institutions  they  have  buildt,  the  Virginia 
Military  Institute  and  Washington  and  Lee  University,  and 
remember  that  these  in  a  manner  reflect  the  spirit  of  the  people 
to  whom  they  owe  their  existance. 

This  is  no  place  for  a  long  description  of  these  two  institu- 
tions. Every  educated  American  knows  of  them  and  if  he  does 
not,  it  is  not  our  office  here  to  inform  him.  Associated  with  them 
are  the  names:  Washington,  whose  charitable  hand  first  endowed 
Washington  and  Lee  University;  Lee,  who  is  still  cherished  as  a 
college  president;  and  Jackson,  who  was  once  commandant  at 
Virginia  Military  Institute,  and  whose  heart  was  Christian  enough 
to  pray  for  a  stricken  enemy.  The  institutions  are  situated  upon 
a  high  ridge  to  the  northeast  of  the  town,  separated  by  a  short 
avenue  of  private  houses.  Both  are  surrounded  by  shady  groves 
fashioned  by  nature's  hand.  The  Institute  is  fashioned  after 
Normandy's  battlements,  while  the  University  is  of  colonial 
architecture. 

The  Civil  War  was  a  great  calamity  in  more  ways  than  one. 
Not  only  was  a  country  devastated  and  educational  alliances 
abandoned,  but  also  was  many  a  heart  left  bleeding  and  remorse- 
ful. It  was  a  day  that  tested  man's  courage  to  the  uttermost. 
Were  people  glad  when  the  strife  was  over?  At  least  the  South 
was  resigned  and  willing  to  give  and  accept  the  hand  of  forgive- 
ness. But  she  keeps  green  the  memory  of  her  dead,  and  sacred 
the  names  of  her  heroes.  Still  she  now  loves  her  sister  North, 
and  as  the  present  president  of  Washington  and  Lee  University 
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said  at  the  late  celebration  of  the  hundredth  anniversary  of  Lee's 
birth,  if  we  neglect  our  old  love  we  would  not  be  worthy  of  our 
new  (the  North). 

It  is  easy  to  realize  though  the  immediate  outcome  of  this 
war  upon  those  men  remaining.  Do  you  not  suppose  that  the 
youths  were  older  by  experience?  Their  hearts  were  drawn 
closer  together  than  those  of  an  ordinary  nation  of  people  ?  Added 
to  this  too,  was  the  natural  warmth  of  brotherly  affection  that 
is  ever  evinced  in  southern  blood.  What  was  more  natural  at 
this  time  than  that  these  ordinarily  affectionate  men,  now  that 
they  had  experienced  the  greatest  of  reverses  and  sorrows,  should 
seek  to  band  their  likes  together  so  scattered  as  they  now  were, 
and  strive  to  find  consolation  in  this  close  companionship?  Then 
since  they  were  scattered,  it  was  only  natural  that  these  bonds 
should  be  made  in  their  schools  of  higher  education.  The  student 
was  older  then,  not  only  in  experience  but  also  in  age,  than  the 
ordinary  student.  This  was  another  of  the  outcomes  of  the  war. 
The  conclusion  is  that  at  this  time  the  southern  man's  warm 
nature  was  stirred  to  its  uttermost  and  that  the  idea  of  college 
fraternities  was  coexistant  and  that  the  age  of  these  men  caused 
the  organizations  to  be  more  solemn  and  binding,  and  of  more 
mutual  aid  to  their  brother  student. 

Here  let  us  come  to  the  first  crucial  point  of  our  history.  We 
have  Lexington,  a  southern  town,  and  its  two  institutions  of 
learning.  We  have  a  war  that  did  not  entirely  destroy  the  spirit 
of  a  people  but  bound  them  closer  together  and  made  them  love 
their  equals  the  more  for  they  needed  sympathy.  We  have  the 
youths  flocking  to  the  Virginia  Military  Institute  because  it  was 
replete  with  the  memory  of  "Stonewall"  Jackson,  and  largely 
attending  Washington  and  Lee  University  because  General  Lee 
had  then  laid  aside  the  banners  of  war  for  the  more  peaceful  role 
of  college  president.  The  next  logical  step  was  that  these  students 
and  cadets  should  band  themselves  into  fraternities. 

Such  was  actually  the  case  as  is  shown  in  old  documentary 
form  and  is  proven  by  the  present  existence  of  three  of  the  larger 
college  fraternities  of  the  day.  In  September  of  1865  Alpha  Tau 
Omega  was  founded  at  the  Virginia  Military  Institute,  and  in 
December  of  the  same  year  Kappa  Alpha  was  founded  at  Wash-

ington  and  Lee  University.  In  the  year  1869  Sigma  Nu  was 
founded  at  the  Military  Institute.  But  before  this  last  was 
founded  we  find  record  of  another  that  was  in  existence  some 
fifteen  or  twenty  years,  blending  into  something  else  about  the 
year  1886.  But  for  that  matter  there  were  two  more  that  sooner 
or  later  became  inactive.  We  will  leave  these  though,  and  merely 
concern  ourselves  with  those  now  in  existence,  and  end  with  some 
mention  of  those  now  dead.  This  leaves  us  three  fraternities,  as 
was  said  above,  which  goes  to  form  that  Lexington  Triad  with 
which  this  discussion  is  chiefly  concerned. 

With  the  establishment  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  the  cadets  at 
the  Virginia  Military  Institute  first  went  on  record  as  having  a 
Greek-letter  fraternity;  never  before  had  a  similar  organization 
been  established  here.  The  chief  founder  of  this  fraternity  was 
Rev.  Dr.  Otis  A.  Glazebrook,  who  is  still  living.  I  had  the 
pleasure  of  meeting  Dr.  Glazebrook  once,  last  Christmas  while  in 
Birmingham,  iVlabama.  It  was  only  a  passing  acquaintance,  and 
by  now  he  has  probably  forgotten  me  entirely.  Still  in  that  short 
time  I  was  duly  impressed.  He  is  still  a  very  active  man  not- 
withstanding his  advanced  age.  He  has  charge  of  perhaps  the 
largest  Episcopal  church  in  New  Jersey,  and  is  largely  called  upon 
for  speeches  and  similar  functions,  still  he  finds  time  to  visit  the 
chapters  of  the  fraternity  of  which  he  is  the  father  and  which  he 
so  dearly  loves.  It  seems  as  if  he  realizes  that  there  is  a  great 
good  accomplished  in  this  world  when  man  is  brought  to  love  his 
fellow  man.  That  is  his  work  now  through  the  medium  of  the 
fraternity;  do  you  think  any  Christian  could  choose  a  better  mis- 
sion ?  This  was  the  spirit  of  the  man  when  he  founded  Alpha  Tau 
Omega  I  am  sure,  and  the  spirit  has  endured  through  the  years 
until  the  present  time. 

Dr.  Glazebrook  has  said  that  he  was  first  approached  with 
the  idea  of  a  college  fraternity  but  that  at  the  time  it  did  not  seem 
feasible  to  him.  Still  it  started  a  train  of  thoughts  until  one  day 
he  planned  a  secret  order,  designating  its  principles  and  writing 
out  its  ritual.  On  September  11,  1865,  he  invited  two  of  his  more 
intimate  associates  to  his  father's  home  in  Richmond,  Virginia,, 
and  all  three  ascribed  their  names  to  this  order  which  was  thence- 
forth  called   Alpha  Tau   Omega.     His  two  friends  were  Alfred 
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Marshall,  since  deceased,  and  Erskine  M.  Ross,  who  is  now  Justice 
of  United  States  Circuit  Court  of  California.  Ross  was  then  a 
graduate  and  the  other  two,  seniors  of  the  Virginia  Military  Insti- 
tute. So  it  was  only  natural  that  the  first  chapter  should  be 
projected  at  that  place.  Any  one  can  realize  how  timidly  and 
reservedly  they  must  have  started,  for  never  before  was  a  frater- 
nity known  to  exist  here;  they  did  not  know  how  it  would  be 
accepted  by  either  the  cadet  body  or  the  faculty. 

No  doubt  their  caution  was  to  some  extent  the  cause  of  their 
success.  Dr.  Glazebrook  writing  of  those  first  initiated  says: 
"The  cadets  selected  were  John  Garland  James,  William  George 
Bennett,  A.  W.  Overton,  John  A.  Crichton,  George  Spiller 
and  Frank  T.  Lee,  all  members  of  the  First  Class  (graduating). 
To  these  were  soon  added,  in  the  same  year,  Thomas  G.  Hayes, 
H.  H.  Dinwiddie,  E.  M.  Tutwiler,  Samuel  Houston  Letcher  and 
A.  B.  Anderson.  All  these  young  men  were  the  choicest  spirits 
in  the  institution.  They  held  the  first  rank  in  their  classes  and 
filled  the  highest  military  positions."  Soon  the  walls  of  the 
Institute  became  too  small  for  their  growing  ambitions  and  they 
looked  toward  the  campus  of  the  neighboring  university.  Gen- 
eral Lee  was  then  president  and  around  him  were  some  of  the 
most  promising  youths  of  the  South.  So  it  was  decided  that  the 
mother,  Virginia  Alpha,  should  establish  a  Virginia  Beta  among 
her  neighbors,  Therefore,  John  S.  Van  Meter,  Flavius  J.  Snyder, 
Frederic  Augustus  Berlin,  Hamilton  B.  Hurt  and  W.  Fitzhugh 
Turner  were  invited  to  be  charter  members  of  the  new  chapter. 

The  chapter  at  Washington  College  had  the  disadvantage 
though,  of  finding  two  rivals  encamped  there,  Phi  Kappa  Psi  and 
Beta  Theta  Pi.  This  branch  was  established  the  eighteenth  of 
November,  just  about  two  months  after  the  inception  of  the 
fraternity.  On  December  21,  1865,  a  local  society  was  formed 
at  Washington  College  that  in  the  following  year  was  reorganized 
and  projected  as  a  national  order,  having  the  name  of  Kappa 
Alpha.  So  now  we  can  readily  see  with  what  the  Virginia  Beta 
chapter  had  to  contend,  while  the  Alpha  chapter  held  undisputed 
sway  at  the  Military  Institute.  But  we  read  that  the  success  of 
both  chapters  was  phenomenal.  Dr.  Glazebrook  gives  his  author- 
ity to  the  statement:  "No  higher  honor  could  be  conferred  in 
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either  school  than  to  be  asked  to  join  the  select  circle  of  'Alpha 
Tau  Omega',"  speaking  of  the  first  year  of  their  existence.  H.  H. 
Dinwiddie  remarks  as  the  cause  of  this  success:  "Let  us  consider 
this  only  at  this  time — that  in  the  character  of  these  men  and  their 
brotherhood  lies  the  secret  of  the  fact  which  was  to  be  explained 
in  this  writing.  We  would  have  no  unworthy  members — we  did 
not  think  of  numbers — and  being  fortunate  in  our  judgments,  our 
members,  in  organizing  branches,  followed  the  principles  of 
selection  that  were  continually  before  them  in  the  Old  Chapter 
talks  and  deliberations." 

For  some  time  these  two  chapters  held  their  meetings  jointly. 
At  the  end  of  the  first  year  they  had  a  joint  celebration,  at  which 
the  founder,  Dr.  Glazebrook,  made  an  address.  This  oration  is 
preserved  as  one  of  the  most  precious  documents  of  the  fraternity. 
In  it  he  pointed  out  the  good  already  accomplished,  and  expressed 
hope  for  the  future.  The  speech  was  inspired  by  a  strong  youth- 
ful enthusiasm  and  most  assuredly  had  the  desired  effect  upon 
its  hearers.  He  said  if  they  never  did  accomplish  anything  else 
they  had  already  built  a  monument  to  their  own  memory,  in  that 
they  had  "united  two  of  the  most  promising  schools  of  the  land 
in  the  bonds  of  sincerest  friendship  and  brotherly  affection,  and 
hence  have  accomplished  in  a  few  months  what  formality  and 
etiquette  failed  to  accomplish  in  so  many  years."  It  must  be 
remembered  here  that  these  two  institutions,  Virginia  Military 
Institute  and  Washington  College,  were  ever  deadly  hostile  to 
each  other.  From  now  on  both  chapters  grew  rapidly.  As  was 
said,  the  age  limit  was  high,  but  this  made  the  organization  the 
more  stolid,  and  the  merit  of  the  members  was  claimed  to  be  the 
best.  At  least  it  is  known  that  some  of  the  most  noted  alumni 
and  most  active  fraternity  workers  have  come  from  these  two 
chapters. 

At  the  end  of  the  first  year  the  members  looked  more  readily 
forward  to  expansion.  Some  community  chapters  were  founded, 
but  since  they  were  not  connected  with  any  institution  of  learning 
the  purpose  was  not  sufficiently  made  manifest,  and  their  charters 
were  soon  revoked.  The  membership  in  these  communities 
numbered  to  seventy-four  of  which  membership  thirteen  were 
reported  dead  in  1903.     The  fraternity  first  spread  into  Tennessee, 
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thence  into  Kentucky,  and  all  through  the  southern  states.  The 
cause  of  this  extension  was  mainly  that  neither  of  these  institu- 
tions at  that  time  offering  university  training,  the  graduates  from 
them  sought  other  institutions  to  complete  their  education. 
They  carried  the  spirit  of  Alphatauism  with  them,  and  knowing 
the  good  they  had  obtained  from  it  sought  to  found  branches  of 
their  favorite  order.  Up  to  the  year  1880,  it  had  remained  a 
southern  fraternity.  This  was  not  caused  by  political  differences 
but  the  opportunity  to  enter  the  north  had  not  offered  itself.  At 
the  very  conception  of  the  fraternity  in  Richmond,  it  was  decided 
to  plan  a  universal  order  that  would  not  be  limited  to  any  section 
of  the  country.     The  following  year  they  entered  the  North. 

In  December,  1880,  the  first  issue  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
Palm,  the  official  organ  of  fraternity,  was  printed.  Since  then 
it  has  been  published  regularly  four  and  sometimes  five  times  a 
year.  In  the  following  April,  Sylvanus  Stokes,  an  initiate  of  the 
chapter  at  the  University  of  Virginia,  instituted  Pennsylvania  Tau 
at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  in  Philadelphia.  With  this 
they  entered  the  heart  of  the  North.  The  charter  members  were: 
N.  Wiley  Thomas,  Francis  H.  Kasby,  Lewis  L.  Smith,  Howard  N. 
Davis  and  B.  Harvey  Welch.  From  thence  they  spread  all 
through  the  North  and  lost  the  appelation  of  a  sectional  fraternity. 
While  Dr.  Thomas  was  engaged  in  some  work  at  Muhlenberg 
College,  Allentown,  Pa.,  filling  the  chair  of  Science,  he  became 
well  acquainted  with  Prof.  E.  J.  Shives.  The  outcome  of  this 
was  that  Ohio  Alpha  Psi  was  established,  November  8,  1883. 
Among  the  charter  members  was  Prof.  Shives  himself.  This 
marked  the  entrance  of  the  West.  At  the  present  time  the 
western  development  is  the  thing  that  chiefly  interests  the  frater- 
nity. They  believe  they  have  fairly  well  covered  other  portions 
of  the  United  States  and  that  it  is  now  time  to  look  toward  the 
West  since  so  many  schools  of  good  standing  are  springing  up  there. 

The  executive  head  of  the  fraternity  was  invested  in  the 
Alpha  chapter  until  July  5,  1870,  when  the  first  Congress  convened 
in  Lexington,  Virginia,  comprising  of  delegates  from  eight  of  the 
chapters.  Francis  H.  Smith,  upon  taking  the  chair,  said:  "That 
he  had  been  instructed  by  the  'Mother  Society'  to  transfer  into 
the  hands  of  the  Congress  the  authority  hitherto  vested  in  it 
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(Virginia  Alpha)."  At  this  time  was  instituted  the  alumni  sys- 
tem of  government.  This  again  is  a  proof  of  the  foresight  and 
wisdom  of  the  founder.  As  the  fraternity  was  planned  to  be 
national  so  was  it  at  the  same  time  decided  to  have  an  alumni 
system  of  government,  and  such  was  started  as  soon  as  the  organ- 
ization had  grown  to  such  numbers  as  to  warrant  it.  Eleven 
years  after  this,  in  1881,  the  parent  chapter  became  inactive 
•owing  to  the  laws  forbidding  the  existence  of  such  societies  among 
the  cadet  body.  Never  since  has  it  been  revived,  but  Virginia 
Beta  still  remained,  being  inactive  between  the  years  1899  to 
1906.  At  the  present  day  this  chapter  represents  the  parent 
chapter  of  the  fraternity,  since  it  would  be  impossible  to  revive 
the  one  at  the  Military  Institute,  and  since  it  was  founded  the 
same  year  and  in  the  same  town.  It  also  possesses  the  old  minute 
books,  giving  the  records  from  the  year  1865,  and  the  original 
painting  of  the  coat-of-arms,  done  in  oil  by  R.  N.  Brooke  and 
presented  to  the  fraternity  at  its  Congress  in  1872.

A  year  or  two  of  delay  will 
make  little  difference  in  the  chapter's  present  welfare;  it  may  mean  every- 
thing to  its  future,  if  that  future  is  to  be  sound  and  substantial. ^Delta 
Upsilon  Quarterly. 
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IN  EARLY  DAYS. 


Memory  plays  an  important  part  in  human  affairs.  State- 
ments of  fact  by  witnesses  must  be  mainly  drawn  from  this  scource. 
The  nearness  or  remoteness  to  or  from  the  event  narrated  in  points 
of  time,  often  effects  the  accuracy  of  statement.  The  dawn  of 
history  is  therefore  enveloped  in  obscurity  and  uncertainty,  oral 
tradition  handed  down  from  one  generation  to  another,  gets 
colored  by  imagination.  The  poetic  magnifying  glass  is  turned 
on  events  with  result  of  distortion  and  misconception.  Thus  a 
flea  under  a  microscope  looks  like  an  elephant.  But  how  is  this 
to  remain?  Thirty-six  years  of  our  history  would  not  seem  to 
involve  much  danger  of  crowding  or  blending  events  to  imperil 
their  accurate  recital.     Let  us  see. 

The  writer  was  not  among  the  immortal  three;  Ross,  Glaze- 
brook  and  Marshall,  who  laid  the  foundation  of  our  order  amid 
the  smouldering  ruins  of  the  Civil  War.  But  a  few  years  later, 
he  became  identified  with  it  at  the  University  of  Virginia,  in  the 
old  Delta  chapter  and  ever  since,  he  has  been  more  or  less  entangled 
with  its  affairs  officially,  and  otherwise.  This  is  his  apology  for 
rising  and  speaking  in  this  meeting.  Having  a  concrete,  rather 
than  an  abstract  turn  of  mind,  you  will  please  hear  him  on  the 
first  Congress  he  attended  in  Baltimore  in  187^—^  S^  "7   i7 

We  met  in  the  law  office  of  Thomas  G.  Hays,  in  the  Bible 
House  Building  on  Fayette  Street.  About  twenty  delegates 
were  present,  representing  ten  chapters  from  as  many  southern 
colleges.  It  was  a  gathering  of  old  friends,  rather  than  a  business 
organization.  Such  a  warmth  of  good  fellowship  and  fraternal 
enthusiasm  have  not  been  surpassed,  if  equalled,  at  any  subse- 
quent Congress.  Dear  Brother  Joseph  R.  Anderson  and  George  q 
fl/W-dlada-Mareen  Humes  with  Otis  A.  Glazebrook,  Frank  McGuire,  John  Xu^/\>^ 
utniVr^.  Hays  and  many  burning  and  shining  lights  of  the  broth- 
erhood were  there,  some  of  whom  alas!  have  been  extinguished 
by  death.     Sociability  was  the  prevailing  sentiment,  and  sight- 
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seeing  the  aim  of  the  rural  boys.  To  some,  however,  time  seemed 
ripe  for  organization  on  a  better  business  basis  and  more  definite 
plan  than  heretofore.  We  had  no  legal  status,  could  not  make 
contracts,  hold  property,  or  vindicate  our  rights  in  the  courts  if 
they  were  infringed.  A  committee,  of  which  the  writer  was  made 
chairman,  was  named  to  draw  up  a  charter  incorporating  the 
general  fraternity  and  setting  forth  its  aims  and  purposes.  This 
document  was  submitted  to,  and  approved  by  the  Supreme 
Bench  of  Baltimore  City,  as  then  required  by  the  general  incor- 
poration law  of  Maryland  and  duly  recorded  in  Superior  Court 
records  where  it  may  be  read  by  all  men  to-day. 

The  first  Constitution  was  framed  and  adopted  at  this  Con- 
gress. There  were  several  young  lawyers  present,  familiar  with 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  similar  instruments 
with  by-laws  of  debating  societies.  They  were  eager  to  try  their 
hands  on  this  sort  of  work.  The  result  of  their  labors  was  sub- 
stantially our  present  organic  law.  The  solemn  impressive  cere- 
mony of  initiation,  in  which  the  master  hand  of  Glazebrook  is 
apparent,  came  into  shape  here,  taking  the  place  of  a  rough  and 
boisterous  goating,  of  times  past,  through  which  we  had  passed. 
Fraternal  bonds  became  chains  of  gold  and  velvet,  and  we  felt 
drawn  together  by  closer  friendship  and  higher  resolves  to  make 
the  Maltese  Cross  mean  an  emblem  of  sweetness  and  light  for  us 
all. 

This  Baltimore  Congress  was  an  epochmaking  body.  We 
had  a  young  chapter  at  Johns  Hopkins  University,  full  of  zeal 
and  hospitality,  as  our  host.  These  brothers  made  the  affair  in 
its  social  aspect  a  pronounced  success.  The  city  was,  and  still  is 
attractive;  its  monuments  give  it  historic  suggestiveness,  it  had 
several  beautiful  parks  and  theatres  while  the  Baltimore  girls 
have  a  national  reputation  for  beauty,  sprightliness  and  winsome 
manners.  The  Chesapeake  Bay  used  to  be  a  favorite  resort  of 
the  writer;  fishing,  boating  and  swimming  being  his  weakness. 
He  regretted  not  being  able  to  take  the  boys  on  an  excursion  to 
that  water. 

Time  of  parting  drew  nigh,  as  it  always  does  for  human 
assemblies.  A  resolution  to  close  with  a  banquet  was  adopted, 
establishing  a  good  precedent  not  yet  deviated  from.     Among 
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the  famous  places  of  refreshment  of  that  day,  in  a  city  abundantly 
supplied  with  all  comforts  and  luxuries  of  land  and  water,  was 
Mrs.  Montgomery's  Restaurant.  Her  oysters,  terapin,  canvass- 
back  duck,  woodcock  and  deviled  crabs  could  not  be  beaten  any- 
where. Here  the  feast  was  served.  Doctors,  merchants,  lawyers 
and  theatre  parties  had  come  and  gone  in  joy  on  like  occasions, 
here,  smelling  of  sherry  and  the  viands  mentioned.  But  the 
stars  never  set  on  a  jollier  party  than  at  the  breaking  up  of  our 
Baltimore  Congress.

Take 
in  all  mankind  as  we  took  in  the  barbarians.  The  world  is  no  better  and 
no  worse  than  we  were,  if  we  will  treat  it  as  we  treated  our  fellows.  Kind- 
ness makes  men  happy  whether  they  are  kind  in  the  fraternity  at  college, 
or  in  the  great  fraternity  of  life.  And  the  message  that  Kansas  Alpha 
of  twenty  years  ago,  brings  to  the  boys  of  the  active  chapter  to-day  is 
this — "Yours  in  the  Bond"  will  work  outside  of  school,  will  bring  happiness 
and  usefulness  and  all  of  the  comforts,  if  not  the  luxuries  of  this  world, 
if  you  will  only  try  it.

We  are  still  poor,  but  reasonably 
honest — not  too  honest  to  enjoy  life,  not  so  honest  that  we  have  a  mono- 
poly on  virtue,  not  so  honest  that  weakness  in  others  wearies  us,  but 
reasonably  honest.  And  whatever  happiness  has  come  to  us — and  much 
has  come,  has  come  through  service.  We  have  taken  our  rewards  in 
something  better  than  coin.

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ST.  LAWRENCE  AND  ALPHA  OMICRON. 


St.  Lawrence  University  is  situated  in  the  northern  part 
of  New  York  State,  in  the  town  of  Canton,  St.  Lawrence  County. 
The  town  is  a  very  attractive  one,  being  the  shire  town  of  the 
county,  and  having  fine  buildings  and  pleasant  homes.  The 
people  of  the  town  are  in  the  fullest  sympathy  with  the  University 
and  the  most  cordial  social  relations  exist  between  the  town's 
people  and  the  officers  and  students  of  the  institution. 

The  University  was  chartered  by  the  Legislature  in  1856  as 
a  college  for  the  promotion  of  general  education,  and  to  culture 
and  advance  literature,  science  and  the  arts.  As  at  present 
organized,  the  University  consists  of  a  College  of  Letters  and 
Science,  a  Theological  School,  an  Agricultural  School  and  a  Law 
School  located  in  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  These  departments  are 
independent  of  each  other  in  their  faculties,  buildings  and  funds 
and  in  the  instruction  and  government  of  their  students.  The 
college  department  by  the  charter  is  entirely  non-sectarian  while 
the  Theological  School  is  an  institution  organized  for  the  prepara- 
tion and  training  of  persons  for  the  ministry  of  the  Universalist 
Church.  All  denominations  are  represented  in  the  faculty  and 
students  of  the  college.  The  law  department  is  called  the  Brook 
lyn  Law  School  of  St.  Lawrence  University  and  has  fine  quarters 
in  the  building  of  the  Brooklyn  Eagle. 

The  University  owns  a  property  of  forty  acres  in  the  village 
of  Canton,  most  of  which  is  occupied  as  the  college  campus. 
Fourteen  acres  comprises  the  athletic  field,  which  is  thoroughly 
equipped  with  a  quarter-mile  cinder  track,  two  hundred  and 
twenty  yards  straight  away,  and  a  grandstand  with  dressing 
rooms,  lockers  and  the  usual  appurtenances  of  the  athletic  field. 
The  campus  rises  from  the  street  and  is  attractive,  with  many 
trees  which  have  been  planted  by  the  different  classes.  A  finecut 
look  is  obtained  and  there  is  ample  room  for  the  enlargement 
which  the  future  makes  necessary. 
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The  main  college  building  is  a  large  brick  structure,  containing 
the  President's  office,  faculty  and  trustee's  room,  recitation  rooms, 
laboratories  and  various  offices  of  the  institution.  Its  corner- 
stone was  laid  by  Horace  Greeley,  the  address  being  made  by  Rev. 
Dr.  Edwin  H.  Chapin. 

The  Library  building  is  a  fine  structure  of  Potsdam  sand- 
stone, erected  by  the  late  Silas  C.  Herring  of  New  York.  Upwards 
of  twenty  thousand  volumes  are  upon  the  shelves,  and  constant 
additions  are  being  made.  There  are  many  books  of  rare  value, 
the  famous  Credner  and  Loveland  collections  being  among  them. 
The  Library  is  largely  used,  a  competent  librarian  being  always 
in  attendance  to  assist  readers. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Edward  Cole,  of  New  York,  the 
Cole  Reading  Room  has  recently  been  erected.  The  building 
is  one  of  great  beauty.  It  is  built  of  sandstone  and  is  architec- 
turally beautiful.  It  is  finished  in  oak  with  a  circular  gallery 
supported  by  Corinthian  columns.  No  expense  was  spared  by 
the  donor  in  its  erection  and  equipment,  and  the  building  is  admir- 
ably adopted  for  its  purpose.  All  the  leading  American  and 
English  magazines  are  upon  its  tables,  and  it  is  greatly  appre- 
ciated by  the  large  number  who  use  it.  Mr.  Cole  has  recently 
given  a  suitable  endowment  which  provides  for  its  perpetual 
maintenance.     All  the  buildings  are  lighted  with  electricity. 

The  Gymnasium  was  erected  by  the  alumni.  It  is  large  and 
well  suited  for  its  purpose.  It  has  the  modern  gymnastic  appli- 
ances, and  is  in  charge  of  a  competent  physical  director  who  gives 
the  most  systematic  and  approved  physical  training.  The 
students,  while  not  overdoing  the  matter  are  interested  in  all 
athletics,  and  there  are  strong  'varsity  teams  in  all  departments 
of  athletic  sports. 

The  Theological  School  is  well  housed  in  a  stone  building 
which  is  exclusively  used  by  it.  It  contains  the  University  Chapel, 
offices  and  recitation  rooms.  It  is  named  after  the  first  President 
of  the  School,  Mr.  Fisher. 

A  fifty  thousand  dollar  Science  building  has  been  erected 
through  the  generosity  of  Andrew  Carnegie.  It  is  admirably 
adapted  for  its  work,  equipped  with  laboratories,  electric  appli- 
ances, the  best  for  science  work. 
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The  School  of  Agriculture  was  established  by  the  State  of 
New  York  in  July,  1907.  The  sum  of  eighty  thousand  dollars 
has  been  appropriated  for  a  building  that  is  nearing  completion 
at  the  present  time.  The  school  is  maintained  by  the  State,  but 
is  made  a  department  of  the  University  and  is  administered  by 
its  Board  of  Trustees.  It  will  be  conducted  in  accordance  with 
its  charter:  "For  the  instruction  of  students  in  agriculture  and  all 
allied  subjects;  for  the  giving  of  instruction  throughout  the  State 
by  means  of  schools,  lectures  and  other  University  extension 
methods;  for  the  promotion  of  agricultural  knowledge;  the  con- 
ducting of  investigations  and  experiments;  the  printing  and  full 
distribution  of  bulletins,  etc." 

There  are  four  national  fraternities  in  the  University:  Beta 
Theta  Pi,  established  in  1875;  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  established  in 
1882;  Delta  Delta  Delta,  established  in  1891;  Phi  Sigma  Kappa, 
established  in  1902.     There  are  three  other  local  societies. 

Alpha  Tau  Omega  holds  a  very  prominent  part  in  the  life  of 
the  University.  In  athletics  we  have  more  men  on  the  'varsity 
teams  than  all  the  rest  of  the  college  combined.  In  last  season's 
football  team,  nine  of  our  men  were  represented  with  Bro.  Kim- 
ball captain;  in  basketball  four  out  of  the  five  of  the  'varsity 
team  were  A.  T.  O's;  in  baseball  the  coming  season  we  are  sure  of 
the  main  battery  in  the  team  with  Bro.  A.  Calder  captain.  The 
annual  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Ball  is  one  of  the  chief  social  events  of 
the  college  year.  Great  preparations  are  made  with  gratifying 
success  to  make  the  event  a  growing  function  in  the  college  life. 
We  were  also  represented  by  Bros.  Allen  and  Watson  in  the  Class 
Debate,  Watson  being  the  leader  for  the  Freshmen.  In  dramatic 
societies  and  French  and  German  clubs  we  are  also  represented. 
Our  aim  is  to  get  all  that  is  possible  out  of  every  function  of 
University  life.

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TWO  LETTERS. 


(Letter  I.     From  Charles  L.  Rich  to  George  Wilson.) 

My  dear  George : 

I  have  just  received  a  letter  from  my  son,  Frederick,  who,  as 
you  know,  entered  Maryland  College  last  September.  He  has 
been  invited  to  join  the  X.  A.  N.  fraternity,  and,  of  course,  is 
"crazy"  to  do  so. 

He  writes  that  all  the  best  fellows  in  colleges  belong  to  that 
particular  organization,  and  that  "they  give  the  swellest  dances 
of  any  of  the  frats  here."  Incidentally  he  asks  my  consent, 
merely  as  a  matter  of  form,  I  suppose,  and  concludes,  "Please 
send  me  $50  to  pay  for  my  initiation  and  a  good  pin." 

You  know  I  am  not  a  college  man,  and  know  very  little  of 
the  aims  and  workings  of  the  college  Greek-letter  societies.  I  am 
forced  to  admit,  however,  that  I  am  somewhat  prejudiced  against 
them,  mainly  from  what  I  saw  when  M.  A.  K.  had  its  conclave  or 
convention  or  whatever-you-call-it  in  the  city  this  fall.  There 
was  certainly  too  much  drunkenness,  profanity  and  general  vul- 
garity about  that  gathering  to  appeal  to  me. 

If  I  am  not  mistaken,  you  were  a  member  of  Z.  B.  M.  when 
you  were  in  college,  and  so  I  venture  to  ask  you  to  drop  me  a 
line,  stating  as  clearly  as  you  can  what  you  hold  to  be  virtues 
and  the  failings  of  these  societies. 

I  do  not  wish  to  give  my  consent  to  Fred's  joining  a  mere 
social  organization,  where  he  is  likely  to  contract  evil  habits,  and 
on  the  other  hand,  I  do  not  wish  to  deprive  him  of  anything  of 
value  which  he  may  get  from  his  college  course,  whether  it  is  down 
in  the  curriculum  or  not. 

I  trust  you  will  be  both  willing  and  able  to  do  this  much  for 
me.

Dear  Charlie  : 

I  have  delayed  answering  your  letter  in  regard  to  Fred's 
joining  X.  A.  N.  until  now  so  that  I  might  have  time  to  marshal 
my  thoughts  on  the  subject.  To  a  fraternity  man,  the  benefits 
of  fraternity  life  are  so  apparent,  and  the  belief  in  the  good  influ- 
ence of  the  frats  has  become  so  inbred,  that  it's  pretty  hard  work 
for  me  to  look  at  the  matter  from  on  unbiased  point  of  view. 

Your  comments  on  the  M.  A.  K.  convention  are  a  little  sur- 
prising to  me,  as  this  fraternity  has  an  excellent  reputation.  Still, 
you  must  realize  that  there  are  men  in  every  organization,  who, 
while  they  may  not  be  a  positive  discredit  to  it,  are  certainly 
very  little  credit.  In  the  frats  this  is  just  as  true  as  in  any  other 
club  or  society.  They  are  the  younger  men,  men  who  haven't  yet 
learned  that  their  fraternity  is  judged  by  its  members.  They 
will  come  to  their  senses  later  under  the  guidance  of  their  seniors, 
and  this  very  thing  constitutes  one  of  the  strong  points  of  the 
Greek-letter  society.  All  the  older  men  exercise  a  "big-brotherly' > 
influence  over  the  younger,  and  that's  the  best  thing  that  can 
happen  to  the  Freshman. 

If  Fred  has  any  of  his  father  in  him,  and  from  what  you  have 
told  me  about  him  before,  I  guess  he  has,  he  will  get  a  good  deal 
out  of  X.  A.  N.  He  will  meet  men  from  all  parts  of  the  country, 
and  better  yet,  he  will  get  to  know  them  intimately.  He  will 
form  some  friendships  that  will  last  him  all  through  life.  He  will 
learn  to  be  tolerant  of  others  and  their  opinions,  even  if  they  do 
no  jibe  with  his. 

Since  there  are  no  dormitories  at  Maryland,  I  suppose  Fred 
will  want  to  live  at  the  chapter  house.  From  four  years'  exper- 
ience, I  can  say  that  he  will  have  a  good  time  there.  Some  people 
think  that  house  life  is  too  much  good  time  and  not  enough  work. 
I  know  that  in  my  day,  twenty  years  ago,  there  used  to  be  some 
difficulty  in  getting  lessons  in  a  room  with  two  men  playing  cards 
on  one  side  of  you,  two  or  three  more  talking  on  the  other  side, 
somebody  playing  the  piano  down  stairs,  and  a  roomfull  of  Fresh- 
men "rough-housing"  over  your  head.  That  is  all  a  thing  of  the 
past  now,   though.     Why,   the  other  day  I   dropped  in  on  my 
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chapter,  and  they  wouldn't  even  let  me  talk  in  the  fellows'  rooms 
after  past  seven,  unless  I  would  agree  to  discuss  lessons  with  them ! 
This  is  the  result  of  sensible  house  rules  which  are  enforced,  and 
a  system  of  keeping  track  of  the  underclassmen's  studies  by  the 
Seniors. 

So  much  for  the  material  side  of  fraternity  life.  On  the 
moral  side,  all  there  is  to  be  said  is  that  any  chap  who  will  try  to 
live  up  to  the  standards  on  which  his  fraternity  is  founded,  will 
be  a  better  man  for  trying.  Of  course  they  are  not  all  alike,  but 
they  are  all  founded  on  good,  moral  principles,  and  they  are  get- 
ting more  and  more  insistent  that  their  members  shall  adhere  to 
these  principles  as  their  rules  of  conduct. 

I  think  I  might  go  on  in  the  discussion  of  this  question  ad 
infinitum,  but  I  imagine  you  are  getting  pretty  well  tired  by  this 
time.  Take  my  advice,  old  man,  and  send  the  boy  the  check  he 
wants,  with  your  blessing.  You  won't  make  any  mistake,  and 
you'll  be  doing  the  boy  a  good  turn. 

Present  my  compliments  to  the  Madam,  and  tell  her  that  I 
am  beginning  to  be  sorry  that  I  am  such  a  confirmed  "old  bach."

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THE  INSTALLATION  OF  IOWA  GAMMA  UPSILON.

Number  fifty-nine.  Farewell  Black  Hawks.  Greetings  and 
welcome  to  Iowa  Gamma  Upsilon.  Alpha  Taus,  forty  strong, 
descended  on  Ames,  Iowa,  March  seventh;  and  twelve  new  bro- 
thers were  born  to  our  beloved  fraternity,  twelve  new  members 
whom  any  loyal  Alpha  Tau  would  be  proud  to  call  brother. 

If  Iowa  Gamma  Upsilon  neglected  any  detail  in  the  enter- 
tainment of  her  visiting  brothers  it  was  not  discovered  by  forty 
pairs  of  scrutinizing  A.  T.  0.  eyes. 

Brothers  from  twelve  different  chapters  began  to  arrive 
Friday.  On  the  evening  of  March  sixth  an  informal  smoker,  to 
which  other  Greeks  and  members  of  the  faculty  were  invited, 
was  held.  About  eighty  were  present  and  the  usual  good  time 
enjoyed.  At  ten,  Saturday  morning,  everything  was  ready  for 
the  initiation.  The  goal  for  which  the  Black  Hawks  had  been 
persistently  striving  for  over  three  years  was  at  last  reached,  and 
happy  they  were  in  the  realization  of  their  cherished  hopes.

The  institution 
is  made  up  of  modern  beautiful  stone  buildings  excelled  in  beauty 
and  architecture  by  none  of  our  western  colleges.  The  natural 
lay  of  the  ground  makes  a  most  pleasing  campus.  The  whole 
compares  favorably  with  any  state  institution  of  similar  nature. 
The  Iowa  State  College  is  surely  worthy  of  the  state  whose  name 
it  bears. 

At  five  we  were  all  escorted,  sixty  strong,  to  the  banquet  hall 
where  no  trouble  had  been  spared  in  the  menu  nor  in  the  decora- 
tions. A  large  Alpha  Tau  pin  formed  the  center.  The  entire 
ceiling  was  almost  hidden  by  arches  fringed  with  Alpha  Tau  colors, 
and  near  the  walls  were  numerous  electric  Jack  o'larterns  flashing 
Gamma  Upsilon  and  fraternity  emblems.

This  was  the  yell  given  by  fifty-two  loyal  Alpha  Taus  at 
Ames,  Iowa,  on  the  evening  of  March  7,  1908,  after  twelve  of  their 
number  had  for  the  first  time  enjoyed  the  extreme  delight  of  being 
ushered  into  the  mysteries  of  our  glorious  brotherhood.  There 
was  joy  in  the  countenances  of  all  present,  but  especially  in  those 
of  the  twelve  men  who  had  worked  so  hard  for  the  attainment 
of  this  goal  and  in  those  of  the  older  brothers  who  had  worked 
so  hard  and  so  faithfully  in  their  behalf.  For  three  long  years 
had  preparations  been  in  progress  for  this  occasion,  and  the  results 
showed  that  those  many  months  had  not  been  spent  in  vain.  We 
were  not  called  together  to  instal  a  group  of  men  uncertain  of 
their  purposes  but  the  men  to  be  installed  were  a  group  of  men 
who  had  been  firmly  cemented  together  into  a  brotherhood,  and 
who  by  their  contact  and  relations  with  chapters  of  other  national 
organizations  at  Ames  had  learned  the  methods,  aims  and  bro- 
therly relations  which  result  from  membership  in  a  Greek-letter 
organization.  For  three  years  had  they  worked,  and  faithfully 
and  hard  had  they  done  so.  For  three  years  had  they  lived 
together  under  the  same  roof  and  had  they  broken  bread  together, 
first  in  a  small  modest  home  and  for  the  last  year  in  as  fine  a  home 
as  was  to  be  found  at  Ames.

visiting  brothers.  Such  open-hearted  hospitality  as  was  mani- 
fested was  a  true  indication  of  the  warm  hearts  of  the  men  who 
were  to  be  our  newest  chapter  and  fully  showed  that  the  confi- 
dence placed  in  the  Black  Hawk  Club  had  not  been  misplaced. 
Bro.  Swift  and  his  able  assistants  certainly  furnished  every  one 
present  with  an  occasion  the  memory  of  which  will  last  forever. 
The  Province  Chief  feels  happy  that  his  desires  mentioned  at  the 
last  Congress;  namely,  the  installation  of  Gamma  Tau  and  of 
Gamma  Upsilon,  have  at  last  been  realized.  Both  chapters  had 
waited  three  long  years  for  recognition,  but  their  petitions  were 
at  last  answered  and  the  well-merited  charter  obtained.

A  statistical  table,  published  in  the  Scroll  of  Phi  Delta  Theta,  showing 
the  percentages  of  chapters  in  different  sections,  gives  A.T.O.  a  percentage 
of  26.3  for  the  east,  36.8  for  the  west  and  36.8  for  the  south.  Its  total 
variation  from  the  averages  is  21.5  which  is  a  smaller  total  variation  from 
any  except  Phi  Kappa  Sigma  and  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon.  This  would  seem 
to  establish  our  claim  to  being  one  of  the  most  truly  national  fraternities. 
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SECOND  CONCLAVE  OF  PROVINCE  TWO. 


The  second  annual  conclave  of  Province  II  was  held  at 
Madison,  Wisconsin,  on  May  8  and  9,  with  an  attendance  of  fifteen 
visitors  in  addition  to  the  members  of  the  local  chapter,  Gamma 
Tau.  The  following  chapters  and  alumni  associations  were 
represented:  Michigan  Beta  Lambda,  Illinois  Gamma  Zeta, 
Indiana  Gamma  Gamma,  Indiana  Gamma  Omicron,  Illinois 
Gamma  Xi,  Wisconsin  Gamma  Tau,  and  the  Chicago  Alumni 
Association.  Province  Chief  Wesley  E.  King  presided  at  the 
meetings. 

Action  upon  several  matters  of  importance  was  taken  at 
the  conclave,  and  the  meetings  proved  of  great  benefit,  chiefly 
through  the  discussions  upon  perplexing  local  chapter  problems, 
including  finances,  records,  scholarship,  pledging  and  chapter 
house  building  funds.  A  permanent  organization,  to  be  known 
as  Province  II  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  was  effected  by  the  adoption 
of  a  Constitution  and  By-laws,  and  the  holding  of  annual  conclaves 
was  assured.  The  next  meeting  will  be  held  at  Champaign, 
Illinois,  at  the  invitation  of  Illinois  Gamma  Zeta. 

The  Constitution  provides  for  two  officers  for  the  organi- 
zation; a  president,  who  shall  be  the  chief  of  the  province,  and  a 
secretary-treasurer,  to  be  elected  annually  by  the  conclave.  Bro. 
Wendall  Woodruff,  of  Wisconsin  Gamma  Tau,  now  holds  the 
position.  To  insure  the  success  of  the  conclaves  and  make  them 
serve  their  primary  purpose  of  promoting  a  cordial  relation  and 
securing  the  benefits  of  an  interchange  of  ideas  between  all  instead 
of  only  a  few  chapters,  the  Constitution  provides  that  a  fine  of 
fifteen  dollars  shall  be  imposed  upon  every  chapter  in  the  province 
which  fails  to  send  a  delegate.  The  fine  will  be  collected  by  the 
Province  Chief.  The  meetings  of  the  organization  will  be  held 
annually  at  Chicago,  unless  the  body  is  invited,  by  a  local  chapter, 
to  hold  one  at  some  institution  of  learning  in  the  province.     It 
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was  understood  that  the  meetings  will  be  held  at  the  local  chapters 
which  are  able  to  entertain  the  guests  before  holding  any  at 
Chicago. 

Reports  from  the  chapters  in  the  province  showed  that  all 
are  flourishing.  Michigan  Beta  Lambda  has  30  members,  Indiana 
Gamma  Gamma  15,  Illinois  Gamma  Zeta  24,  Indiana  Gamma 
Omicron  18,  Illinois  Gamma  Xi  13,  and  Wisconsin  Gamma  Tau  31. 
With  the  exception  of  Indiana  Gamma  Gamma,  all  chapters  are 
living  in  houses.  The  Indiana  chapter  was  unable  to  rent  a 
house  this  year  because  only  two  members  returned  to  school, 
but  it  has  reengaged  its  former  home  for  next  fall.  Although 
several  chapters  were  holding  meetings  irregularly  earlier  in  the 
year,  all  now  report  weekly  meetings,  held  on  different  nights 
according  to  local  conditions,  and  all  are  keeping  records  in  the 
mode  prescribed  by  the  national  officers. 

The  report  of  the  chapter  house  Building  Fund  Committee 
showed  that  all  chapters  represented  at  the  conclave  have  taken 
steps  toward  the  maintenance  of  building  fund.  The  conclave 
voted  to  make  the  committee  permanent,  and  instructed  it  to 
gather  information  regarding  what  has  been  done  in  the  province 
and  submit  it  to  the  biennial  Congress  at  Pittsburgh  in  December. 
The  committee  consists  of  Bro.  James  Bowles,  Michigan  Beta 
Lambda  and  Wisconsin  Gamma  Tau;  Bro.  U.  B.  Phillips,  New 
York  Alpha  Lambda  and  Georgia  Alpha  Beta;  and  Bro.  Wesley 
E.  King,  chief  of  Province  II,  Illinois  Gamma  Zeta. 

Among  the  financial  matters  upon  which  the  conclave  took 
action  were  remuneration  to  stewards  and  seperation  of  accounts. 
It  recommended  that  no  remuneration  be  given  to  the  steward 
for  his  labors,  and  that  the  entertainment  and  fraternity  funds  be 
kept  separate,  the  former  to  be  provided  by  special  assessments. 
It  urged  that  accounts  be  audited  monthly  and  that  Freshmen  be 
required  to  pay  in  full  before  initiation. 

The  conclave  did  not  consider  it  advisable  to  take  action  upon 
the  applications  of  two  clubs  at  Northwestern  University,  Evans- 
ton,  111.,  believing  that  a  school  with  a  male  enrollment  of  only 
325,  of  which  fifty-seven  per  cent  are  Greek-letter  men,  is  suffi- 
ciently well  provided  with  nine  fraternities.  The  applicant  clubs 
are  the  Wranglers  and  a  Y.  M.  C.  A.  organization. 
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Although  the  question  of  high  school  fraternities  was  discussed 
thoroughly,  no  definite  action  was  taken  upon  the  subject.  Indi- 
vidual delegates  believed  that  the  preparatory  school  fraternity 
generally  serves  no  useful  purpose  and  that  it  tends  to  degrade 
the  college  organization  in  the  public  eye,  but  the  conclave  did 
not  wish  to  formally  express  an  opinion  upon  the  subject.

Ill— MAZYCK  PORCHER  RAVENEL  (Tennessee  Omega). 

In  the  September  issue  (1905)  of  the  Palm  we  find  a  short 
sketch,  taken  from  the  Philadelphia  North  American,  of  one  of 
the  most  distinguished  members  of  our  order,  now  living,  Mazyck 
P.  Ravenel,  of  Tennessee  Omega. 

Ravenel  is  of  Huguenot  blood,  his  ancestors  having  left 
France  in  1685  at  the  Revocation  of  the  Edict  of  Nantes,  to  seek 
a  home  in  the  new  world.  His  father,  Henry  Edmund  Ravenel, 
was  a  planter  with  possessions  near  Pendleton,  South  Carolina. 
His  mother's  maiden  name  was  Selina  Porcher.  In  common 
with  the  custom  of  South  Carolina  planters,  the  family  spent  the 
winters  in  Charleston  where  the  boy,  Mazyck,  received  his  prepar- 
atory training.  His  desire  to  advance  more  rapidly  led  to  addi- 
tional work  as  well  and  each  summer  was  spent  with  a  tutor.  He 
received  his  collegiate  education  at  Sewanee,  Tenn.,  and  it  was 
while  in  residence  here  that  he  became  identified  with  the  Alpha 
Tau  Omega  fraternity. 

His  interest  in  the  fraternity  did  not  grow  less  when  away 
from  an  active  chapter.  Soon  after  leaving  college  he  aided  in 
the  reestablishment  of  South  Carolina  Alpha  Chi  (Citadel).  He 
again  aided  in  its  reestablishment  in  1889.  It  was  during  this 
time  that  he  was  a  member  of  the  High  Council,  1882-89,  a  signal 
honor  to  so  young  a  brother. 

In  the  meantime  he  had  taken  his  medical  degrees.  He 
graduated  from  the  Medical  College  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina, 
was  for  a  year  resident  doctor  in  the  Charleston  City  Hospital, 
and  practised  as  Charleston  Dispensary  Physician  for  four  years, 
averaging  3,500  patients  a  year.  In  1892  he  took  up  his  residence 
in  Philadelphia  to  take  post-graduate  work  at  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania  in  Bacteriology  and  to  make  a  specialty  of  the  ills 
of  children.  During  this  time  he  acted  as  an  assistant  and  held 
the  Scott  fellowship  in  Bacteriology.     Having  taken  his  degree, 
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he  went  abroad  and  did  work  at  Pasteur  Institute  in  Paris  and 
Hygienic  Institute  at  Halle  on  the  Saale,  laying  the  foundation 
for  that  broad  acquaintanceship  which  has  so  aided  him  in  his 
representation  of  our  country  abroad. 

Upon  returning  from  foreign  study  he  was  elected  instructor 
in  Bacteriology  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  and  for  several 
years  acted  upon  the  State  Life  Stock  Board.  He  was  assistant 
medical  director  of  the  Henry  Phipps  Institute  and  visiting 
Physician  of  the  White  Haven  Sanatorium. 

In  1 901,  at  the  British  Congress  on  Tuberculosis,  Dr.  Ravenel 
delivered  a  paper  on  the  danger  of  infection  of  human  beings 
from  bovine  tuberculosis.  In  this  paper  he  opposed  the  great 
scientist,  Koch,  and  in  maintaining  the  thesis  in  this  paper  he 
antedated  other  men  in  this  line  by  two  years  and  made  for  him- 
self a  fame  that  is  now  international.  In  1903,  on  the  invitation 
of  the  Foreign  Board  of  Royal  Commissioners,  he  acted  as  the 
American  representative  at  the  opening  of  the  Liverpool  School 
of  Tropical  Medicine.  In  1904  he  traveled  in  Italy  and  Germany 
continuing  his  studies  in  his  chosen  line.  In  1905  he  was  American 
delegate  to  the  Paris  Congress  of  Tuberculosis.  In  1907  he  spoke 
on  the  Etiology  of  Tuberculosis  at  the  International  Congress 
of  Hygiene  and  Demography,  at  Berlin,  as  the  official  represen- 
tative of  the  United  States. 

In  September  of  1907,  Dr.  Ravenel  came  westward  and  was 
elected  a  member  of  the  faculty  at  the  University  of  Wisconsin. 
He  heads  the  Department  of  Bacteriology  and  is  director  of  the 
State  Hygienic  Board.  He  is  the  Wisconsin  Commissioner  to  the 
International  Tuberculosis  Congress.  Soon  after  coming  to 
Wisconsin,  Dr.  Ravenel  affiliated  with  the  local  chapter,  Gamma 
Tau  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega.  He  has  resumed  his  active  interest 
in  the  fraternity  and  is  ever  present  in  the  councils  of  the  chapter. 
Early  in  the  year  the  chapter  gave  a  reception  to  the  faculty  and 
townspeople  in  honor  of  the  distinguished  scientist,  and  thus 
Alpha  Tau  Omega  had  the  honor  of  introducing  to  the  people  of 
Madison  a  man  of  international  reputation  and  one  of  whom 
every  brother  thinks  of  with  pride  and  admiration.

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Study  and  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis,  American  Society  of 
Pathologists  and  Bacteriologists,  Philadelphia  College  of  Physi- 
cians, Non-resident  Member  Philadelphia  Pathological  Society, 
Honorary  Member  Philadelphia  Pedriatric  Society,  American 
Association  of  Medical  Milk  Commissioners,  Wisconsin  State 
Medical  Society,  South  Carolina  Huguenot  Society,  Alpha  Mu  Pi 
Omega  (Medical),  Sigma  Xi  (Honorary  scientific). 


STOKES  DINES  BOSTON  CHAPTER. 


A  Dinner  was  given  by  Bro.  Sylvanus  B.  Stokes,  of  Virginia 
Delta,  to  the  chapters  at  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology 
and  Tufts  College  on  the  evening  of  March  25th.

William  James  Bryan. 

It  was  with  sincere  regret  that  Alpha  Theta  chapter  received  the  sad 
news  of  the  death  of  Bro.  William  James  Bryan.  .  Less  than  seventy- 
three  days  before,  she  had  rejoiced  at  his  appointment  to  the  Senate 
with  all  the  pride  and  admiration  of  a  mother,  and  the  sounds  of  her 
rejoicing  had  not  yet  become  echoes  when  the  news  of  his  untimely 
death  fell  like  a  pall  upon  her  happiness. 

Snatched  as  it  were,  from  the  very  realization  of  ambition;  taken  at 
a  time  when  fortune  seemed  kindest,  and  the  future  most  promising; 
leaving  a  life  made  beautiful  by  noble  and  unselfish  service  to  his  State 
and  fellow-men;  his  death  was  accompanied  with  more  than  passing 
pathos,  and  the  troubled  heart  still  further  marvels  at  the  mysteries  and 
workings  of  a  Divine  Providence. 
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William  J.  Bryan  was  born  at  Fort  Mason,  Florida,  October  10th, 
1876.  He  was  the  son  of  James  M.  Bryan,  a  prominent  orange  grower  of 
Florida.  The  greater  part  of  his  life  he  spent  in  his  native  State,  receiving 
his  early  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Florida.  In  the  fall  of  1892  he 
entered  the  Freshman  Class  of  Emory  College  and  was  graduated  four 
years  later  with  the  A.  B.  degree. 

During  his  college  course  his  career  was  an  honor  to  himself  and  to 
his  fraternity.  He  was  initiated  into  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  fraternity 
on  the  night  of  September  25,  1892.  As  an  A.  T.  0.  he  was  considered 
one  of  the  truest  and  most  loyal  of  brothers.  As  a  debater  his  undoubted 
ability  was  recognized,  and  he  twice  represented  Phi  Gamma  society  as 
champion,  and  many  times  on  other  debates,  while  in  his  senior  year  he 
successfully  defended  his  institution  in  an  intercollegiate  debate.  He 
was  awarded  places  as  Commencement  Speaker,  sophomore,  junior  and 
senior  years,  and  was  chosen  editor  of  the  college  annual  during  his  senior 
year.  He  was  considered  a  strong  man  both  in  football  and  in  base- 
ball, and  was  popularly  regarded  as  a  well-rounded  college  man. 

The  strength,  moral  and  intellectual,  which  characterized  his  college 
career  manifested  itself  clearly  in  after-life,  and  at  an  early  age  he  had 
become  recognized  as  a  man  of  ability  and  worth.  At  the  time  of  his 
appointment  to  succeed  the  lamented  Senator  Stephen  R.  Mallory,  when 
only  thirty-two  years  of  age,  the  Governor  of  Florida  paid  him  one  of  the 
highest  tributes  capable  to  men. 

As  a  man  he  was  honesfand  true;  as  a  patriot,  loyal  and  firm;  as  a 
husband  and  father,  tender  and  devoted;  and  as  a  servant  of  the  people, 
earnest,  zealous,  self-sacrificing  and  unselfish.  No  higher  tribute  can  be 
paid  him  than  to  say  he  was  a  true  and  loyal  son  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega, 
who  faithfully  kept  her  vows  and  unerringly  followed  her  directing. 

Two  of  the  Senator's  surviving  brothers,  Nathan  P.  and  David  S. 
Bryan,  the  latter  a  student  at  the  University  of  Florida,  are  also  members 
of  Alpha  Tau  Omega.

Senator  William  James  Bryan,  of  Florida,  the  youngest  member  of 
the  United  States  Senate  and  one  of  the  most  brilliant  young  politicians 
of  the  country,  died  about  8.30  o'clock  yesterday  morning  at  Providence 
Hospital.  Death  was  due  primarily  to  typhoid  fever,  which  he  contracted 
shortly  after  coming  to  Washington  as  the  successor  of  Senator  Stephen 
R.  Mallory,  who  died  December  23. 

Senator  Bryan  was  conscious  until  a  few  minutes  before  his  death. 
He  spent  a  restless  night,  and  shortly  after  7  o'clock  yesterday  morning 
his  condition  became  suddenly  worse.  Mrs.  Bryan,  the  Senator's  wife, 
and  his  private  secretary,  A.  E.  Lewis,  were  summoned  to  the  bedside. 
When  Mrs.  Bryan  bent  over  the  wasted  form  of  her  husband  the  young 
Senator  smiled,  and  a  few  moments  later  lapsed  into  a  semiconscious  con- 
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dition.      He  rallied  a  few  moments  later,  however,  and  until  8  o'clock  was 
cognizant  of  all  that  was  taking  place  about  him. 

Shortly  before  he  died,  Senator  Bryan  raised  his  wife's  hand  to  his 
lips  and  tears  welled  to  his  eyes.  He  tried  to  speak,  but  not  a  sound 
issued  from  his  lips.  Suddenly,  the  muscles  in  his  body  seemed  to  relax, 
and  he  lay  back  among  the  pillows,  utterly  exhausted.  A  smile  radiated 
about  his  lips  and  a  light  of  tenderness  gleamed  in  his  eyes.  His  lips 
parted,  and  these,  his  last  words,  were  uttered,  in  a  thick,  guttural  tone: 

"In  this  respect  — " 

Senator  Bryan's  body  was  removed  yesterday  morning  from  the 
hospital  to  Wright's  undertaking  establishment,  and  this  morning  will  be 
taken  to  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  his  former  home,  for  burial.  Mrs.  Bryan,  Mr. 
Lewis,  N.  P.  Bryan,  brother  of  the  Senator,  Mrs.  Taliaferro,  Representa- 
tive and  Mrs.  William  B.  Lamar,  and  Daniel  Ransdell,  together  with  the 
Senatorial  Committee  designated  by  the  Vice-President  last  night  to 
attend  the  funeral,  comprising  Senator  Taliaferro,  of  Florida;  Senator 
Bacon,  of  Georgia;  Senator  Daniel,  of  Virginia;  Senator  Clark,  of  Wyo- 
ming; Senator  Clapp,  of  Minnesota;  Senator  Scott,  of  West  Virginia;  Sena- 
tor Stone,  of  Missouri;  Senator  Carter,  of  Wyoming;  and  Senator  Flint, 
of  Oregon,  will  accompany  the  body  to  Jacksonville,  leaving  here  at  9 
o'clock  this  morning. 

It  has  been  only  seventy-three  days  since  Senator  Bryan  took  his 
seat  in  the  Senate,  and  twenty-three  days  pf  that  time  was  spent  in  his 
fight  against  disease.  Several  times  during  Mr.  Bryan's  illness  his  friends 
despaired  of  his  recovery,  but  as  late  as  Saturday  night  the  report  was 
given  out  that  his  condition  had  taken  a  turn  for  the  better.  His  death 
yesterday,  therefore,  came  as  a  surprise  and  a  shock. 

Senator  Bryan  came  to  Washington  early  in  January  from  the  warm 
climate  of  Florida,  and  from  the  day  of  his  arrival  he  complained  of  feeling 
indisposed.  Finally  he  was  compelled  to  give  up,  and  after  a  week's  ill- 
ness in  his  apartments  at  the  Driscoll  was  taken  to  Providence  Hospital. 
During  the  last  few  days  of  his  illness  he  was  attended  by  specialists  from 
Johns  Hopkins  University  Hospital,  Baltimore. 

The  physicians  reached  the  conclusion  that  besides  typhoid  fever, 
Senator  Bryan  also  was  suffering  from  toxemia  poisoning,  which  had 
caused  a  paralysis  of  the  bowels.  They  realized  that  his  condition  was 
critical,  and  immediately  summoned  Mrs.  Bryan  and  the  Senator's  brother. 
Mr.  Lewis,  who  had  transacted  all  of  Mr.  Bryan's  business  during  his  ill- 
ness, did  not  reach  the  bedside  until  early  yesterday  morning. 

When  Dr.  Fry  observed  that  Senator  Bryan  was  dying,  he  ordered 
the  room  cleared,  allowing  only  Mrs.  Bryan  and  her  brother  to  remain  at 
the  bedside.  The  end  came  peacefully,  the  Senator  passing  away  with- 
out a  struggle.  Mrs.  Bryan  was  later  carried  from  the  room  in  a  prostrate 
condition.  She  was  subsequently  removed  to  her  hotel.  Her  condition 
last  night,  while  serious,  will  not  prevent  her  accompanying  her  husband's 
body  to  its  last  resting  place. 
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Hundreds  of  telegrams  from  all  sections  of  the  country  expressing 
sympathy  and  regret  at  Senator  Bryan's  death  were  received  yesterday 
and  last  night  by  his  widow.  Scores  of  Senators,  Representatives,  and 
men  and  women  of  the  highest  circles  of  official,  political  and  social  life, 
called  at  the  undertaking  establishment  to  view  the  body. 

Although  Mr.  Bryan  was  in  the  Senate  too  short  a  time  to  impress 
his  individuality  on  legislation  or  to  take  a  prominent  part  in  the  consider- 
ation of  matters  in  committee,  it  is  conceded  that  he  would  have  become 
a  forceful  part  of  the  minority. 

Senator  Bryan  is  survived  by  his  wife,  formerly  Miss  Janet  George 
Allan,  daughter  of  the  late  Col.  William  Allan,  of  Lexington,  Va.,  to  whom 
he  was  married  in  1903,  and  one  son,  William  Allan  Bryan,  who  is  now  in 
his  fourth  year;  his  father  and  mother,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Milton  Bryan, 
of  Dania,  Fla. ;  three  brothers,  N.  P.  Bryan,  of  Jacksonville;  John  M. 
Bryan,  Jr.,  of  Dania;  and  David  Bryan,  a  student  at  the  University  of 
Florida,  at  Gainesville;  five  sisters,  Mrs.  Charles  A.  Carson  and  Mrs. 
Arthur  Simpson,  of  Kissimmee,  Fla.;  Miss  Margaret  Bryan,  who  was  with 
him  in  Washington  shortly  after  he  was  first  taken  ill;  Miss  Florrie  Bryan 
and  Miss  Call  Bryan,  who  are  attending  the  Wesleyan  Female  College,  at 
Macon,  Ga.      He  has  numerous  other  relatives  in  Florida. 

Mr.  Bryan  was  reared  amid  the  rugged  surroundings  of  the  country. 
He  was  born  at  Fort  Mason,  Fla.  His  early  career  was  spent  on  the 
cattle  ranches  near  his  father's  farm.  His  father  is  John  M.  Bryan,  form- 
erly a  member  of  the  State  Senate  and  State  Railroad  commissioner. 

Honor  Man  at  University. 

At  sixteen  years  of  age  young  Bryan  entered  Emory  College,  Oxford, 
Ga.  Four  years  later  he  graduated  as  the  honor  man  of  his  class,  receiv- 
ing the  A.  B.  degree.  Later  he  went  to  Washington  and  Lee  University, 
at  Lexington,  Va.,  where  he  entered  the  law  school  of  that  institution. 
In  the  record-breaking  time  of  two  years  he  mastered  all  the  intricate  sub- 
jects of  the  different  courses  and  graduated  with  high  honors,  after  having 
received  several  medals  for  excellence  in  the  classroom.  He  received  the 
degree  of  Master  of  Laws  and  Bachelor  of  Laws  from  this  college. 

During  his  college  career  young  Bryan  distinguished  himself  on  the 
athletic  field.  He  was  famed  among  the  colleges  of  the  East  and  South 
as  one  of  the  greatest  half  backs  on  the  football  field.  On  the  cinder  path 
he  also  won  honors,  and  made  several  records  in  the  South.  After  leaving 
college  he  settled  down  to  his  profession. 

He  returned  to  Jacksonville,  and  there  opened  a  law  office.  Soon 
afterward  he  formed  a  partnership  with  his  brother,  Nathan  P.  Bryan, 
under  the  name  of  Bryan  &  Bryan.  The  firm  was  recognized  as  one  of 
the  strongest  at  the  bar  in  the  State. 

Young  Bryan  soon  established  a  reputation  as  a  great  pleader.  As 
a  criminal  lawyer  he  easily  made  his  mark  before  his  fellows  in  the  pro- 
fession, and  eventually  he  was  said  to  be  the  leader  in  this  class  of  legal 
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business.  His  brother  was  successful  in  civil  cases  and  office  business. 
Mr.  Bryan's  political  aspirations  did  not  conflict  with  his  private  practice, 
and  up  to  his  appointment  to  the  Senate  he  probably  commanded  some 
of  the  largest  fees  paid  to  any  lawyer  of  the  State. 

In  his  private  life  he  was  absolutely  clean,  upright  and  honest.  He 
bore  this  reputation  when  he  launched  into  public  life.  He  went  through 
several  campaigns  with  his  character  unblemished  by  a  single  act  which 
would  warrant  just  criticism.  His  opponents  searched  for  chances  to 
attack  him  for  personal  reasons,  but  all  of  these  attempts  went  amiss. 
Mr.  Bryan's  rugged  courage  and  character  were  probably  not  more  strik- 
ingly illustrated  than  in  his  practice  of  law.  Among  the  people  of  his 
State  it  is  well  known  that  he  would  not  agree  to  take  the  case  of  any 
client  whose  cause  would  require  the  use  of  unscrupulous  tactics  or  tech- 
nical advantages.  He  believed  in  justice,  and  was  slow  to  defend  any  one 
who  was  manifestly  guilty  of  grievous  wrong.  During  his  brief  career,  it 
is  known  that  he  had  fought  and  won  many  cases  for  persons  who  were 
penniless,  and  that  in  such  cases  he  would  decline  any  sort  of  compen- 
sation. 

No  man  of  the  present  generation  had  made  a  more  brilliant  record 
in  politics  or  been  accredited  with  such  a  fruitful  future  as  Senator  Bryan. 
He  started  under  conditions  that  have  swept  many  ambitions  to  disap- 
pointment, and  won  out  in  different  campaigns  under  adverse  circum- 
stances. 

Perhaps  his  greatest  stroke  in  politics  was  made  when  he  swept  the 
State  of  Florida  for  Governor  Napoleon  B.  Broward  in  one  of  the  most 
heated  campaigns  the  State  ever  witnessed.  Early  in  1903  Bryan  was 
appointed  County  Solicitor  for  Duval  County,  of  which  Jacksonville  is 
the  county  seat.  From  the  point  of  numerical  and  political  importance 
that  county  dictates  largely  in  the  affairs  of  the  State. 

When  the  boyish-looking  young  lawyer  took  up  the  reins  of  prose- 
cutor, and  succeeded  a  man  who  was  said  to  have  been  aligned  with  the 
machine  and  corporation  interests,  he  met  the  test  of  his  career.  He  had 
been  elected  by  only  a  slight  majority,  and  his  great  support  had  been 
drawn  from  the  temperance  element,  whose  cause  Bryan  championed 
vigorously  and  fearlessly  at  the  cost  of  sacrificing  what  might  have  been 
a  landslide  for  him. 

William  James  Bryan,  of  Florida,  the  youngest  Senator  of  the 
United  States,  followed  the  oldest  Senator,  William  Pinkney  Whyte,  of 
Maryland,  in  death,  within  forty-eight  hours  of  the  burial  of  the  latter. 
Senator  Bryan  was  but  little  over  the  constitutional  age  limit  for  election 
to  the  Senate  when  he  was  appointed  to  succeed  the  late  Senator  Mallory, 
December  25,  1907.  He  was  the  youngest  man  to  take  a  seat  in  the  Senate 
since  the  days  of  Henry  Clay,  who  was  elected  to  that  body  before  he  was 
thirty  years  of  age,  and  Armistead  T.  Mason,  of  Virginia. 

Although  Senator  Bryan  had  been  a  member  of  the  Senate  only  a 
short  time,  he  had  made  an  exceedingly  good  impression  both  upon  his 
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colleagues  and  upon  official  Washington.  He  was  a  clean-cut  young  man 
of  ability  and  brains.  Of  an  athletic  build  and  fond  of  outdoor  sports, 
he  had  been  a  welcome  addition  to  the  coterie  at  the  White  House  with 
whom  the  President  plays  tennis  and  takes  long  walks  and  horseback  rides, 
and  it  is  understood  that  the  Chief  Executive  had  taken  a  great  fancy  to 
the  young  Senator.  The  President  first  became  interested  in  the  junior 
Senator  from  Florida  through  Governor  Broward,  of  Florida,  who,  it  is 
said,  has  taken  the  President's  fancy  through  his  strenuous  activity.  The 
Governor  wrote  to  the  President  asking  his  good  graces  for  Mr.  Bryan  when 
he  first  came  to  Washington  as  the  Governor's  appointee  to  fill  Senator 
Mallory's  unexpired  term.  The  President  soon  took  a  liking  to  Mr. 
Bryan  on  his  own  account,  however,  and  it  is  said,  even  went  so  far  as  to 
say  that  if  they  were  of  the  same  political  faith  he  would  be  glad  to  have 
him  nearer  the  White  House. 

A  Singular  Coincidence. 

It  is  a  pathetic  coincidence  that  Senator  Bryan  was  appointed  to  the 
Senate  Christmas  Day.  He  had  high  hopes  of  serving  his  State  well  in 
the  Senate,  and  declared  that  he  would  do  his  best  to  be  the  best  Senator 
bis  State  had  ever  sent  to  the  National  Capitol,  and  that  while  he  was  the 
youngest,  he  hoped  to  be  the  oldest  Senator  some  day.  Senator  Bryan 
was  paired  with  Senator  Proctor  in  the  Senate,  who  had  been  paired  with 
Senator  Mallory  before  Senator  Mallory's  death.  All  three  of  these  men 
have  died  within  the  last  three  months. 

Senator  Bryan  had  little  opportunity  to  take  an  active  part  in  the 
debates  on  the  floor  of  the  Senate  during  his  short  six  weeks  of  actual 
service.  Two  resolutions  relating  to  the  improvement  of  harbors  in 
Florida  he  had  passed,  addressing  the  Senate  upon  their  merits.  He  also 
presented  a  number  of  bills  in  the  interest  of  his  constituents.  An  amend- 
ment to  the  employers'  liability  bill,  in  which  he  was  much  interested, 
was  introduced  in  the  Senate  by  him. 

Tribute  from  Senator  Taliaferro. 

Senator  Taliaferro,  of  Florida,  made  the  following  statement  last 
night  in  regard  to  the  death  of  his  young  colleague: 

"By  the  death  of  Senator  Bryan,  Florida  has  lost  two  Senators  during 
this  session  of  Congress.  Senator  Mallory,  you  will  recall,  died  in 
December,  during  the  holiday  adjournment.  His  death,  however,  was 
not  unexpected,  as  he  had  been  an  invalid  from  before  his  election  to 
the  Senate  in  1897.  Of  all  of  the  many  deaths  of  Senators  during  the 
past  year,  the  saddest  of  all,  I  think,  is  that  of  my  young  colleague.  Sen- 
ator Mallory,  Morgan,  Pettus,  Proctor,  Latimer  and  Whyte  had  all,  with 
the  exception  of  Senator  Latimer,  passed  far  beyond  the  average  age  of 
man;  had  rounded  out  their  lives  with  long  and  distinguished  public 
service,  and  their  careers  were  behind  them — matters  of  history. 

"  In  the  case  of  Senator  Bryan  we  had  the  youngest  Senator  since  the 
days  of  Clay.      His  future  was  all  before  him,  full  of  hope  and   promise; 
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and,  considering  his  equipment  of  education,  high  character,  and  high 
ideals,  I  have  no  doubt  it  would  have  been  so  brilliant  and  useful  that 
our  State  would  have  been  proud  of  it  and  of  him. 

"  Senator  Bryan  was  my  fellow-towns-man  and  deservedly  loved  by 
all.  He  had  a  peculiarly  magnetic  and  winning  manner,  and  drew  friends 
to  him  and  held  them  closely.  But,  aside  from  friendship,  he  had  the 
confidence  of  the  people  he  served.  For  two  terms  he  was  County  Solictor 
of  Duval  County,  and  discharged  all  the  duties  of  the  office  diligently, 
faithfully,  thoroughly,  and  with  marked  ability. 

"  His  active  work  in  the  Senate  covered  only  from  January  9,  the  day 
he  was  sworn  in,  to  February  17,  the  day  of  the  beginning  of  his  fatal  ill- 
ness, hardly  six  weeks.  During  that  short  period  he  demonstrated  his 
vigilance  and  alertness  to  the  interests  not  only  of  the  people  of  Florida, 
but  to  those  of  the  whole  country.  In  the  Senate  he  won  many  friends, 
especially  among  the  older  members,  who  seemed  peculiarly  interested  in 
his  work  and  his  ambition.  They  were  all  ready  and  willing  to  lend  him  a 
helping  hand  whenever  possible." — Washington  (D.  C.)  Post. 


Edward  H.  Wood. 

Bro.  Edward  H.  Wood,  Tufts,  '04,  died,  Tuesday  morning,  April  28, 
at  the  home  of  his  wife's  father,  Prof.  George  Harmon.  Death  was  due 
to  tuberculosis.  Bro.  Wood  was  initiated  into  A.  T.  O.  on  October  21, 
1 90 1.  Besides  his  widow  he  leaves  a  mother  in  Brooklyn,  two  brothers 
and  a  half-brother  in  Springfield,  San  Francisco,  Cal.,  and  Cambridge, 
respectively. 

The  funeral  services  were  held  on  Friday  morning  at  1 1  o'clock,  at 
Prof.  Harmon's  residence,  164  Curtis  Street.  Rev.  C.  H.  Temple,  of  Need- 
ford  Hillside,  officiated.      The  burial  was  at  Springfield. 


Fletcher  Faw  White. 

Bro.  Fletcher  Faw  White  was  born  in  Chattanooga,  Tennessee, 
August  23,  1887.  He  received  his  preparatory  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  Chattanooga,  and  was  graduated  with  the  class  of  '06,  having 
had  the  honor  of  being  president  of  his  class.  He  entered  the  University 
of  Tennessee  as  a  Freshman  in  the  fall  of  1906.  He  was  initiated  into 
Alpha  Tau  Omega  on  the  6th  of  October,  1906.  At  the  time  of  his  death 
he  was  a  Sophomore  in  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts. 

To  describe  a  man  like  Bro.  White,  words  are  inadequate.  He  was 
a  man  in  every  fibre  of  his  being.  No  member  of  Tennessee  Pi  was  doing 
as  much  for  Alpha  Tau  as  Bro.  White;  he  was  the  soul  and  body  of  every 
project  that  his  fraternity  attempted  to  do.  He  was  in  many  ways  a 
counterpart  of  his  physical  build — broad,  strong  and  straight.  A  hard 
worker,  yet  he  found  time  for  all  things.  He  was  athletic,  being  a  sub- 
stitute of  the  'varsity  baseball  team,  and  captain  of   his  class  basketball 
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team.  He  passed  a  congenial  disposition,  and  he  was  our  fountain  of 
humor  and  pleasantry.  He  was  not  a  man  to  speak  his  code  of  morals, 
but  he  lived  them,  and  from  his  example  all  who  knew  him  derived  unlim- 
ited gain.  He  was  loved  and  respected  by  faculty  and  students  alike,  and 
by  his  death,  Tennessee  Pi  greatly  weakened. 


Fletcher  White,  familiarly  known  as  "Pat,"  was  drowned  in  the 
Tennessee  river  about  noon  Sunday  while  rowing  with  his  brother,  Benton. 
Both  young  men  were  students  at  the  University  of  Tennessee. 

The  tragedy  occurred  in  the  sluice  on  the  south  side  of  Dickinson's 
Island  about  a  mile  and  a  half  above  the  Tennessee  River  bridge.  The 
body  had  not  been  recovered  last  night  when  parties  of  searchers  still 
dotted  both  banks  of  the  Tennessee  River.  The  brothers  were  out  in  a 
row  boat,  as  was  their  habit.  Both  were  fond  of  rowing  and  during  the 
boating  and  river  season  were  accustomed  to  go  out  daily. 

Sunday  morning  they  had  gone  up  the  river  as  far  as  Dickinson's 
Island.  There  is  a  nine  and  a  half  foot  tide  in  the  river,  carrying  the  water 
at  that  point  out  of  banks.  They  were  rowing  along  on  the  south  side  of 
the  river,  at  the  lower  end  of  the  island  and  only  a  few  feet  from  the  bank 
when  one  of  "Pat"  White's  oars  caught  in  a  grapevine  that  hung  down  to 
the  water's  edge.  The  boat  dipped  and  both  were  precipitated  into  the 
stream.  The  brothers  caught  the  grapevine  and  Benton  White  clam- 
bered up  it  to  the  tree  and  swung  from  there  out  on  to  the  bank.  "Pat" 
White  attempted  to  pursue  the  same  course,  but  the  vine  snapped,  he 
being  considerably  heavier  than  Benton,  and  he  dropped  back  into  the 
water. 

The  current,  which  is  very  swift  and  treacherous  at  this  point, 
quickly  carried  the  struggling  boy,  who  was  but  a  poor  swimmer,  down 
the  stream.  Benton  White  plunged  into  the  water  and  attempted  to 
rescue  him.  The  drowning  lad  was  carried  under  two  or  three  times  in 
view  of  Benton,  who  was  trying  to  get  to  him,  but  the  current  carried  the 
drowning  boy  faster  than  his  brother  could  swim  and  soon  took  him  under 
and  out  of  sight  for  the  last  time.  Four  times  Benton  White  dived  trying 
to  find  his  brother,  but  did  not  get  sight  of  him  again.  Alone,  he  con- 
tinued his  efforts  to  find  his  brother  and  came  near  losing  his  own  life  in 
the  hunt,  being  carried  under  by  the  current  when  almost  exhausted  and 
it  was  all  he  could  do  to  get  to  the  bank.  Reaching  the  bank,  he  ran 
down  the  stream  hoping  to  get  sight  of  his  brother  and  at  the  same  time 
gave  the  alarm,  but  failed  to  see  his  brother  again. 

The  alarm  soon  spread  and  soon  many  formed  a  hunting  party  that 
took  up  the  search  for  the  boy's  body,  but  although  the  search  was  con- 
tinued all  afternoon  and  into  the  night,  the  body  was  not  recovered. 

The  current  where  the  accident  occured  is  very  swift,  also  very 
treacherous  and  those  who  know  the  river  best  seem  to  be  baffled  in  their 
attempt  to  point  out  the  logical  point  to  which  the  body  would  be  swept 
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Unless  the  boy's  clothing  caught  on  a  snag  or  obstruction  of  some  kind 
near  where  the  drowning  occurred,  the  chances  are,  it  is  believed,  that 
it  was  by  night  far  below  the  city. 

Young  White  was  a  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  George  White,  of  Chatta- 
nooga, and  a  nephew  of  Mr.  Edward  Henegar,  of  this  city.  He  was 
spending  his  second  year  at  the  University  of  Tennessee  and  was  in  the 
Sophomore  Class.  He  was  about  twenty  years  of  age  and  very  popular 
with  the  students  at  the  university,  also  with  those  in  the  city  who  knew 
him. 

He  took  a  prominent  part  in  athletics,  and  was  a  substitute  out- 
fielder on  the  baseball  team  last  season  and  during  this  spring,  partici- 
pating in  a  recent  game  at  Chilhowee  Park  and  being  out  with  the  team 
Saturday.  His  brother,  some  three  years  his  senior,  also  took  a  prominent 
part  in  athletics  and  was  end  on  the  football  team  last  fall.  Young  White 
was  a  member  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  chapter  at  the  university. — Knox- 
ville  (Tenn.)  Journal. 


William  B.  Lilly. 

Since  our  last  letter  to  the  Palm  the  grim  hand  of  death  has  entered 
our  hall  and  plucked  one  of  our  fairest  flowers  in  the  death  of  Bro.  William 
Bostic  Lilly.  We  can  not  see  why  God  has  taken  him  from  us  but  he  is 
wise  and  works  his  will  in  ways  we  can  not  understand.  We  can  but  look 
up  out  of  our  gloom  and  have  faith  that  he  did  it  for  our  good.  That 
which  best  expresses  what  he  was  is,  "He  was  a  man."  His  nature  was 
one  which  was  characteristic  of  a  leader,  and  this  was  recognized  in  every 
part  of  his  college  work.  At  his  death  he  held  the  offices  of  treasurer  of 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  was  captain  and  manager  of  the  basketball  team  as 
mentioned  in  our  last  letter  to  the  Palm. 

On  the  nth  of  February  Bro.  Lilly  was  taken  sick  with  grippe  and 
was  taken  to  Watts  Hospital  on  Wednesday  the  12th.  On  Saturday 
following  the  doctor  saw  that  phneumonia  had  developed,  and  on  Sunday 
another  doctor  was  called  in.  From  this  time  on  he  gradually  grew  worse 
and  passed  to  take  up  his  abode  with  the  faithful  around  God's  throne  on 
Tuesday  morning  the  18th.  The  news  of  his  death  spread  a  gloom  over 
the  college  community  which  touched  every  one.  He  was  a  favorite  with 
all  who  knew  him. 

His  body  was  carried  to  his  home  at  Rest,  N.  C,  where  it  was  interred 
in  the  little  country  church  yard,  where,  in  the  church  nearby,  he  had 
been  taught  to  love  and  serve  the  God  who  always  guided  his  footsteps. 
The  students  paid  their  last  respects  to  the  remains  of  one  they  loved  by 
attending  in  a  body  his  corpse  to  the  train.  As  the  train  passed  the  cam- 
pus it  was  heartrending  to  hear  the  college  bell  tolling  and  to  see  the  flag 
at  half  mast. 

Representatives  from  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  the  faculty,  his  class,  his 
literary  society,  and  Bros.  Doss,  Warren  and  Parham  from  the  fraternity 
attended  his  remains  home. 
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Donnell  Gilliam. 

The  High  Sheriff  of  Creation,  Tuesday  evening  about  10.30,  summoned 
Donnell  Gilliam  to  appear  before  the  Great  White  Tribunal.  For  months 
his  health  had  been  poor;  in  fact  since  he  was  stricken  in  the  early  part  of 
March  in  Raleigh  with  some  brain  trouble,  his  health  has  been  feeble. 
Although  he  rallied  from  that  stroke,  he  never  regained  his  health.  He 
attended  to  his  cases  during  the  April  term  of  court,  with  his  accustomed 
ability  and  skill,  but  not  with  the  energy  that  once  was  his,  and  when 
court  adjourned,  he  was  almost  exhausted.  He  took  a  trip  to  Norfolk, 
returned,  and  in  a  few  days  was  sent  to  his  bed  with  symptoms  of  the  same 
trouble  that  laid  him  low  a  little  more  than  two  months  ago  in  Raleigh. 
An  expert  in  nervous  diseases,  Dr.  J.  A.  Hodges,  of  Richmond,  was  called 
in.  He  and  Dr.  J.  M.  Baker,  his  family  physician,  agreed  in  the  diagnosis 
that  the  trouble  was  in  the  brain,  probably  an  abscess  or  tumor  on  it,  but 
the  nerves  of  the  body  were  not  sufficiently  affected  to  locate  this  dis- 
turbing factor.  It  was  only  a  few  hours  before  the  end  that  the  twitching 
of  the  muscles  on  the  right  side  indicated  that  the  disturbance  was  in  the 
left  lobe  of  the  brain. 

About  7.30,  dissolution  began.  Three  hours  later  the  big  heart  of  a  big 
man,  a  giant  in  the  State,  ceased  to  beat,  and  Don  Gilliam  who  had  suc- 
cessfully plead  the  causes  of  hundreds  of  others,  appeared  before  the 
Supreme  Bar,  where  kindly  deeds  and  a  knightly  courage,  a  dutiful  son, 
a  loving  father  and  brother,  will  be  powerful  pleas  for  his  imperfections. 

In  the  latter  part  of  December,  1882,  Judge  Henry  A.  Gilliam,  having 
completed  his  term  as  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court  of  the  Second  District, 
made  Tarboro  his  home.  Early  in  the  following  years,  his  eldest  son,  the 
subject  of  this  little  sketch,  joined  him  from  Elizabeth  City,  where  he  had 
only  been  practicing  a  few  months. 

Two  unrelated  events  soon  followed  to  bring  Don  Gilliam  into  favor- 
able notice  and  esteem.  The  State  Medical  Society  met  here  in  the 
spring  of  '83,  and  the  Address  of  Welcome  was  made  by  him  in  Teel  Hall, 
now  the  upper  story  of  D.  Lichtenstein  building.  It  was  a  great  effort, 
the  words  were  well  chosen,  apt,  delivered  by  an  Apollo  and  a  Demos- 
thenese.  This  is  no  fanciful  statement,  it  is  true.  The  writer  was  present, 
and  sees  now  a  handsome  young  athlete,  proffering  a  welcome  in  diction 
so  choice,  in  sentences  so  vividly  depicting  the  altruism  of  the  medical 
profession  that  young  and  old  doctors  and  laymen  were  moved  to  hearty 
applause.      His  reputation  as  a  speaker  was  established. 

Soon  after  this  came  his  first  big  case,  Farrar  vs.  Weathersbee,  on 
exceptions  to  the  findings  of  the  referee.  Older  lawyers  represented  the 
the  plaintiff,  and  young  Gilliam  the  defendant.  In  his  argument  which 
the  judge  and  all  who  heard  him  pronounced  masterly,  he  displayed  an 
acquaintance  with  the  law,  a  research  and  a  knowledge  which  convinced 
all  that  he  could  hold  his  own  with  the  best.  Time  proved  him  to  be  both 
a  foremost  lawyer  and  pleader;  and  from  that  time  till  now,  he  enjoyed  a 
lucrative  practice 
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He  was  a  partner  with  his  father  till  his  death  in  1890.  Soon  after, 
his  brother,  Henry  A.  Gilliam,  named  for  his  father,  possessing  that  gentle- 
man's ability,  affability  and  great  common  sense  knowledge  of  the  law, 
became  his  partner. 

Mr.  Gilliam  had  developed  the  quality  of  thoroughness  to  a  rare 
degree.  In  his  practice  when  a  subject  of  law  came  up,  he  studied  it 
thoroughly  and  briefed  it,  thus  acquiring  such  a  full  and  accurate  knowl- 
edge of  the  law  in  all  its  ramifications  that  it  was  almost  impossible  to 
take  him  unawares.  No  speaker  have  we  ever  heard  was  happier  in  his 
choice  of  words.  He  always  used  the  best  word  to  convey  his  idea.  He 
was  never  prolix  and  never  in  his  speeches  resorted  to  slang.  His  English, 
whether  addressing  the  jury  on  the  evidence,  or  the  court  on  law,  was  of 
the  best.  He  probably  never  made  a  speech  that  was  not  a  classic. 
Learned  as  he  was  he  was  equally  as  resourceful  as  members  of-  the  bar 
who  came  in  touch  with  him  appreciated.  To  laymen  this  quality  was 
exemplified  in  the  redeeming  of  the  county  from  negro  rule  in  1892  and 
1898.  Those  who  were  with  him  in  those  fights  will  bear  ample  testimony 
of  his  courage,  juagment  and  resourcefulness. 

For  many  years  he  was  the  most  popular  man  in  the  county.  Not 
since  the  war  has  there  been,  we  believe,  a  man  so  popular  or  had  so  many 
friends. 

In  1894,  ne  was  an  elector  and  the  youngest  in  the  electoral  college. 
The  following  year  he  was  elected  solicitor  of  the  Inferior  Court  of  this 
county  and  served  nearly  ten  years  with  an  ability  and  a  success  that 
made  this  tribunal  more  dreaded  by  the  law  breaker  than  the  Superior 
Court.  He  also  served  two  terms  as  mayor  and  three  as  town  commis- 
sioner.    To  his  efforts  was  due  the  installation  of  the  water  system. 

He  served  two  terms  as  State  Senator,  and  could  have  been  such 
again  and  again  had  he  signified  the  slightest  wish.  In  1896  he,  at  the 
demand  of  his  party,  headed  the  county  ticket  for  Senator,  but  with  the 
rest  of  his  colleagues,  he  went  down  in  defeat  by  the  combined  republicans 
and  populists.  Probably  the  only  political  office  he  ever  sought  was  that 
of  Congressman  in  1900,  when  he  was  defeated  for  the  nomination  by 
Claude  Kitchin,  our  present  representative.  The  Edgecombe  delegation 
stood  by  him  to  a  man  even  to  the  last  ballot,  and  each  man  took  his  defeat 
with  more  sorrow  and  regret  than  did  he. 

He  was  widely  known  throughout  the  State,  and  is  justly  regarded 
as  one  of  the  ablest  men  ever  born  in  the  State.  Mr.  Gilliam  was  born  in 
Plymouth,  October  31,  1861. — Tarboro  (N.  C.)  Southerner.

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A.  T.  O.  IN  THE  PUBLIC  EYE. 


Our^ readers,  many  of  whom  having  been  following  with  keen 
interest,  the  canvas  made  by  Bro.  Robert  W.  McFarlane 
(Arkansas  Alpha  Xi)  for  the  Democratic  nomination  for  Governor 
of  Arkansas,  will  regret  to  learn  that  he  has  withdrawn  from  the 
race,  as  the  following  indicates : 

"The  gubernatorial  situation  is  growing  in  interest  daily.  All  the 
candidates  are  hard  at  work,  and  their  headquarters  are  busy  sending  out 
literature  to  the  four  quarters  of  the  State. 

"Since  Mr.  McFarlane's  withdrawal  Saturday  night,  strong  efforts 
are  being  made  by  each  of  the  three  candidates  to  land  his  supporters  in 
their  camp,  but  up  to  date  it  is  not  known  which  candidate  which  received 
the  greater  portion  of  Mr.  McFarlane's  strength. 

"The  Fort  Smith  Times,  published  in  Mr.  McFarlane's  home  county 
in  announcing  the  withdrawal  of  its  candidate  from  the  contest,  states 
in  a  long  editorial  that  the  man  who  has  the  best  chance  to  beat  Senator 
Davis  will  get  its  support.  The  editor  of  the  Times  is  of  the  opinion  that 
George  W.  Donaghey  is  the  strongest  man  in  opposition  to  Davis,  and 
will  therefore  support  that  gentleman  for  nomination,  while  one  or  two 
other  papers  heretofore  favorable  to  Mr.  McFarlane's  candidacy  are  now 
supporting  Prof.  Hinemon." 


The  American  Issue,  a  journal  devoted  to  the  anti-saloon 
interests,  publishes,  on  March  21,  1908,  a  large  photograph  of 
Bro.  H.  W.  Crist  (Ohio  Beta  Mu),  together  with  excerpts  from 
his  speeches  and  the  following : 

"Hon.  H.  W.  Crist,  the  representative  from  Deleware  County,  is  one 
of  the  younger  members  of  the  house,  and  is  serving  his  first  term  as  a 
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legislator.  Mr.  Crist  is  a  son  of  a  prominent  clergyman  of  this  State,  has 
had  the  advantages  of  a  higher  education  and  has  already  taken  rank  as 
one  of  the  leading  attorneys  of  his  county. 

"When  the  Rose  County  option  bill  was  under  consideration  in  the 
house,  Mr.  Crist  spoke  in  favor  of  it.  The  press  reports  mention  Mr. 
Crist's  address  as  one  of  the  ablest  delivered." 


William  Hall  Milton  (Alabama  Alpha  Kpsilon),  was 
appointed  United  States  Senator  by  Governor  Broward,  of  Florida, 
to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Bro.  William  J.  Bryan 
(Virginia  Beta).  Bro.  Milton  was 
born  on  a  farm  in  Jackson  County, 
Florida,  on  March  2,  1864,  and 
received  his  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  his  county.  Later  he 
entered  the  Agricultural  and 
Mechanical  College  (now  the  Ala- 
bama Polytechnic  Institute)  at 
Auburn,  Alabama.  While  a  student 
at  this  institution  he  was  initiated 
into  Alpha  Tau  Omega. 

In  1890  he  was  admitted  to 
the  bar  of  his  State  and  to  the  bar 
of  the  United  States  courts  in  1894. 
He  is  now  particularly  interested 
in  farming,  banking,  real  estate,  fire 
and  life  insurance  and  is  the  presi- 
dent of  the  Milton  Land  and  Invest- 
ment Co.,  of  Marianna,  Florida. 

In  1893  he  married  Miss  Sarah  S.  Baker  (a  granddaughter 
of  James  L-  G.  Baker,  member  of  the  Florida  secession  convention) 
and  their  union  has  been  blessed  with  five  children. 

Bro.  Milton  has  devoted  a  large  portion  of  his  busy  life  to 
the  public  service.  He  served  his  city,  Marianna,  as  city  clerk 
from  1885  to  1893  and  was  its  mayor  during  1898  and  1899. 
During  1889  he  was  a  member  of  the  Legislature  of  Florida  and 
elected  a  presidential  election  in  1892.  President  Cleveland 
appointed    him   Surveyor   General   for   Florida   in    1894.     Since

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1897  he  has  been  the  president  of  the  board  of  managers  of, the 
State  Reform  School  at  Marianna. 

Milton'is  a  Democrat  in  politics,  and  besides  an  ardent  Alpha 
Tau  is  a  Mason,  a  member  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias,  and  is  the 
vice-president  of  the  Society  of  the  Cincinnati  for  the  State  of 
Georgia. 

Our  brother  goes  to  the  Senate  with  the  congratulations  of 
his  fraternity,  and  we  expect  to  watch  his  career  there  with  great 
pride.

The  following  extract  from  the  Philadelphia  North  American 
indicates  that  Bro.  Robert  L.  Owen  (Virginia  Beta),  Senator 
from  Oklahoma,  is  justifying  the  high  hopes  entertained  by  his 
friends : 

"In  the  most  illuminating  and  forceful  speech  that  has  been  heard 
in  the  Senate  since  the  fight  on  the  Aldrich  financial  bill  began,  Senator 
Owen,  of  Oklahoma,  made  his  debut  to-day  as  a  Senate  orator  and  a 
champion  of  honest  financial  legislation  and  honest  financial  methods. 

"It  was  a  maiden  speech  by  a  new  Senator  from  a  new  state,  a  Senator, 
too,  who  has  Indian  blood  in  his  veins,  but  it  rattled  some  of  the  dry  bones 
of  the  Senate,  and  made  men  who  have  been  misleading  the  public  for 
years  look  cheap  and  tawdry  in  comparison  with  this  newcomer's  force- 
ful championship  of  the  public. 

"It  was  the  first  speech,  too,  in  the  Senate  that  has  gone  directly  to 
the  root  of  prevailing  financial  evils.  It  was  the  first  adequate  exposition 
of  the  enormous  tribute  paid  by  the  country  to  the  treacherous  manipu- 
lation of  money  and  securities  by  the  sharpers  of  Wall  Street. 

"One  after  another  the  representatives  of  the  Wall  Street  system 
attempted  to  confuse  Owen  and  to  refute  his  charges.  He  met  them  one 
by  one  and  disposed  of  them  victoriously. 

"He  made  Aldrich  himself  retire  from  the  discussion  chagrined  and 
mortified;  looking  hopelessly  about  him  for  assistance.  Incidentally  he 
tore  the  Aldrich  bill  to  pieces. 

"He  showed  with  conclusiveness  the  utter  inadequacy  of  the  Aldrich 
bill  as  a  measure  that  would  relieve  business  in  time  of  stress,  and  demon- 
strated the  aid  the  bill  would  afford  to  stock  gamblers  and  money  manipu- 
lators. He  pointed  out  with  impressive  clearness  the  criminal  policy 
proposed  by  Aldrich  to  strengthen  the  speculative  interests'  connections 
with  the  banking  system  in  order  to  increase  the  pillage  of  the  public. 

"The  disaster  which  overwhelmed  business  industry  with  the  cre- 
ation of  a  money  stringency,  Senator  Owen  said,  was  due  entirely  to  the 
pouring  of  the  country's  bank  deposits  into  the  speculation  of  Wall  Street. 
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The  use  of  the  bank  reserves  as  a  part  of  the  gambling  machinery  forced 
business  to  suspend  and  threw  thousands  of  men  out  of  employment. 

"This  situation,  he  maintained,  can  not  be  relieved  or  its  recurrence 
prevented  by  increasing  the  power  of  the  banks.-  They  must  be  com- 
pelled to  hold  their  reserves  and  compelled  to  refuse  loans  for  speculation. 

"Throughout  his  speech  was  a  brilliant  argument  for  the  legitimate 
business  of  the  nation.  In  any  legislation  the  stability  of  commerce 
should  be  the  most  important  consideration. 

"With  the  money  of  the  country  subject  to  Wall  Street's  demands 
this  could  not  be.  Owen  showed  that  his  knowledge  of  his  subject  was 
as  great  as  the  force  and  eloquence  with  which  he  discussed  it. 

"Supporters  of  the  Aldrich  bill,  failing  to  trip  him  up  with  questions 
of  practical  banking,  discovered  that  Owen  is  himself  a  banker.  As  a 
banker,  he  declared  that  it  is  a  duty  of  every  banker  to  ascertain  for  what 
purpose  money  is  to  be  used  when  he  lends  it.  He  insisted  that  this  is 
the  practice  of  prudent  bankers,  and  argued  that  law  should  require  all 
bankers  to  ascertain  that  the  money  of  their  depositors  is  not  to  be  used 
for  the  injury  of  the  country. 

"The  power  of  Congress  to  prevent  banks  from  lending  for  specu- 
lative purposes,  he  held  to  be  absolute  and  necessary  to  protect  the 
nation's  business. 

"The  right  of  the  banks  to  issue  money  and  to  have  the  power  of 
contracting  and  expanding  the  currency  at  will,  he  declared  to  be  a  menace 
to  the  nation.  The  government  alone  should  issue  money  and  should 
control  the  supply  otherwise  manipulation  by  the  banks  is  certain  to 
continue. 

"There  is  hardly  a  provision  of  the  Aldrich  bill  which  Mr.  Owen  did 
not  show  to  be  defective  and  dangerous.  He  objected  to  the  use  of  rail- 
road bonds  as  a  basis  of  currency,  to  the  failure  to  provide  for  adequate 
reserves,  and  to  the  general  removal  of  restrictions  upon  the  banks. 

"When  he  had  been  interrupted  by  Mr.  Hopkins,  of  Illinois,  with  a 
question  as  to  whether  a  banker  should  be  required  to  ascertain  the  pur- 
poses for  which  a  loan  is  obtained,  Senator  Nelson,  of  Minnesota,  asked 
permission  to  read  a  statement  made  by  former  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
Gage.  It  was  in  absolute  accord  with  Senator  Owen's  contention,  and 
the  appearance  of  the  Minnesota  Senator  as  an  ally  astonished  Owen  as 
much  as  it  startled  the  Republicans. 

"Immediately  after  this  incident  Senator  Aldrich  took  a  seat  beside 
Senator  Nelson,  and  evidently  attempted  to  argue  with  him  upon  the 
impropriety  of  his  course.  But  Senator  Nelson  continued  to  show  his 
approval  of  Owen's  arguments." 


Bro.  B-  W.  Pou    (North    Carolina  Alpha   Delta),  a  repre- 
sentative of  North  Carolina  in  the  National  House  of  Represen- 
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tatives,  was  accorded  the  following  comment  in  a  recent  issue  of 
the  Philadelphia  Record: 

"Declaring  that  when  the  President  in  his  now  famous  special  mes- 
sage to  Congress  'framed  that  indictment,  the  prisoner  in  the  criminal's 
dock  was  his  own  party.'  Mr.  Pou,  of  North  Carolina,  in  the  House  of 
Representatives  to-day,  denounced  the  policies  of  the  Republicans,  which 
he  said,  had  built  up  gigantic  Trusts  under  a  protective  tariff  system  to 
rob  the  people. 

"No  man,  he  said,  would  deny  that  the  malefactors  and  wrongdoers 
the  President  described,  existed  in  this  country;  but  the  Republican 
party  was  responsible  'for  their  presence  here  in  this  boasted  land  of 
equality  and  freedom.'  He  declared  that  under  equal  laws  impartially 
administered  it  was  almost  impossible  for  millionaires  to  exist. 

"The  President  had  denounced  monopoly,  but,  in  the  opinion  of  Mr. 
Pou,  the  greatest  of  all  monopolies,  the  most  prolific  parent  of  all  criminal 
Trusts,  was  'the  present  unjust,  unrighteous  protective  tariff  system.'  As 
regards  corruption,  said  Mr.  Pou,  the  nation  never  would  become  abso- 
lutely healthy  'until  the  poison  from  its  life  blood  shall  have  been 
removed.' 

"Mr.  Pou  charged  that  the  President  had  repeatedly  spoken  of  the 
things  that  had  been  done  and  those  he  was  seeking  to  do;  but,  be  said, 
he  was  'ominously  silent  respecting  our  system  of  taxation,  which  all  just 
men  know  is  responsible  to  some  extent  for  the  abominable  conditions 
which  now  exist.  The  mighty  scourage,'  he  declared,  'would  never  pass 
away  so  long  as  the  wage-earner  was  forced  to  buy  the  necessaries  of  life 
from  the  wonderful  Trust.'  "

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PITTSBURGH. 

The  Pittsburgh  Alumni  Association  is  gathering  its  forces  and  sinews 
of  war  for  the  coming  Congress.  December  30th,  1908  to  January  2nd, 
1909  will  be  a  strenuous  period  for  the  visiting  brothers — and  for  the 
local  alumni.  The  Alpha  Pi  chapter  at  Washington  and  Jefferson  College 
will  invade  Pittsburgh  and  bring  everything  with  them  except  their 
chapter  house.  The  Pittsburgh  alumni,  who  are  as  yet  un-Oslerized, 
will  not  be  found  in  their  offices  during  the  Congress  season.  They  will 
be  "absent  on  leave."  And  as  to  the  brothers  from  more  remote  juris- 
dictions— they  will  live  on  the  fat  of  the  land,  and  know  not  night  from 
day  during  their  sojourn  within  our  gates. 

Congress  plans  are  already  assuming  visible  and  concrete  form. 
Negotiations  are  pending  for  securing  the  "Congress  Hotel,"  and  ere  this 
letter  passes  into  cold  print,  the  hostelry  will  have  been  chosen.  The 
meeting-place  for  the  business  sessions  will  probably  be  in  the  same  hotel; 
and  if  not,  it  will  be  but  two  squares  removed.  The  hotel  proposition  in 
Pittsburgh  is  a  difficult  one.  The  down  town  hotels  are  too  small  and 
without  room  for  holding  large  meetings.  The  East  End  hotels  are  better 
equipped  in  these  respects,  but  are  not  within  easy  sailing-distance  of 
the  "best  restaurants  at  the  cheapest  prices."  But  President  Hosack 
is  dealing  with  the  bonifaces,  so  that  if  a  down  town  hotel  be  selected, 
it  will  preforce  be  enlarged  for  the  occasion;  and  if  it  be  an  East  End  hotel, 
the  restaurant  prices  will  be  within  hailing  distance  of  all. 

As  to  the  entertainment  furnished  during  the  investiture  of  the  city, 
the  Congress  banquet  on  the  third  evening  is  of  necessity  the  same  formal 
and  stately  occasion  as  of  yore.  A  smoker,  in  charge  of  Bro.  Jno.  J. 
Montgomery,  on  the  first  evening,  promises  to  eclipse  the  famous  Chicago 
and  New  York  bon-fires — and  that  is  speaking  volumes. 

Plans  for  the  second  evening  are  being  considered,  but  no  definite 
announcement  has  yet  been  made.

WISCONSIN  GAMMA  TAU— UNIVERSITY  OF  WISCONSIN. 

It  gives  us  great  pleasure  to  acquaint  the  members  of  the  fraternity 
with  the  initiation  of  Professors  Wm.  D.  Pence  and  Thos.  H.  Dickinson 
into  this  chapter.  We  did  not  delay  long  after  hearing  of  the  course  taken 
by  the  other  fraternities  and  other  chapters  of  our  own,  and  pledged  the 
most  desirable  men  in  the  faculty,  who  were  not  already  fraternity  men. 
Pence  is  head  of  the  civil  engineering  department  and  professor  of  rail- 
way engineering.  He  was  graduated  from  the  University  of  Illinois  in 
1886,  when  the  ban  against  fraternities  had  not  yet  been  removed.  He 
has  had  a  wide  experience  in  practical  railway  engineering,  and  is  at 
present  also  holding  the  office  of  chief  engineer  of  the  Wisconsin  Railroad 
Commission,  which  has  in  charge  the  adjustment  of  values  and  rates  in 
this  State.  Dickinson,  '99,  Ohio  State  University,  is  assistant  professor 
of  English  literature,  and  is  considered  the  most  rapidly  rising  young  man 
in  the  English  department.  The  Haresfoot  Play  of  two  years  ago  was 
the  product  of  his  pen.  Besides  this  he  has  several  sketches  on  the 
vaudeville  stage,  and  has  written  some  thirty  magazine  articles.  He  is 
soon  to  publish  four  books  on  English  Literature  and  Dramas.

The  new  chapter  is  composed 
of  a  splendid  crowd  of  fellows,  and  we  expect  to  hear  great  things  of 
them  in  the  future. 

We  were  glad  to  entertain  here,  for  a  day,  Prof.  C.  B.  Stanton,  D.  K. 
E-,  of  Ames,  who  has  been  a  very  good  friend  of  the  boys  there  and  recom- 
mended them  when  they  were  locals.  And  here  we  wish  to  put  in  a  good 
word  for  the  girls  at  Ames.      They  think  that  Alpha  Tau  is  "ne  plus  ultra.''

Beta,  May  ist,  and  all  enjoyed  themselves  immensely.  On  May  21st, 
the  undergraduate  of  this  chapter  give  a  dinner  to  the  seniors.  This  is  a 
farewell  spread  and  is  the  last  time  the  chapter  as  a  whole  gets  together 
for  a  good  time.  For  this  reason,  besides  being  a  meeting  for  a  good 
time,  it  is  also  the  occassion  for  serious  talks  by  the  seniors  and  words  of 
advice  gained  by  four  years'  association  with  the  chapter. 

Many  brothers  have  been  in  to  see  us.  As  Boston  is  a  central  place 
for  this  section,  many  A.  T.  O's  strike  here,  and  as  we  are  easy  to  find, 
more  brothers  ought  to  visit  us. 

A  statement  about  fraternities  at  M.  I.  T.  might  not  be  out  of  place. 
Tech  has  no  dormitories  so  that  fraternity  life  is  about  the  only  touch  of 
real  college  life  a  Tech  man  gets.  This  year  there  are  249  fraternity  men 
or  24.7%  of  the  entire  enrollment,  divided  between  14  nationals  and  3 
locals.  This  may  seem  a  small  percentage  but  it  is  about  as  large  as  it 
will  ever  be  for  two  reasons.  About  35%  of  the  students  live  in  or  near 
Boston  and  are  really  day  students,  the  majority  of  whom  take  very 
little  part  in  the  general  affairs  of  the  institute.  A  fraternity,  to  exist 
here  in  the  heart  of  Boston,  where  all  expenses  are  high,  must  have  from 
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fifteen  to  twenty  men  living  at  the  house,  which  would  make  it  impossible 
to  take  in  many  such  students.  Of  the  65%,  that  do  come  from  a  dis- 
tance, about  half  have  just  enough  money  to  get  through  on,  because  of 
the  high  tuition  and  cost  of  living,  and  can  not  afford  to  belong  to  a 
fraternity.  These  two  causes  then  leave  only  from  35  to  40%  of  the 
students  to  draw  from,  thus  making  the  fraternity  men  so  much  in  the 
minority.  Because  it  costs  a  fraternity  man  more  than  a  non-fraternity 
man,  do  not  think  that  fraternities  are  composed  of  only  the  wealthy 
students,  as  this  is  not  so.  They  are  made  up  for  the  most  part  of  students 
of  average  means.  President  Noyes  said  in  part  in  his  report,  "The 
Greek-letter  fraternities  have  demonstrated  the  type  of  student  asso- 
ciation which  is  attractive  to  young  men.  These  have  been  extensively 
developed  here  during  the  past  ten  years,  and,  whatever  may  be  true  of 
them  in  the  atmosphere  of  the  college  campus,  they  are  on  the  whole 
successful  here  with  the  earnest  kind  of  student  who  attends  the  institute." 
Four  fraternities  own  their  houses  and  the  others  are  leased.  More 
fraternities  would  own  houses  except  for  the  agitation  of  the  question  of 
the  removal  of  the  institute  to  a  new  site  outside  the  city,  most  of  the 
chapters  not  wishing  to  invest  in  property  under  such  unsettled  conditions. 
Our  examinations  are  close  at  hand.  They  start  May  23rd  and  school 
closes  June  6th.  We  lose  but  three  men  this  year  by  graduation,  so  with 
the  twenty  men  left  who  all  expect  to  return  next  year,  the  outlook  for 
the  coming  year  is  very  promising.

This  home 
was  the  scene  of  a  delightful  informal  party,  where  he  had  the  pleasure 
of  meeting  many  of  Missouri's  delightful  girls  and  where  he  danced  as 
long  as  there  was  any  music  being  played.  The  boys  of  Gamma  Rho 
are  certainly  to  be  cpngratulated  on  their  friends,  for  as  Scripture  says, 
"By  their  'friends'  shall  ye  know  them."  The  chief  of  the  Province 
conducted  an  examination  in  secret  work  and  examined  the  books  and 
records,  making  suggestions  where  necessary  and  endeavoring  at  all  times 
towards  a  uniformity  between  all  chapters  in  the  management  of  internal 
business  affairs.  He  returned  home,  happy  over  the  pleasant  time 
shown  him  and  determined  to  renew  his  visit  at  the  first  opportunity.

If  this  is  your  last  term  in  school,  be  sure  and  return  in  the 
fall  for  the  rushing  season  and  if  it  is  not  possible  to  come  then,  come 
back  to  your  home  chapter  as  often  as  possible.

The  Worthy  Grand  Keeper  of  Annals,  Dr.  Larkin  W.  Glaze- 
brook,  forwarded  a  copy  of  the  following  letter  to  him  by  Clinton 
N.  Draper,  Massachusetts  Beta  Gamma. 

I  have  been  looking  up  the  old  alumni  of  the  Beta  Gamma  chapter 
back  in  the  years  between  1882  and  1885.  You  know  our  chapter  was 
established  in  1885,  withdrawn  1886  and  reestablished  in  1906.  So  there 
was  a  long  gap  of  twenty  years  when  these  old  alumni  were  entirely 
forgotten.  In  looking  up  the  old  college  records,  I  find  that  the  fraternity 
has  missed  and  never  had  enrolled  seven  or  eight  brothers  whose  names 
I  wish  to  submit.  There  names  were  enrolled  in  that  of  the  chapter  in 
the  college  annual  of  1885,  an(l  from  some  of  the  older  brothers,  I  find  that 
they  were  really  brothers  and  initiated  into  the  fraternity.  The  missing 
names  and  their  latest  addresses  so  far  as  known  are  as  follows:

Early  in  December  this  piece  of  Greek  news  appeared  in  the 
Palm: 

When  the  'Kappa  Sigma  Caduceus  for  October  arrived  we  won- 
dered what  had  happened  to  it;  it  would  have  taken  four  of  them  to 
make  a  Caduceus  of  the  usual  size.  But  inside  we  read  the  news  that 
from  now  on  there  will  be  monthly  issues,  ten  in  all,  from  October  to 
July,  and  naturally  each  one  will  be  smaller  than  when  five  issues  a 
year  were  printed.  A  gain  in  timeliness  and  an  avoidance  of  bulki- 
ness  are  the  reasons  given. 

Soon  after  it  appeared  the  editor  of  the  Caduceus  arose  one 
morning  feeling  bad  and  blue,  the  coffee  was  abominable,  and 
the  way  those  surface  cars  on  Manhattan  Island  carried  him  down 
town  was  still  worse;  so  he  relieved  his  general  feelings  by  "jab- 
bing" someone.  It  didn't  matter  that  practically  the  same  thing 
said  by  the  Palm  had  appeared  in  three  or  four  other  journals — 
Oh  no!  but  the  Palm  was  nearest  at  hand,  and  he  proceeded  to 
"jab"  as  follows: 

"The  Caduceus  regrets  to  learn  that  a  college-topped  education 
has  failed,  evidently,  to  equip  the  editor  of  the  Palm  with  the  ability  to 
add  and  subtract.  On  the  other  hand,  The  Caduceus  is  pleased  to  note 
that  the  Palm  editor  liked  so  well  the  serial  feature,  'Kappa  Sigmas  Who 
are  Doing  Things,'  that  he  has  copied  it  closely  in  'Alpha  Taus  of  Achieve- 
ment,' which  department,  he  announces  with  the  appearance  of  the  initial 
article  in  the  December  Palm,  will  be  a  permanent  feature  of  that  maga- 
zine" 


Whether  it  would  take  exactly  four,  or  three-and-a-half,  or 
four-and-a-half  numbers  of  the  new  Caduceus  to  make  one  of  its 
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former  size  is  not  going  to  worry  anyone  in  particular,  and  whether 
or  not  its  editor  has  enjoyed  an  education,  "college- topped,"  we 
don't  know,  but  if  he  has  it  would  have  been  better  if  it  had 
developed  in  him  enough  carefulness  to  see  that  the  Palm  's  Greek 
news  department  was  "topped-off"  not  by  the  editor  but  by  an 
associate.  Since  it  seems  that  he  had  to  criticise  the  mathe- 
matics of  some  one,  it  would  have  sounded  better  had  he  been 
somewhat  mathematically  careful  himself. 

But  the  Palm  is  not  alone  in  thus  receiving  "jabs"  from  Mr. 
Viskniskki  of  the  Caduceus,  for,  in  his  March  issue  he  passes  one 
on  to  Editor  Baird  of  the  Beta  Theta  Pi  in  these  words : 

"We  put  behind  us  the  thought  that  the  self -ordained  'Jove'  of  the 
modern  Greeks  is  actually  jealous  of  a  mere  mortal  woman,  because, 
forsooth,  she  has  written  a  fraternity  manual  [a  'Sorority  Handbook'] 
which  is  going  to  press  for  the  third  edition  a  few  months  after  its  initial 
appearance,  while  his  work  goes  begging  evermore.  We  rather  incline 
to  the  belief  that  'Jove's'  liver  is  out  of  order  and  patiently  await  the  day 
when  he  will  recognize  the  deplorable  circumstance  and  send  a  help-wanted 
call  by  an  A.  D.  T.  Mercury  to  Dr.  Carter  to  repair  forthwith  to  the  'Olym- 
pian' heights." 

And  really  we  are  fearful  that  this  "jabbing"  is  becoming  a 
habit,  for  in  still  another  issue,  his  April  one,  we  learn  that  some 
S.  A.  E.  writer  has  unintentionally  helped  the  habit,  if  habit  it 
be,  for  this  is  what  Mr.  V. —  impugns  to  the  other  man : 

"Congressman  Maynard  should  have  written  that  he  was  a  member 
of  the  Kappa  Sigma  Kappa  fraternity.  Phi  Delta  Theta  absorbed  all 
but  a  few  of  the  chapters  of  Kappa  Sigma  Kappa,  but  the  V.  P.  I.  chapter 
was  not  among  the  number  taken  over  by  Phi  Delta  Theta.  Hence,  Mr. 
Maynard  is  still  a  member  of  the  defunct  Kappa  Sigma  Kappa,  and  the 
altogether  delightful  hope  of  the  S.  A.  E.  compiler  of  the  article  in  question, 
that  Mr.  Maynard's  statement  would  lead  to  a  wrangle  between  Kappa 
Sigma  and  Phi  Delta  Theta,  is  rudely  dissipated." 

And  easily  in  his  February  issue,  he  compliments  the  editor 
of  the  Phi  Delta  Theta  Scroll  by  calling  him  "Heap-Little-Editor- 
Afraid-of-His-Correspondents !" 

And  so  it  goes.  Can  it  be  that  the  atmosphere  of  Manhattan 
Isle  is  working  so  on  the  nerves?  With  the  Caduceus  working 
overtime  handing  out  these  nice-sounding  compliments,  and  the 
Beta  Theta  Pi  claiming  most  everything  good  that  happens  along 
for  the   Beta's  and   their   "Handbook,"   incidentally  dealing  to 
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some  outsiders  a  few  good  hard  knocks  as  it  goes  along,  and  the 
Theta  Delta  Chi  Shield  calling  the  K.  A.  Journal  "an  anarchistic  - 
red-and-gilt  covered  journal,  resembling  a  pack  of  fire  crackers, 
cover  and  contents,"  we  are  almost  convinced  that  in  New  York 
the  dog-days  and  hot  weather  have  arrived.  The  Delta 
Upsilon  and  the  D.  K.  E.  Quarterlies,  however,  save  the  big  pro- 
vincial town  from  wholesale  suspicion  that  something  is  hope- 
lessly wrong  with  its  atmosphere,  for  they  alone  of  the  five  jour- 
nals published  there  are  pursuing  a  calm,  even  way,  and  to  both 
of  which  we  extend  praise  for  their  self-control  amidst  exciting 
and  stirring  surroundings. 

Having  now  reviewed  the  turbulence  existing  in  journalism 
at  the  country's  storm  center,  and  having  admonished  our  Kappa 
Sigma  editor,  we  turn  especially  to  the  Theta  Delta  Chi  Shield, 
and  regarding  which  we  are  reminded  that  we  said  something  in 
the  December  Palm  to  the  effect  that  the  Shield  with  three  news 
items  concerning  its  rival  Greeks  had  a  scandalously  abbreviated 
Hellenic  news  department  for  a  first-class  journal  these  days.  If 
the  Palm's  editorial  board  had  only  been  malicious  enough  to 
have  arranged  matters  differently  it  would  have  never  allowed 
this  hint  and  fatherly  criticism  to  be  published  in  the  same  issue 
along  with  that  sixteen  per  cent,  of  matter  mentioned  in  the 
rejoinder  below;  but  they  both  went  in,  the  Shield  saw  its  oppor- 
tunity, and  here  is  what  it  said : 

"Apropos  of  the  criticism  of  our  Greek  News  department  by  one  of 
our  contemporaries,  will  say  that  when  we  find  something  in  their  maga- 
zine that  will  be  of  value  to  our  readers  we  will  use  it  to  the  best  advantage 
and,  with  pleasure,  give  them  full  credit.  It  might  be  well  to  mention 
that  sixteen  per  cent,  of  the  reading  matter  in  their  December  number 
was  taken  from  The)  Shield.  We  did  not  mean  to  snub  you  nor,  at  the 
time,  did  we  think  you  could  use  so  much  of  our  matter." 

The  joke's  on  the  Palm!  The  sixteen  per  cent,  of  matter  was 
all  one  long  article  on  the  legal  status  of  a  fraternity  chapter,  and 
was  an  excellent  one,  too.  We'll  be  good  after  this  and  won't 
ever  again  criticise  anything  the  Shield  may  do — at  the  same  time 
that  we  copy  a  good  part  of  its  contents. 

However,  the  last  Shield  has  still  three  items  concerning  news 
of  the  Greeks,  and  two  of  them  are  kindly  about  A.  T.  O. ! — 
Thank  vou ! 
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Theta  Delta  Chi  held  its  sixtieth  convention  in  New  York, 
February  22-25,  with  an  attendance  of  437,  which  is  ten  per  cent, 
of  its  membership.  For  the  first  time  in  the  fraternity's  history, 
it  is  said,  the  business  sessions  consumed  three  days.  In  spite 
of  this  "only  a  third  of  the  proposed  codification  of  previous  con- 
vention rulings  into  By-laws  and  adoption  of  additional  By-laws 
could  be  passed  upon,  and  much  remains  to  be  done  next  year." 
Fifteen  applications  for  charters,  and  favorable  action  upon 
several  was  recommended  to  the  different  "Charges"  with  whom 
final  decision  rests.  ' 'The  White  List  Committee  reported  that  nine 
universities  in  which  Theta  Delta  Chi  is  not  represented,  were  of 
such  high  standing  that  if  an  application  for  a  charter  were 
received,  it  should  be  given  consideration.  The  convention  accept- 
ed this  report  but  took  two  names  off  the  list,  leaving  seven. 
There  is  no  intention  to  establish  new  charges  but  simply  to  clas- 
sify the  universities."  This  is  not  a  bad  idea  for  it  means  extension 
intelligently  planned.  Each  new  initiate  is  to  be  required  to  pay 
for  at  least  five  years'  subscription  to  the  Shield,  which  covers  the 
undergraduate  period  and  one  or  two  years  more. 

We  notice  that  the  editor  records  but  425  graduate  sub- 
scribers to  the  present  volume  of  the  Shield,  which  indicates  that 
appreciation  of  their  excellent  organ  is  yet  to  be  developed,. 


The  seventy-third  annual  meet  of  Delta  Upsilon  came  off 
last  October,  at  the  home  of  its  Minnesota  chapter,  and  with  an 
attendance  of  about  200.  Six  petitions  for  charters  were  received, 
this  being  called  "a  new  record  for  Delta  Upsilon;"  two  of  these 
were  at  once  rejected  and  the  other  four  were  laid  on  the  table  for 
another  year  for  further  investigation.  They  next  meet  with  the 
Swarthmore  (Pennsylvania)  chapter  in  October  of  this  year. 


The  chapter  of  Kappa  Alpha  at  Kentucky  Wesleyan  Univer- 
sity, has  surrendered  its  charter  "for  awhile  anyway"  says  a  cor- 
respondent in  the  Journal. 

The  Vanderbilt  chapter  of  Pi  Kappa  Alpha  has  become 
defunct,  according  to  the  Beta  Theta  Pi. 
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Fraternities  that  are  the  three  best  at  Tulane,  of  which  number  Beta 
Xi  has  always  held  a  high  place,  are  represented  by  small  numbers,  Sigma 
Chi  having  six  and  Alpha  Tau  Omega  nine  in  the  academic. — Delta  Tau 
Delta  correspondence 


D.  K.  E.  announces  that  its  next  convention  will  be  held  in 
New  York  in  November,  with  their  Yale  and  Trinity  chapters  and 
the  local  alumni  association  acting  jointly  as  hosts. 

Delta  Chi  (law)  held  its  convention  in  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  April 
20-22. 

Phi  Kappa  Psi  will  meet  in  Denver  in  July,  keeping  close 
company  with  the  Democratic  National  convention  as  to  dates. 


The  growth  of  clubs  and  minor  organizations  here  is  very  surprising, 
and  this  year  several  have  sprung  up.  Tau  Lambda,  The  Triangle  Club, 
Ilus  and  Sigma  Beta  are  a  few  of  these.  There  is  quite  a  good  deal  of 
talk  among  fraternity  men  here  as  to  the  likelihood  of  Psi  Upsilon  and 
Theta  Delta  Chi  installing  chapters  here  this  year.  The  Aztec  and  Oax 
clubs  have  been  petitioning  for  a  number  of  years,  and  from  all  appear- 
ances they  will  have  their  charters  soon.  If  this  takes  place  there  will 
be  fifteen  national  fraternities  at  Illinois  and  the  field  will  be  a  trifle  over- 
crowded for  some.  The  report  that  was  sent  out  by  this  chapter  some 
time  ago  that  the  local  club,  Pi  Theta,  petitioning  for  a  charter  from 
Alpha  Delta  Phi,  had  decided  to  install  a  chapter  of  Pi  Theta  at  Wisconsin 
and  other  universities,  was  wrong.  The  club  is  still  petitioning  and  had 
no  intention  at  all  of  deviating  from  this  purpose. — Illinois  correspon- 
dence in  Delta  Tau  Delta  Rainbow. 


The  supreme  council  of  S.  A.  E.  held  a  meeting  with  the  Har- 
vard chapter  last  December,  and  decided  that  their  next  national 
convention,  that  of  1909,  should  be  held  in  the  summer  and  at 
Atlantic  City.  The  Record  says  that  the  question  of  a  summer 
convention  has  been  coming  up  at  intervals  for  years  and  it  was 
evident  that  the  plan  would  have  to  be  given  a  trial. 

"With  so  many  chapters  heartily  in  accord  with  the  summer  idea, 
it  seemed  that  the  time  had  come  to  find  out  more  about  it  by  actual 
experience,  so  it  was  decided  to  meet  at  Atlantic  City  in  June,  1909.  Of 
the  advantages  and  disadvantages  of  summer  conventions  we  shall  have 
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more  to  say  from  time  to  time.  It  is  our  purpose  now  merely  to  impress 
the  fraternity  with  the  fact  that  a  decision  was  reached  only  after  careful 
discussion  which  dealt  with  every  phase  of  the  question." 


In  addition  to  A.  T.  O's  own  deplorable  loss  by  fire  at  Cornell, 
the  Delta  Tau  Delta  house  at  Illinois  State  was  badly  damaged 
by  the  same  agency  on  December  27th,  and  that  of  Phi  Kappa  Psi 
at  Texas  State  was  also  much  damaged  on  January  24th ;  the  home 
of  the  Berzelius  Society  at  Yale,  suffered  to  the  extent  of  $10,000 
worth  on  January  31st,  and  at  Troy,  N.  Y.,  the  Theta  Xi  house 
was  badly  damaged  by  the  same  destroyer  on  January  21st. 


Cetenary  College  which  expired  at  Jackson,  La.,  about  a  year 
ago  is  to  reopen  at  Shreveport  the  coming  fall.  It  is  said  Kappa 
Alpha  was  the  last  fraternity  to  surrender  its  charter  at  the  old 
location  of  the  institution,  and  it  is  rumored  that  it  will  be  the 
first  to  enter  when  settled  in  the  new. 


Sigma  Chi  promises  a  new  directory  of  its  members,  to  be 
published  this  year.  The  price  will  be  $2.00,  and  the  size  is  to  be 
more  convenient  for  carrying  around  than  was  the  former  one. 
This  former  one,  it  may  be  stated,  was  a  very  neat  and  compact 
work,  seen  and  admired  by  the  writer. 


A  second  edition  has  appeared  of  The  Sorority  Handbook,  by  Mrs. 
Ida  Shaw  Martin.  The  new  volume,  containing  274  pages,  is  a  material 
improvement  over  the  earlier  edition  mentioned  last  year  and  in  addition 
to  bringing  up  to  date  the  information  about  sororities,  includes  as  new 
features  a  list  of  chapter  rolls  of  the  fraternities  for  men  and  a  half-tone 
illustration  of  the  badges  of  most  of  the  general  fraternities.  The  book 
seems  to  meet  the  demand  for  a  publication  primarily  for  sororities.  It 
is  published  by  Mrs.  Wm.  Holmes  Martin,  Bay  State  Road,  Canton,  Mass.- 
Sigma  Chi  Quarterly. 

The  Kappa  Sigma  Caduceus  says  that  a  third  edition  of  the 
above  has  appeared. 
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The  board  of  education  of  Minneapolis  has  adopted  a  rule  prohibiting 
high  school  fraternities.  The  faculty  of  one  of  the  schools  directed  a 
student,  who  had  joined  Lambda  Sigma  before  the  rule  was  adopted, 
to  resign  from  the  fraternity.  He  refused  and,  backed  by  his  parents 
and  all  the  high  school  fraternities,  sought  to  secure  a  temporary  injunc- 
tion restraining  the  board  from  expelling  him.  The  judge  would  not  grant 
the  injunction  and  the  board  was  directed  to  make  a  fair  investigation 
and  to  take  action. — S.  A.  E.  Record. 


A  war  of  extermination  on  the  part  of  the  Chicago  Board  of  Educa- 
tion has  been  declared  upon  the  fraternities  and  sororities  in  Chicago 
high  schools.  A  resolution  is  now  pending,  making  membership  in  such 
bodies  a  ground  of  expulsion  of  the  pupil  from  school.  Superintendent 
of  Schools  Cooley  is  scathing  in  his  denunciation  of  "frats"  in  the  high 
schools,  and  his  attitude,  taken  in  conjunction  with  that  of  the  president 
of  the  board,  is  believed  to  sound  the  death  knell  of  all  such  organiza- 
tions in  the  Chicago  schools. — Sigma  Chi  Quarterly. 


Gamma  Phi,  a  local  athletic  fraternity  that  has  been  established  here 
for  seven  years,  will  soon  branch  out  into  a  national  athletic  fraternity. 
The  organization  is  unique,  being  the  only  society  of  its  kind  in  the 
country.  April  18  a  chapter  will  be  installed  at  Ohio  Wesleyan  and  nego- 
tiations for  chapters  have  been  entered  into  with  the  universities  of 
Illinois  and  Michigan.  Brothers  Scott,  Manning  and  Gascoigne  have 
been  recently  initiated  into  Gamma  Phi. — Ohio  State  correspondence  in 
the  Scroll. 


Omega  Tau  Sigma  is  the  name  of  a  new  fraternity  organized  in  the 
spring  of  1906  among  the  students  in  the  department  of  Veterinary  medi- 
cine at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  The  badge  is  a  square  placed 
diagonally  inside  of  another  square.  The  Pennsylvania  chapter  is  called 
the  "A"  and  it  intends  to  become  a  regular  chaptered  professional  frater- 
nity. If  an  Alpha  only  followed  the  Omega,  the  Latin  initial  letters  of 
its  name  would  be  more  indicative  of  the  nature  of  the  fraternity — O.  A. 
T.  S. — Delta  Tau  Delta  Rainbow. 


Delta  Sigma  Phi  which  was  organized  in  1901  at  the  College  of  the 
City  of  New  York  on  the  basis  of  admitting  both  Jews  and  Christians, 
now  has  seven  chapters,  including  two  in  the  South — Washington  and 
Lee,  and  Texas.  Its  chapters  now  bear  Greek  instead  of  English  names. 
Its  magazine,  The  Carnation,  is  in  its  first  volume. — Phi  Gamma   Delta. 
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Anent  all  that  has  been  written  of  the  fraternity  situation 
in  South  Carolina,  the  Kappa  Alpha  Journal  for  December  has  a 
lengthy  article,  and  an  interesting  one,  upon  the  subject,  from 
which  the  following  is  taken : 

"At  the  present  time  college  fraternities  are  almost  completely  shut 
out  of  South  Carolina,  the  four  largest  colleges  and  two  of  the  smaller 
ones  being  entirely  closed  to  them  by  adverse  laws.  In  the  case  of  the 
State  institutions,  namely,  the  University  of  South  Carolina  ,Clemson 
College  and  the  South  Carolina  Military  Academy,  fraternities  are  excluded 
by  an  act  of  the  Legislature,  while  from  Wofford,  Furnan  and  other 
similar  church  institutions  they  are  excluded  by  resolutions  of  the  boards 
of  trustees. 

"While  in  other  States  the  fraternities  are  increasing  in  numbers, 
influence  and  importance,  in  South  Carolina  they  are  practically  extinct, 
and  nothing  but  heroic  effort  will  prevent  their  complete  banishment 
from  the  State. 

"The  fraternities  are  face  to  face  with  a  serious  condition.  Are  they 
able  to  meet  that  condition?  If  not,  the  end  of  the  college  fraternity  is 
in  sight. 

*  *  * 

"In  the  months  preceding  the  final  enactment  of  the  anti-fraternity 
laws,  if  the  fraternities  had  organized  and  worked  half  as  hard  and  persist- 
ently as  their  enemies  they  would  have  triumphed  easily  and  completely. 
If,  at  the  proper  time,  the  head  officers  of  the  various  fraternities  interested, 
or  of  even  one  of  them,  had  come  together  and  directed  the  campaigns 
the  anti-fraternity  sentiment  could  never  have  prevailed.  But  if  the 
fraternities  ever  took  any  notice,  official  or  otherwise,  of  the  troubles 
their  chapters  were  having,  it  has  entirely  escaped  the  attention  of  this 
writer.  Still  it  was  right  and  their  bounden  duty  to  furnish  aid  and 
counsel  to  their  threatened  chapters.  If  chapters  are  worth  establishing 
they  are  worth  fostering  and  protecting.  Not  to  contend  for  the  right 
of  existence  is  practically  to  deny  the  right  of  existence. 

"When  a  fraternity  finds  one  of  its  chapters  threatened  with  expul- 
sion from  a  college,  a  committee  of  able  and  experienced  alumni  should 
be  appointed  to  act  along  with  the  active  members  in  the  effort  to  prevent 
any  unfriendly  legislation.  Most  of  the  fraternities  now  have  funds 
upon  which  they  can  draw  to  defray  the  expenses  incident  to  such  a  con- 
test, and  whether  successful  or  not  the  money  would  be  well  spent." 

■+■ 
The  name  of  Kentucky  State  College  at  Lexington,  has  been 
changed  to  that  of  "State  University,"  and  that  of  Kentucky 
University  located  in  the  same  town  returns  to  its  former  name  of 
"Transylvania  University." 
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Southwestern  Baptist  University  at  Jackson,  Tennessee,  the 
home  of  Beta  Tau  chapter,  has  resumed  its  ante-bellium  name  of 
"Union  University."

The  S.  A.  E.  Record  says  :  "  Some  time  ago,  Captain  Hapgood, 
of  the  U.  S.  Coast  Artillery,  sent  out  letters  to  125  college  presi- 
dents, asking  for  the  names  of  graduates  willing  to  accept  a  second 
lieutenancy  at  $1,400  a  year  without  the  usual  four  years'  special 
course.  Not  a  single  application  was  received"  In  view  of  the 
recent  handsome  raises  allowed  by  Congress  to  both  the  Army  and 
Navy,  and  none  to  the  civil  service  force,  even  though  the  latter 
was  recommended  by  an  able  committee,  the  military  branches 
of  the  government  are  about  as  good  as  anything  going  these  days, 
and  the  college  presidents  mentioned  ought  to  be  able  to  furnish 
a  pretty  good  list  of  applicants  the  next  time  any  official  calls  for 
them.     However,  the  pay  may  be  good,  but ! 


Efforts  will  be  made  to  have  the  corporation  of  Queen's  University 
at  Kingston,  Ont.,  authorize  the  separation  of  the  university  from  the 
Presbyterian  Church  before  1908  ends.  Leading  men  of  the  university 
maintain  that  a  mistake  was  made  when  the  work  of  the  late  principal 
grant  toward  this  end  was  set  aside.  To  continue  present  church  rela- 
tionship, they  say,  would  eventually  cripple  the  university  financially. 
To  make  it  a  state  university  would  ensure  its  future.  One  reason  for 
desiring  immediate  action  is  to  get  Queen's  on  the  list  of  universities  to 
benefit  from  the  Carnegie  endowment  fund  for  superannuated  professors. 
— Phi  Delta  Theta  Scroll.  \ 


We  clip  the  following  from  the  Delta  Chi  Quarterly,  a  journal 
devoted  to  the  law  fraternity  of  that  name: 

"Supposing  it  to  be  a  kindly  suggestion,  the  following  paragraph 
from  the  A.  T.  O.  Palm  is  brought  to  your  attention: 

'  'Delta  Chi  (law)  is  struggling  with  a  proposition  to  exclude  general 
college  fraternity  men  from  its  membership.  The  1907  convention 
resolved  that  the  ideal  of  Delta  Chi  is  one  of  single  fraternity  membership. 
This  problem  will  sooner  or  latter  confront  every  professional  fraternity, 
and  most  thinking  general  fraternities  agree  that  a  policy  of  exclusion  by 
the  professional  will  benefit  the  general  fraternities.  But  whether  the 
rule  will  benefit  Delta  £hi  or  any  professional  fraternity  is  another  story.' 
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"Yes,  indeed,  quite  'another  story;'  most  truly  it  will  be  quite 
different  from  that  hinted  by  the  writer  of  the  above  from  his  partial 
angle  of  vision.  Evidently  some  fraternity-wise  people  do  not  realize 
the  dawning  of  the  age  of  the  professional  fraternity." 

Inasmuch  as  the  chief  complaint  of  the  Quarterly  writer  is  to 
the  "partial  angle  of  vision"  possessed  by  the  Palm  man,  it  might 
be  a  sufficient  answer  to  aver  that  the  writer  of  the  Palm  note  is  a 
member  not  only  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  but  likewise  of  Delta  Chi. 
Surely  membership  in  the  fraternity  represented  by  the  Quarterly 
will  release  the  editor  of  the  Palm  of  having  been  caught  with  a 
"partial  angle  of  vision"  on  his  person. 


"  'The  Shield'  not  only  has  the  largest  circulation  of  any  college 
fraternity  journal,  but  it  is  the  only  college  fraternity  journal  that  is  an 
annual  source  of  revenue  to  the  general  fraternity." 

The  above  is  taken  from  the  annual  report  of  the  National 
Secretary  of  Phi  Kappa  Psi.  It  requires  correction.  The  Palm 
is  an  annual  source  of  substantial  revenue  to  Alpha  Tau  Omega. 
In  fact,  the  Palm's  earnings  for  Alpha  Tau  Omega  during  1907, 
far  exceeded  those  made  for  Phi  Kappa  Psi  by  the  Shield  dur- 
ing the  period  of  the  above  report. 
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To  the  Class  of  1908. 

The  commencement  season  means  very  little  to  Alpha  Tau 
Omega.  If  it  means  anything  at  all  to  the  Fraternity,  it  signifies 
that  a  certain  small  percentage  of  her  membership  is  passing  from 
active  to  alumni  spheres  of  action,  accompanied  by  congratulation 
on  the  one  hand  and  by  sorrow  and  regret  on  the  other.  Of  course, 
Alpha  Tau  Omega,  too,  extends  its  sincere  congratulations  upon 
the  achievement  of  a  distinction  so  well  deserved;  but,  in  the 
larger  and  better  sense  the  Fraternity  is  neither  concerned  nor 
affected  by  the  transformation. 

The  change  is  purely  formal.  It  is  a  chan?^  of  status  alone. 
The  vows  assumed  at  initiation  are  not  released  by  commencement. 
In  spite  of  commencement  and  the  diffusion  of  men  to  the  four 
corners  of  the  world,  Alpha  Tau  Omega  still  demands  the  undi- 
luted devotion  of  its  members.  Graduation,  or  the  earlier  termi- 
nation of  a  college  course,  bring  to  the  right  kind  of  an  Alpha  Tau 
only  broader  and  wider  opportunities  to  do  service  for  the  Fra- 
ternity, and  so  far  from  being  released  from  his  freshman  vows  he 
is  indeed  now  enlisted  in  the  greater,  larger  work  due  to  the  Fra- 
ternity by  the  alumnus. 

Men  may  come  and  men  may  go,  but  Alpha  Tau  Omega  goes 
on  forever.  Her  demands  upon  those  who  have  been  privileged 
to  secure  her  bounty  are  not  satisfied  by  passing  four  years  of 
college  life  in  one  of  her  homes  or  by  zealously  battling  for  her  in 
the  classroom  and  the  athletic  field.  Indeed,  they  constitute  but  a 
preparation  for  the  larger  field  of  action ;  they  are  but  a  type  of  the 
greater  measure  of  devotion  exacted  when  adolescense  shall  have 
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been  replaced  by  matured  manhood,  when  the  opportunity  to  do 
small  things  is  replaced  by  the  opportunity  to  do  great  things. 

The  classes  that  have  come  and  gone  since  1865,  have  carried 
out  in  the  world  the  Epsilon  Pi-Pi  Epsilon  ideal.  Some  of  their 
members  have  adhered  to  it  most  religiously;  others  have  fallen  by 
the  wayside  and  become  a  deadweight  to  the  Fraternity  and  a 
living  lie  to  its  ideals.  But  wherever  men  have  adhered  to  it, 
wherever  they  have  given  to  the  Fraternity  and  its  principles 
the  homage  that  is  due  them,  they  have  not  only  succeeded  but 
have  made  the  world  better  by  their  lives. 

Men  who  have  not  tasted  the  living  waters  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
can  not  comprehend  these  sayings.  But  you,  you  of  the  Class  of 
1908,  have  enjoyed  her  privileges  and  know  her  purposes.  What 
say  you?  What  of  the  future?  Will  you  vindicate  the  hopes  and 
desires  of  your  Fraternity?  Will  you  accord  to  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
and  its  ideals  the  measure  of  love,  devotion  and  homage  com- 
manded by  her?

The  Post  Office  Ruling. 
The  spirit  and  intent,  if  not  the  words,  of  a  recent  ruling  of 
the  Post  Office  Department  requires  the  payment  of  subscriptions 
to  magazines  in  advance.  Hitherto,  the  Palm  has  been  sent  to 
a  subscriber  until  discontinued  by  his  order.  Hereafter,  the 
Palm  will  be  discontinued  at  the  expiration  of  the  period  for  which 
it  was  ordered  and  thereafter  copies  will  not  be  sent  unless  the 
subscription  has  been  expressly  renewed  and  paid.  We  ask  our 
subscribers  to  note  this  and  act  accordingly. 


Editorial  Vexations. 
The  Palm  files  conclusively  prove  that  history  repeats  itself. 
From  the  very  beginning  our  editors  have  complained  of  delays 
in  issuing  the  various  numbers.     In  one  or  two  instances  the 
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Palm  has  been  several  months  delayed  and  frequently  several 
weeks  have  elapsed  between  the  announced  and  the  actual  date 
of  publication.  Most  of  these  delays  were  laid  upon  the  shoulders 
of  the  tardy  chapter  correspondent.  Evidently  correspondents 
were  no  better  in  1880  than  they  now  are.  Occasionally,  a  special 
article  for  which  the  editor  was  compelled  to  wait  an  undue  length 
of  time  caused  a  belated  issue.  Then,  too,  editors  of  the  Palm 
have  been  notoriously  busy  men  and  were,  at  times,  unable  to 
render  the  time  and  attention  the  journal  demanded.  Very 
often  all  of  these  combined  to  delay  the  issue. 

The  present  management  has  experienced  no  great  change 
in  these  conditions.  Most  of  our  numbers  have  been  out  on  the 
date  of  publication ;  several  were  a  week  or  two  late :  one — the  last 
Congress  number — was  delayed  by  over  a  month.  But  then, 
the  files  show  that  no  Congress  Palm  ever  appeared  on  time. 

As  a  rule  Chapter  correspondents  are  more  prompt  than 
formerly.  The  imposition  of  the  fine  seems  to  have  had  a  chast- 
ening effect  though,  of  course,  there  are  still  a  respectable  number 
that  require  prodding  with  the  editorial  big  stick  before  the 
quarterly  letter  is  forthcoming.  If  we  request  letters  thirty  days 
before  the  date  of  issue  its  a  safe  wager  that  all  of  them  will  be  in 
our  hands  thirty  days  after  the  announced  date.  Sixty  days 
seems  to  be  about  the  time  required  to  write  a  chapter  letter !  If 
we  allow  that  many  days  some  brother  with  good  intentions — 
usually  himself  a  dilatory  correspondent — advises  us  that  the 
time  between  the  writing  and  the  publication  of  the  letter  is  too 
long — ergo,  stale  news.  Naturally,  the  editor  is  between  the 
seducer  of  Faustus  et.  al.  and  the  briny  deep. 

Usually,  contributions  of  special  articles  are  not  allowed  to 
hinder  us.  If  their  copy  is  not  in  hand  when  we  go  to  press  our 
inexhaustible  literary  cold-storage  is  gone  over  and  our  readers 
are  given  the  best  the  house  affords  at  that  particular  time. 
Sometimes,  in  order  to  fill  space  that  should  have  been  devoted 
to  expected  articles  we  write  more  than  our  usual  quota  of  edi- 
torials. Moral:  Many  editorials  indicate  a  vacuity  in  the 
literary  hamper. 

Then,  too,  the  editor  is  a  reasonably  busy  man.  His  law 
practice  is  growing  as  does  the  business  of  every  "rising  young 
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member  of  the  bar,"  a  la  the  newspapers.  Naturally,  there  are 
other  demands  upon  his  time. 

All  of  which  is  merely  preliminary  to  the  statement  of  the 
self-evident  fact  that  the  June  number  is  two  weeks  late.  All  of 
the  causes  enlarged  upon  above  conspired  to  make  it  so.  The 
chapter  letters  were  late  although  given  ample  time  in  which  to 
send  letters.  Some — blessed  are  they! — responded  promptly. 
Many  required  a  second  notice.  The  rest,  save  two,  compelled 
us  to  write  three,  four  and  even  five  messages  before  they  finally 
yielded  up  the  desired  message.  The  two  referred  to  preferred 
to  pay  the  fine.     So  be  it — we  need  the  money. 

Our  contributors  left  us  in  the  lurch  this  time.  The  Ravenel 
article  turned  up — after  being  summoned  by  wire — just  before 
the  last  whistle.  The  new  chapter  promised  us  an  article  on 
Iowa  State  College  but  our  repeated  requests  failed  to  produce 
the  goods.  We  are  rather  surprised,  too,  for  Iowa  Gamma  Upsilon 
has  done  so  well  in  all  else  that  it  is  rather  novel  to  have  her  fall 
down  in  this  respect. 

Our  own  absence  from  the  city  at  a  time  when  proof  was 
ready  for  us  delayed  the  issue  one  or  two  days. 

We  have  entitled  this  expose,  "Editorial  Vexations."  We 
desired  it  to  be  a  comprehensive  elucidation  of  the  many  cares 
that  makes  uneasy  the  head  that  wears  the  Palm  crown.  But 
to  do  so  would  require  a  volume  as  large  as  Price's  "Treatise  on 
Infinitesimal  Calculus"  and  pretty  nearly  as  interesting!  We 
reluctantly  abandon  the  project  only  remarking  that  the  above 
are  about  the  least  of  the  embarassing  features  that  detract  from 
the  many  pleasures  and  compensations  of  an  otherwise  pleasant 
official  position.  Some  other  day  we  shall  tell  the  story  of  chapter 
letter  editing,  of  reading  proofs  of  matter  that  banes  deciphering 
in  the  original,  of  collecting  Palm  taxes,  etc.,  etc. 

But  we  do  not  complain.  Anderson,  Glazebrook,  Baker, 
Ehle,  Simpson  and  the  others  passed  along  the  same  highway. 
Yet,  in  spite  of  them,  they  produced  volumes  that  now  speak 
eloquently  of  their  patience  and  determination.  And  the  next 
editor  must  encounter  the  same  state  of  affairs.

Don't  say,  "We  beg  to  introduce  Brother  Smith  to  the 
Fraternity  at  large."     He  needs  no  introduction. 

Don't  say,  "Smith  journeyed  across  the  burning  sands  of 
Malta  Land  and  is  now  a  full-fledged  wearer  of  the  glittering  pin 
of  old  Alpha  Tau  Omega."  If  you  say  "John  Smith  was  initiated 
on  June  1st"  the  Fraternity  will  know  what  you  mean. 

Don't  say  that  "Brother  Smith  resigned  from  the  Chapter." 
He  never  resigns.  He  may  leave,  die  or  be  expelled — but  he 
never  resigns. 

Don't  say  "Brother  So  and  So."  We  are  all  brothers — and 
Palm  space  is  valuable. 

Don't  say,  "Smith  is  captain  of  the  football  team."  Tell 
us  which  Smith.     Give  his  first  or  Christian  name  if  he  has  one. 

Don't  write,  "In  college  affairs  our  brothers  are  holding  the 
high  standard  that  has  always  characterized  Alpha  Tau  Omega." 
It  isn't  necessary.  The  Fraternity  knows  that — otherwise  your 
charter  would  have  been  withdrawn 

Don't  send  "best  wishes  to  sister  chapters."  Use  the  Western 
Union  service  if  you  must  do  it.  Nobody  ever  reads  it  in  the 
Palm. 

Don't  say,  "three  jolly  good  fellows  have  recently  ridden 
'Old  Billy.'  "  To  start  with  it  isn't  true.  Besides,  why  not  say 
"initiated." 

Don't  say,  "We  have  the  finest  chapter  in  the  institution." 
Somebody  may  deny  it.  If  you  must  say  it,  be  sure  your  Palm 
taxes  are  paid  in  full. 

Don't  say,  "on  the  16th,"  there  are  twelve  dates  of  that 
number  in  a  year. 

Don't  "extend  a  hearty  invitation  to  call."  Anyone  within 
hailing  distance  will  call  as  a  matter  of  course. 

Don't  let  the  editor  do  your  punctuating.  He's  a  little  shy 
on  English  Grammar  and  might  do  you  an  injustice. 
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Don't  compel  the  compositor  to  guess  at  your  proper  names. 
He  is  a  poor  guesser. 

Don't  use  the  Egyptian  system  of  chirography.  Use  a  type- 
writer if  you  can't  write  a  legible  hand. 

Don't  tell  us  what  a  grand  Fraternity  A.  T.  O.  is.  We  all 
know  it.     Besides,  it's  not  original. 

Finally,  don't  forget  to  tell  the  facts.  Be  enthusiastic — 
but  not  bombastic.  Tell  all  the  chapter  has  done  and  enjoyed. 
Tell  all  your  members  have  done  and  achieved.  But  leave  some- 
thing for  the  reader's  imagination.  If  you  present  the  facts  he 
can  pass  judgment  upon  your  standing. 


"In  Memoriam." 

Several  letters  intimate  that  our  obituary  department  con- 
sumes too  much  space.  Though  we  realize  the  justice  of  the 
criticism  we  are  not  sure  that  it  would  be  wise  to  cut  down  the 
department  to  a  mere  mention  of  the  names  of  the  dead,  as  sug- 
gested by  one  of  our  correspondents. 

We  have  already  excluded  all  photographs.  We  propose, 
hereafter,  to  exclude  memorial  resolutions  save,  of  course,  in 
exceptional  cases. 

But  we  can  not  consent  to  the  exclusion  of  biographical 
sketches  entirely.  Frequently  the  Palm  and  the  Fraternity  does 
not  learn  of  the  greatness  of  her  alumni  until  they  have  passed 
away.  It  would  be  unwise  to  deprive  ourselves  of  the  lessons 
of  their  lives  by  a  rigid  adherence  to  a  rule  of  exclusion.  Often 
the  details  of  a  man's  career  are  unavailable  until  the  newspapers 
publish  his  death  notice.  It  will  not  do  if  we  fail  to  record  his 
achievements  in  the  Palm  simply  because  he  is  not  longer  among 
the  living.  The  heritage  of  the  dead  are  ofttimes  the  most  precious 
assets  of  the  living. 

In  obedience,  then,  to  the  suggestions  aforementioned  and 
to  satisfy  other  insistent  claims  for  space,  resolutions  and  pho- 
tographs will  be  omitted.  Biographical  sketches  and  obituary 
notices  will  continue  to  be  published. 
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"Country  High  School"  Chapters. 

In  a  recent  number  of  the  Palm  we  suggested  that  Alpha  Tau 
Omega,  Kappa  Alpha  and  Sigma  Nu  might  be  called  the  Lexington 
Triad  in  the  same  way  that  other  societies  are  grouped  as  the 
"Union"  and  the  "Miami"  Triads.  We  also  called  attention  to 
the  fact  that  the  Lexington  fraternities  aggregate  one  hundred 
and  sixty-four  chapters  while  the  combined  strength  of  the  union 
societies  is  only  twenty-six. 

A  writer  in  Phi  Gamma  Delta  now  proposes  a  "Jefferson 
Triad,"  consisting  of  the  fraternities  founded  at  Jefferson  College, 
Pennsylvania.  Speaking  of  the  Union  Triad  he  uses  these  words, 
"Not  one  of  the  Union  Triad  needs  to  apologize  because  of  a 
chapter  in  a  country  high  school." 

The  fact  is  that  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  Kappa  Alpha  and  Sigma 
Nu  have,  in  the  past,  established  chapters  at  the  smaller  and  lower 
institutions  of  learning.  They  entered  military  institutes,  acad- 
emies, colleges  of  low  rank  in  the  educational  world  and  even 
"country  high  schools,"  whatever  this  class  may  be  taken  to 
include. 

But  the  Lexington  fraternities  were  not  the  only  offenders 
against  the  Phi  Gamma  Delta  dictum.  Most  of  the  southern 
societies  have  been  guilty  of  like  acts.  Kappa  Sigma,  Sigma 
Alpha  Epsilon  and  Delta  Tau  Delta  must  share  the  odium,  if 
any  there  be.  We  are  not  entirely  certain  that  some  of  our 
eastern  and  western  neighbors  should  not  likewise  be  included. 

However,  we  have  not  understood  that  any  of  the  Lexington 
group  apologized  for  any  of  its  chapters.  We  are  not  qualified 
to  speak  for  Kappa  Alpha  or  Sigma  Nu,  but  we  are  able  to  express 
the  sentiments  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  and  speaking  for  her  we  have 
no  hesitancy  in  saying  that  she  is  absolutely  satisfied  with  every 
step  she  has  ever  taken  in  granting  charters. 

This  is  not  the  attitude  of  the  smug  and  complacent  that 
fails  to  realize  or  refuses  to  acknowledge  a  mistake.  On  the  other 
hand  so  far  from  apologizing,  Alpha  Tau  Omega  would  be  under- 
stood as  pointing  with  pride  to  all  of  its  chapters,  the  living  and 
the  dead,  including  even  those  established  at  "country  high 
schools." 
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We  do  not  expect  that  Phi  Gamma  Delta  will  be  able  to  com- 
prehend this  attitude.  To  us  it  is  perfectly  patent.  A  society 
that  regards  men  and  not  antecedents,  that  seeks  men  not  schools, 
that  would  bind  men  to  men  not  schools  to  schools,  that  looks 
beyond  the  institution  to  its  manhood,  need  not  so  seriously  con- 
template the  character  of  the  institutions  from  whence  it  derives 
its  men.  Alpha  Tau  Omega  believes  that  a  man  is  worthy  of 
her  confidence  even  though  he  attends  a  country  high  school 
instead  of  being  nurtured  at  Centre  or  Howard  or  Baker  or  Thiel 
or  Racine. 

Then,  too,  the  men  secured  to  Alpha  Tau  Omega  from  her 
"high  school  chapters" — and  in  that  term  we  include  all  of  her 
chapters  established  at  the  smaller  institutions — have  been  such 
that  she  could  not  well  be  called  upon  to  apologize  for  them.  We 
know  nothing  about  the  experience  of  other  fraternities,  but  we 
do  know  that  Alpha  Tau  Omega  has  secured  some  of  her  most 
devoted  votaries  from  the  small  college,  yea  even  from  the  country 
high  school.  For  example — and  space  permits  the  citation  of 
but  one  example — Bingham's  School  gave  us  "Dave"  White, 
erstwhile  Worthy  Grand  Scribe,  member  of  High  Council,  Frater- 
nity Architect,  than  whom  there  is  none  more  worthy  of  the  Maltese 
Cross;  Hugh  Martin,  member  of  the  High  Council,  ex-Fraternity 
Architect;  and  Robert  W.  Bingham,  formerly  a  Province  Chief, 
orator  at  the  Birmingham  Congress,  Mayor  of  Louisville.  Indeed, 
the  roll  of  North  Carolina  Alpha  Eta  is  filled  with  the  names  of 
men  in  whom  any  fraternity  might  take  reasonable  pride. 

No,  we  do  not  apologize.  We  glorify  in  such  "mistakes." 
An  understanding  of  our  ideals  would  force  the  conviction  that 
college  men,  if  worthy  personally,  are  acceptable  to  Alpha  Tau 
Omega,  no  matter  from  whence  they  hail.  As  far  as  Alpha  Tau 
Omega  is  concerned,  the  Phi  Gamma  Delta  article  must  be  revised. 


College  Politics. 

Several  months  ago  we  advised  our  chapters  to  refrain  from 

meddling    with    college    politics.     Thereafter,    we    requested    an 

expression  of  opinion  from  the  chapters  concerning  their  attitude 

and  invariably  we  were  informed  that  while  our  theory  was  correct 
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local  conditions  made  it  inadvisable  as  a  matter  of  practice.  In 
other  words  our  chapters  are  still  compelled  to  seek  the  honors 
it  would  enjoy.  They  must,  perforce,  seek  them  because  the 
chapters  of  other  fraternities  with  which  they  compete  are  like- 
wise engaged  in  this  rush  for  distinction.  They  combine 
with  other  fraternities  to  worst  another  combination;  they  form 
cliques  to  oust  another  clique ;  they  stoop  to  the  pettiness  of  the 
ward  henchmen  to  annihilate  another  set.  Usually,  this  results 
in  naught  but  discomfiture  to  the  alien.  The  alien  is  free  to  cast 
his  vote  for  one  of  the  opposing  factions  but  is  rarely  free  to  cast  it 
for  one  of  his  own  number.  For  when  the  "barbs"  unite,  the  fra- 
ternities likewise  make  common  cause  and  overwhelm  him. 

In  this  connection  an  editorial  from  the  Beta  Theta  Pi  is  of 
interest. 

"It  must  be  conceded  that  the  fraternities  have  not  improved  in 
these  thirteen  years.  They  have  not  become  more  liberal.  On  the  con- 
trary they  have  become  more  narrow.  This  is  not  because  the  principles 
governing  them  have  changed  but  because  to  some  extent  their  environ- 
ment has  changed.  The  large  majority  of  the  fraternity  men  are  now  in 
chapter  houses.  The  constant  association  together  has  intensified  chapter 
loyalty  at  the  expense  of  college  loyalty  and  at  times  even  of  fraternity 
loyalty.  It  has  caused  the  self  satisfaction  of  selection  to  be  rather  more 
apparent  to  the  unselected  than  the  latter  find  to  be  pleasant. 

"Another  thing  has  occured;  chapter  house  association  has  demanded 
a  standard  of  congenial  manners  and  a  uniformity  of  wealthy  prosperity. 
Let  us  explain:  We  do  not  by  "congenial  manners"  mean  "good"  man- 
ners. There  is  one  chapter  we  have  in  mind  in  which  all  the  men  have 
bad  manners,  but  they  are  thoroughly  congenial.  A  man  having  a 
different  standard  of  the  proprieties  would  be  thoroughly  out  of  place, 
he  would  not  feel  at  home  and  in  the  reasonable  course  of  events,  he  would 
never  receive  a  tender  of  membership  into  that  crowd. 

"The  chapter  house  calls  for  more  expensive  living,  for  fine  furniture, 
bric-a-brac,  costly  appointments,  for  increased  social  opportunity.  This 
means  that  the  man  who  can  not  put  up  his  share  without  hardship  and 
without  delay  is  not  wanted.  It  excludes  automatically  in  many  cases  the 
lad  of  small  means,  the  earnest  student  who  is  working  his  way.  It  makes 
desirable  the  lad  with  plenty  of  money,  the  lad  who  is  sent  to  college 
rather  than  the  lad  who  had  to  make  an  effort  to  go.  It  is  filling  the 
chapters  of  every  fraternity  with  men  who  are  socially  pleasant,  courteous, 
well  bred  and  delightful  companions  on  an  idle  day  but  who  lack  the 
uncontrollable  impulse  to  learn  which  animated  so  many  of  the  men  years 
ago. 
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"Narrowness,  the  selection  of  men  who  are  not  animated  by  the 
highest  motives,  develops  the  partisan  who  votes  for  an  unworthy, 
incompetent  fraternity  associate  rather  than  a  worthy  competent  out- 
sider. Class  feeling  has  arisen  and  the  opposition  to  the  fraternities  is 
but  a  manifestation  of  such  sentiment. 

"The  opposition  to  the  fraternities  is  based  on  this  class  feeling.  We 
were  urged  to  appear  before  the  legislature  of  South  Carolina  and  present 
to  that  body  the  good  points  of  the  fraternities.  Our  answer  was  that 
the  good  points  of  the  fraternities  were  numerous  and  would  merit  the 
approbation  of  all,  but  that  their  practices  were  not  so  worthy,  and  we 
asked  how  we  could  meet  the  perfectly  truthful  statement  that  in  more 
than  one  college  the  fraternity  men  met  and  parcelled  out  among  them- 
selves all  the  desirable  offices  and  voted  for  them  solidly  and  thus  secured 
them  to  the  exclusion  of  many  deserving  men  outside  of  their  ranks.  A 
man  who  knows  that  he  is  entitled  to  be  football  captain  and  who  yet 
has  not  had  enough  money  to  be  invited  to  join  a  fraternity,  does  not 
soon  get  over  the  hurt  he  feels  when  a  fraternity  man  less  competent  than 
himself  is  selected  to  the  coveted  position  by  an  obvious  combination  of 
votes. 

"Beta  Theta  Pi  has  always  stood  publicly  for  a  square  deal  in  college 
life.  In  1879,  its  convention  passed  a  resolution  denouncing  such  political 
combinations,  forbidding  its  members  and  chapters  to  take  part  in  them 
and  seeking  the  help  of  other  fraternities  to  remedy  what  was  then  a 
notorious  evil  but  which  since  that  time  has  become  worse. 

"The  college  politician  does  not  exist  because  of  the  fraternity.  He 
is  equally  in  evidence  at  Harvard  and  Princeton  where  the  fraternities 
practically  do  not  exist  as  he  is  in  the  fraternity  colleges.  But  he  takes 
advantage  of  the  loyalty  of  fraternity  men  to  foster  his  own  ends. 

"We  expect  a  chorus  of  denial  from  our  readers  concerning  this 
matter.      But  what  we  have  said  is  true.      What  shall  we  do  to  remedy  it? 

"It  is  but  a  phase  of  a  larger  problem.  The  fraternity  men  must 
be  guided,  controlled  and  governed  if  you  please  by  their  alumni  since 
the  chapter  house  system  has  destroyed  the  old  college  scheme  of  dor- 
mitory and  faculty  control.  The  alumni  must  organize  their  chapters. 
They  must  see  to  it  that  a  simpler  scale  of  living  is  adopted,  that  a  more 
democratic  spirit  is  instilled,  that  fraternity  loyalty  is  subordinated  to 
college  loyalty  in  college  affairs.  This  is  no  easy  thing  to  do.  It  is  a  very 
difficult  thing  to  do  and  yet  if  it  is  not  done  the  fate  of  the  college  frater- 
nity is  fairly  certain." 

It  will  not  do  to  retort  that  Mr.  Baird  is  a  self-constituted 
critic  of  the  fraternity  world,  as  some  journals  have  in  the  past 
said  by  way  of  answer.  Mr.  Baird  is  indeed  a  critic  but  his  years 
of  service  to  the  Greek  letter  cause  have  given  him  the  right  to 
speak  as  one  having  authority.     The  younger  generation  of  Greek 
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editors  may  rail  at  Mr.  Baird,  if  thev  will,  but  his  solemn  admoni- 
tion in  this  instance  will  be  disregarded  at  the  peril  of  the  Greek 
letter  society  system. 

It  seems  that  a  solution  of  the  problem  would  consist  in  an 
agreement  between  the  national  bodies  of  all  fraternities  to  refrain 
from  the  evils  so  well  pointed  out  by  Mr.  Baird.  Speaking  for 
Alpha  Tau  Omega  we  shall  welcome  any  effort  along  this  line. 
Alpha  Tau  Omega  is  unalterably  opposed  to  consolidation,  to 
Pan-Hellenism  and  to  any  movement,  however  called,  that  tends 
to  deprive  it  of  its  freedom  of  action,  but  it  is  not  opposed  to  any 
project  that  will  save  the  whole  Greek  family  from  disrepute.

His  numerous  letters  to  the  active  chapters,  his 
various  letters  to  the  Paem,  his  addresses  at  the  many  and 
diverse  meetings  and  conclaves  of  the  fraternity  bear  witness 
to  his  great  and  ardent  interest  in  the  intellectual  welfare  of 
the  Alpha  Tau  student.  Not  content  with  all  this — not  content 
with  merely  urging  men  to  their  books — he  has,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  High  Council,  established  an  honor  system 
within  the  fraternity,  a  system  whereby  the  studious  may  be 
r  warded  and  the  indolent  spurred  tp  better  work. 

On  April  1,  1907,  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief  announced  that 
certificates  of  honor  would  be  issued  to  brothers  who  attained  a 
distinguished  position  in  intellectual  pursuits.  The  certificates 
were  to  be  limited  to  seniors  and  to  be  granted  only  to  those  then 
in  college.  The  basis  of  the  award  is  meritorious  work  in  studies, 
debates,  oratory,  etc.  The  certificate  is  issued  by  the  Worthy 
Grand  Chief,  after  he  and  the  members  of  the  High  Council,  have 
been  satisfied  by  the  report  and  the  representations  of  the  Worthy 
Master  of  the  local  chapter  than  the  honor  should  be  awarded.

The  Honor  Men. 
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Since  the  inauguration  of  this  plan,  fifteen  Alpha  Taus 
have  secured  the  coveted  certificate.  Their  names  and  their 
chapters  are  listed  elsewhere  in  this  issue.  The  present  article 
will  endeavor  to  set  forth  some  information  concerning  the 
recipients.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  some  of  them  failed  to 
respond  to  our  requests  for  data  and  that  others  could  not  be 
reached  during  the  summer  vacation  because  several  chapter 
correspondents  failed  to  supply  the  addresses  of  all  members 
during  the  summer  as  requested  by  this  office.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  in  the  future  we  shall  be  able  to  present  all  the  photographs 
of  the  honored  men. 

Lyman  F.  CopELAND  was  born  in  Buckton,  Mass.  He  received 
his  early  education  in  the  public  schools,  graduating  from 
Buckton  High  School  in  1903.  He  entered  Worcester 
Polytechnic  Institute  in  1904,  selecting  the  course  of  civil 
engineering ;  later  became  a  member  of  Massachusetts  Gam- 
ma Sigma.  He  graduated  in  1908  and  elected  to  the  honorary 
society  of  Sigma  Xi. 

Sidney  Wood  Farnsworth  was  born  in  Lancaster,  Mass., 
October  23,  1886.  He  attended  the  public  schools  of  Lan- 
caster; entering  Worcester  Polytechnic  Institute  in  1902. 
He  graduated  in  1906,  having  been  granted  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Science.  He  returned  to  college  becoming  an  as- 
sistant professor  besides  taking  post-graduate  work.  He  was 
granted  the  degree  of  electrical  engineer  in  1908.  During 
his  entire  college  career  he  was  a  member  of  Massachusetts 
Gamma  Sigma.  The  certificate  of  honor  was  granted  to 
him  upon  his  election  to  the  society  of  Sigma  Xi. 

Raymond  Royce  Hitchcock  was  born  in  Lake  Mills,  Wis. 
In  his  early  boyhood  he  moved  to  St.  Cloud,  attending  the 
public  schools  and  graduating  from  the  high  school  and  the 
State  Normal  School.  He  taught  school  for  a  period  of 
six  years,  after  which  he  entered  the  University  of  Wisconsin 
in  1903.  He  became  a  member  of  Wisconsin  Gamma  Tau. 
At  the  beginning  of  his  senior  year  he  was  appointed  instructor 
in  mathematics.     In  the  spring  of   1907   he  was  elected  a

a  position  as  instructor  in  Northwestern  University,  Evanston, 
111.,  and  is  now  holding  that  chair. 

Chas.  A.  Jaqua  received  his  early  education  in  Indianapolis, 
graduating  from  the  high  school  in  1904.  In  the  fall  of  the 
same  year  he  entered  Purdue  University,  selecting  electrical 
engineering.  In  his  sophomore  year  he  was  initiated  into 
Indiana  Gamma  Omicron.  He  became  a  member  of  the 
honorary  society,  Tau  Beta  Pi,  of  high  scholarship.  Gradu- 
ating in  1908  he  received  the  degree  of  B.  S. 

Edgar  Eugene  Robinson  was  born  at  Oconomowoc,  Wis., 
on  April  5,  1887.  Entering  the  University  of  Wisconsin, 
selecting  a  course  in  Letters  and  Science.  Mr.  Robinson 
immediately  became  prominent  as  a  debater,  winning  many 
oratorical  contests  between  societies  and  he  also  was  inter 
collegiate  orator  for  Wisconsin.  Mr.  Robinson  has  the 
distinction  of  holding  certificates  of  honor,  as  a  member  of 
Phi  Kappa  Beta,  as  an  intercollegiate  debater  and  as  inter- 
collegiate orator  for  Wiconsin.  Besides  being  an  excellent 
orator,  he  was  also  a  member  of  many  other  organizations. 
He  has  been  appointed  assistant  instructor  in  American  His- 
tory at  the  University  of  Wisconsin  for  the  coming  year 
and  editor-in-chief  of  the  Wisconsin  Spectator. 

Juuus  O.  Roehl,  a  graduate  of  East  Division,  Milwaukee, entered 
the  University  of  Wisconsin  with  good  prospects  for  an 
excellent  future.  While  at  high  school  he  was  editor  of 
the  high  school  monthly  for  a  period  of  three  years.  At 
the  university  he  has  held  many  important  offices ;  manager 
of  the  'varsity  football  team,  assistant  editor  of  their  daily, 
and  also  secured  first  place  in  an  open  oratorical  contest. 
At  present  he  is-  business  manager  of  the  Daily  Cardinal, 
the  official  paper  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin.  He  is  a 
holder  of  an  A.  B.  degree  from  the  university  in  the  Letters 
and  Science  department,  and  is  working  for  an  LL.  B.  The 
certificate  of  honor  was  granted  to  him  last  year  upon  his 
election  to  Phi  Beta  Kappa. 
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Ralph  H.  Schatz  was  born  at  Spring  Valley  in  1887.  Moving 
to  Allentown,  Pa.,  in  his  fifth  year,  he  attended  the  public 
schools  and  graduated  from  the  high  school  in  1 904  with  first 
honor,  being  the  valedictorian.  He  entered  Muhlenberg  College 
in  the  fall  of  1904,  being  immediately  initiated  into  Pa.  Alpha 
Iota.  During  his  freshman  and  sophomore  years  he  played 
on  the  class  football  team.  During  his  junior  year 
he  won  distinction  as  an  orator  and  dramatist.  In  his 
senior  year  he  represented  Muhlenberg  College  in  the  Inter- 
collegiate oratorical  contest,  at  Franklin  and  Marshall  College. 
He  also  was  the  leading  man  in  the  English-French  classic — 
Don  Caesar  De  Bazan,  besides  being  assistant  manager. 
Mr.  Schatz  graduated  in  June  with  first  honor  being  the 
valedictorian  of  the  class,  and  receiving  the  Amos  Ettinger 
honor  medal.  His  certificate  was  granted  for  excellent 
scholarship.  He  will  continue  his  studies  at  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania,  law  department. 

Guy  B.  Sm alley  was  born  in  Hickory  Valley,  Tenn.,  on  January 
8,  1880.  Spending  his  youth  on  the  farm  he  entered  the 
Southwestern  Baptist  University,  now  Union  University. 
During  his  first  year  he  won  a  medal  for  the  best  improve- 
ment in  society  work.  Throughout  his  collegiate  career 
he  won  prizes  and  medals  for  the  best  oratorical  work.  He 
also  represented  his  university  in  the  State  Oratorical  Contest. 
Graduating  in  June,  1907,  he  won  a  diamond  medal  for  the 
best  oration.  He  is  now  a  student  at  the  Baptist  Theo- 
logical Seminary.  He  secured  his  certificate  for  high  scholar- 
ship. 

G.  P.  Torrknck,  born  in  Connecticut,  has  been  most  of  his  life 
in  Ohio  and  Indiana.  He  entered  Purdue  in  1904,  and  was 
graduated  in  1908.  Torrence  was  one  of  the  first  Purdue 
A.  T.  O's.  He  was  awarded  the  certificate  of  honor  by 
reason  of  his  election  to  Tau  Beta  Pi.

II. 

Kappa   Alpha. 

With  the  establishment  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  at  Washington 
College,  the  greater  activity  in  the  local  Greek  world  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  campus  of  this  college.  As  was  said  before,  Phi 
Kappa  Psi  was  established  here  in  1855  and  Beta  Theta  Pi  the 
following  year  and  these  lead  an  even  existence  until  the  advent 
of  the  newer  fraternities.  In  December  of  1865  a  local  order  was 
founded  among  some  of  the  students,  which  afterwards  became 
Kappa  Alpha.  That  order  had  a  checkered  and  most  interesting 
career  for  the  first  few  years.  Mr.  S.  Z.  Ammen,  who  is  usually 
called  the  founder  of  Kappa  Alpha,  says  that  there  were  at  the 
time  of  the  founding  of  his  fraternity  five  others  at  Washington 
College,  but  he  fails  to  state  in  his  account  what  fraternities 
these  were.  I  am  inclined  to  believe  that  he  counted  into  this 
number  those  fraternities  that  entered  the  college  during  the 
formation  period  of  his  own  fraternity. 

In  1866  Sigma  Chi  was  established  here,  and  in  1867  Sigma 
Alpha  Epsilon  and  Delta  Kappa  Kpsilon,  in  1868  Phi  Gamma 
Delta,  and  in  1869  Delta  Psi  and  Theta  Delta  Chi  established 
chapters.  By  1888  four  of  these  chapters  died,  but  nevertheless 
we  can  readily  see  what  activity  ensued,  and  with  the  obstacles 
the  newest  of  them,  Kappa  Alpha,  had  to  contend.  Alpha  Tau 
Omega  did  have  the  parent  chapter  to  rely  upon,  and  as  has  been 
told  before,  it  was  a  great  asset  to  this  chapter  of  that  fraternity, 
but  Kappa  Alpha  had  many  obstacles  thrown  in  its  way.  Now 
as  the  history  of  Kappa  Alpha  proper  starts  with  the  following 
year,  it  can  be  seen  by  the  above  that  it  really  did  have  the 
opposition  of  about  five  fraternities,  and  before  it  was  a  year 
old  had  the  ill-will  of  more. 

[*  These  are  the  second  and  third  of  a  series  of  three  articles  about 
the  Lexington  group.] 
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The  fraternity  was  founded  on  the  21st  of  December,  1865, 
by  James  Ward  Wood,  William  Nelson  Scott,  Stanhope  McClel- 
land Scott  and  William  A.  Walsh.  It  is  recorded  that  the  first 
meeting  was  held  in  what  was  known  as  the  South  Dormitory,  a 
building  that  has  since  been  replaced  by  Newcomb  Hall.  A 
ritual  was  then  drafted  by  Wood  and  adopted. 

Mr.  Ammen's  account  of  the  founding  reads  as  follows: 
"The  appearance  of  a  new  fraternity  produced  a  commotion  in 
the  college  world.  The  number  of  students  was  about  146,  and 
there  were  already  five  fraternities.  The  new  competitor  was 
accordingly  by  no  means  welcome,  but  encountered  bitter  oppo- 
sition which  continued  for  several  years.  It  was  waited  upon  by 
a  committee  and  urged  to  abandon  a  hopeless  undertaking.  But 
Wood  persisted  in  his  enterprise,  and  before  the  end  of  the  session 
R.  N.  Gillespie,  Wm.  Saville,  T.  J.  Hanson  and  S.  L.  Kirkpatrick 
were  added  to  the  roll."  The  badge  was  designed  by  Wood, 
and  was  in  its  general  conception  what  it  is  at  the  present  day. 

It  was  in  the  second  year,  though,  that  one  would  say  the 
fraternity  was  really  founded.  Then  S.  Z.  Ammen  entered 
college;  along  with  six  other  new  men  he  has  initiated  into  the 
order.  Five  of  them  proved  disloyal  and  when  they  suggested 
resigning  from  the  fraternity  they  were  saved  that  trouble  by 
being  immediately  expelled.  That  was  a  great  blow  to  the 
fraternity  and  would  have  proved  a  great  discouragement  to 
even  an  older  organization.  Ammen  came  to  the  rescue,  though, 
and  by  his  hard  work  the  present  ritual  and  organization  gradually 
grew  and  made  one  of  the  larger  fraternities  of  the  day.  The 
indominable  courage  and  manly  vigor  that  characterized  the 
work  of  Ammen  is  a  point  of  admiration  for  the  fraternity.  At 
present  he  is  connected  with  the  Baltimore  Sun;  and  though  I 
have  not  had  the  honor  of  meeting  him  personally,  I  have  been 
informed  sufficiently  of  his  work  to  make  me  admire  him  and 
believe  that  he  would  be  an  adornment  to  the  annals  of  any 
fraternity.  I  believe  that  it  must  have  been  the  spirit  of  the 
conquerer  that  prompted  him  in  his  undertaking. 

Many  have  thought  that  Kappa  Alpha  was  patterned  after 
an  old  organization  that  had  been  in  existence  in  the  South  many 
years   ago,   but   the  founders   deny  all   claim   of  this.     Ammen 
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declares  that  it  was  a  growth  and  that  the  strength  of  it  all  rests 
in  the  fact  that  parts  of  the  ritual  and  organization  were  devised 
as  the  necessity  for  them  presented  itself  to  the  members.  This 
evolution  began  in  1866,  just  after  the  expulsion  of  the  unfaithful 
ones,  and  was  not  completed  until  the  fall  of  1868.  By  that  date 
everything  was  in  manuscript,  but  in  1870  the  ritual  and  consti- 
tution was  printed,  and  from  that  time  the  fraternity  was  a  com- 
plete organization.  But  strange  as  it  may  seem  at  that  date, 
the  parent  chapter  became  inactive,  after  it  had  done  most  of 
the  work,  and  I  should  say  the  hardest  part  toward  launching 
the  new  order.  In  1875  it  was  re-established,  and  a  charter  was 
issued  to  J.  T.  Akers,  T.  P.  Calbreath,  W.  F.  Cosner,  H.  M.  Syden- 
stricker  and  W.  P.  McCorkle.  It  again  became  inactive  in  1878 
and  remained  so  until  October  26,  1885,  when  it  was  revived  by 
W.  G.  Hatchett  (Eta),  with  the  aid  of  the  Beta  chapter  at  the 
Virginia  Military  Institute. 

The  most  notable  point  about  the  history  of  Kappa  Alpha 
was  the  work  which  Ammen  did  for  it.  The  re-organization  and 
the  planting  of  it  on  a  firm  foundation  is  attributed  to  his  labors. 
He  soon  recognized  that  to  make  the  order  more  impressive  it 
should  have  a  more  elaborate  ritual  and  initiation  ceremonies 
and  that  the  secret  should  be  something  worthy  enough  to  keep 
and  that  the  whole  purpose  should  have  a  grand  motif  on  which 
to  be  based.  He  therefore  chose  the  incident  of  its  birth  and 
made  it  all  Southern  in  spirit,  that  the  members  should  "cherish 
the  Southern  ideal  of  character — that  of  the  chivalrous  warriors 
of  Christ,  the  Knight  who  loves  God  and  the  country,  honors 
and  protects  pure  womanhood,  practices  courtesy  and  magnani- 
mity of  spirit  and  prefers  self-respect  to  ill-gotten  wealth."  That 
we  are  told  is  the  spirit  that  dominates  the  new  ritual ;  and  as 
Wood,  Wm.  N.  Scott,  McCorkle  and  Ammen  had  all  been  Con- 
federate soldiers  it  was  only  natural  that  the  order  should  be 
semi-military. 

In  March,  1868,  a  Beta  chapter  was  established  at  the  neigh- 
boring institution,  the  Virginia  Military  Institute,  which  marked 
the  beginning  of  the  expansion  of  the  fraternity  throughout  the 
South.  When  the  first  Convention  was  held  in  Richmond,  Va., 
in  1870,  seven  chapters  had  been  established.     The  Convention 
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of  1878  authorized  the  publication  of  the  Journal,  the  first  volume 
of  which  was  issued  the  following  year.  The  publication  of 
this  was  not  continuous,  however,  until  the  year  1883,  when 
Hamer  was  made  editor-in-chief.  The  Journal  has  issued  from 
two  to  nine  times  during  the  year,  the  number  of  issues  now  being 
about  five  per  annum.  The  fraternity  has  issued  five  General 
Catalogues  and  in  conjunction  with  this  has  issued  an  annual 
catalogue  since  1892.  Another  remarkable  thing  in  the  organ- 
ization of  the  fraternity  is  the  Council  of  Honor.  "Only  those 
who  have  performed  labors  that  have  conduced  materially  to 
the  Order's  advancement — members  who  have  originated  some- 
thing— were  intended  to  be  admitted  to  the  Council,  but  from 
the  first  this  original  purpose  has  been  but  indistinctly  appre- 
hended by  Conventions,  with  the  result  that  the  mere  holding  of 
a  'General'  office  has  at  times  been  accounted  by  uniformed  dele- 
gates as  adequate  qualification." 

A  writer  in  a  late  issue  of  the  Journal  said:  "Ammen  went  to 
the  Virginia  Military  Institute  and  founded  Beta  chapter,  Collins 
went  to  the  University  of  Georgia  and  founded  Gamma  chapter, 
and  Rogers  went  to  Wofford  College,  in  South  Carolina,  and 
founded  Delta  chapter.  The  founding  of  these  three  chapters 
by  three  of  Alpha's  men  did  more  to  save  and  perpetuate  the 
fraternity  than  anything  else  that  has  happened  in  its  forty-one 
years  of  existence."  It  is  almost  needless  to  attempt  to  trace 
the  extension  from  this  point  as  by  now  it  has  spread  all  over 
the  South  and  entered  nearly  every  institution  there  that  is 
worthy  of  supporting  a  college  fraternity,  but  up  to  this  day  it 
has  not  left  those  fields.  I  hardly  think  that  the  cause  of  this 
is  from  the  fact  the  spirit  of  the  fraternity  is  unacceptable  to 
Northern  conditions,  but  from  the  fact  that  the  members  wish 
to  retain  the  organization,  that  has  meant  so  much  to  them, 
among  their  own  kindred. 

Sigma  Nu. 
Recurring  now  to  the  period  of  the  early  history  of  the  frater- 
nities, we  see  recorded  the  establishment  of  Kappa  Alpha  at  the 
Virginia  Military  Institute  in  1868;  the  following  year  Beta  Theta 
Pi  was  also  established  here  and  in  that  very  same  year  Sigma 
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Nu  was  first  mentioned.  One  of  the  most  delicate  compliments 
is  paid  the  parent  chapter  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  in  the  statement, 
that  has  been  so  often  made,  that  a  number  of  the  younger  men 
in  the  cadet  body  resented  the  supremacy  of  the  "Black  Feet," 
as  the  Alpha  Taus  were  then  called,  and  they  formed  a  rival 
society  and  called  themselves  '  'White  Feet. ' '  This  was  on  January 
1,  1869. 

The  leader  in  this  movement  was  James  F.  Hopkins,  who 
was  aided  by  a  number  of  his  associates  as  follows:  J.  W.  Hopson, 
Greenfield  Quareles,  J.  M.  Riley  and  R.  E.  Semple.  It  appears 
as  though  their  success  was  immediate  in  that  they  initiated 
forty  men  by  commencement  time.  Quoting  the  present  historian 
of  the  Sigma  Nu  fraternity:  "At  first  the  founders  intended  that 
the  organization  should  be  simply  a  local  society;  but,  having 
met  with  such  success,  and  as  their  membership  represented 
some  twelve  different  states,  it  was  early  decided  to  extend  the 
fraternity  into  other  territory.  Thereupon  a  constitution, 
ritual,  badge  and  all  the  essential  factors  in  a  permanent  organ- 
ization were  developed.  The  ritual  and  secret  work  were  the 
product  of  Mr.  Hopkins,  and  the  constitution  chiefly  the  work 
of  Edward  R.  Arthur." 

Even  here  it  is  well  to  pause  and  consider  the  causes  that 
lead  to  the  founding  of  these  three  fraternities.  Alpha  Tau 
Omega  was  the  conception  of  a  fertile  brain  and  launched  for  the 
sake  of  establishing  brotherly  love  in  a  field  where  fraternities 
were  never  known  to  exist  before.  Kappa  Alpha  was  first  pro- 
moted as  an  experiment,  and  the  more  opposition  it  met  the 
more  determined  became  its  founders  to  carry  out  their  purpose 
and  create  something  lasting.  Sigma  Nu  was  organized  as  a 
rebuttal  of  the  first,  and  as  it  met  with  such  success  it  was  continued 
as  a  permanent  organization.  Another  interesting  point  is  the 
character  of  the  three  founders  of  these  fraternities.  Glazebrook 
chose  the  ministry  as  his  vocation  and  has  devoted  his  life  toward 
the  betterment  of  the  spirit  of  man  and  in  the  service  of  God. 
Ammen  entered  the  literary  field,  the  field  of  journalism,  a  life 
of  activity,  a  mingling  with  and  the  study  of  fellowman.  Of 
the  third  founder  I  shall  quote  again  from  the  historian  of  Sigma 
Nu:     "James  F.   Hopkins,   the  chief  founder  of  the  fraternity, 
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was  born  at  Ripley,  Miss.,  December  30,  1845.  He  early  moved 
with  his  family  to  Little  Rock,  Ark.  He  entered  Vermont 
Military  Institute,  in  1866,  graduated  in  1870  with  the  rank  of 
captain.  His  life  has  been  spent  as  a  planter  at  Mablevale,  Ark., 
where  he  has  been  content  to  live  simply,  although  he  has  held 
several  public  positions  and  risen  to  high  rank  in  several  fraternal 
societies.  He  is  a  man  of  wide  culture,  kindly  manners,  of  blame- 
less life,  an  exemplar  of  the  highest  citizenship  in  his  community, 
being  a  constant  inspiration  to  the  thousands  of  young  men  who 
have  since  become  members  of  the  fraternity  which  he  founded." 

If  I  may  be  pardoned  for  so  doing  I  will  quote  still  again, 
this  time  concerning  the  extension  Of  the  last  of  the  fraternities 
forming  the  Lexington  Triad.  Mr.  Sears,  the  historian,  has 
divided  the  growth  of  the  order  into  three  periods. 

''First  Period  of  Extension. — Following  the  plan  of  the 
founders  to  extend  the  organization,  new  chapters  were  organized 
as  follows: 

Beta,  at    University  of  Va 1870,  by  H.  T.  Drane,  of  Alpha. 

Gamma,  at  Bailey  Law  School..  .  .  187 1,  by  J.  P.  Arthur,  of  Alpha. 

Mu,  at  University  of  Ga 1873,  by  Jas-  Bonham,  of  Alpha. 

Theta,  at  University  of  Ala 1874,  by  O.  E.  Smith,  of  Alpha. 

Iota,  at  Howard  College 1879,  by  R.  E.  L.  Hudson,  of  Theta. 

Kappa,  at  N.  Ga.  Agr.  College..  .  .  1881,  by  E.  H.  Growdus,  of  Alpha. 
Lambda,  at  Wash,  and  Lee 1882,  by  I.  P.  Robinson  of  Alpha. 

"This  extension,  however,  was  not  very  permanent.  A  short 
time  after  their  organization  the  chapters  at  the  Universities  of 
Georgia  and  Alabama  and  Howard  College  were  forced  to  disband 
on  account  of  anti-fraternity  legislation.  The  chapters  at  Univer- 
sity of  Virginia  and  Bailey  Law  School  soon  died  from  the  indif- 
ference of  their  members;  so  that  by  1882  there  were  but  three 
living  chapters,  these  being  Alpha  at  Vermont  Military  Institute, 
Kappa  at  North  Georgia  College  and  Lambda  at  Washington 
and  Lee  University.  At  this  time  Mr.  Robinson,  who  had  founded 
the  chapter  at  Washington  and  Lee,  led  ably  in  a  movement 
for  revival  and  extension.  The  chapters  at  University  of  Virginia 
and  University  of  Alabama  and  University  of  Georgia  were 
revived,  the  anti-fraternity  rules  at  the  latter  two  institutions 
having  been  repealed ;  while  new  chapters  were  founded  at  Bethany 
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College,  Central  University,  Mercer  University,  University  of 
Kansas,  Bethel  College,  and  Emory  College.  With  the  first 
national  convention  at  Nashville  in  1884,  the  first  period  of 
extension  was  completed." 

"The  Second  Period  of  Extension. — The  first  national  con- 
vention declared  for  a  policy  of  progressive  extension  and  estab- 
lished the  basis  of  a  permanent  organization.  There  appeared 
here,  however,  a  well-marked  difference  of  opinion  between  the 
progressive  and  conservative  elements,  which  have  continued 
to  find  expression  in  the  development  of  the  fraternity.  For  the 
next  twelve  years  the  progressive  spirit  controlled  the  fraternity 
administration,  and  during  this  time  thirty-two  new  chapters 
were  established.  Of  this  number,  however,  nine  have  since 
become  dormant,  leaving  a  net  gain  during  this  period  of  twenty- 
three  chapters." 

"Third  Period  of  Extension. — At  the  national  convention 
of  1896  a  more  conservative  policy  of  extension  was  written  into 
the  organic  laws  of  the  fraternity.  Since  that  time  twenty-six 
new  chapters  have  been  founded,  all  of  which  are  still  living. 
During  all  this  time  the  antagonism  between  the  policies  of 
progressive  and  conservative  growth  has  never  wholly  ceased, 
and  during  recent  years  the  conservative  sentiment  has  been 
growing  in  power,  so  that  it  seems  likely  now  that  the  next  national 
convention,  to  be  held  in  1908,  will  give  voice  to  this  sentiment 
and  thus  begin  a  fourth  period  of  extension." 

The  present  form  of  government  was  not  established  until 
1884  when  the  first  convention  was  held  at  Nashville.  The 
first  publication  was  dated  April,  1883.  The  editorial  staff  was 
composed  of  P.  E.  Yeatmen  (Alpha),  A.  H.  Alford  (Lambda) 
and  J.  A.  Wardlaw  (Kappa) .  Since  these  three  men  were  members 
of  a  like  number  of  chapters  the  publication  was  called  the  Delta, 
a  Greek  letter,  the  shape  of  which  is  three  sided.  Its  issuance 
has  been  continuous,  and  at  the  present  time  is  a  pride  to  the 
order  and  a  credit  to  Greek  journalism  generally.  A  catalogue 
has  been  issued  three  times,  and  several  editions  of  a  song  book 
has  also  appeared  but  without  music.  There  is  now  in  prepar- 
ation one  with  words  and  music. 

The  mother  chapter  at  Vermont  Military  Institute  suffered 
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extinction  at  the  same  time  all  other  fraternities  were  abolished 
at  that  institution.  The  Lambda  chapter  was  founded  at  Wash- 
ington and  Lee  University  by  I.  P.  Robinson,  in  1882.  Excepting 
the  years  between  1884  and  1887,  when  the  chapter  maintained 
itself  with  difficulty,  its  history  has  been  one  of  great  vigor  and 
prosperity.  Different  from  the  two  chapters  of  the  other  frater- 
nities at  this  university,  it  has  never  been  inactive  since  its  founding 
although  about  the  year  1900,  one  of  their  number,  named  Owen 
Wilson,  returned  one  year  to  find  himself  the  only  Sig  at  the 
university,  and  had  the  pleasure  of  leaving  fifteen  faithful  brothers 
to  carry  on  the  work  he  started. 

The  statistics  of  March  10,  1908,  showed  that  the  fraternity 
had  established  seventy-three  chapters,  fifty-nine  being  active 
and  fourteen  inactive.  It  had  an  active  membership  of  one 
thousand  and  an  alumni  membership  of  fifty-five  hundred. 
Forty-five  of  its  chapters  live  in  chapter  houses,  five  being  owned 
and  forty  being  rented. 

III. 
The  Inactive  Fraternities. 

It  would  hardly  be  just  to  pass  over  the  buried  hopes  of  some 
in  discussing  the  successful  joys  of  others.  So  any  discussion  of 
the  fraternities  founded  in  Lexington,  would  be  incomplete  unless 
some  mention  were  made  of  those  that  were  launched  and  have 
since  become  inactive  for  one  reason  or  another. 

An  author  may  be  prompted  by  sentiment,  but  if  he  is  judi- 
cious he  will  see  that  his  sentiment  is  backed  by  good  reason 
before  he  will  commit  himself  to  paper.  I  shall  try  to  be  judicious. 
First  a  large  number  of  the  men  who  founded  these  now  inactive 
fraternities  and  afterwards  composed  their  membership  are  still 
alive,  and  I  am  sure  that  their  interest  can  be  as  easily  awakened 
in  their  collegiate  shrine  as  the  alumni  of  an  active  fraternity. 
From  this  fact  these  concluding  remarks  are  especially  meant 
for  him.  Lastly  in  every  case  the  inactive  fraternities  here 
mentioned  have  disbanded  that  they  could  form  a  chapter  of 
one  of  the  larger  fraternities.  In  such  cases  the  alumni  of  the 
old  fraternity  have  been  initiated  into  the  new  and  therefore 
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merely  blended  themselves  and  their  history  with  the  order 
that  accepted  them.  So  out  of  justice  to  the  fraternities  that 
have  so  acquired  more  chapters,  some  mention  is  due.  In  this 
way  I  have  prompted  my  sentiment  with  reason. 

Kappa  Sigma  Kappa. 

Just  two  years  before  the  establishment  of  Sigma  Nu  at  the 
Virginia  Military  Institution,  there  was  one  other  society  founded 
at  that  institution,  Kappa  Sigma  Kappa,  in  September,  1867. 
It  enjoyed  something  less  than  twenty  years  of  existence. 

The  membership  totaled  about  380,  and  from  all  appearances 
it  was  very  successful.  Chapters  were  established  at  Washington 
and  Lee  University,  Virginia  Agricultural  College,  University 
of  Virginia,  Randolph-Macon  College,  State  University  of  Louis- 
iana, Emory  and  Henry  College,  Richmond  College,  and  Bethel 
Military  Academy.  The  chapters  at  Virginia  Agricultural 
College,  Emory  and  Henry,  and  the  University  of  Virginia  became 
inactive,  it  is  presumed,  through  indifference.  Otherwise  the 
fraternity  was  in  a  prosperous  condition;  at  the  convention  in 
Richmond  in  1886,  a  publication  was  authorized  to  be  begun  of 
which  one  issue  was  issued. 

In  1885-86,  some  of  the  officers  of  the  Phi  Delta  Theta  had 
their  attention  directed  to  the  fact  that  their  chapter  at  Randolph- 
Macon  was  in  dire  straits,  and  they  were  very  solicitious  lest 
they  should  lose  their  Virginia  chapter.  G.  W.  Cone,  of  the 
Miami  fraternity  was  the  first  who  conceived  the  idea  to  unite 
the  Kappa  Sigma  Kappa  fraternity  to  his  own.  Immediately 
negotiations  were  started  with  L.  L.  Kellam,  a  member  of  the 
Virginia  fraternity,  then  of  Ann  Arbor.  The  result  was  that  a 
conference  was  held  in  Richmond,  June  14,  1886.  It  was  then 
agreed  to  blend  the  two  fraternities. 

Before  doing  this,  though,  the  Phi  Delta  Theta  fraternity  had 
demanded  that  the  charter  of  the  chapter  at  Bethel  Military 
Academy  be  revoked  and  also  that  the  chapter  at  the  State 
University  of  Louisiana  be  left  out  of  consideration.  All  of  these 
demands  were  granted,  and  in  the  spring  of  the  same  year  the 
western  fraternity  was  gratified  to  learn  that  their  Virginia 
chapters  were  thus  strengthened. 
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At  the  time  this  arrangement  was  made,  commencement 
at  Washington  and  Lee  University  had  already  taken  place. 
From  this  fact  the  chapter  in  Lexington  was  not  included  until 
November  1 5  of  the  same  year.  The  men  comprising  this  chapter 
were:  W.  L.  Pierce,  W.  M.  Pierce,  F.  H.  Campbell,  R.  E.  R. 
Nelson,  H.  W.  Henry  and  K.  L.  Darst.  The  last  named  was 
then  a  sub-professor  at  Virginia  Military  Institute.  It  appears 
that  the  chapters  at  the  Military  Institute  and  Washington  and 
Lee  were  allied  in  some  manner,  and  we  are  told  that  the  Washing- 
ton and  Lee  chapter  did  not  become  distinct  and  separate  until 
the  following  year,  February  21,  1887. 

The  Louisiana  chapter  was  given  the  preference  of  accepting 
a  charter  from  some  other  fraternity  or  retaining  the  laws  and 
ritual  of  Kappa  Sigma  Kappa.  In  1887  it  accepted  a  charter 
from  Sigma  Nu. 

The  chief  point  to  be  remembered  is  that  Kappa  Sigma 
Kappa  was  never  in  such  a  position  that  it  felt  that  its  organiza- 
tion was  decrepid  or  in  any  way  in  danger  of  dying.  It  was  in  a 
prosperous  condition  and  the  members,  so  far  as  we  can  learn, 
were  well  satisfied  with  their  success.  About  the  time  of  the 
mingling  with  Phi  Delta  Theta,  Kappa  Sigma  Kappa  ranked  in 
size  with  such  fraternities  as  Sigma  Nu,  Zeta  Psi,  Zeta  Phi  and 
Pi  Kappa  Alpha.  Such  facts  as  these  should  be  enough  guarantee 
for  its  condition. 

On  the  other  hand,  Phi  Delta  Theta  numbered  their  mem- 
bership in  the  thousands,  while  the  Virginia  fraternity  numbered 
in  the  hundreds.  But  Phi  Delta  Theta  had  some  very  weak 
chapters  in  the  Virginia  colleges  and  it  was  not  their  desire  to 
withdraw  from  those  institutions,  but  rather  by  some  means  to 
strengthen  them  and  thus  gain  a  firmer  footing  there.  To  materi- 
alize their  determination  they  persuaded  Kappa  Sigma  Kappa 
to  blend  with  them.  The  proposal  was  new  to  the  smaller  fra- 
ternity and  they  took  some  time  to  consider.  At  last,  though, 
persuasion  prevailed  and  Kappa  Sigma  Kappa  announced  them- 
selves as  pleased  with  the  compliment  of  being  asked  to  blend 
with  a  so  much  larger  fraternity. 
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Phi  Thkta  Psi. 

Just  one  year  before  the  formal  establishment  of  the  chapter 
of  Phi  Delta  Theta  at  Washington  and  Lee  University,  or  it 
would  be  better  to  say,  the  blending  of  that  chapter  of  Kappa 
Sigma  Kappa  into  Phi  Delta  Theta,  just  one  year  before,  another 
fraternity  was  established  at  that  institution,  which  was  named 
Phi-  Theta  Psi  (1886).  The  leaders  in  this  movement  were  David 
M.  Lea,  now  of  Richmond,  Va. ;  Jno.  G.  Scott,  an  Episcopal 
clergyman  formerly  of  Buena  Vista,  Va. ;  and  Geo.  A.  Wauchape, 
now  professor  of  English  in  South  Carolina  College.  They  asso- 
ciated other  students  with  themselves  in  the  Alpha  chapter, 
and  the  local  organization  lived  for  a  year  or  so,  then  dying  for 
some  reason  we  are  not  told. 

In  the  fall  of  1890  it  was  again  revived  and  assumed  a  life 
of  strenuous  activity.  It  appears  from  this  that  the  period  of 
inactivity  could  not  have  been  much  more  than  a  year,  if  that. 
During  that  time  it  must  have  remained  dormant  rather  than 
being  inactive  as  I  was  informed,  but  since  I  was  told  that  it 
was  inactive  about  that  time,  I  am  duty  bound  to  recount  it 
that  way,  without  giving  any  reason  for  the  inactivity.  Between 
the  years  of  1890  and  the  time  of  its  death,  the  fraternity  estab- 
lished chapters  at  the  University  of  Virginia,  Richmond  College, 
Randolph-Macon,  William  and  Mary,  Hampden-Sidney,  and 
Johns  Hopkins.  Baird  states  that  there  was  established  a  chapter 
at  Roanoke  College,  but  I  was  unable  to  find  proof  of  this. 

The  order  had  been  thoroughly  organized  and  placed  on  a 
good  working  basis.  During  the  years  1893-4-5,  it  published  a 
quarterty  magazine,  The  Crown,  which  would  have  been  credit- 
able to  a  much  larger  chapter  roll.  My  informant  said  he  remem- 
bered attending  two  regular  bi-ennial  conferences,  one  at  the 
University  of  Virginia,  and  another  at  Richmond,  Va.  He  said 
that  these  gatherings,  while  small,  were  enthusiastic  and  accom- 
plished much  very  creditable  work. 

In  May,  1895,  a  special  conference  was  called  to  meet  at  the 
University  of  Virginia.  At  the  time  five  chapters  were  active, 
but  only  four  were  represented  at  the  meeting,  Washington  and 
Lee,  University  of  Virginia,  William  and  Mary  and  Hampden- 
Sidney.     It  was  determined  by  this  conference  to  recommend 
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to  the  chapters  the  disbanding  of  the  fraternity.  It  was  further 
determined  that  the  reasons  actuating  them  in  this  decision 
should  never  be  made  public  nor  should  there  be  divulged  any  of 
the  inner  workings  of  the  order  in  the  past.  After  the  final 
vote  of  the  chapters  the  documents  were  destroyed  and  so  under 
pledge  of  secrecy  the  Phi  Theta  Psi  fraternity  passed  away. 

Prof.  J.  D.  M.  Armistead,  now  of  Georgia,  upon  being  ques- 
tioned concerning  this  fraternity,  wrote  me  personally  as  follows: 

"If  I  were  at  liberty  to  do  so,  I  could  give  you  many  inter- 
esting details  about  the  fraternity,  which  was  in  some  respects 
a  unique  organization,  but  you  will  appreciate  the  sentiment 
which  keeps  me  silent.  We  have  all  retained  our  love  for  the 
old  order,  at  least  we  of  Alpha  have  done  so,  and  whenever  by 
chance  we  meet  there  is  always  the  feeling  of  the  inner  tie,  which 
binds  us  none  the  less  closely  though  the  outer  semblance  has 
long  vanished.  When  we  old-timers  get  back  to  Lexington 
occasionally  there  is  always  the  revival  of  the  'inner  circle'  into 
which  the  youngster  desires  to  look  but  may  not. 

"The  Alpha  chapter  has  had  a  remarkable  history.  For 
seventeen  years  it  has  been  practically  intact  and  most  of  its 
years  have  been  successful  ones.  As  Phi  chapter  of  Delta  Tau 
Delta,  since  1896,  it  has  done  a  fine  work  at  Washington  and  Lee 
University,  and  its  work  has  been  unquestionably  strengthened 
by  the  Phi  Theta  Psi  tradition." 

Nothing  is  known  of  the  fate  of  the  chapters  other  than  the 
Alpha  at  Washington  and  Lee.  It  is  presumed  that  the  disbanding 
of  the  order  was  their  death  knell.  I  understand  that  the  alumni 
as  well  as  the  active  members  of  Alpha  were  initiated  into  Delta 
Tau  Delta.  The  total  membership  of  the  fraternity  was  estimated 
to  be  213. 

Mu  Pi  Lambda. 

The  year  that  Phi  Theta  Psi  became  inactive  another  fra- 
ternity was  launched  from  the  famous  campus  of  Washington 
and  Lee  University,  Mu  Pi  Lambda.  This  was  in  1895,  and  the 
men  who  lead  in  this  organization  were  M.  G.  Perrow,  P.  S. 
Martins  and  H.  H.  Larimore.  To  these  were  soon  added  J.  H. 
Shiveley,  Claud  N.  Flamster,  Hugh  W.  Neel  and  Jules  V.  Snyder. 
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The  following  year  chapters  were  established  at  West  Virginia 
University,  University  of  Virginia  and  Harvard.  Still  later  a 
chapter  was  founded  at  William  and  Mary  College. 

The  fraternity  was  governed  by  means  of  an  arch  chapter, 
consisting  of  not  more  than  eleven  men.  It  was  meeting  with 
success  and  negotiations,  were  underway  for  establishing  chapters 
at  other  institutions  when  in  1900  at  Charlottesville,  Va.,  in 
General  Convention,  it  was  decided  to  merge  into  an  older  fra- 
ternity. The  reason  that  was  attributed  to  this  action  was  that 
a  large  number  of  chapter  delegates  at  Charlottesville  saw  no 
use  in  establishing  another  competitor  in  the  college  fraternity 
world.  Although  worthy,  they  were  too  young  to  hope  to  gain 
an  equal  footing  with  the  far  older  orders. 

The  chapters  at  Harvard  and  West  Virginia  University 
lived  but  a  few  months  after  their  establishment.  In  1903  the 
University  of  Virginia  chapter  disbanded,  part  of  the  members 
joining  Kappa  Sigma  and  part  Phi  Delta  Theta.  The  chapters 
at  William  and  Mary  and  Washington  and  Lee  held  on  for  a  little 
longer  and  in  1904  they  too  disbanded.  The  chapter  at  William 
and  Mary  entered  Theta  Delta  Chi  and  the  Washington  and  Tee 
chapter  revived  the  then  defunct  chapter  of  Kappa  Sigma. 

This  last  of  the  now  inactive  fraternities,  founded  in  Lex- 
ington, is  good  proof  of  the  almost  necessary  fate  of  any  order 
that  may  be  launched  this  late  in  the  fraternity  age.  Without 
doubt  the  period  of  founding  national  fraternities  has  passed. 
In  regard  to  this  last,  though,  I  have  been  informed  that  there 
has  been  and  still  is  a  good  deal  of  talk  of  continuing  Mu  Pi  Lambda 
after  the  fashion  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa.  Numbers  of  the  alumni 
have  expressed  themselves  favorable  in  regard  to  this.  From 
this  I  draw  one  conclusion,  that  during  the  period  of  activity  of 
this  fraternity,  scholarship  was  one  of  the  requisites  for  member- 
ship. Whether  it  is  to  be  continued  as  an  honorary  fraternity  is 
left  to  the  decision  of  the  alumni. 

One  point  to  be  raised  in  this  connection  is,  should  it  be 
revived  and  placed  on  the  footing  of  scholastic  fraternities,  would 
it  of  necessity  shatter  the  theory  of  the  Lexington  Triad?  To 
me  this  fear  is  almost  groundless.  The  Triad  is  composed  of 
three   separate   things,   of   the   same   catagory.     The   Lexington 
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Triad  is  composed  of  three  national  fraternities,  the  ties  of  which 
is  Love.  Another  with  the  tie  of  Scholarship  is  not  to  be  classed 
with  them. 

This  ends  our  discussion  of  the  Lexington  Triad.  In  a 
manner  I  have  attempted  to  trace  the  history  of  the  Lexington 
fraternities  from  the  Civil  War,  when  those  two  Virginia  Insti- 
tutions began  to  write  real  history,  when  the  first  activity  in  the 
fraternal  field  was  begun  at  either  of  them,  and  brought  it  on 
down  to  the  year  1904 — in  fact  near  to  the  time  when  I  was  a 
student.  Nothing  more  remains  to  be  told  except  what  the 
present  conditions  there  indicate. 

At  the  Virginia  Military  Institute,  the  state  laws  of  Virginia 
forbid  fraternities.  Notwithstanding  this,  a  number  of  them 
have  established  sub  rosa  chapters  there  and  conduct  them  in 
flagrant  disregard  of  those  laws.  Such  a  statement  may  be 
startling,  but  to  bear  out  my  remarks,  I  only  have  to  refer  the 
reader  to  the  magazines  of  those  fraternities  that  have  established 
chapters  there.  Washington  and  Lee  is  a  veritable  hot-bed  of 
fraternities,  even  though  the  institution  prides  itself  on  its  demo- 
cratic spirit.  About  forty-three  per  cent,  of  the  matriculates 
are  fraternity  men,  and  still  the  general  type  of  them  is  excellent. 
I  am  permitted  to  conclude  with  that  statement  as  I  am  an 
alumnus  now,  and  I  have  based  my  observation  on  the  men  who 
are  at  present  attending  the  university.

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PITTSBURGH— THE  CONGRESS  CITY. 


One  hundred  fifty  years  ago,  where  the  rivers  Monongahela 
and  Alleghany  unite  to  form  the  Ohio,  there  stood  a  block  house, 
a  trading  post  and  a  few  dozen  houses.  These  surrounded  by 
ramparts  and  bastions  was  known  by  the  French  as  Fort  Du 
Quesne.  Later  when  the  British  captured  the  place  it  was 
rechristened  Fort  Pitt  in  honor  of  that  English  statesman. 

Around  this  frontier  fort  were  enacted  some  of  the  most 
stirring  scenes  of  the  French  and  Indian  War,  for  both  the  French 
and  English  realized  that  here  was  the  key  to  that  vast  territory 
west  of  the  Alleghany  mountains,  then  in  possession  of  the 
French.  It  is  needless  to  recount  further  those  events  for  they 
are  all  well  known  to  every  reader  of  early  American  history. 

But  from  this  small  fort,  with  its  few  hundred  trappers  and 
settlers,  has  grown,  now  by  slow  and  faltering  steps,  again  by 
rapid  strides,  retarded  here  by  fire  and  flood,  and  aided  there  by 
energy  and  industry,  a  large  city  possessing  the  proud  name  of 
Pittsburgh  and  nestling  in  fifth  place  among  the  cities  of  our 
noble  country. 

The  mere  statement  that  she  is  fifth  in  population  does  not 
give  you,  dear  reader,  a  fair  idea  of  the  important  part  Pittsburgh 
has  played  in  the  building  of  this  nation  and  in  its  preservation. 
Her  wealth,  her  culture  and  her  industries  can  not  be  equalled 
by  any  other  city  of  her  size  in  America. 

As  for  her  industries,  everything  is  manufactured  here  which 
tends  to  our  welfare  and  convenience.  Everything  from  a 
mirror  to  a  telescope;  from  a  phonograph  to  a  seismograph;  from 
a  bolt  to  a  steam  engine ;  from  a  rudder  to  a  steam*  ship ;  from  an 
arc  light  to  a  dynamo;  from  a  wind  mill  to  a  motor  to  utilize  the 
force  of  ocean  waves,  and  so  on  ad  finitum.  From  her  boat 
yards  have  gone  vessels  which  at  this  moment  are  sailing  the 
waters  of  the  Yukon,  the  Amazon  and  the  Nile.  Her  bridges 
span  the  Ganges,  the  Euphrates  and  the  Zambesi.     Within  the 
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shadow  of  her  walls  at  the  Firth  Stirling  works  are  made  "pro- 
jectiles that  can  pierce  any  armor  plate,"  while  across  the  river 
at  the  Mirnhall  works  is  made  "armor  plate  which  can  not  be 
pierced  by  any  projectiles." 

In  this  proud  city  are  the  largest  steel  mills,  largest  wire 
mills,  largest  tube  mills,  the  largest  electrical  works,  the  largest 
canning  factories,  the  largest  machine  shops,  the  largest  bridge 
works,  the  largest —  well,  it  is  useless  to  attempt  to  gather  them 
together  in  one  issue  of  the  Paivm. 

As  far  as  her  culture  and  wealth  are  concerned  you  need  but 
to  see  the  Carnegie  Institute,  with  its  art  galleries  and  library; 
Schenley  Park  with  its  boulevards  and  landscapes  comparing

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ALPHA  TAUS  OF  ACHIEVEMENT. 


IV-HON.  SHEPARD  BRYAN,  (N.  C.  Alpha  Delta). 

Shepard  Bryan  was  born  on  December  8th,  1871,  at  New 
Bern,  N.  C.  He  comes  from  a  long  line  of  distinguished  ancestry, 
men  who  have  been  powers  in  the  upbuilding  of  the  State — a 
race  of  statesmen. 

Judge  Henry  R.  Bryan,  his  father,  graduated  from  the  uni- 
versity in  1856,  and  since  then  has  served  his  State  well,  being  on 
the  Superior  Court  bench  for  a  number  of  years. 

His  grandfather,  Jno.  H.  Bryan,  graduated  from  the  univer- 
sity in  1 81 5,  and  in  1825  was  a  member  of  Congress  from  the  New 
Bern  District. 

Shepard  Bryan  entered  the  university  in  1887,  and  graduated 
with  the  degree  of  A.  B.  in  189 1.  In  college  he  was  recognized 
as  a  typical  university  man,  fearless,  bold,  outspoken,  a  man 
with  the  very  highest  ideals,  the  type  this  university  respects  and 
admires.  He  was  awarded  both  the  debater's  and  declaimer's 
medals  by  the  Philantrophic  Society,  in  whose  halls  he  learned 
the  first  principles  of  debate,  and  made  his  first  speech. 

In  1 891  he  was  elected  university  librarian,  and  during  the 
term  of  1890-91  was  instructor  in  Latin  under  Dr.  Winston's 
administration.  In  his  senior  year  he  was  president  of  his  class 
and  chief  ball  manager,  the  two  highest  honors  in  university 
life.  In  1892  he  read  law  under  Hon.  Jno.  Manning  and  Judge 
James  E.  Shepard  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  by  the  Supreme 
Court  of  North  Carolina  in  the  fall  of  the  same  year. 

Just  after  entering  college,  Mr.  Bryan  became  a  member  of 
the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  fraternity,  and  his  aid  to  the  chapter  was 
invaluable.  He  played  an  active  part  in  the  Congress  at  Rich- 
mond in  1890,  as  a  delegate  from  Alpha  Delta.  He  took  great 
interest,  as  well  as  devoted  much  time  to  building  a  chapter 
house.  His  labors  were  well  rewarded,  and  Alpha  Delta  recog- 
nizes and  appreciates  that  he  was  the  prime  factor  in  building 
her  a  home.     We,  in  active  fraternity  life,  can  not  see  how  a 
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man  can  forget  his  fraternity,  but  then  as  years  go  by,  enthusiasm 
does  wane,  and  possibly  interest.  Alpha  Delta  loves  Mr.  Bryan 
for  his  untiring  zeal  and  enthusiasm.  The  chapter  has  received 
numerous  letters  from  him,  and  all  are  filled  with  fraternal  cheer 
and  greeting. 

In  January,  1893,  Mr.  Bryan  located  in  Atlanta,  and  has 
practiced  law  during  his  entire  residence  there.  In  politics  he 
has  taken  a  prominent  part  in  the  Democratic  affairs  of  Fulton 
County.  Mr.  Bryan  has  been  president  of  the  Young  Men's 
Democratic  League  of  Fulton  County,  and  also  a  member  of  the 
Democratic  Executive  Committee.  While  Governor  Jos.  M. 
Terrell  was  in  office  he  served  as  Lieutenant  Colonel  on  his  staff. 

As  a  lawyer  Mr.  Bryan  has  made  a  most  enviable  reputation. 
He  has  devoted  himself  assiduously  to  the  practice,  and  has  given 
special  attention  to  matters  affecting  railroads  and  insurance 
companies.  The  firm  of  Tye,  Peoples,  Bryan  and  Jordan,  of 
which  he  is  a  member,  is  Division  Council  for  Georgia  for  the 
Nashville,  Chattanooga  and  St.  Louis  Railway,  and  is  also  District 
Attorney  for  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad  Company 
for  Georgia  and  North  Carolina.  This  firm  is  also  council  for 
several  banks  and  mortgage  companies  and  does  a  general  practice. 
Mr.  Bryan  represents  a  good  many  insurance  companies  and  is 
also  General  Council  of  the  Georgia,  Alabama  and  Western  R.  R., 
a  road  now  building  in  Georgia  and  Alabama.  He  has  been 
vice-president  of  the  Georgia  Bar  Association,  and  is  now  a 
member  of  its  Legislative  Committee. 

Recognizing  his  ability,  his  Alma  Mater  called  upon  him 
to  make  the  alumni  speech  in  1906.  It  was  a  splendid  effort, 
and  was  published  in  all  the  leading  papers  in  Virginia,  North 
Carolina  and  South  Carolina.  The  Henry  R.  Bryan  law  prize 
for  the  university  law  school,  established  by  him,  has  done  much 
to  encourage  sound  scholarship  in  that  department. 

Mr.  Bryan  is  going  much  higher.  A  man  with  his  qualifica- 
tions and  moral  and  mental  endorsements  must  be  heard  from. 
The  eyes  of  his  native  State  are  centered  on  him,  and  Alpha 
Delta  watches  with  fraternal  pride  the  record  of  one  of  her  most 
loyal  sons.

When  the  morning  services  at  the  churches  closed  Sunday  the  com- 
munity was  thrown  into  anxious  suspense  by  the  startling  intelligence 
that  probably  two  students  of  Washington  and  Lee  had  been  drowned 
in  North  River  the  afternoon  before. 

Paul  Roderick  Dun  and  Lee  Sutton  had  been  seen  to  row  from  the 
college  boathouse  up  North  River  a  few  moments  before  4  o'clock  Satur- 
day afternoon  and  had  not  appeared  afterwards.  Events  of  the  day 
proved  the  fears  well  founded.  The  boys  had  been  drowned.  The  hour 
was  probably  about  5  o'clock.  The  place  was  "Leyburn's"  mill  dam, 
now  known  as  Furr's  mill  dam,  a  mile  and  a  half  above  the  boat  house  at 
East  Lexington.  The  tragedy  was  witnessed  by  no  human  eye.  The 
circumstances  will  never  be  known.  This  marks  it  as  peculiarly  sad 
among  the  several  drownings  of  youths  and  young  men  that  have  occurred 
on  this  river  in  recent  years. 

After  a  diligent  search,  begun  as  early  as  midnight  Saturday  night, 
the  suspense  was  finally  ended  Tuesday  morning  at  8.20,  when  the  body 
of  young  Dun  was  found  floating  in  "Brown's  Hole,"  a  half  mile  below 
the  mill  dam.  At  2.40  o'clock  the  same  day  the  body  of  young  Sutton 
was  seen  floating  a  hundred  yards  higher  up. — Rockbridge  County  (Va.) 
News. 
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A.  T.  O.  IN  THE  PUBLIC  EYE. 


Harry  W.  Crist  (Ohio  Beta  Mu)  is  still  receiving  the 
plaudits  of  his  constituents  whom  he  so  ably  represented  in  the 
Ohio  Legislature.  The  Ohio  State  Journal,  under  date  of  August 
fifth,  says  editorially: 

"Hon.  H.  W.  Crist  was  renominated  by  the  Republicans  of  Delaware 
County  for  representative.  We  note  this  with  pleasure,  because  Mr. 
Crist  was  one  of  the  few  who  refused  to  take  the  $400  additional  salary 
which  the  Legislature  voted  itself;  and  likewise  he  refused  to  take  the 
mileage  grab.  When,  a  county  has  a  representative  of  this  sort  it  does 
itself  great  honor  to  renominate  him. 

"It  is  clear-headed  honesty  that  the  people  want  in  the  Legislature; 
and  they  want  it  bad.  The  idea  of  sending  a  man  to  the  Legislature 
who  will  vote  himself  additional  salary,  contrary  to  the  Constitution, 
and  who  will  expend  $2  for  travel  and  charge  the  state  up  with  $12.50 
for  it,  is  so  repulsive  that  an  honorable  and  intelligent  people  ought  not 
to  tolerate  it  for  a  moment."

About  Some  People  and  Some  Things  in  Europe;"  for  the  Graduate 
Magazine  of   the   University   oi    Kansas.     The   second    of   these

and  has  been  reprinted  for  wide  distribution  by  the  American 
Medical  Association  authorities.

WISCONSIN  GAMMA  TAU— UNIVERSITY  OF  WISCONSIN. 
Since  1900  there  has  been  a  remarkable  fraternity  activity  at  Wis- 
consin. This  university  has  been  the  birthplace  of  three  honorary 
fraternities — Alpha  Chi  Sigma  (chemical),  which  has  four  chapters  at 
present;  Scabbard  and  Blade  (military),  which  has  five  companies  in 
other  universities;  and  Beta  Gamma  Sigma,  in  the  School  of  Commerce, 
which  elects  members  on  the  basis  both  of  good  fellowship  and  scholar- 
ship. Besides  this  the  university  has  been  chartered  by  the  following 
honorary  fraternities:  Sigma  Xi  (scientific),  Alpha  Zeta  (agricultural), 
Phi  Alpha  Tau  (oratorical),  Phi  Lambda  Upsilon  (pharmacy)  and  Theta 
Kappa  Nu  (law).  There  have  also  been  placed  here,  during  the  last 
eight  years,  chapters  of  Phi  Kappa  Sigma,  Alpha  Delta  Phi,  Sigma  Alpha 
Epsilon,  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon,  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  Chi  Omega,  Alpha 
Chi  Omega,  Alpha  Xi  Delta,  Alpha  Gamma  Delta  and  Phi  Alpha  Delta 
(law),  which  brings  the  total  number  here  to  thirty-nine,  there  being 
eleven  honorary  or  professional  fraternities,  and  twenty-eight  general 
fraternities.      Of  the  seventeen   men's  general  fraternities,   the  oldest  is 
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Phi  Delta  Theta,  established  here  in  1857;  of  the  eleven  women's  fratern- 
ities, the  oldest  is  Kappa  Kappa  Gamma,  established  in  1875.  Wisconsin 
is  just  beginning  a  Medical  School,  and  so  far  there  are  no  medical  fra- 
ternities here.  Thirteen  of  the  chapters  here  are  said  to  own  the  houses 
in  which  they  live,  and  two  more  have  purchased  lots  on  which  to  erect 
homes  of. their  own.  It  is  rumored  that  Sigma  Phi  would  install  a  chapter 
here  if  a  desirable  fraternity  house  could  be  bought  in  which  to  place 
the  new  chapter. 

The  average  active  members  in  the  chapters  here  number  twenty- 
seven  in  the  fraternities  and  twenty-two  in  the  sororities.  During  the 
first  semester  of  the  past  year,  Gamma  Tau's  active  chapter  consisted 
of  thirty  men;  but  this  was  reduced  to  twenty-eight  the  second,  due  to 
the  graduation  of  Albert  T.  Twesme  and  the  withdrawal,  of  Frank  M. 
Kennedy.  The  chapter  initiated  eleven  men  and  has  six  high  school 
men  pledged,  who  will  enter  the  university  in  the  fall.  They  have 
initiated  in  all  forty-one  men,  and  these  have  subscribed  $38,000.00  to 
the  chapter  house  fund. 

There  are  eight  Alpha  Taus  in  the  faculty.  Of  these,  one  is  a  member 
of  Tau  Beta  Pi,  two  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  and  three  of  Sigma  Xi.  Five 
members  of  the  chapter  have  been  elected  to  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  a  wonder- 
fully good  showing.  Prof.  U.  B.  Phillips  has  resigned  his  position  to 
accept  the  chair  of  history  at  Tulane  University. 

We  have  eight  Seniors  this  year  who  graduated — Edgar  E.  Robinson 
Julius  0.  Roehl,  Edwin  F.  Gruhl  and  Obert  Sletten  from  the  College  of 
Letters  and  Science;  Geo.  H.  Lautz,  Herbert  L.  Blankenburg  and  Harry 
C.  McLean  from  the  College  of  Engineering;  John  F.  Baker  from  the 
College  of  Law.  Robinson  has  been  appointed  instructor  in  history  for 
the  coming  year.  Sletten  and  Roehl  will  return  to  take  law.  Gruhl  will 
do  research  work  in  economics  in  connection  with  his  work  on  the  Wis- 
consin Rate  Commission.  The  remaining  graduates  will  be  working 
outside  of  Madison.

When  this  letter  will  be  read  by  our  brothers  in  A.  T.  O.  the  boys 
of  Iowa  Beta  Alpha  will  be  assembling  from  different  parts  of  the  state 
where  they  have  been  spending  the  summer  months  to  mingle  together 
for  another  year  of  fraternity  life. 

We  will  be  found  this  year  in  new  quarters  which  we  think  will  be 
an  improvement  on  our  last  year's  home.  The  boys  in  town  are  endeav- 
oring to  get  things  fixed  up  so  they  can  welcome  the  first  returning 
brother  in  our  new  chapter  house. 

We  are  expecting  ten  fellows  back  this  fall,  which  with  our  resident 
brothers  will  give  an  active  membership  of  sixteen.  This  will  mean 
strength  for  us  during  the  coming  year. 

There  are  two  regulations  passed  by  our  local  Pan-Hellenic  Council, 
and  we  are  awaiting  with  great  interest  their  first  trial  this  fall.  It 
was  with  some  trepidation  that  they  were  passed  as  they  are  a  wide 
digression  from  former  customs.  Previously,  the  first  few  weeks  have 
been  filled  with  strenuous  rushing,  including  many  little  talks,  picnics, 
dinners  and  midnight  lunches  with  our  prospectives.  But  this  year 
things  will  be  entirely  changed  as  our  new  regulation  requires  students 
being  members  of  the  school  at  least  one  semester  before  invitation  can 
be  given  nor  unless  they  have. received  an  average  of  85  per  cent,  in  their 
studies. 

The  last-named  rule  may  seem  objectionable  to  some  people  in  that 
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it  tends  to  develop  a  machinery  that  admits  men  to  the  frat  who  come 
up  to  certain  specified  requirements.  But  we  do  not  believe  that  is 
the  tendency,  for  we  deplore  such  conditions.  However,  we  do  believe  it 
will  raise  the  scholarship  of  fraternity  men,  for  the  fellows  who  are  of 
the  right  kind  can  obtain  the  requisite  per  cent,  if  they  want  to.  A 
similar  requirement  to  maintain  active  standing  within  the  frat  has 
proved  successful,  for  during  the  first  term  last  year  six  of  our  Sophomores 
and  Freshmen  fell  below  our  standard  while  during  the  last  term  there 
was  only  one. 

Two  years  ago  the  Board  of  Trustees  thought  it  would  be  better  if 
Simpson  did  not  have  an  intercollegiate  football  team,  so  for  two  years 
we  have  lacked  that  great  sport  and  generator  of  college  spirit.  But 
last  spring  upon  the  unanimous  petition  of  the  students  the  game  was 
reinstated.  This  was  hailed  with  delight  by  us,  for  we  expect  the  "boys 
of  Malta"  to  be  very  prominent  in  the  work  of  advancing  the  pigskin 
towards  Simpson's  goal. 

Our  brethren  in  Council  Bluff  are  making  great  preparations  for 
the  annual  reunion  in  that  city,  the  last  of  August.  It  is  expected  about 
twenty  fellows  will  be  present  to  help  give  three  rousing  cheers  for  A.  T.  O. 
and  Iowa  Beta  Alpha.

Although  greatly  indebted 
to  several  of  the  alumni  for  support  and  encouragement,  in  the  main 
we  did  it  ourselves,  and  "we"  are  justly  proud.

TENNESSEE   PI— UNIVERSITY  OF  TENNESSEE. 

Tennessee  Pi  disbanded  in  June  after  nearly  ten  months  of  earnest 
labor  and  effort  in  both  fraternity  and  school  work.  Commencement 
robbed  our  chapter  of  only  one  man.  All  of  the  under-graduates  with 
two  or  three  possible  exceptions  will  return  in  the  fall,  thus  making  the 
outlook  at  Tennessee  a  bright  one. 

Our  achievements  last  year  were  mainly  in  the  lines  of  scholarship 
and  athletics,  society  being  neglected  for  the  time  being,  as  all  of  our 
men  with  some  five  or  six  exceptions,  were  first  year  men;  but  in  the 
coming  year  it  is  our  intention  to  make  Alpha  Tau  stand  for  the  highest 
achievement  in  all  lines  of  college  life. 

Through  the  election  of  Edgar  McNabb  as  captain  of  the  1909  base- 
ball team,  he  was  highly  honored  personally,  and  A.  T.  0.  was  recognized 
generally.  McNabb  also  received  another  honor,  as  he  was  appointed 
assistant  manager  of  Tennessee  football  team  for  this  fall. 

Although  it  is  extremely  early  to  predict  Tennessee  Pi's  strength 
for  the  coming  year,  we  can  safely  say  that  we  have  brilliant  prospects. 
With  ten  or  twelve  well-schooled  old  men  back  and  some  half  a  dozen 
new  men  whom  we  are  reasonably  certain  to  secure,  and  in  addition  to 
these,  the  return  of  Horace  Fox,  an  old  football  man  and  a  loyal  A.  T.  0  , 
we  are  certainly  in  a  position  to  progress. 

Last  year  Tennessee  Pi  was  raised  to  a  higher  scale  than  it  has  ever 
heretofore  held  in  both  the  esteem  of  the  faculty  and  the  student  body;

D.  K.  E's  sixty-second  convention  will  be  held  November 
11-13,  and  will  be  divided,  as  to  locations,  between  the  Yale  and 
Trinity  chapters  and  the  New  York  alumni.  This  arrangement 
will  no  doubt  give  them  plenty  of  pleasure  and,  we  opine,  very 
little  business. 


Concerning  the  amalgamation  some  years  ago  of  Delta  Tau 
Delta  and  the  "Rainbow  Fraternity,"  Phi  Delta  Theta  has  been 
drawn  into  a  lively  discussion,  and  an  article  in  the  Rainbow 
originated  it.     Says  the  Scroll  of  June,  '08: 

"Several  times  during  the  last  twenty  years  The;  Scroll  has  men- 
tioned incidentally  that  the  Texas  and  Southwestern  chapters  of  the 
W.  W.  W.  or  Rainbow  fraternity  refused  to  be  absorbed  by  Delta  Tau 
Delta,  when  the  Mississippi  and  Vanderbilt  chapters  of  the  former  were 
absorbed  by  the  latter,  and  that  these  two  chapters  joined  Phi  Delta 
Theta  instead.  The  facts  as  to  the  Texas  chapter  have  never  been 
disputed,  but  in  recent  years  Delta  Tau  Delta  has  asserted  that  the 
Southwestern  chapter  was  not  allowed  the  option  of  joining  Delta  Tau 
Delta.  No  proof  of  this  assertion  has  ever  been  offered,  and,  as  was 
said  in  The;  Scroll  for  February,  1907,  the  assertion  seems  ridiculous 
because:  'It  does  not  stand  to  reason  that,  when  Delta  Tau  Delta 
absorbed  eight  or  ten  Rainbow  chapters  at  such  institutions  as  La  Grange 
College,  Erskine  College,  Neophagen  College  and  Chamberlain  Hunt 
Academy  and  the  alumni  of  such  chapters,  as  shown  in  Baird's  Manual 
as  well  as  in  the  Delta  Tau  Delta  catalogue — it  does  not  stand  to  reason 
that  Delta  Tau  Delta  would  have  balked  at  Southwestern,  where,  in 
1886,  was  the  livest  of  the  four  live  chapters  of  Rainbow  '

"In  the  Delta  Tau  Delta  Rainbow  for  November,  1907,  Mr.  Lowrie 
McClurg  renews  the  assertion  that  the  Rainbow  chapter  at  Southwestern 
University  never  had  a  chance  to  become  a  part  of  Delta  Tau  Delta. 
Yet  not  a  particle  of  evidence  is  presented.  It  seems  that  it  is  a  proper 
time  to  reproduce  from  The  Scroll  of  May,  1886,  the  following  account 
of  the  establishment  of  the  Southwestern  chapter  of  Phi  Delta  Theta: 

(Here  follows  correspondence  from  an  old  number  of  the  South- 
western chapter  which  proves  the  correctness  of  the  Scroll's  statement.) 

"  'This  account  quoting  contemporaneous  documents,  absolutely 
disproves  Mr.  McClurg's  statement  that  "The  Rainbow  chapter  at  South- 
western never  had  a  chance  to  come  into  Delta  Tau  Delta  as  a  live  organ- 
ization." 

'  'Mr.  McClurg  alludes  to  "the  then  executive  chapter  of  the  Rain- 
bow at  Vanderbilt,"  and,  referring  to  the  Southwestern  chapter,  says: 
"However,  it  had  not  been  in  communication  with  the  executive  head 
of  the  fraternity  for  a  long  time,  and  for  this  reason  notice  of  the  recall 
of  its  charter  could  not  be  served  on  it."  This  statement  is  also  absolutely 
disproven  by  the  documents  here  reproduced.  Until  Delta  Tau  Delta 
historians  can  produce  some  contemporaneous  proof  of  their  assertion 
about  certain  occurrences  that  took  place  in  1886,  it  is  not  worth  while 
to  continue  this  discussion.'  " 


The  practice  of  some  of  the  chapters  of  A.  T.  O.  in  setting 
apart  an  evening  for  the  entertainment  of  different  members  of 
the  faculties  is  a  most  excellent  one.  The  fellows  become  better 
acquainted  in  this  way  with  their  professors  than  could  possibly 
be  done  by  attending  classes,  while  on  the  other  hand,  the  instruc- 
tors themselves  are  benefitted  by  a  more  intimate  knowledge  of 
the  students  under  them.  It's  a  good  thing  and  we  hope  that 
more  and  more  chapters  will  get  into  the  practice. 

+ 
Phi  Delta  Theta's  chapter  at  North  Carolina  is  once  more 
on  its  feet,  according  to  the  Scroll,  after  having  been  by  a  faculty 
edict,  prohibited  from  initiating  any  new  men  for  a  period  of 
two  years.  In  the  fall  of  1906,  the  chapter  was  reduced  to  one 
man,  but  before  the  close  of  the  last  session  it  numbered  eleven. 

+ 
The  Western  University  of  Pennsylvania,   located  at  Alle 
gheny  City,  has  secured  a  new  tract  of  ground,  and  intends  to 
move  in  the  near  future;  its  name  has  been  changed  to  the  Uni- 
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versity  of  Pittsburgh.  Baird  gives  to  the  institution  chapters 
of  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  Delta  Tau  Delta,  Nu  Sigma  Nu,  Phi  Beta 
Pi,  Psi  Omega,  Beta  Phi  Sigma,  Delta  Sigma  Delta,  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon  and  Phi  Chi — quite  a  collection  of  known  and  not-so- 
well-known  bodies. 

+ 
The  "non-sectarian"  fraternity  of  Omega  Pi  Alpha,  which  was 
founded  at  the  College  of  the  City  of  New  York  in  1901  and  at  one  time 
had  six  chapters,  has  been  undergoing  serious  difficulties  chiefly  on  account 
of  internal  dissensions  between  its  Christian  and  Jewish  members,  and 
is  now  reported  to  be  on  the  point  of  disbanding.  Its  chapter  at  Lehigh 
became  a  chapter  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon,  and  its  chapter  at  Columbia 
has  furnished  the  nucleus  for  a  chapter  which  Sigma  Nu  has  recently 
instituted  at  that  university. — Alpha  Chi  Rho  Garnet  and  White. 

As  an  offset  to  the  above,  here  is  another  on  the  same  order: 
a  German  fraternity,  Phi  Xi  by  name,  has  lately  come  into  exist- 
ence at  the  University  of  Illinois.  It  intends  to  become  national, 
with  the  Illinois  chapter  as  the  Alpha  or  governing  one.  What's 
the  next  one? 

+ 

At  Worcester  Polytechnic  Institute,  besides  the  three  national 
fraternities,  there  are  three  "locals,"  and  of  the  latter,  one  is 
petitioning  D.  K.  E.,  another  is  making  eyes  at  Beta  Theta  Pi, 
and  the  third  hasn't  told  yet  what  it  is  doing. 

+ 
At  the  University  of  Florida,  A.  T.  O.  took  the  first  steps  in 
the  chapter  house  movement,  and  at  the  last  session  of  the  school 
was  the  only  chapter  established  in  a  home  of  its  own,  even  though 
it'was  a  rented  one. 

+ 
Beta  Theta  Pi  has  just  entered  Tulane  by  absorbing  a  local 
by  the  name  of  Alpha  Delta  Pi,  founded  in  1906.      This  makes 
the   twenty-fifth   fraternity  at  this   institution,  and    the  field  is 
reported  to  be  overcrowded. 


Phi  Delta  Theta's  chapter  at  Nebraska  is  the  oldest  one  there, 
and  prides  itself  on  being  the  only  one  owning  a  home.     "Two 
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other  chapters  tried  to  buy  but  adverse  circumstances  caused 
them  to  give  up  the  proposition,"  says  their  correspondent. 


A  local  has  sprung  up  at  Steven's  Institute  and  has  notified 
all  the  fraternities  there  that  it  wants  to  be  considered  when  it 
comes  to  interfraternal  courtesies.  The  rumor  is  that  they  intend 
to  petition  one  of  the  national  bodies. 

+ 

In  the  recent  athletic  elections  at  Nebraska  a  merry  war  was  waged 
between  Theta  Nu  Epsilon  and  "the  field."  Theta  Nu  Epsilon  was 
defeated  and  Chancellor  Andrews  threatens  to  drive  the  organization 
out  of  college.  Some  of  the  fraternities  which  boast  of  not  permitting 
their  members  to  join  Theta  Nu  Epsilon  are  represented  in  the  Nebraska 
chapter  of  that  fraternity  and  also  in  other  chapters. — Phi  Delta  Theta 
Scroll. 

+ 

On  April  11,  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon 
fraternity,  in  accordance  with  a  resolution  of  the  national  convention 
of  1906,  voted  to  grant  the  Chi  Tau  Kappa  society  a  full  charter  as  the 
New  Hampshire  Alpha  chapter  of  the  national  fraternity.  The  Chi 
Tau  Kappa  petition  has  been  held  under  consideration  for  over  a  year 
and  a  half,  pending  a  complete  investigation  by  delegates  of  the  council 
and  chapters  of  the  New  England  province.  With  the  completion  of  this 
investigation,  and  favorable  action  thereon,  Chi  Tau  Kappa,  which  was 
founded  in  1904,  becomes  the  sixty-ninth  chapter  of  Sigma  Alpha 
Epsilon. 

The  probable  date  of  the  initiation  and  installation  of  the  new 
chapter  is  May  2.  The  ceremonies  and  banquet  will  take  place  in  Boston. 
— The  Dartmouth,  April  21,  1908. — Published  in  Delta  Tau  Delta  Rainbow. 


The  following  from  the  Calgary  (Canada)  Eye  Opener  evidently 
refers  to  Zeta  Psi: 

"It  is  gradually  dawning  on  the  people  of  Alberta  that  they  are  being 
governed  from  Edmonton  by  a  bunch  of  recently  liberated  Toronto 
students,  dear  old  college  chums  and  members  of  a  Greek-letter  (Zeta) 
society,  who  have  come  out  here  to  take  a  post-graduate  course,  with 
all  the  emoluments  appertaining  thereto.  There  is  absolutely  no  use 
applying  to  this  government  for  a  "sit"  unless  you  are  a  Zeet.  There 
must  be  something  in  the  oath  taken  by  Zeets  that  when  one  of  them 
contrives  to  get  into  a  high  place  he  is  bound  to  pull  all  of  his  fellow 
Zeets  up  after  him.  This  is  a  h —  of  a  fine  arrangement." — Phi  Delta 
Theta  Scroll. 
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Phi  Delta  Theta's  "Year  Book"  for  1907,  which  was  its 
21st  volume,  contains  838  pages,  and  is  edited  by  the  president 
of  the  fraternity,  Mr.  John  H.  DeWit.     The  preface  reads  in  part: 

"It  is  a  fair  index  to  the  present  condition  of  our  fraternity.  It 
shows  the  many  activities  of  the  undergraduates  and  the  status  of  many 
alumni  in  the  larger  affairs  of  life.  It  contains  views  of  all  the  chapter 
houses  acquired  since  the  last  volume  was  issued,  and  it  records  another 
year  of  notable  achievement  in  perfecting  our  system  of  administration. 
*  *  *  *  jn  order  to  insure  perfect  accuracy  the  proof  sheets  and 
alumni  lists  were  sent  to  the  respective  chapter  committees  for  correction." 


The  last  Ohio  Legislature  appropriated  $262,000  to  the 
state  university,  the  largest  amount  ever  given  at  once;  a  total 
of  $1,000,000  will  be  available  for  the  institution  during  the  next 
two  years. 

Mississippi's  Legislature  was  probably  equally  as  generous, 
considering  the  means  at  hand,  and  gave  its  university  $300,000, 
the  largest  it  too  had  ever  given.  Other  revenues  and  donations 
will  increase  the  funds  available  at  present  to  about  $500,000. 

The  University  of  Colorado  received  during  the  year  just 
past  $450,000  in  private  donations.  Kentucky  State  College 
received  $200,000  from  that  state's  Legislature. 


The  University  of  Florida  has  just  completed  its  second  year.  This 
institution  was  formed  by  the  consolidation  of  the  three  State  colleges 
located  at  Tallahassee,  Lake  City  and  Gainesville.  The  university  is 
located  at  Gainesville.  The  college  at  Tallahassee  has  become  a  college 
for  women,  and  the  college  at  Lake  City  an  agricultural  college. — The 
Shield  and  Diamond. 


Delta  Chi's  law  convention  was  held  last  April,  at  which 
there  were  about  138  registered,  and  the  following  resolution 
was  passed : 

"Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Fourteenth  Annual  Convention 
that  it  is  contrary  to  the  fraternity's  best  interests  to  initiate  into  its 
membership  men  who  are  affiliated  with  any  general,  academic  or  college 
fraternity." 
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New  York  University,  with  845  students,  maintains  the  largest  law 
school;  Michigan  ranking  second,  Harvard  third,  and  Minnesota 
fourth,  Harvard  being  the  only  one  of  the  four  to  demand  a  baccalaureate 
degree  for  admission. 

The  largest  medical  registration  (590)  is  found  at  Pennsylvania, 
Northwestern  being  second,  and  New  York  University  third. 

As  for  the  graduate  schools,  Columbia,  with  938  students,  has  by 
far  the  largest  attendance,  her  nearest  competitors  being  Harvard  with 
442,  Chicago  with  381,  and  Wisconsin  with  353  students. 

Minnesota  has  the  largest  number  of  students  of  agriculture,  927, 
enrolling  more  than  twice  as  many  as  Illinois,  its  closest  numerical  com- 
petitor, while  the  latter  leads  in  students  of  architecture,  150,  being 
followed  by  Columbia. 

New  York  University  has  the  largest  school  of  commerce,  675; 
Pennsylvania  the  greatest  number  of  dental  students,  289;  Northwestern 
still  leads  in  divinity,  with  227  students,  and  Yale  in  forestry,  61,  although 
some  of  the  State  universities  may  actually  teach  forestry  to  a  greater 
number  of  students.  Syracuse  has  the  largest  school  of  music,  637,  and 
Columbia  the  largest  teachers'  college,  891. 

The  Illinois  School  of  Pharmacy,  with  260  students,  is  closely  fol- 
lowed by  the  New  York  school,  affiliated  with  Columbia. — D.  K.  E. 
Quarterly  for  June.

As  a  culmination  of  negotiations,  which  were  carried  on  for  some 
time,  Central  has  been  placed  on  the  Carnegie  Foundation  Fund,  which 
provides  retired  salaries  for  professors  who  have  been  teaching  for  twenty- 
five  years.  Central  is  the  second  institution  of  the  South  that  has  received 
this  distinction,  and  as  certain  standards  had  to  be  met  with,  we  feel 
very  much  elated  over  this  honor. — Central  University  {Kentucky)  cor- 
respondence in  K.  A.  Journal.

From  the  interesting  55  th  annual  report  of  the  secretary  of 
Phi  Kappa  Psi,  the  following  extracts  are  taken : 

"No  new  petitions  have  been  presented  to  the  Executive  Council. 
There  are  several  bodies  which  might  petition  but  have  not. 

"The  field  is  large  and  there  could  be  established  in  many  good 
institutions  chapters  which  would  be  a  credit  but  there  are  those  of  us 
who  feel  we  are  big  enough  and  do  not  need  any  more  chapters.  Reason 
might  change  our  minds. 

"Some  chapters  suggest  certain  prospective  institutions  but  until 
all  are  willing  to  go  into  new  fields  we  must  stand  still,  which  is  never 
a  sign  of  health. 

"Some  institutions  in  which  we  were  once  represented  afford  splendid 
opportunities  for  us  to  revive  such  chapters,  as  New  York  Delta,   Dis- 
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trict  of  Columbia  Alpha  and  Missouri  Alpha.  There  can  be  no  sound 
objection  to  these  institutions;  all  of  these  chapters  surrendered  their 
charter  under  circumstances  which  were  not  a  discredit  and  since  con- 
ditions have  improved  so  much  it  does  seem  important  to  keep  alive 
the  good  history  of  such  chapters  by  reviving  them." 

"Brother  Graham,  the  editor,  promises  to  have  a  new  Grand  Cat- 
alogue ready  for  distribution  by  the  next  G.  A.  C.  He  has  the  data  in 
hand  and  we  should  get  a  book  of  which  we  will  be  proud." 

"It  does  seem,  however,  that  an  alumni  association  should  have 
some  other  purpose  for  existing  than  merely  to  hold  social  meetings. 
Some  duty  should  devolve  upon  them  as  an  organization  for  the  advance- 
ment of  Phi  Kappa  Psi.  The  Alumni  Board  proposes  to  require  the 
alumni  associations  to  make  an  annual  report,  similar  to  that  submitted 
by  the  chapters.  It  is  hoped  to  be  able  thus  to  find  out  the  condition 
and  spirit  of  the  organization,  then  endeavor  to  improve  it." 

"After  eight  years  of  service,  as  editor,  Brother  Lockwood  reports 
that  our  official  organ  is  the  best  of  its  kind  published. 

"The  receipts  of  'The  Shield'  for  the  volume  which  closed  with  the 
August,    1907  number  were  $3,030.40;  the  expenditures  were  $2,423.45. 

"During  his  term  of  office  the  dividend  to  the  fraternity  has  aggre- 
gated nearly  $2,000  in  net  profits. 

"  'The  Shield'  not  only  has  the  largest  circulation  of  any  college 
fraternity  journal,  but  it  is  the  only  college  fraternity  journal  that  is 
an  annual  source  of  revenue  to  the  general  fraternity." 

As  to  the  last  paragraph,  a  good  answer  was  given  to  it  in 
the  June  Palm  by  Brother  Reno,  and  as  to  the  fourth  from  the 
last,  we  think  the  editor  is  pretty  bombastic,  if  he  is  quoted 
correctly.  One  thing  that  will  forever  keep  the  Shield  from 
being  the  best  of  its  kind  published,  unless  a  change  occurs,  is 
the  insignificantly  small  type  it  is  printed  in.  This  alone  makes 
it  the  least  pretentious  looking  and  hardest  to  read  of  all  the 
really  first-class  journals.

After  we  had  written  the  above  last  given  paragraph  the 
Delta  Upsilon  Quarterly  hove  into  view  and  almost  made  us  fear 
to  pass  in  the  piece  of  advice;  but  the  Shield  is  not  going  to  get 
offended,  and  neither  is  it  going  to  change.  We  would  like, 
however,  to  commend  the  Quarterly's  remarks  to  a  couple  of  our 
New  York  fraternity  journals,  and  judging  from  late  remarks  in 
them,  the  S.  A.  E.  Record  and  K.  A.  Journal  will  join  us  in  the 
application : 
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"In  the  days  of  our  youth  the  Quarterly  delighted  to  impale  on 
the  point  of  its  sharp  rhetoric  a  fellow  editor  who  had  perhaps  passed 
the  bounds  of  absolute  truth  and  trespassed  on  what  we  jealously  thought 
were  our  preserves,  our  very  own.  Ah,  but  those  were  brisk  and  blithe- 
some days  and  many  an  unfortunate  editor's  hide  hangs  in  our  trophy- 
room  to  remind  us  of  the  deeds  of  yore.  But  with  age  came  not  sloth 
but  wisdom,  the  calmer  spirit  that  wastes  not  time  on  trivial  differences 
and  heeds  not  the  face-makers  at  the  gates." 


At  the  November  dinner  of  the  Lehigh  alumni  residing  in  New  York 
city,  Dr.  Henry  S.  Drinker,  president  of  the  university,  after  discussing 
the  dormitory  system  at  Lehighs  which  was  inaugurated  this  year,  added: 

"I  speak  for  the  trustees  of  the  university  when  I  say  that  Lehigh  is 
very  grateful  to  the  fraternities  for  what  they  have  done  in  the  past  in 
housing  the  students  before  we  ever  had  a  dormitory.  The  attitude  of 
the  university  toward  the  fraternities  is  simply  one  of  impartial  appre- 
ciation."— Kappa  Sigma  Caduceus. 


The  University  of  Virginia  seeks  to  encourage  the  building  of  chapter 
houses  by  furnishing  building  sites  and  promising  to  loan  on  good  security 
two-thirds  of  the  amount  needed  to  erect  the  house,  provided  the  one- 
third  is  actually  in  hand. — The  Shield  and  Diamond. 


Dr.  H.  L.  Smith,  president  of  Davidson  College,  in  an  address  before 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  session  at  Greensboro, 
N.  C,  declared  that  the  decline  of  the  church  colleges  for  men  has  most 
certainly  begun  and  he  attributed  it  to  the  poor  equipment  of  these 
colleges  as  compared  with  that  of  State  institutions.  He  pleaded  for 
better  support  and  showed  the  necessity  of  it.  It  has  manifestly  become 
best  to  combine  several  weak  colleges  into  one  good  one  and  then  stand 
behind  this  institution  until  it  can  take  its  place  among  the  best  colleges 
of  the  country.  If  the  Presbyterian  Church  would  continue  to  educate 
its  young  men,  it  would  be  far  better  to  have  one  well-equipped  college 
in  the  South  that  would  command  respect  and  patronage  rather  than  a 
dozen  weak  colleges  that  the  modern  young  man  who  seeks  a  college 
education  will  not  consider  for  a  moment.  If  it  takes  $500,000  to  equip 
a  modern  college,  it  seems  foolhardy  to  continue  as  colleges  institutions 
with  less  than  $60,000  productive  funds.  Only  one  result  can  follow 
such  a  course. — The  Shield  and  Diamond. 


The  technical  fraternity  of  Theta  Xi  announces  in  its  July- 
journal  that  it  will  receive  an  application  for  a  charter  in  the 
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fall  from  students  at  Iowa  State  College,  and  says  "this  notice 
is  given  that  members  of  the  fraternity  may  have  an  opportunity 
to  investigate  should  they  so  desire."  Won't  this  public 
announcement  of  a  probable  application  be  rather  hard  on  the 
boys  in  case  Theta  Xi  tells  them  that  they  haven't  satisfied  all 
hands?  This  tech  frat  has  eleven  chapters  located  solely  at 
engineering  schools.

Says  the  Delta  Upsilon  Quarterly,  and  the  comments  of  both 
the  journals  mentioned  here  are  worth  reading: 

"The  following  editorial  confession  from  Beta  Theta  Pi  carries  with 
it  strong  conviction  that  present  conditions  of  an,  institution  should  not 
militate  too  strongly  against  consideration  of  a  petitioning  body  which 
may  have  all  other  factors  in  its  favor: 

'  'Some  of  us  who  were  present  at  the  St.  Louis  convention  remember 
the  rejection  of  the  petition  of  the  Beta  Phi  society  at  Colorado  College, 
Colorado  Springs,  for  a  charter.  This  rejection  was  largely  due  to  the 
criticisms  of  one  Beta  alumnus  who  preached  eloquently  upon  the  text  that 
the  college  had  no  adequate  endowment.  He  admitted  the  fine  quality 
of  the  students,  the  ample  supply  of  material,  the  adequate  equipment 
and  competent  teaching  force  but  argued  successfully  that  the  college 
was  doomed  to  failure  because  of  lack  of  endowment.  It  will  interest 
our  readers  to  know  that  an  endowment  of  about  one  million  dollars 
has  now  been  secured.  Sigma  Chi  offered  a  charter  to  Beta  Phi.  It  was 
accepted  and  we  lost  a  fine  chapter  and  Sigma  Chi  secured  one  with  little 
effort.     This  was  one  of  our  mistakes.'  " 


Alpha  Chi  Rho,  a  young  fraternity  and  mentioned  before 
in  these  columns,  entered  Cornell  last  April.  Editor  Baird  in  a 
recent  number  of  the  Beta  Theta  Pi  reviewed  the  history  and 
constitution  of  this  fraternity,  to  which  the  fraternity's  editor 
replies  in  the  March  number  of  their  journal : 

"The  reason  for  our  restriction  to  the  ten  colonies  north  of  North 
Carolina  is  that  conservatism  is  one  of  the  important  and  basic  principles 
of  Alpha  Chi  Rho's  tradition.  Our  policy  is  not  that  of  a  federation  of 
autonomous  chapters,  as  in  Psi  Upsilon,  but  that  of  one  central  fraternity 
having  recruiting  stations  at  different  universities.  No  brother  of  the 
order  belongs,  except  for  voting  purposes  and  for  the  collection  of  neces- 
sary dues,  to  one  chapter  more  than  to  another.  He  belongs  to  the 
fraternity,  and  is  stationed  in  some  chapter  merely  as  an  accident  of 
residence.      The  National  Organization,  which  has  the  right,  if  it  choose 
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to  exercise  it  (which  normally  it  does  not),  of  initiating  or  suspending 
in  any  chapter,  is  supposed  to  keep  thoroughly  in  touch  with  the  local 
situation  in  each  one  of  the  chapters.  It  is  obvious  that  a  large  number 
of  chapters,  or  wide  geographical  distribution  of  them,  is  interdicted  by 
the  very  nature  of  our  system  and  aims.  We  believe  in  one  Brotherhood, 
not  a  friendly  collection  of  brotherhoods,  and  whatever  members  of 
fraternities  who  have  other  traditions  may  think  of  our  views,  a  compre- 
hension of  them  would  have  helped  Mr.  Baird  to  understand  not  only 
our  territorial  restriction,  but  also  such  things  as  the  feasibility  and 
necessity  of  the  one  incorporated  fraternity  holding  all  its  real  properties 
in  its  own  name,  and  securing  control  by  means  of  contract  of  bailment 
over  all  the  badges  which  it  loans  to  its  initiates. 

"The  most  mischievous  errors  occur  in  the  latter  half  of  Mr.  Baird's 
article.  They  may  be  briefly  summed  up  as  follows:  Alpha  Chi  Rho  in 
its  Manual  tries  to  make  candidates  believe  that  it  stands  for  something 
unique  in  the  Greek  world,  which  is  not  so.  The  insistence  upon  the 
first  Landmark,  that  of  Christianity,  is  an  instance,  as  practically  all 
fraternities  have  the  same  provision.  Thus  when  a  man  gets  inside  he 
finds  the  fraternity  is  not  what  it  claims  to  be,  and  grows  disloyal.  This 
led  to  the  voluntary  withdrawal  of  the  Iowa  chapter  in  1902,  which  was 
at  that  time  the  strongest  chapter  in  the  order.  All  of  the  active  chapter 
resigned  at  Brooklyn  and  Pennsylvania.      And  so  forth. 

"Now  the  above  statements  are  boldly  incorrect,  and  put  Alpha 
Chi  Rho  in  a  very  bad  light.  It  would  have  perhaps  been  better  if  Mr 
Baird  had  written  for  facts  before  giving  further  circulation  to  errors 
which  can  be  easily  disproved  by  explanation  or  by  documentary  evi- 
dence. 

"Our  history  shows  irrefutably  and  significantly  that  whenever  a 
man  has  been  disloyal  to  Alpha  Chi  Rho,  it  has  not  been  because  he  found 
it  was  not  unique,  but  because  he  found  we  meant  what  we  said  and  were 
unique.  The  whole  trouble  back  in  the  early  years  of  the  fraternity  was 
that  some  who  had  been  carelessly  taken  in  wanted  to  change  the  Land- 
marks— to  make  us  no  longer  unique.  That  would  have  robbed  Alpha 
Chi  Rho  altogether  of  purpose  and  raison  d'etre,  and  we  expelled  those 
men.  Their  expulsion  was  our  strength.  A  minority  was  thus  expelled 
in  several  of  the  chapters — compare  Mr.  Baird's  statement.  We  have 
the  correspondence  and  documents  to  prove  ours.  In  Columbia  no  man 
'resigned'  at  all.  The  fraternity  voluntarily  withdrew  the  charter  from 
Phi  Upsilon  at  Iowa — from  its  very  start  the  weakest  of  our  chapters 
in  internal  unity;  and  withdrew  it  after  the  protest  of  some — (a  minority 
here) — of  its  members.  We  should  never  have  gone  so  far  afield  in  view 
of  our  platform  of  centralization  and  conservatism,  and  we  frankly 
acknowledged  our  mistake. 

"A  final  word  as  to  the  charge  of  Phariseeism,  brought  against  part 
of  the  Manual.      We  do  not  claim  to  be  better  than  other  fraternities  in 
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all  respects,  but  we  do  claim  to  be  different.  We  can  not  begin  in  Alpha 
Chi  to  equal  the  organization  of  Kappa  Sigma;  we  can  not  build  chapter 
houses  like  those  of  Delta  Psi,  nor  have  we  men  who  are  known  through- 
out the  Greek  world  like  Mr.  Baird.  Most  fraternities  can  beat  us  in 
'rushing'  men.  Many  organizations  of  alumni  contribute  far  more  to 
their  fraternities  than  do  our  graduates.  All  these  things  will  come  to 
us  in  time:  it  is  our  prime  concern  to  hold  fast  to  what  we  do  have." 

Chapters  are  called  Phi's,  not  in  imitation  of  Chi  Psi  whose 
chapters  are  called  Alpha's,  we  are  told  and  which  is  no  doubt 
likely,  but  the  term  has  ritual  significance  and  "is  not  borrowed 
from  anything."  Similarly,  this  term  "Landmarks"  is  not 
borrowed  from  Phi  Delta  Theta,  but  from  Freemasonry,  if  any- 
where. 


A  quotation  in  The  Rainbow  of  Delta  Tau  Delta  from  The  Dartmouth 
of  Feb.  14th,  to  the  effect  that  a  representative  of  Alpha  Chi  Rho  had 
visited  Dartmouth  in  the  interest  of  a  new  chapter  was  somewhat  mis- 
leading; it  might  seem  conclusive  evidence  in  support  of  charges  which 
we  have  seen  made  that  a  small  fraternity  can  not  increase  its  chapter- 
roll  without  employing  agents  to  "work  up"  new  fields  and  that  a  con- 
servative fraternity  remains  conservative  not  through  policy  but  of 
necessity.  Truth,  however,  compels  us  to  repudiate  the  hypothesis  and 
the  logic  and  to  modify  the  report.  A  group  of  Dartmouth  men  did 
write  to  several  members  of  Alpha  Chi  Rho  about  the  possibility  of 
procuring  a  charter;  a  member  of  Alpha  Chi  Rho  did  unofficially  visit 
Dartmouth  and  say  that  he  would  send  a  letter  of  recommendation  to 
the  National  Council;  but  Alpha  Chi  Rho  has  not  opened  negotiations 
at  Dartmouth  and  is  not  "working"  the  field.  We  find  it  neither  expe- 
dient nor  necessary  to  employ  such  methods. — Alpha  Chi  Rho  Journal. 


Alpha  Xi  Delta  is  the  first  of  the  members  of  the  Intersorority  Con- 
ference to  grant  a  charter  at  the  State  University  at  Lexington.  Delta 
Delta  Delta's  newly  founded  chapter  in  Lexington  is  at  Transylvania, 
and  not  at  the  State  University. 

Kappa  Alpha  Theta  (sorority)  entered  the  University  of  Washington 
last  April.  Delta  Delta  Delta  (sorority  also)  attached  Colby  College  in 
May. 

Pi  Beta  Phi  recently  held  its  twentieth  convention  in  New  Orleans, 
with  Sophia  Newcomb.  With  thirty-eight  chapters,  this  sorority  may 
be  called  the  most  liberal  expansionist  in  the  college  world.  Its  journal, 
The  Arrow,  has  a  circulation  of  2,200. — The  Anchora  of  Delta  Gamma. 
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Leland  Stanford  University  had  an  exceedingly  unpleasant 
student's  affair  to  settle  last  spring,  and  the  S.  A.  E.  chapter  was 
hit  hard,  says  the  Record's  correspondent  there: 

"This  letter  from  California  Alpha  is  to  make  right  the  wrongs  done 
to  five  of  our  men,  who  were  suspended  for  being  among  some  300  students 
who  were  in  a  parade  on  March  12,  which  was  a  protest  from  the  whole 
student  body  against  a  statement  made  by  the  new  committee  on  student 
affairs  led  by  a  very  narrow-minded  and  radical  chairman.  This  state- 
ment was  in  regard  to  the  drinking  problem  which  has  not  been  followed 
to  excess  by  the  students  of  this  university,  as  the  writer  has  visited 
fourteen  of  our  leading  universities  in  the  East  and  feels  that  he  is  in  a 
position  to  know.  This  'statement'  was  a  very  strong  one  and  from  its 
wording  was  very  offensive  to  the  students,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  it 
was  altogether  uncalled  for  and  wholly  inconsistent  with  the  present 
quiet  and  orderly  condition  on  the  campus  this  year.  The  participants 
were  all  sober  and  among  the  number,  there  were  total  abstainers  (leaders 
of  Stanford  Temperance  League),  the  average  student  who  drinks  tem- 
perately, and  some  heavy  drinkers. 

"Shortly  after  this  parade  occurred  twelve  men  were  suspended  for 
being  in  it.  Naturally  the  other  participants  felt  that  it  was  very  unfair, 
so  signed  a  petition  stating  that  they  were  equally  guilty,  and  as  a  con- 
sequence each  one  of  these  received  punishment,  all  the  way  from  sus- 
pension to  having  10  hours  added  to  the  required  number  for  graduation. 

"The  whole  Pacific  Coast  is  protesting  against  this  unfairness. 
'By  his  (chairman  Clark's)  drastic  measures  the  Alumnus  and  the  great 
body  of  alumni  who  have  protested  against  his  action  unite  in  condemning 
him  for  one  of  the  most  pernicious  tricks  ever  served  the  undergraduates 
of  an  American  university.' 

"This  hit  our  house  very  hard  in  taking  away  five  of  our  most  valuable 
men,  for  the  rest  of  this  semester.  A  'walkout'  was  very  narrowly  averted 
several  times,  only  by  the  knowledge  that  the  president  of  the  university 
would  take  no  action  against  the  rash  move  of  this  tyrannical  and  unrea- 
sonable committee. 

"So  keen  is  the  feeling  that  the  Senior  Class  has  called  off  all  gradu- 
ation festivities.  It  is  a  shame  that  the  good  name  which  Stanford 
has  always  maintained  should  be  dragged  in  the  dust  by  a  man  who  has 
proved  himself  incompetent  for  the  position  he  now  holds,  lacking  in  all 
sympathy  with  the  men  whose  actions  he  judges  and  whose  actions  have 
been  in  full  accordance  with  his  career  as  superintendent  of  the  Elmira 
Reform  School,  in  which  capacity  he  served  before  coming  to  Stanford." 

Kappa  Sigma  had  three  men  among  those  suspended.  The 
Phi  Kappa  Psi  correspondent  wrote  very  much  to  the  same  effect 
as  the  above  saying,  among  other  things : 
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"As  the  matter  now  stands  the  committee's  ax  has  fallen  on  forty-one 
of  the  most  prominent  men  in  the  university.  Our  alumni  have  taken  up 
the  affair  with  the  trustees  and  it  is  hoped  that  they  will  be  able  to  see 
that  we  be  given  a  square  deal  in  the  matter.  The  people  of  California  are 
in  sympathy  with  the  students  because  all  of  the  papers  on  the  coast 
have  a  full  account  of  the  trouble." 

A  daily  paper  on  the  coast  also  says  in  part : 

"Harold  Fitch,  editor  of  the  Daily  Palo  Alto,  was  called  by  the 
committee  to  state  the  position  of  the  students.  He  declared  briefly 
that  they  felt  an  injustice  had  been  done  that  must  be  rectified. 

"The  question  of  drink  suppression  has  been  swallowed  up  in  the 
later  and  larger  issue.  When  the  committee  makes  its  announcement  a 
general  meeting  of  the  students  will  take  place  at  once. 

"Dr.  Jordan  made  a  public  apology  to-day  to  the  suspended  men  for 
his  published  comments  on  their  characters,  in  which  he  had  said  they 
were  of  'unsavory  reputations,'  and  which  raised  a  storm  of  protest 
among  students  and  faculty  alike. 

"A  representative  of  the  twelve  suspended  men  called  on  Dr.  Jordan 
to  ask  for  an  explanation.  The  President  made  a  full  apology,  and  said: 
'The  statement  was  not  made  for  publication,  and,  even  had  it  been  made 
for  publication,  was  in  the  circumstances  unwarranted,  as  I  did  not  know 
the  facts  of  the  case  at  the  time.'  " 


Last  February  a  unique  dinner  was  given  by  the  New  York 
Alumni  Association  of  D.  K.  E.  in  honor  of  the  Dekes  of  the 
"Old  South."  The  attendance  was  large,  over  three  hundred 
being  present.  The  principal  address,  that  of  Judge  Beckett, 
Surrogate  of  New  York  County,  was  pitched  on  a  high  plane, 
and  makes  inspiring  reading  for  even  those  who  are  not  Dekes. 
Two  of  the  founders  of  D.  K.  E.  were  southern  men;  between 
1847  and  1 86 1  eleven  chapters  were  established  in  the  South, 
of  which  two  (Virginia  and  Mississippi)  survived  the  great  struggle. 
From  others,  Kentucky  (Central  University),  Alabama,  North 
Carolina  and  Vanderbilt,  have  since  been  revived.  At  the 
opening  of  the  war  D.  K.  E.  had  existed  seventeen  years. 
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To  the  New  Initiate. 

It  will  be  well  for  the  fraternity,  generally,  and  particularly 
good  for  the  recent  initiate,  if  he  realizes  at  the  very  outstart  of 
his  membership  that  Alpha  Tau  Omega  does  not  preach  the 
doctrine  of  ignoble  ease.  Rather,  it  should  be  understood  that 
we  teach  and  emphasize  the  life  of  consistent  endeavor  and  noble 
labor. 

Alpha  Tau  Omega  has  nothing  to  offer  to  the  man  who  is 
content  to  wait  for  something  to  turn  up.  It  has  nothing  to 
give  to  the  man  who  has  not  the  energy  to  labor,  to  achieve,  to 
conquer.  It  bestows  nothing  upon  the  indolent,  the  wasteful, 
the  ambitionless  man.  It  can  not  make  a  scholar  out  of  a  dunce 
who  rejoices  in  his  foolishness  nor  create  a  saint  out  of  unpenitent 
material. 

The  most  that  the  fraternity  can  do  for  the  man  it  has  already 
done.  It  can  make  him  mindful  of  the  seriousness  of  his  college 
life.  It  can  urge  and  insist  that  he  give  to  the  work  at  hand  the 
best  that  is  in  him.  It  can  hold  up  to  him  the  achievements  of 
the  men  who  have  come  into  the  fraternity  and  from  it  out  into 
the  world  prepared  for  the  battles  of  life.  It  can  open  his  eyes 
to  the  sparkling  waters  of  the  Pierian  spring,  but  it  can  not  make 
him  drink  of  them,  nor  make  him  drink  deep  and  long.  In  short, 
entrance  to  Alpha  Tau  Omega  is  not  an  open  sesame  to  the  secrets 
of  the  arts  or  the  sciences;  membership  with  us  does  not  ipso 
facto  make  the  man  or  secure  him  the  good,  precious  things  of  life. 

After  all,  the  burden  is  upon  the  individual.  The  fraternity 
will,  of  course,  open  his  eyes,  but  it  can  not  compel  him  to  see. 
It  will  reward  him  with  its  honors  and  blessings  when  he  deserves 
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them.  It  will  reprove  him  when  he  requires  chastisement. 
But  beyond  this  the  man  is  the  master.  He  is  still  "the  architect 
of  his  own  future."  The  fraternity  will  lead;  he  will  do  well  if  he 
follows.  If  he  choose  not  to  follow,  his  membership  is  a  hollow 
mockery,  a  vain,  useless  lie. 

In  a  word,  Alpha  Tau  Omega  now  insists  that  the  recent 
initiate  prove  his  worth,  his  title,  his  right  to  the  privileges  he 
would  enjoy  by  loyalty  and  by  work. 

The  Annual  Alumni  Letter. 

Worthy  Grand  Chief  Lyon  has  again  addressed  the  alumni 
members  of  the  fraternity  by  means  of  a  circular  letter  sent  to 
the  last  known  address  of  each  living  member.  That  the  epistle 
has  already  borne  good  results  is  amply  evidenced  by  numerous 
communications  to  the  Palm.  All  of  them  voice  the  highest 
praise  for  our  efficient  leader  and  the  Palm  can  do  no  better  than 
unite  with  the  chorus  of  commendation.  Brother  Lyon  has 
indeed  been  an  officer  of  unexcelled  activity  and  his  splendid 
achievements  for  Alpha  Tau  Omega  will  be  difficult  of  future 
duplication. 

As  our  readers  have  read  the  letter  referred  to  further  com- 
ment is  hardly  necessary.  The  letter  furnishes  a  complete,  yet 
succinct,  review  of  a  year's  work  and  is  a  valuable  index  to  the 
manifold  activities  of  the  general  fraternity. 

The  opportunity  must  be  embraced  to  add  a  few  words 
concerning  the  information  blank  proposition.  It  is  believed 
that  Alpha  Tau  Omega  is  the  first  fraternity  to  institute  this 
system.  The  best  that  can  be  said  for  it  is  that  it  has  already 
proven  its  merit.  Nothing  should  be  allowed  to  interfere  with 
its  continued  use  in  the  future.  The  information  secured  by  the 
chapters  by  the  use  of  the  blanks  has  given  to  them  material 
that  might  otherwise  have  been  overlooked  and  in  many  instances 
has  furnished  the  basis  for  a  favorable  ballot  that  might  have 
been  the  opposite.  It  may  be  that  some  changes  in  the  blank 
will  be  thought  advisable  in  the  future,  but  the  essential  idea 
and  spirit  of  the  system  must  be  preserved. 

In  passing,  we  are  particularly  glad  to  note  that  Dr.  Lyon 
is  not  among  the  few  who  fail  to  rejoice  in  the  continued  growth 
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of  the  fraternity.  He  has  done  well  in  pointing  to  our  newer 
chapters  as  examples  of  our  present  extension  policy.  He  does 
not  discourage  extension  and  his  reference  to  the  clubs  now 
applying  for  membership,  does  not  indicate  a  desire  to  stop  the 
steady  march  of  advancement  and  increase.  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
is  not  too  large.  Its  chapters  are  not  too  numerous.  In  fact, 
it  is  entirely  too  large  to  be  confined  to  fifty-nine  institutions 
in  the  face  of  so  many  more  desirable  and  available  opportunities. 


The  Pittsburgh  Congress. 

Elsewhere  we  publish  a  brief  sketch  of  the  Congress  city 
and  some  interesting  information  concerning  the  brothers  who 
are  to  be  our  hosts  in  December.  The  December  Palm  will 
contain  complete  information  regarding  the  many  details  of  the 
function,  and  until  then  we  can  only  assure  the  fraternity  that 
the  confidence  bestowed  upon  our  Pittsburgh  brethren  by  select- 
ing their  city  as  the  site  for  the  1908  conclave  will  be  repaid  by 
the  greatest  and  best  meeting  in  our  history.

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South,  caught  by  "the  Congress  habit"  at  Birmingham,  has 
promised  an  outpouring  of  Alpha  Taus,  with  Senator  Owen  at 
the  head.  The  West,  no  doubt,  will  see  that  its  laurels  are  not 
snatched  by  the  older  sections,  especially  since  it  covets  the 
next  meeting.

GENERAL  INFORMATION  FOR  DELEGATES  AND  VISITORS. 


Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  is  the  goal  of  every  loyal  Alpha  Tau,  at 
the  coming  Christmastide,  for  that  city  will  be  the  meeting  place, 
and  the  Pittsburgh  Alumni  Association  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
will  be  the  host,  of  the  next  Congress  of  our  fraternity. 

The  twenty-first  biennial  Congress  will  be  held  at  the  Hotel 
Schenley,  in  Pittsburgh,  December  30th  and  31st,  1908,  and 
January  1st  and  2nd,  1909.  The  first  session  will  begin  at  10.30 
A.  M.,  on  Wednesday,  December  30th. 

For  months  the  Pittsburgh  Alumni  Association  has  been 
busy  making  plans,  getting  together  the  sinews  of  war,  and 
completing  arrangements  which  will  afford  to  every  delegate  and 
visitor  a  delightful  and  entertaining.sojourn  in  the  Smoky  City, 
during  Congress  week.  Arrangements  have  been  made  with  a 
view  to  entertaining  the  largest  Congress  of  Alpha  Taus  in  point 
of  attendance,  which  has  ever  assembled. 

No  chapter  dare  be  unrepresented ;  it  is  confidently  expected 
that  many  of  the  eastern  chapters  will  send  a  majority  of  their 
active  members;  almost  all  of  the  Alumni  Associations  will  be 
represented;  and  as  usual,  the  Grand  Officers  and  lesser  dignitaries 
of  the  fraternity  will,  without  exception,  be  in  attendance.  In 
addition  to  this,  it  is  hoped  that  a  host  of  alumni  brothers  will  be 
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impelled  by  loveior  their  fraternity  to  gather  with  us  and  share 
in  the  labors,  and  the  pleasurers  of  the  twenty-first  Congress. 
Every  Alpha  Tau,  delegate  or  visitor,  will  be  accorded  the 
privileges  of  the  floor;  and  every  Alpha  Tau,  be  he  visitor  or 
delegate,  will  be  welcome  at  every  social  feature  of  the  Congress. 
Pennsylvania  being  a  righteous  and  God-fearing  state,  no  dis- 
criminations can  be  allowed,  or  special  privileges  granted.  The 
general  program  and  other  plans  and  arrangements  follow.

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TRANSPORTATION . 

On  July  i st,  1908,  the  various  Passenger  Trunk  Line  Asso- 
ciations raised  the  rate  usually  awarded  delegates  to  conventions 
throughout  the  United  States  from  one  and  one-third  fare  to 
one  and  three-fifth  fare.  It  will,  therefore,  be  impossible  to 
obtain  a  less  rate  for  attendants  upon  our  Congress.  But  arrange- 
ments have  been  completed  with  all  Trunk  Line  Associations 
in  the  United  States,  whereby  every  delegate  and  visitor  to  the 
Congress,  coming  from  any  point  east  of  Denver,  Colorado,  and 
outside  of  Pennsylvania,  will  be  allowed  one  and  three-fifth  rates. 
There  are  no  Trunk  Line  Associations  west  of  Denver.  For 
visitors  and  delegates  coming  to  Pittsburgh  from  points  in  Penn- 
sylvania, the  fare  will  be  two  cents  per  mile  in  each  direction, 
on  round  trip  tickets. 

Persons  expecting  to  attend  the  Congress  are  urged  to  read 
carefully  the  instructions  of  the  passenger  associations  printed 
below.  It  will  greatly  facilitate  the  work  of  the  Transportation 
Committee  for  all  those  attending,  to  cooperate  in  this  matter. 
We  would  especially  request  that  all  visitors  coming  from  nearby 
points  plainly  specify  that  their  tickets  are  purchased  on  account 
of  the  A.  T.  O.  Congress,  as  a  certain  number  of  certificates  are 
absolutely  necessary  in  order  to  obtain  corresponding  rates  in 
the  future. 

INSTRUCTIONS. 

i.  Delegates  and  others  availing  of  the  reduction  in  fare 
should  present  themselves  at  the  offices  for  certificates  and 
tickets  at  least  30  minutes  before  departure  of  trains. 

j=$2.  The  reduction  is  fare  and  three-fifths  on  certificate, 
conditional  on  there  being  an  attendance  at  the  meeting  of  not 
less  than  100  persons  who  hold  proper  certificates  obtained  from 
ticket  agents  at  starting  points,  showing  payment  of  full  first- 
class  fare  of  not  less  than  75  cents  through  to  place  of  meeting. 
Agents  at  all  important  stations  and  coupon  ticket  offices  are 
supplied  with  certificates. 

3.  Certificates  are  not  kept  at  all  stations.  If,  however,  the 
ticket  agent  at  a  local  station  is  not  supplied  with  certificates 
and  through  tickets  to  place  of  meeting,  he  can  inform  the  dele- 
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gate  of  the  nearest  important  station  where  they  can  be  obtained. 
In  such  case  the  delegate  should  purchase  a  local  ticket  to  such 
station  and  there  secure  certificate  and  through  ticket  to  place 
of  meeting. 

4.  Going  tickets,  in  connection  with  which  certificates  are 
issued  for  return,  may  be  sold  only  on  three  days,  and,  if  a  Sunday 
intervenes,  four  days,  immediately  preceding  the  agreed  opening 
date  of  the  meeting,  and  during  the  first  three  days  (Sunday 
included)  of  the  meeting;  except  that  tickets  must  not  be  sold 
to  parties  to  reach  a  meeting  after  the  last  date  arranged  for 
attendance  of  special  agent;  and,  provided,  also,  that  when 
meetings  are  held  at  distant  points  to  which  the  authorized  limit 
is  greater  than  three  days,  tickets  may  be  sold  before  the  meeting 
in  accordance  with  the  limits  shown  in  regular  tariffs. 

5.  Deposit  the  certificate  with  the  secretary  or  other  proper 
officer  of  the  organization  at  the  meeting  for  necessary  endorse- 
ment and  vise  of  special  agent.  Twenty-five  cents  will  be  collected 
for  vise  of  each  certificate.  Receipts  for  fare  paid  will  not  be 
accepted  in  lieu  of  certificates. 

6.  On  presentation  of  the  certificate,  duly  validated,  not 
later  than  the  third  day  following  the  agreed  date  for  adjourn- 
ment (Sunday  not  to  be  counted  as  a  day),  the  agent  at  place  of 
meeting  will  return  the  holder  to  starting  point,  upon  a  continuous 
passage  ticket,  by  the  route  over  which  the  going  trip  was  made, 
at  three-fifths  of  the  highest  limited  fare  by  such  route. 

7.  Certificates  are  not  transferable,  and  return  tickets 
secured  upon  certificates  are  not  transferable. 

8.  Failure  to  obtain  a  certificate,  or  failure  to  have  certi- 
ficate validated  (as  provided  in  clause  5)  will  disqualify  for  any 
reduction  or  any  claim  for  refund  of  fare. 

The  various  Province  Chiefs  will  arrange  for  the  assemblage 
and  journeying  together  of  delegates  and  visitors,  on  trains 
usually  known  as  "Congress  Trains."  Members  attending  the 
Congress  should  communicate  with  the  nearest  Province  Chief, 
and  receive  instructions  as  to  what  train  to  take,  in  order  to 
meet  with  other  brothers  enroute  for  the  Congress,  and  thereby 
enjoy  the  journey. 
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HOTEL. 

The  Hotel  Schenley,  Fifth  Avenue,  Pittsburgh,  is  the  official 
headquarters  of  the  Congress  delegates.  This  hotel  is  accessible 
from  every  railway  station  by  street  car  or  carriage.  It  is  the 
largest  and  best  hotel  in  Pittsburgh,  and  in  every  way  suited  for 
the  entertainment  of  the  coming  Congress.  It  is  situated  in  a 
delightful  district,  surrounded  by  the  University  Club,  Soldiers' 
Memorial  Hall,  Carnegie  Institute,  Art  Gallery,  Library,  Phipps' 
Conservatory,  Carnegie  Technical  Schools,  and  the  new  site  of 
the  University  of  Pittsburgh. 

The  arrangements,  as  is  usual,  have  been  made  on  the 
European  plan.  The  following  rates  have  been  granted  all 
delegates  and  visitors: 

Room  without  bath,  for  two  persons,  $1.50  per  day  each; 
room  with  bath,  two  persons,  $2.00  per  day  each.  It  is  to  be 
understood,  that  at  least  two  people  are  to  occupy  one  room. 
The  restaurant  charges  are  reasonable,  and  a  special  luncheon 
charge  of  sixty  cents  has  been  arranged  for  all  members. 

PLACE    OF    MEETING. 

The  management  of  the  hotel  has  granted  us  its  large  banquet 
hall  in  which  to  hold  all  business  sessions.  It  will  be  adequate 
in  every  respect  for  that  purpose,  and  being  within  the  hotel 
building,  no  time  will  be  lost  in  assembling  delegates.  It  is 
hoped  that  thereby  all  business  sessions  can  begin  promptly  on 
the  hour  fixed  for  them. 

PUBLIC  EXERCISES. 
The  public  exercises  will  be  held  at  either  the  Carnegie  Music 
Hall  or  the  Pittsburgh  Conservatory  of  Music.  Both  buildings 
are  within  a  two  minutes'  walk  of  the  hotel.  The  Congress 
orator,  Brother  T.  A.  Clark,  will  be  present  as  the  main  feature  of 
the  exercises.  Brother  Irving  Bacheler,  the  Congress  poet,  has 
not  been  heard  from,  but  it  is  confidently  expected  that  he  will 
be  present.  Our  distinguished  Brother,  Senator  Owens,  of 
Oklahoma,  is  reported  to  be  coming  to  the  Congress,  and  he  has 
been  invited  to  speak  at  either  the  public  exercises,  or  the  banquet. 
This  too  will  be  a  treat  to  all  the  delegates.  From  all  indications, 
the  public  exercises  will  be  one  of  the  features  of  the  Congress. 
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ENTERTAINMENTS. 

Arraugements  are  now  being  made,  which  when  completed 
will  afford  to  every  officer,  delegate  and  visitor  at  the  Congress, 
a  panoramic  view  of  Pittsburgh.  These  are  for  automobile 
trips  to^be  given  at  the  noon  hour  each  day.  The  course  contem- 
plated will  include  a  drive  through  Pittsburgh's  two  famous  parks, 
Schenley  and  Highland,  along  the  boulevard  from  which  may 
be  seen  the  two  rivers  and  the  various  manufacturing  plants, 
steel  mills,  blastfurnaces,  etc.,  adorning  their  banks,  and  through 
the  beautiful  Bast  End  and  Shadyside  residence  section. 

The  smoker  on  the  first  evening  is  expected  to  surpass  the 
famous  "Chicago  Smoker,"  and  new  and  entertaining  "stunts" 
are  promised.  The  local  association  will  be  represented  in  the 
"stagey"  end  of  the  programme  by  Brothers  Howard  White  and 
Audley  McFarland  in  musical  numbers. 

A  theater  party  will  be  the  feature  for  the  second  evening, 
at  either  the  Nixon  or  the  Duquesne  theater.  And  as  is  custom- 
ary, Friday  evening  will  witness  the  banquet.  An  excellent  menu 
has  been  provided,  and  the  addresses  will  be  as  inspiring  and  of 
the  same  high  order  as  ever. 

On  Saturday  evening,  such  delegates  as  remain  in  the  city, 
will  be  entertained  by  individual  members  of  the  Pittsburgh 
Alumni  Association,  at  dinner,  at  theaters  and  at  the  various 
clubs. 

conclusion. 

Every  brother  familiar  with  Congress  affairs  who  has  at- 
tended previous  Congresses  will  be  pleased  to  know  that  Dr. 
Glazebrook,  our  beloved  founder,  will  be  present  at  the  Congress. 
To  the  younger  members  of  the  fraternity  who  have  never  met 
Dr.  Glazebrook,  this  should  prove  the  main  reason  for  attending 
this  Congress.  Letters  have  also  been  received  from  the  W.[G.  C, 
Lyon,  Bro.  Reno,  Editor  of  the  Palm,  and  others  announcing 
that  they  too  will  be  present.  Every  member  who  expects 
to  attend  this  Congress  will  aid  the  association  at  Pittsburgh 
very  materially  if  he  will  notify  the  secretary,  E.  W.  Marshall, 
Room  312,  Bakewell  Building,  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  of  that  fact  as 
soon  as  possible.

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PROBLEMS  FOR  CONGRESS .* 


A  SYMPOSIUM. 


The  general  laws  have  been  carefully  considered,  amended 
and  finally  approved  during  the  past  few  years.  In  my  judgment 
they  can  not  be  improved.  I  do,  however,  think  that  our  chief 
aim  should  be  to  call  the  attention  of  all  classes  in  our  fraternity 
to  them — officers,  active  members  and  alumni — in  order  that 
they  may  be  more  conscientiously  observed. 

p  j=-,The  time  has  passed  when  we  can  proceed  in  a  hap-hazard 
manner.  Our  principles  are  great,  our  laws  sufficient.  The 
true  meaning  of  the  word  "organization"  seems  to  me  the  most 
important  question  before  us  at  this  time.  Let  us  spend  our 
time  in  Congress  in  impressing  all  present  with  the  absolute 
necessity  of  a  "perfected  organization."  The  fraternity  organ- 
ization (ours,  at  any  rate)  is  made  up  of  seven  thousand  separate 
pieces.  Each  has  its  work  to  do.  If  each  man  does  his  part, 
we  have  our  ideal.     If  not,  we  have  a  poor  organization.

The  difficulty  met  at  the  threshold  of  such  a  discussion  in 
your  pages,  is  the  avoidance  of  topics  not  evidence  proper  to 
be  introduced  at  a  public  hearing.  We  may  have  plans  of  policy 
and  government  strictly  for  debate  behind  closed  doors;  bat 
keeping  this  in  mind,  the  following  suggestions  may  be  fit: 

First.  As  to  the  right  and  safe  way  for  the  individual 
chapters  to  acquire  and  hold  property,  a  law  should  be  passed 
requiring  each  chapter  intending  to  buy  a  lot,  to  obtain  a  charter 

*  Being  answers  received  to  the  following  question  propounded  to 
twenty-five  members  of  the  fraternity  :  "  What  Legislation  Should  Be 
Enacted  at  Pittsburgh?" 
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under  the  laws  of  the  state  where  situated,  giving  it  express  power 
to  hold  real  estate.  This  would  obviate  the  device  of  a  trustee- 
ship, which  has  sometimes  been  resorted  to,  and  avoid  all  ques- 
tions as  to  the  ascertainment  of  a  certain  beneficiary  which  must 
be  done  under  the  requirements  of  a  valid  trust.  An  unincor- 
porated body  is  not  a  sufficiently  definite  beneficiary  and  a 
marketable  title  is  always  desirable.  There  is  no  objection  to 
these  subordinate  corporations  growing  out  of  the  fact  that  the 
general  fraternity  is  a  corporation  under  the  laws  of  Maryland. 
All  national  organizations  that  have  any  standing  before  the 
law  must  have  some  such  features  to  preserve  local  independence 
by  giving  lodges  or  other  divisions  control  of  their  own  assets. 
Suppose  a  chapter  wanted  to  borrow  for  building.  It  should  be 
able  to  give  security  even  to  the  general  fraternity. 

Second.  Every  Worthy  Keeper  of  Exchequer  should  be 
required  to  make  a  formal  monthly  report  to  his  chapter  showing 
receipts  and  disbursements  with  vouchers  for  the  latter,  and  his 
balance  in  bank  vouched  by  the  bank  either  on  a  slip  from  the 
cashier  or  the  bank  book  balanced. 

Third.  The  scheme  of  honor  certificates  for  scholastic 
excellence  should  be  legalized,  and  a  rule  recommended  for  adop- 
tion by  chapters.  Every  chapter  extending  the  honor  system  to 
examinations,  dealings  with  college  authorities,  and  with  other 
fraternities  (that  is,  to  say  fraudulent  practices),  are  to  become 
acts  unworthy  of  an  Alpha  Tau  by  express  enactment,  as  well 
as  by  unwritten  law. 

Fourth.  Some  plan  should  be  adopted  for  making  the 
chapter  meetings  more  entertaining  and  profitable.  A  public 
or  college  question  should  be  set  down  for  debate  and  a  literary 
tone  be  given  to  some  part  of  time  consumed.  Gossip,  athletics, 
grievances  and  lunch,  must  not  be  allowed  to  absorb  all  attention. 
Let  alumni  brothers  who  read  this  think  of  the  best  way  to  make 
concrete  results  flow  from  theory.  Many  men  have  lofty  ideals 
but  dwarf  realizations  or  dull  perception  of  delicate  matters 
when  up  against  them  in  actual  life.

Worthy  High  Chancellor. 
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It  is  difficult  to  select  the  most  important  topic  for  legis- 
lative action  without  knowing  the  state  of  affairs  throughout  the 
entire  fraternity.  Frequently  the  most  important  legislation  at 
Congresses  is  the  outcome  of  informal  discussion  at  some  session. 
Two  subjects  occur  to  me  as  important  enough  to  command  a 
portion  of  the  interest  of  the  Pittsburgh  meeting. 

The  first  is  the  proper  control  of  fraternity  jewelers.  In 
spite  of  Congress  action  I  find  that  jewelers  fill  orders  without 
being  assured  that  the  person  ordering  is  a  member  of  the  fratern- 
ity. While  this  custom  has  not  resulted  (as  far  as  I  know)  in 
our  jewelry  being  ordered  by  persons  not  entitled  thereto,  steps 
should  be  taken  to  enforce  the  rules  already  enacted  against  this 
practice.  My  other  suggestion  for  discussion,  although  not  for 
legislative  action,  is  the  chapter  house.  Several  aspects  of  this 
question  offer  a  fertile  field  for  suggestions,  e.  g. :  Conditions 
which  make  a  house  desirable,  methods  of  raising  funds,  the 
financial  backing  necessary  before  beginning  operations,  the 
desirability  of  incorporating  the  building  association  distinct 
from  the  chapter  itself,  the  amount  of  money  to  be  devoted  to 
the  building,  the  capacity  of  the  house  (whether  it  should  be  used 
as  a  dormitory  for  the  entire  chapter  or  only  for  a  few  members), 
the  regulation  of  conduct  in  the  house,  etc.

I  should  say  that  most  of  the  difficult  and  imperative 
problems  concerning  the  policies  of  our  fraternity  were  very 
successfully  solved  at  the  last  Congress.  The  fraternity  is  to  be 
congratulated  on  the  wise  and  temperate  discussion  and  action 
both  in  committee  and  in  the  sessions  of  that  gathering. 

Of  the  problems  that  remain  to  be  considered,  I  count  that 
the  most  important  which  has  to  deal  with  the  chapter  house 
question.  More  and  more  each  year  is  the  necessity  becoming 
vital  for  us  to  own  adequate  chapter  house  accommodation  at 
nearly  every  institution  where  we  are  represented.  In  a  large 
majority  of  cases  the  time  is  rapidly  approaching  when  a  chapter 
that  does  not  own  its  own  house  is  simply  outclassed.     It  is  clear 
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that  the  details  connected  with  such  building  projects  will  require 
a  great  deal  of  careful  consideration  as  well  as  the  cooperation 
of  all  us,  active  members  and  alumni.  Also,  the  attainment  of 
successful  results  will  require  a  considerable  length  of  time. 
Does  it  not  therefore  place  upon  us  the  immediate  responsibility 
of  taking  some  action  toward  solving  the  best  method  of  working 
out  this  particular  phase  of  our  salvation?  I  shall  not  go  into 
details  as  to  methods,  but  merely  suggest  the  idea  of  a  commis- 
sion appointed  by  Congress  to  consider  the  question,  investigate 
what  has  been  done  in  the  past  and  then  offer  such  recommen- 
dations as  seem  desirable  at  the  succeeding  Congress.

It  is  my  firm  belief  that  just  as  little  legislation  as  can  be 
gotten  along  with  in  the  way  of  correcting  the  smaller  details 
affecting  fraternity  life,  should  be  considered  at  the  Pittsburgh 
Congress.  In  our  previous  sessions  of  Congress,  for  the  past 
fifteen  years,  we  have  had  vigorous  discussion  along  many  lines, 
culminating  with  the  adoption  of  our  recent  constitution.  And 
except  for  the  smaller  matters  of  correcting  slight  omissions  in 
our  law,  I  would  suggest  that  no  new  legislation  be  considered 
at  our  next  meeting.  In  fact  my  desire  is  to  see  the  fraternity 
grow  along  the  fraternal  lines  already  set  out  in  our  by-laws  and 
constitution  for  a  few  years  and  see  how  everything  works  out 
under  the  new  regime  without  many  more  additions  in  the  legis- 
lative way.  I  do  not  want  to  see  too  much  of  the  time  of  our 
Congress  at  Pittsburgh  taken  up  in  legislative  matters.  I  would 
desire  to  see  the  delegates  fraternize  and  make  of  this  Congress 
a  special  feature  of  getting  acquainted  with  the  men  from  the 
different  chapters  they  are  representing.  I  would  wish  that: the 
boys  be  taught  the  inward  significance  of  what  Alpha  Tauism 
means  in  their  lives  and  as  it  affects  the  greater  work  of  their 
relations,  duties  and  obligations  to  the  fraternity  so  that  when 
they  return  to  their  respective  chapters  they  will  carry  a  message 
that  will  increase  and  build  up  the  love  that  each  member  of  the 
chapter  should  feel  for  the  general  fraternity.

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No.  i .  I  think  it  necessary  to  make  the  information  blanks 
that  have  been  used  by  chapters  in  certain  provinces  of  a 
uniform  nature,  and  that  it  shall  become  a  part  of  the  regular 
fraternal  literature,  making  the  office  of  the  Province  Chief  or  of  the 
Worthy  Grand  Chief  a  sort  of  a  clearing-house  for  these  blanks. 

No.  2.  On  account  of  the  agitation  in  connection  with 
the  building  and  owning  of  chapter  houses  I  think  a  certain  amount 
of  regulation  for  same  should  be  enacted. 

No.  3.  I  can  not  suggest  the  ways  or  means,  but  think  that 
a  closer  relationship  should  exist  between  the  grand  officers  and 
the  members  of  the  active  chapters. 

No.  4.  I  suggest  that  the  province  roster  be  published 
some  time  near  the  college  year  instead  of  just  before  the  close. 

No.  5.  On  account  of  the  deplorable  condition  in  which  I 
found  many  of  the  records  of  the  chapters  in  my  province,  I 
suggest  that  a  uniform  system  that  will  cover  all  chapter  matters 
be  created,  and  that  all  chapters  be  required  to  keep  same. 

No.  6.  On  account  of  the  fact  that  we  are  anxious  to  secure 
the  organization  of  and  the  enthusiasm  and  experience  of  alumni 
associations,  I  think  that  something  more  than  a  letter  from  the 
Worthy  Grand  Chief  to  the  effect  that  the  organization  of  same 
is  permitted,  should  be  enacted.  I  suggest  that  a  charter  of 
some  description  be  granted.

I  have  one  idea  rather  prominently  in  mind,  to  wit,  the  pres- 
ent evils  of  rushing  systems.  I  am  willing  to  concede  on  the 
start  that  no  set  rule  or  plan  may  be  made  applicable  to  all  schools, 
yet  I  believe  we  could  well  legislate  against  a  few  unfortunate 
practices,  rather  than  attempt  to  lay  down  rules  as  to  how  rushing 
should  be  done.  As  long  as  there  are  so  many  different  institu- 
tions of  learning  there  will  be  just  so  many  different  methods  of 
going  after  new  men,  for  conditions  and  precedents  are  different 
in  each  one.  I  believe,  however,  that  any  chapter  can  get  good 
men  and  make  good  Alpha  Taus  without 

1.     Rushing  and  pledging  young  lads  not  yetrout  of  high 
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school.-  I  see  no  reason  why  any  boy  should  be  approached  on 
the  subject  of  fraternities  until  after  he  has  at  least  become  a 
freshman,  not  promised  to  become  one.  We  might  lose  a  few 
prospectively  good  boys  by  refraining  from  the  now  prevailing 
custom  of  entertaining  high  school  boys  at  the  various  spring 
athletic  meets,  but  I  would  be  inclined  to  believe  that  we  would 
gain  in  prestige  by  refraining  from  doing  so.  It  would  please  me 
to  see  an  amendment  to  our  constitution  prohibiting  any  effort 
to  influence  or  to  pledge  high  school  men.  That  recommendation 
will  bring  a  lot  of  brickbats  at  my  head,  but  I  repeat  it  with 
emphasis. 

p.  2.  Voting  on  and  pledging  men  by  mail.  This  has  been 
done  by  some  chapters,  to  my  mind  against  the  letter  and  the 
spirit  of  our  constitution.  I  would  like  to  see  a  resolution  of 
Congress  condemning  such  a  practice. 

It  would  be  very  gratifying  to  me  should  Congress  see  fit  to 
take  some  kind  of  a  stand  relative  to  "High  School  Fraternities." 
I  can  not  help  thinking  that  such  organizations  have  a  tendency 
to  bring  all  fraternities  into  disrepute.  Lads  in  the  early  teens 
almost  invariably  have  gross  misconceptions  as  to  what  fratern- 
ities are  intended  to  accomplish  and  they  give  all  fraters  an 
unsavory  reputation  by  reason  of  their  prankish  and  ill-advised 
conduct.  We  are  big  enough  to  come  out  and  boldly  condemn 
them,  and  if  we  do,  many  other  fraternities  will  follow  our  lead. 
Many  of  our  present  number  may  have  been  members  of  such 
organizations.  It  will  be  no  shame  to  them  should  we  put  the 
ban  on  for  the  future.  It  will  cost  us  some  good  men.  It  will 
save  us  from  many  others. 

The  best  thing  which  has  happened  to  Alpha  Tau  Omega  in 
the  past  decade  was  the  adoption  of  the  province  system.  I 
favor  any  legislation  which  will  have  a  tendency  to  more  surely 
unite  the  several  chapters  of  a  province  and  bring  these  chapters 
more  closely  under  the  watchful  eye  of  the  Province  Chief.  Until 
this  system  was  put  into  operation  each  chapter  was  to  a  large 
degree  a  swinging  pendulum,  allowed  to  swing  at  will.  Some 
chapters  were  not  even  pendulums.  They  were  cut  loose  entirely. 
For  that  reason  we  have  lost  so  many  chapters,  too  many.  I  do 
not  mean  that  we  have  too  few  chapters  now.     I  think  we  have 
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quite  enough,  but  many  of  them  could  be  much  stronger  than 
they  are  and  I  know  of  no  way  to  make  them  strong  more  expe- 
ditiously and  more  certainly  than  by  the  development  of  the 
province  system.  The  chief  ship  of  a  province  presents  oppor- 
tunities for  most  glorious  work — work  for  lasting  results,  work 
which  makes  one's  blood  tingle  and  work  that  is  most  thoroughly 
and  deeply  appreciated  by  the  boys  in  the  chapters.  No  more 
drifting  chapters,  no  more  weaklings,  all  chapters  on  a  level  or 
no  chapters.  We  can  weed  out  a  few  here  and  there  and  we  can 
add  a  few  in  the  growing  schools,  but  our  best  work  is  to  make 
strong  the  chapters  we  now  have  that  give  promise. 

A  provision  calling  for  definite  methods  of  studying  our 
fraternity  history,  etc.,  would  make  better  Alpha  Taus  out  of 
our  new  men.  Some  chapters  do  this  work  excellently  now, 
others  do  none.  Some  men  know  all  about  the  organization  and 
growth  of  the  fraternity,  the  men  in  it  and  all  about  the  men  of 
their  own  chapters.  I  have  met  brothers  who  did  not  know  the 
names  of  men  in  their  own  chapter.  I  believe  positively  that 
everyone  of  us  should  know  the  name  at  least  of  every  initiate 
into  our  own  chapter.  I  saw  two  men  meet  (I  introduced  them), 
they  belonged  to  the  same  chapter  and  neither  had  ever  heard 
of  the  other.     I  felt  like  bumping  their  heads  together. 

We  can  do  a  lot  of  things  in  the  way  of  perfecting  uniformity 
in  the  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  chapters.  Requirements  for  the 
possession  and  use  of  paraphernalia,  the  keeping  of  records, 
minutes,  accounts,  etc.,  already  exist.  A  compliance  with  those 
requirements  can  only  be  secured  by  constant  effort  on  the  part 
of  the  Province  Chiefs  and  any  encouragement  in  that  line  which 
Congress  can  give  them  will  benefit  all  the  chapters. 

A  provision  for  the  permanent  organization  of  all  provinces 
and  calling  for  yearly  conclaves  would  give  much  impetus  to  our 
upbuilding. 

I  will  close  with  a  suggestion  for  the  adoption  of  a  permanent 
plan  for  recommending  and  introducing  good  men  to  our  chapters. 
Province  II  inaugurated  a  system  of  "Recommendation  Blanks," 
later  called  "Introduction  Blanks"  most  successfully  last  fall. 
Dr.  Lyon  adopted  the  plan  for  the  entire  fraternity  this  fall. 
The  plan  is  still  in  a  crude  state.     It  can  be  perfected  and  I  pro- 
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pose  the  creation  of  an  office-  or  offices  for  that  purpose  or  the 
assigning  of  the  duties  necessarily  attendant  upon  such  work  to 
some  officer  already  in  existence.

I  hesitate  to  suggest  a  method  for  what  I  propose,  knowing 
that  there  are  many  older  heads  in  the  fraternity  who  have  had  more 
experience  than  I,  in  matters  of  this  kind.  But  what  I  do  feel 
sure  of,  is  the  correctness  of  the  idea.  I  would  like  to  see  the 
coming  Congress  enact  some  legislation  which  would  make  it 
easier  for  chapters  to  build  homes  of  their  own.  My  chapter 
has  just  completed  building  a  home,  and  we  have  consequently 
seen  the  need  of  such  legislation.  What  we  have  done  we  did 
alone.  There  were  many  times  when  it  looked  discouraging  and 
as  though  we  would  not  accomplish  our  purpose.  I  believe  that 
the  coming  Congress  would  do  well  to  charter  a  building  asso- 
ciation, the  object  of  it  to  be,  to  finance  as  far  as  possible  the 
building  of  chapter  houses  and  to  be  of  assistance  to  chapters  in 
the  same.  I  have  been  told  that  there  are  between  five  and  six 
thousand  dollars  in  the  keeping  of  the  W.  G.  K.  E-,  which  is  loaned 
out  at  four  per  cent.  Could  not  this  money  be  loaned  out  to 
chapters  for  the  purpose  of  building?  The  chapters  could  afford 
to  and  would  pay  a  higher  rate  of  interest,  thereby  netting  the 
fraternity  more  money.  It  being  understood  that  the  chapter 
must  have  something  to  secure  the  loan.  This  security  some 
chapters  now  have  and  others  soon  will,  from  the  income  from 
their  chapter  house  notes.  (I  believe  that  this  method  of  raising 
funds  has  been  installed  by  most  of  our  chapters.)  It  is  true 
that  the  money  now  in  the  exchequer  would  not  build  many 
houses,  but  this  amount  will  increase  from  year  to  year  and  if 
used  in  this  way  will  do  a  great  deal  for  the  good  of  the  fraternity.

i.  The  fraternity  should  discourage  high  school  fraternities 
by  as  strong  legislation  as  possible.  If  possible,  a  committee 
3hould  be  appointed  to  work  with  similar  committees  of  other

national  organizations  and  take  steps  tending  to  the  breaking 
up  of  these  high  school  organizations. 

2.  The  relation  of  the  national  organization  towards  pro- 
fessional fraternities  should  also  be  carefully  considered. 

3.  The  question  of  fellowships  as  rewards  for  scholastic 
attainments  should  be  further  considered  and  the  splendid  move- 
ment started  at  the  last  Congress  by  the  New  York  Alumni 
Association  and  others  should  be  encouraged. 

4.  The  question  of  affiliates  and  of  alumni  brothers  who 
are  still  residents  of  the  college  town  should  be  carefully  studied 
and  some  uniform  rule  as  to  the  status  of  any  brother  of  either 
such  class  should  be  made  for  all  chapters. 

5.  The  fraternity  imposes  a  fine  of  $25  on  each  chapter 
which  fails  to  send  a  delegate  to  Congress.  At  the  last  Congress, 
three  roll  calls  were  taken,  one  each  day,  with  the  following 
records  of  absences :  Province  I,  42% ;  Province  II,  22% ;  Province 
III,  10%;  Province  V,  50%;  Province  VI,  47%;  Province  VII, 
38%;  Province  VIII,  40%;  Province  IV  alone  having  a  clear 
record.  I  have  not  counted  in  the  two  absent  chapters,  as  they 
are  fined  by  the  fraternity ;  the  above  per  cent,  being  the  absence 
of  men  present  in  the  Congress  city,  making  an  average  of  30% 
absent  from  all  meetings.  The  delegates  of  three  chapters 
did  not  respond  once  at  roll  call;  thirteen  chapters  responded 
only  once  out  of  three  times;  fourteen  chapters  responded  twice 
and  twenty-five  chapters  responded  on  all  occasions.  If  a  chapter 
which  is  not  able  to  send  a  delegate  a  distance  of  two  or  three 
thousand  miles  is  fined,  why  should  not  a  chapter  be  fined  which 
can  and  does  send  a  delegate  who  does  not  take  enough  interest 
in  the  Congress  to  be  present  once  at  a  business  session?  How 
can  the  home  chapter  derive  any  benefit  from  the  attendance 
of  such  a  delegate?  A  table  of  absences  is  found  in  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  last  Congress  and  should  be  carefully  perused  by 
all  chapters.  Eleven  chapters  were  not  represented  when 
the  voting  on  the  revised  constitution  took  place.  There 
were  valid  reasons  in  some  cases  but  surely  not  in  all  as  anyone 
who  was  present  might  know.  More  care  should  be  taken  in  the 
selection  of  delegates  than  has  been  evidenced  in  the  past.

You  ask  my  opinion  with  reference  to  some  things  that 
should  receive  attention  at  the  next  Congress.  Fortunately, 
there  are  no  matters  likely  to  arise  of  a  disturbing  character. 
Some  of  the  old  ''bugbears"  of  legislation  were  delightfully  dis- 
posed of  at  Birmingham,  to  the  satisfaction  of  all.  But  there  are 
other  matters,  of  less  vital  importance  possibly,  but  well  worthy 
of  our  consideration  now. 

One  of  these  is  the  status  of  the  "Affiliate."  This  is  a  matter 
which  has  received  no  official  attention  as  yet.  Brothers  passing 
from  the  college  where  they  became  members  of  the  fraternity, 
to  other  colleges  in  which  we  are  represented,  are  allowed  to  find 
their  own  place  there,  or  are  embarrassed  by  not  knowing  just 
what  their  new  status  may  be.     In  some  cases,   the  chapters 
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themselves  do  not  know  just  what  is  due  from  them.  This  is 
not  a  matter  difficult  of  solution.  But  I  regard  it  as  one  that 
should  receive  official  attention. 

Another  matter  commending  itself  to  my  mind  is  that  of  a 
"Pledging  Ceremony."  Not  all  our  chapters  will  feel  the  need 
of  anything  of  this  kind.  But  many  other  chapters  are  located 
in  colleges  which  forbid  the  initiation  of  new  men  until  after 
several  months  of  college  membership.  This  necessitates  a 
considerable  period  of  time,  during  which  the  new  men  have  no 
formal  tie  of  any  kind.  A  brief  and  simple  ceremony,  having 
just  enough  of  a  ritual  character  to  be  impressive  and  dignified, 
has  proved  of  great  value  in  some  chapters  that  are  situated  in 
this  fashion.     I  suggest  this  also.

After  careful  study  of  the  existing  Constitution,  I  can  see 
no  necessity  of  enacting  any  laws  which  would  amend  that  instru- 
ment in  any  material  way.  The  Constitution  which  was  passed 
upon  at  the  Birmingham  Congress  is  good,  broad,  and  just  what 
Alpha  Tau  Omega  needed  for  years,  and  just  what  a  half  a  dozen 
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congresses,  preceding  the  Birmingham  Congress,  failed  to  provide. 
It  should  be  our  policy  to  grow  and  broaden  under  the  present 
Constitution  rather  than  attempt  the  passage  of  any  new  regu- 
lations. It  is  perplexing  and  demoralizing  to  any  organized 
body  to  have  its  existing  rules  changed  continually. 

However,  there  is  one  matter  which  strikes  me  should  have 
the  attention  of  the  next  Congress  ;  and  that  is,  the  present 
status  of  the  alumni.  Realizing  full  well  that  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
is,  the  college  boys'  fraternity  and  belongs  to  them  primarily, 
still  we  can  not  gainsay  the  fact  that  if  this  fraternity  were  to 
be  deserted  by  its  members  immediately  after  they  had  separated 
themselves  from  their  chapters,  would  be  in  a  sorry  plight.  To 
me,  one  who  has  been  out  of  college  over  fifteen  years  and  who 
has  attended  nearly  a  dozen  congresses,  I  find  that  the  majority 
of  alumni  feel  that  after  they  have  severed  their  connections  with 
their  chapters,  that  from  then  on  they  are  simply  "  lookers-on,' y 
and  have  no  longer  a  voice  in  the  affairs  of  the  fraternity.  This 
should  not  be,  and  I  know  that  the  brothers  in  the  active 
chapters  do  not  want  this  to  be  so;  but  how  can  an  alumni  help 
but  think  that  he  is  an  intruder  upon  the  deliberations  at 
Congress,  when  our  Constitution  allows  but  one  vote  to  each 
state  for  its  alumni  associations?  Take  the  conditions  in  this 
state  for  an  instance — four  alumni  associations  situated  at 
Pittsburgh,  Philadelphia,  Reading  and  Allentown,  having  a  com- 
bined membership  of  at  least  two  hundred  loyal  Alpha  Taus,  have 
but  one  vote  at  a  Congress.  This  I  do  not  think  right  or  just ;  and 
I  trust  that  the  coming  Congress  will  take  some  steps  toward 
ameliorating  the  present  conditions  in  respect  to  alumni  asso- 
ciations. 

In  regard  to  the  growth  of  the  general  fraternity,  too  great 
care  can  not  be  exerted  in  the  examination  of  the  membership 
of  clubs  applying  for  charters,  still  the  chapters  should  always 
take  advantage  of  the  constitutional  mandate  in  using  all  proper 
efforts  to  extend  the  fraternity,  in  establishing  chapters  in  desir- 
able colleges  and  universities  where  none  exist.  As  to  legislation 
on  this  subject,  I  do  not  think  any  necessary  whatever. 

I  believe  that  another  Official  Register  is  necessary,  and 
that  a   law   should    be    enacted    authorizing   its   issue  and  also- 
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authorizing  the  Worthy  Grand  Keeper  of  Annals  to  employ  such 
help  as  he  may  require  in  publication  of  an  Official  Register, 
because  I  know  that  his  present  duties  as  Worthy  Grand  Keeper 
of  Annals  already  occupy  too  much  of  his  valuable  time  and 
that  it  is  by  great  personal  sacrifice  that  the  fraternity  is  the 
gainer  by  his  faithful  work.

i.  The  formation  of  a  national  chapter  house  fund.  This 
should  be  a  fund  obtained  by  setting  aside  a  certain  amount  of 
each  initiate's  initiation  fee  or  an  annual  contribution  of  $1.00 
from  active  members.  This  fund  to  be  used  by  any  chapter 
desiring  to  borrow  it  at  the  ordinary  rate  of  interest  when  in  need 
of  cash  for  building  purposes.  And  along  with  this  the  encour- 
agement to  chapters  to  risk  something  to  get  a  home  of  their 
own. 

2.  The  prohibition  of  fraternity  jewelers  from  mounting 
the  badge  on  any  jewelry  except  rings.  This  miscellaneous 
distribution  of  the  badge  on  jewelry  cheapens  it  and  makes  its 
sentimental  value  less. 

3.  A  discussion  of  methods  of  strengthening  the  fraternity 
by  the  removal  or  upbuilding  of  the  weak  chapters.  This  would 
mean  a  more  careful  supervision  by  the  province  chiefs  of  weak 
chapters  in  good  schools  to  help  them  along  and  the  withdrawal 
of  weak  chapters  in  weak  schools.  Along  with  this  comes  the 
discussion  of  the  expansion  into  the  Canadian  colleges — Uni- 
versities of  Toronto  and  McGill  and  the  re-establishment  of 
Leland  Stanford,  Jr.,  University. 

4.  A  uniform  system  of  accounting.  Brother  Gruhl  is  pre- 
paring an  article  along  this  line  which  he  hopes  to  have  ready 
for  the  December  Palm.  His  system  embodies  a  method  for 
small  chapters  and  a  method  for  large  chapters.  This  will  enable 
province  chiefs  to  overlook  the  financial  status  of  chapters  better. 

5.  The  encouragement  of  members  to  draw  a  crest  for  the 
fraternity,  i.  e.,  something  like  that  of  Sigma  Chi.  This 
crest  to  be  very  simple  and  suggestive  rather  than  specific  in  its

reference  to  Alpha  Tau,  i.  e.,  an  omission  of  the  letters  or  even 
the  Maltese  Cross  and  showing,  say,  a  palm  tree,  crescent  and 
stars,  the  clasped  hands,  Epsilon  Pi,  Pi  Epsilon  or  something  such.

2.  Further  uniformity  in  the  meetings,  especially  as  to  the 
regalia  and  order  of  procedure. 

3.  A  change  in  the  order  of  procedure. 

4.  More  frequent  visits  of  inspection  from  province  chiefs 
or  from  members  of  other  chapters  in  the  province. 

5.  Closer  union  of  the  chapters  in  the  province,  through 
joint  initiation  banquets  and  the  like,  wherever  feasible. 

Now  a  few  words  in  explanation  of  these  topics.  Little  need 
be  said  in  regard  to  the  first,  as  we  have  dwelt  upon  that  before. 
As  to  number  two,  my  idea  is  to  make  meetings  in  every  part  of 
the  country  uniform  in  character.  The  adoption  of  robes  as  the 
official  regalia,  to  give  greater  dignity  to  a  meeting,  is  advocated 
by  the  chapter. 

The  next  topic  is  one  that  was  discussed  by  the  chapter 
recently.  We  think  that  in  the  order  of  business,  reports  of 
committees  would  logically  follow  unfinished  business,  being 
intimately  related  to  it  on  account  of  its  having  come  up  before. 

The  value  of  frequent  visits  from  the  standpoint  of  infusion 
of  new  ideas  by  the  visitors  with  its  consequent  tendency  to 
further  uniformity,  is  self-evident;  while  the  last  topic  is  another 
step  in  the  direction  of  greater  unity,  in  which  the  real  strength 
of  an  organization  lies.

The  matter  of  affiliation  and  transfers  from  one  chapter  to 
another  has  occupied  the  attention  of  sister  fraternities  recently 
and  they  have  experienced  great  difficulty  in  formulating  a  law 
that  is  equitable  and  satisfactory  to  all  concerned.     Alpha  Tau 
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Omega  has  been  singularly  free  from  much  of  the  heated  dis- 
cussion that  this  perplexing  problem  has  engendered,  but  there 
are  signs  that,  sooner  or  later,  we,  too,  will  be  called  upon  to  revise 
our  laws  on  this  subject.  As  it  now  stands  affiliation  is  discre- 
tionary on  both  sides.  The  active  man,  leaving  one  college  and 
going  to  another,  is  free  to  affiliate  with  the  A.  T.  O.  chapter  if 
he  so  decides.  He  is  not  compelled  to  affiliate.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  chapter  may  allow  him  to  affiliate,  if  it  so  desires.  It 
can  not  be  compelled  to  accept  him.  This  law  allows  situations 
of  this  sort  to  occur:  A.,  an  active,  energetic,  loyal  Alpha  Tau 
leaves  X  college  to  continue  work  at  Y  university.  He  desires 
to  affiliate  with  the  chapter  at  Y.  The  chapter,  for  reasons  that 
seem  good  to  itself,  refuses  to  accept  A.  A.  has  been  told  that 
"once  an  Alpha  Tau,  always  an  Alpha  Tau."  He  learns  to  add, 
"provided  he  remains  at  X  college."  Has  he  no  remedy  for  the 
heart  yearnings?  Can  Y  deny  him  of  the  birthright  X  bestowed 
upon  him?  Or  B.,  who  was  taken  into  the  fraternity  at  X  and 
paid  S50  for  the  privilege,  goes  to  Y  university  and  is  told  at  Y 
that  he  must  pay  the  regular  initiation  fee  to  Y  before  Y  will 
accept  him.  Is  Y  justified?  Must  B.  pay  again  for  a  privilege 
that  he  has  already  purchased?  Or  C,  who  became  an  Alpha 
Tau  because  someone  at  X  failed  to  use  a  blackball  at  the  right 
time  goes  to  Y  and  demands  affiliation.  Should  Y  accept  him? 
Must  it  expose  itself  to  his  undesirable  presence?  Is  a  bad  Alpha 
Tau,  always  an  Alpha  Tau?  I  have  ventured  to  point  out  the 
problem;  I  can  not  find  a  solution.  The  solution  will  be  found 
only  after  a  consideration  of  many  of  these  situations  and  a  keen 
determination  to  settle  now  what  may  become  a  source  of  some 
embarrassment  later. 

The  professional  and  honorary  fraternities  wherein  an  Alpha 
Tau  may  become  initiated  should  be  accurately  defined.  It  is 
a  question  of  grave  doubt  whether  an  ardent  Alpha  Tau  is  of 
much  use  to  Phi  Delta  Phi,  Alpha  Mu  Pi  Sigma,  et  at. ;  or  whether 
an  ardent  Delta  Chi  is  of  much  use  to  us.  Delta  Chi  and  Sigma 
Xi,  among  the  professional  fraternities,  and  Sigma  Chi,  among 
the  general  fraternities,  have  declared  against  the  duo-fraternity 
idea.     The  subject  is  worth  consideration.

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WASHINGTON  AND  JEFFERSON  AND  ALPHA  PI. 


THE  ACTIVE  CONGRESS  HOST. 


Washington  and  Jefferson  College  is  the  oldest  college 
west  of  the  Allegheny  Mountains.  The  college  is  unsectarian  in  its 
government,  administration  and  instruction.  Its  graduates 
number  4,215,  and  the  annual  enrollment  in  college  and  academy 
is  over  400 — the  institution  being  nonco-educational.  The 
combined  faculties  of  college  and  academy  number  over  30. 

Within  ten  years  after  the  first  general  attempt  to  colonize 
Western  Pennsylvania,  the  educational  movement,  to  which  we 
trace  the  origin  of  Washington  and  Jefferson  College,  was  inaug- 
urated. As  early  as  1781,  the  year  of  the  organization  of  Wash- 
ington county,  the  Rev.  John  McMillan  and  the  Rev.  Thaddeus 
Dod  had  each  founded  a  classical  school,  and  in  1785  a  third 
was  founded  by  the  Rev.  Joseph  Smith.  These  three  schools 
were  within  ten  miles  of  Washington,  and  were  designed  to  meet, 
temporarily,  the  local  needs. 

In  1787,  an  academy  was  founded  at  Washington.  A 
charter  was  obtained,  bearing  the  date  of  September  24,  1787,  and 
in  1789,  the  academy  was  put  into  operation  under  the  principal- 
ship  of  the  Rev.  Thaddeus  Dod.  The  courthouse,  in  the  upper 
rooms  of  which  the  academy  was  conducted,  being  burned  about 
1790,  the  academy  was  suspended,  and  its  friends  not  meeting 
with  encouragement  in  seeking  a  new  home  for  it  in  Washington, 
another  academy  was  founded  at  Canonsburg,  seven  miles  dis- 
tant. The  successful  opening  of  this  new  academy  led  to  the 
re-opening  of  the  Washington  Academy,  and  thus  the  friends 
and  patrons  of  higher  education  throughout  the  county  became 
divided. 

The  academy  at  Canonsburg  was  chartered  by  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  State,  in  1794,  and  obtained  a  charter  as  Jefferson 
College,  January  15,  1802.     Washington  Academy  was  chartered 
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as  Washington  College,  March  28,  1806.  The  wisdom  of  uniting 
these  colleges  was  early  conceded,  and  repeated  attempts  to 
agree  upon  a  basis  of  union  were  made  from  1807  to  1852,  but 
they  all  ended  in  failure  and  in  renewed  hostility  or  rivalry. 
But  in  1865,  to  secure  a  gift  of  $50,000,  the  union  was  effected 
under  the  present  title,  the  question  of  location  being  compro- 
mised by  having  a  part  of  the  faculty  and  students  at  Canonsburg 
and  the  rest  at  Washington.  This  dual  form,  however,  proving 
unsatisfactory,  after  four  years  of  trial,  a  supplementary  act  of 
the  Legislature  authorized  the  Board  of  Trustees,  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote,  to  select  any  place  within  the  State,  and  to  consolidate 
all  departments  of  the  college  at  the  place  selected.  Finally 
on  the  20th  day  of  April,  1869,  the  requisite  two-thirds  majority 
of  the  Board  was  secured,  and  the  vote  cast  for  Washington,  at 
which  place  the  college  has  since  been  located. 

The  college  owns  a  property  of  sixteen  acres  within  the 
town  of  Washington,  the  county  seat  of  Washington  County, 
Pennsylvania.  Seven  acres  of  level  ground  comprises  the  ath- 
letic field  which  is  conveniently  located  on  Main  Street,  four 
blocks  from  the  main  campus.  The  field  is  fitted  up  for  all  kinds 
of  out-of-door  sports — with  baseball  and  football  field,  tennis 
courts,  running  track,  grandstand  and  the  other  appurtenances 
of  the  athletic  field.  The  campus  is  located  in  the  heart  of  the 
city  but  one  block  from  Main  Street,  and  rises  from  College 
Street  to  Lincoln  Street  in  a  gently  sloping  terrace,  at  the  summit 
of  which  are  found  the  college  buildings. 

The  oldest  of  these  buildings  is  a  two-story  stone  structure, 
built  in  1793,  and  used  first  for  the  Washington  Academy  and 
afterward  for  Washington  College.  Two  brick  additions  were 
built  in  the  earlier  years  of  the  nineteenth  century,  which  are 
now  used  as  residences  for  professors. 

The  main  building  with  its  imposing  twin  towers  was  erected 
about  1836.  Between  1847  and  1850,  additions  were  made,  and 
in  1876  the  building  was  completely  remodeled  and  a  new  front 
added.  This  building  is  constructed  of  brick  with  stone  trim- 
mings, and  contains  the  offices  of  administration,  the  chapel, 
the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  Hall,  the  two  literary 
society  halls,  the  museums,  recitation  rooms,  laboratories,  private 
offices  of  professors  and  store  rooms. 
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Through  the  generosity  of  the  late  W.  R.  Thompson,  of 
Pittsburgh,  the  Memorial  Library  was  erected  at  a  cost  of  $57,000. 
It  is  built  of  light  vitrified  brick  and  of  stone,  and  is  also  archi- 
tecturally beautiful.  The  main  floor  is  occupied  by  the  reading 
room,  the  stack  room,  and  the  librarian's  office.  The  library 
contains  somewhat  over  twenty  thousand  volumes,  and  is  being 
added  to  continually,  while  the  reading  room  is  furnished  with 
a  copious  supply  of  current  periodicals.  The  library  has  been 
endowed  to  the  amount  of  $10,000,  the  income  from  which  is 
available  for  maintenance  and  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

The  gymnasium  was  built  in  1893,  is  constructed  of  Cleveland 
sandstone,  and  is  one  of  the  most  handsome  and  best  equipped 
gymnasiums  in  the  State.  It  is  thoroughly  equipped  with  an 
abundance  of  the  best  apparatus  obtainable,  while  in  the  gallery, 
suspended  from  the  roof,  is  a  fine  padded  running  track.  A 
competent  physical  director,  who  is  also  a  graduate  in  medicine, 
devotes  his  entire  time  to  looking  after  the  physical  development 
of  the  students,  and  has  charge  of  the  gymnasium  and  the  athletic 
field. 

For  several  years  Washington  and  Jefferson  College  has 
held  first  place  among  the  colleges  of  Western  Pennsylvania  in 
football  and  baseball  and  on  the  track.  The  college  is  a  member 
of  the  Inter-collegiate  Athletic  Association  of  the  United  States, 
and  has  established  eligibility  rules  that  will  maintain  its  athletics 
on  a  strictly  amateur  basis.  It  is  the  desire  of  the  college  to 
restrict  the  advantages  of  its  athletic  training  to  bonafide  students, 
and  to  this  end  it  has  established  the  one-year  residence  rule. 
The  graduate  system  of  coaching  was  also  inaugurated  this  last 
year,  and  has  proven  a  great  success. 

The  literary  interests  of  the  students  find  employment  in  the 
weekly  meetings  of  the  literary  societies,  in  the  Inter-collegiate 
debates,  in  the  Junior  Oratorical  contest,  and  in  the  editing 
of  the  Junior  annual,  the  Pandora,  and  the  monthly  journal, 
The  Jeffersonian.  The  college  is  also  represented  to  the  outside 
world,  in  dramatics,  by  the  Buskin  club;  and  by  its  Glee  and 
Mandolin  Clubs. 

Fraternities  have  always  played  a  prominent  part  in  the 
college  life  of  Washington  and  Jefferson  College.     In  the  days 
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before  the  union  of  the  two  colleges,  fraternal  organizations  were 
established  in  both  Washington  and  Jefferson  Colleges.  Beta 
Theta  Pi  was  the  first  to  be  organized,  in  1842,  and  was  followed 
by  Phi  Gamma  Delta  in  1848.  In  1852,  Phi  Kappa  Psi  joined 
the  ranks  of  the  fraternities,  and  the  fourth  to  be  founded  was 
Phi  Kappa  Sigma,  in  1854.  During  the  next  five  years,  several 
new  fraternities,  such  as  Sigma  Chi,  Delta  Kappa  Kpsilon  and 
Theta  Delta  Chi,  were  established,  but  all  these  soon  disbanded. 
Delta  Tau  Delta  appeared  in  1861,  and  was  followed  by  Phi 
Delta  Theta  in  1875.  In  1882,  Alpha  Tau  Omega  established  a 
chapter,  but  since  its  members  were  all  seniors,  the  chapter  was 
abandoned  the  following  year.  A  long  period  elapsed  until 
Kappa  Sigma  was  granted  a  charter  in  1898.  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
was  re-orgainzed  in  1901,  making  a  total  now  of  eight  living 
national  fraternities. 

As  the  baby  chapter  of  Washington  and  Jefferson's  eight 
fraternities,  Alpha  Tau  Omega  is  about  the  healthiest  and  best 
developed  youngster  one  could  wish  to  see.  Founded  in  1882, 
as  the  Alpha  Pi  chapter,  her  life  was  of  only  one  year's  duration. 
However,  realizing  that  there  were  men  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
calibre  in  college,  the  chapter  was  revived  in  1 901,. and. since. that 
time  its  growth  has  been  exceedingly  rapid,  until  now,  almost 
eight  years  old,  she  ranks  with  the  best. 

The  natural  ailments  of  a  growing  youngster  have  not  passed 
Alpha  Pi  by,  but  through  them  all  the  influence  of  her  founders 
has  asserted  itself,  and  she  has  advanced  with  ever-increasing 
power.  If  this  seems  a  bold  boast,  when  you  are  in  Pittsburgh 
next  Christmas,  and  full  of  the  Congressional  spirit,  take  a  few 
hours  off,  and  run  out  to  Washington.  Ask  the  faculty,  or  the 
neighbors  living  in  Alpha  Pi's  vicinity,  or  any  member  of  the 
school,  or,  if  you  wish,  ask  the  police,  and  you  will  learn  that 
this  chapter  possesses  a  record,  indeed  enviable. 

Alpha  Tau  Omega  is  an  active  factor  not  only  in  the  college 
life,  but  in  the  life  of  the  town.  Her  alumni,  as  nice  a  bunch  of 
young  men  as  you  would  want  to  find,  stand  behind  her,  giving 
her  the  able  support  every  chapter  needs.  Her  men  are  making 
names  for  themselves  in  the  class  room,  along  literary  lines,  on 
the  athletic  field,  and  in  society. 
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Alpha  Pi  does  not  yet  own  her  own  chapter  house,  but  like 
many  others  she  has  hopes.  By  rubbing  elbows  a  little,  the 
fifteen  men  this  year  are  able  to  live  comfortably  in  a  house  at 
the  corner  of  Wade  Avenue  and  East  Beau  Street.  At  the 
beginning  of  last  year  a  cook  was  procured  and  a  dining  room 
furnished.  As  one  of  the  first  fraternities  in  Washington  to  make 
this  move,  Alpha  Pi  has  been  entirely  successful,  but  we  must 
say  truthfully  that  a  year's  experience  at  running  a  boarding 
house  was  not  without  its  terrors. 

When  the  Congress  opens  the  latter  part  of  December  in 
Pittsburgh,  Alpha  Pi  will  be  represented  en  masse.  Preparations 
have  already  been  begun  for  giving  Pittsburgh  and  the  old 
"grads"  an  idea  of  what  a  celebration  should  be  like.

factor  in  a  chapter — the  intrinsic  manliness  of  its  members — 
has  already  signally  achieved.

This  is  the  spirit  that  pervades  Gamma  Nu.  This  is  the 
spirit  that  makes  our  hearts  leap  and  our  souls  tingle  with  pride  and 
admiration  at  that  dear  old  name  of  Alpha  Tau.  Here  we  meet  on 
common  ground,  here  we  part  with  equal  feeling,  here  we  gather 
and  do  honor  to  the  name  we  love  so  well. 

It  was  in  the  year  1851,  that  the  seeds  of  the  University 
of  Minnesota  were  planted.  The  weather  and  elements  were 
not  very  favorable,  and  the  tender  plant  had  an  uneven  life. 
The  years  from  1851  to  1868  can  be  passed  over  without 
much  comment,  except  that  they  were  years  of  struggle, 
discouragement  and  disaster.  The  real  beginning  of  the 
university  dates  from  the  year  1868.  Then,  the  university 
was  started  on  its  way  with  a  faculty  of  nine,  three  of 
whom  had  previously  taught  in  the  preparatory  department. 
There  was  no  demonstration  to  mark  that  momentous  event. 
No  dignified  seniors  stood  about  to  give  counsel  and  kindly  advice 
to  the  incoming  freshmen,  neither  did  the  juniors  vie  with  the 
sophomores  in  wisdom.  It  must  have  been  a  unique  spectacle 
to  have  seen  a  Major-general  of  the  United  States  army  teaching 
arithmetic,  an  ex-college  president  drilling  students  in  Greek 
etymology,  and  the  president  doing  his  best  to  give  instruction 
in  elocution,  geometry  and  English  grammar. 

By  1880,  the  university  had  passed  from  its  period  of  infancy, 
and  fully  entered  upon  a  period  of  growth  and  prosperity  which 
has  continued  to  this  day  unchecked.  In  1883,  good  Dr.  Folwell 
passed  over  the  reins  to  our  beloved  President  Northrop.  Great 
as  was  Dr.  Northrop's  reputation  as  a  college  professor,  he  has. 
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more  than  eclipsed  it  by  his  wonderful  executive  ability.  His 
winning  personality  has  worked  wonders,  and  his  skillful  hand- 
ling of  delicate  questions  has  branded  him  a  diplomat  as  well. 

There  was  a  turning  point  in  the  history  of  the  university 
in  1888-89.  Up  to  this  time  it  had  in  reality  been  only  a  college 
of  liberal  arts,  in  which  courses  in  engineering  and  argriculture 
had  been  offered.  But  with  the  advent  of  this  year,  the  depart- 
ments of  Medicine  and  Law  were  organized,  and  work  actually 
begun.  Since  then,  the  march  of  the  university  has  been  one  of 
triumph.  The  question  to-day  is,  how  can  we  care  for  the 
students  who  are  crying  for  admission? 

To-day,  Minnesota  stands  upon  a  firm  foundation.  Her  col- 
leges are  among  the  first.  She  ranks  among  her  graduates  great 
educators  and  men  of  affairs.  Her  march  is  one  of  steady  advance- 
ment. The  Legislature  of  1907  appropriated  $450,000  for  the 
purchase  of  additional  land  for  the  campus.  New  buildings  are 
adorning  our  grounds.  Folwell  Hall,  completed  last  year,  cost 
$450,000.  It  is  the  headquarters  of  practically  every  department 
of  the  college  of  Liberal  Arts.  The  building  is  a  gem  and  is  named 
after  our  first  president,  William  Watts  Folwell.  The  future  of 
the  university  is  assured.  -  People  to-day,  recognize  the  univer- 
sity to  be  their  institution  and  they  are  supporting  it.  This 
alone  warrants  an  optimistic  view.  Lands  granted  by  the 
National  Government  have  been  found  to  be  rich,  beyond  the 
wildest  dreams  of  a  few  years  back,  in  iron  deposits.  "From 
discouragement  to  success,"  is  the  truth  of  the  progress  of  the 
university.     Greater  victories  await  her  in  the  future. 

The  outside  world  learns  of  Minnesota  through  her  publica- 
tions. To-day  we  have  no  less  than  six,  including  our  four-page 
Minnesota  Daily]  then  there  are  the  numerous  clubs,  dramatic, 
philosophical,  literary  and  glee,  and  rq,any  others  which  appeal 
to  their  respective  followers. 

But  I  would  not  be  loyal  to  my  school  if  I  should  pass  over  in 
silence  the  spirit  of  old  Minnesota.  "Minnesota  never  quits." 
This  is  our  slogan.  We  love  it  for  all  it  connotes.  To  foster 
this  spirit  further  we  have  recently  organized  our  Minnesota 
Union,  whereby  we  all  clasp  hands  that  are  held  together  by  the 
golden  bands  of  friendship.     Minnesota  in  athletics  has  come  to 
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the  front  by  leaps  and  bounds.  This  year  she  has  tied  with 
Wisconsin  and  Illinois  for  the  baseball  championship.  Football 
has  always  been  our  forte  and  the  ensuing  year  will  see  us  among 
the  leaders  again. 

But  in  passing  through  a  forest  a  pilgrim  can  carry  away 
only  a  golden  bough  and  not  a  mighty  oak.  We  are  interested 
to-day  in  Minnesota  Gamma  Nu.  Since  Chi  Psi  first  entered 
Minnesota  in  1874,  the  march  in  the  fraternal  world  has  been  one 
of  conservatism.  The  result  has  been  the  chartering  of  the  best 
fraternities.  To-day  we  have  seventeen  academic  fraternities, 
eight  professional  and  eight  national  sororities,  together  with 
chapters  of  the  honorary  fraternities  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  Sigma 
Xi  and  Delta  Sigma  Rho.  It  was  in  the  year  1902,  that  Gamma 
Nu  entered  the  State  university.  Since  then  we  have  more  than 
held  our  own.  Our  first  house  was  mediocre,  and  we  were  quite 
content  to  work  for  the  best  men  in  college.  And  how  they 
did  come'  We  will  not  mention  any  names,  but  we  will  say 
that  early  in  its  life,  Gamma  Nu  had  many  honors — football 
captains,  presidents  of  the  Board  of  Control,  presidents  of  Classes 
and  Societies,  etc.  To-day  she  has  prominent  practicing  physi- 
cians and  lawyers  in  the  cities  and  throughout  the  State  who  are 
frequent  visitors  at  the  house. 

Gamma  Nu  has  always  been  coming.  Never  once  has  she 
flashed  into  the  lime-light,  and  then  receded  to  die  for  a  few  years. 
But  our  progress  has  been  one  of  conservatism.  Last  year  marked 
one  of  our  turning  points.  We  moved  into  our  new  house.  More 
than  that,  we  had  the  football  captaincy,  and  two  men  on  the 
Board  of  Athletic  Control,  a  feat  never  before  accomplished  by 
any  fraternity.  And  we  still  continue  to  shine,  for  this  year  we 
won  the  inter-fraternity  baseball  championship.  We  also  have 
with  us  the  honor  for  the  coming  year,  of  the  office  of  Managing 
Editor  of  the  Gopher,  and  the  management  of  the  Dramatic  Club 
as  well.  These  honors  in  themselves  are  sufficient.  Then,  too, 
we  had  a  member  elected  to  Alpha  Omega  Alpha,  an  honorary 
Medical  fraternity,  he  being  the  first  Minnesota  man  to  achieve 
this  distinction.  Socially,  Gamma  Nu  is  active.  All  of  our 
parties  are  great  successes.  Many  alumni  are  always  with 
us  on  these  occasions.

V— JOHN  K.  OTTLEY   (Tenn.  Alpha  Tau). 

John  King  Ottley,  vice-president  of  the  Fourth  National 
Bank,  Atlanta,  Ga.,  was  born  in  Columbus,  Miss.,  June  15,  1868, 
and  spent  his  boyhood  days  in  this  beautiful  and  aristocratic  old 
southern  town. 

His  family  descent  is  English,  Scotch  and  Welsh,  a  mixture 
from  which  one  might  naturally  forecast  the  strength,  dogged 
persistence  and  unswerving  reliability  which  have  characterized 
Bro.  Ottley's  life  and  have  made  possible  for  him  the  success 
which  he  has  already  achieved  in  the  business  world. 

His  college  days  were  spent  at  the  Southwestern  Presbyterian 
University,  Clarksville  Tenn.  There  he  became  a  member  of  the 
Tennessee  Alpha  Tau  and  for  two  years  was  one,  of  its  most  zealous 
and  active  members,  being  at  one  time  W.  M.  of  his  chapter. 

Bro.  Ottley's  father  was  a  man  of  large  business  affairs  and 
was  one  of  the  first  directors  and  earliest  stockholders  in  the 
Columbus  Insurance  and  Banking  Co.,  which  antedated  nearly 
every  other  bank  in  Mississippi.'  The  same  thing  was  true  of 
his  grandfather  and  great-uncle.  Hence,  it  was  eminently  fitting 
that  young  Ottley  should  take  to  banking  as  a  profession.  This 
he  did  at  about  19  years  of  age  and  before  he  was  21  years  old,  he 
was  elected  cashier  of  the  Delta  Bank  (Si 00,000  capital),  at 
Greenwood,  Miss. 

The  Delta  country  proving  unsuitable  to  his  health  Mr. 
Ottley,  in  1890,  located  in  Atlanta,  where  he  aided  in  the  organi- 
zation of  the  bank  of  which  he  is  now  vice-president.  In  the 
eighteen  years  thus  spent  with  one  institution  it  has  passed  from 
a  small  State  bank  into  a  large  National  Bank  wTith  $600,000 
capital,  $675,000  surplus  and  undivided  profits  and  a  standing 
and  reputation  second  to  none  in  its  city,  state  or  section.  With 
this  growth  and  prosperity,  Vice-president  Ottley  has  had  much 
to  do.

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In  the  varied  and  complex  dealings  of  his  bank  and  other 
business  relations  his  sagacity  is  ably  seconded  by  his  unswerving 
reliability  and  old-fashioned  honesty. 

Bro.  Ottley  is  a  deacon  in  the  North  Avenue  Presbyterian 
Church  and  its  treasurer  and  is  a  member  of  and  good  worker  for 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  He  belongs  to  the  Capital  City  Club  and  the 
Piedmont  Driving  Club  and  has  been  each  year  a  director  in  the 
Atlanta  Horse  Show  Association.  Good  horses  are  his  fad. 
He  knows  thoroughly  the  breeding  and  history  of  every  good 
horse  in  America  and  is  an  excellent  judge  of  "points"  in  the 
show  ring.  This  knowledge  has,  of  course,  proven  valuable  to 
him  in  his  selection  of  horses  for  exhibition  by  himself  as  more 
than  sixty  ribbons  and  many  trophies  of  the  ring  attest. 

Bro.  Ottley  lives  in  Atlanta  in  winter  and  spends  his  summers 
at  "Jozense,"  his  country  place  on  the  Peachtree  Road,  near 
Atlanta.  He  married  the  only  daughter  of  Dr.  Fenlon  Mercer 
McCabe,  of  Columbus,  and  has  two  children,  Passie  May  and 
John  K.  Ottley,  4th. 

A  most  enthusiastic  Greek  letter  man  in  his  college  days, 
Brother  Ottley  has  not  forgotten  his  early  love  as  he  has  grown 
older.  He  is  a  faithful  member  of  the  Atlanta  Alumni  of  Alpha 
Tau  Omega  and  was,  at  one  time,  its  president.  At  any  and  all 
times  when  A.  T.  O.  interests  call,  Brother  Ottley  stands  ready 
to  respond.

JAMES  KEITH  MARSHALL  NORTON  (Va.  Delta). 

Upon  the  request  of  the  editor  of  the  Palm,  I  immediately  set 
out  upon  the  task  of  obtaining  an  interview  with  Judge  Norton, 
of  Alexandria,  Virginia,  that  his  brothers  in  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
might  know  of  some  of  his  achievements  in  the  Old  Dominion. 
It  was  just  about  the  time  the  political  campaign  was  winding 
up  and  neither  he  nor  I  could  arrange  an  hour  suitable  to  both 
of  us.  It  happened  once  that  both  of  us  attended  the  Supreme 
Court  at  Washington  one  Monday,  but  not  then  being  acquainted 
with  each  other  the  opportunity  of  an  interview  was  lost.  It 
was  through  the  mails  that  I  ultimately  procured  the  following 
sketch  and  offer  it : 


James   Keith  Marshall   Norton. 

(VIRGINIA    DELTA.) 
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Judge  Norton  especially  places  himself  in  the  role  of  an 
Alpha  Tau  of  achievement  in  that  he  was  elected  judge  of  the 
Corporation  Court  in  Alexandria  at  the  age  of  twenty-seven, 
which  position  he  held  for  about  thirteen  years.  Recently,  he 
resigned  the  office  and  formed  his  present  law  partnership  with 
Brother  Gardner  L.  Boothe,  who  is  likewise  a  member  of  the 
Virginia  chapter. 

James  Keith  Marshall  Norton  was  born  in  Fauquier  County, 
Virginia,  on  May,  30th,  1866.  His  father  was  the  Rev.  George 
H.  Norton,  and  his  mother  was  Ann  Burwell  Marshall,  a  grand- 
daughter of  Chief  Justice  John  Marshall.  He  inherited  the 
blood  of  one  of  the  most  noted  families  of  Virginia,  so  noted 
indeed  that  it  is  useless  to  comment  upon  it  here. 

His  education  was  gained  entirely  within  the  bounds  of  the 
state  that  gave  him  birth.  He  attended  Hanover  Academy 
in  the  county  of  Hanover,  a  very  famous  school.  Upon  complet- 
ing the  course  there  he  took  up  the  study  of  law  at  the  University 
of  Virginia,  graduating  in  1882.  Immediately  he  began  the 
practice  of  law  in  Alexandria,  Virginia. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  he  then  had  to  wait  but  five  years 
before  his  chance  came.  He  started  the  practice  of  law  at  the 
age  of  twenty- two,  and  when  he  was  twenty-seven  he  was  elected 
judge  of  the  Corporation  Court  in  Alexandria.  This  position 
he  held  for  about  thirteen  years,  at  the  end  of  which  time  he 
resigned  and  formed  a  law  partnership  with  Gardner  L.  Boothe. 
Known  as  Norton  and  Boothe,  it  is  one  of  the  leading  firms  in 
Alexandria  to-day,  enjoying  a  large  practice,  extending  over 
much  of  the  South. 

Judge  Norton  has  always  been  known  as  a  talented  gentle- 
man and  a  capable  lawyer,  respected  by  even  those  people  who 
received  a  reversal  in  his  decisions.  As  judge,  many  interest- 
ing test  cases  were  before  him  on  the  rights  of  non-residents  under 
the  interstate  commerce  acts  and  his  decisions  on  all  questions 
wen   seldom  reversed — probably  once  or  twice  in  civil  cases. 

Brother  Norton  became  an  Alpha  Tau  at  the  University  of 
Virginia  and  has  always  retained  his  early  love  for  the  fraternity. 
From  1890  to  1892  he  served  as  the  Worthy  High  Chancellor  of 
the  fraternity  and  several  of  the  decisions  made  by  him  have 
become  a  part  of  our  organic  law.

RALPH  METZGER  (Pa.  Alpha  Iota). 

The  Pai^m  finds  particular 
delight  in  opening  this  series 
of  intimate  sketches  of  un- 
official Alpha  Taus  who  have 
made  history  or  will  figure  in 
our  history  with  the  hand- 
some features  of  Brother 
Ralph  Metzger.  Handsome 
is  the  correct  word.  Ralph 
has  Beau  Brummel  beaten  to 
a  frazzle — to  use  the  Presi- 
dent's English — largely  due, 
no  doubt,  to  his  early  asso- 
ciations with  Dr.  N.  Wiley 
Thomas,  the  founder  of  Pa. 
Alpha  Iota,  and  the  noblest 
Roman  of  them  all  on  the 
good  looks  proposition. 

Brother  Metzger  was  born 
June   22,    1870.     He  was  ini- 
tiated late  in   1881,  being  some  few  months  more  than  eleven 
years  old  when  taken  in.     That  makes  him  the  youngest  man 
ever  initiated  into  Alpha  Tau  Omega. 

However,  that  record  does  not  constitute  his  sole  claim  to 
immortality.  For  several  years  Brothers  Metzger  and  Leopold 
were  the  only  Alpha  Taus  at  Muhlenberg.     They  were  the  last

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of  the  Mohicans.  Shortly  before  his  graduation,  Metzger  ini- 
tiated Dr.  Alfred  J.  Yost,  in  1888,  and  the  chapter  was  started 
in  its  second  era  of  usefulness.  Brother  Metzger  is  the  connecting 
link  between  the  original  and  the  revived  chapter. 

Ralph  attended  the  Philadelphia  Congress  of  1884  and  the 
Atlanta  Congress  of  1886,  as  the  delegate  of  Alpha  Iota.  He 
will  be  in  Pittsburgh. 

Brother  Metzger  is  a  lawyer,  is  married  and  votes  Democratic. 


MAX  S.  ERDMAN  (Pa.  Alpha  Iota). 

"King  Max"  Erdman  needs 
no  introduction  to  Palm 
readers.  Outside  of  a  few 
well-known  exceptions,  the 
"King"  has  met  and  knows 
more  Alpha  Taus  than  any 
other  man  in  the  fraternity. 
Since  1892,  he  has  been  a  reg- 
ular and  consistent  Congress- 
man— he  missed  but  one  in 
all  these  years — and  a  Con- 
gress without  Max  is  a  sorry 
Congress. 

Brother  Erdman  was  ini- 
tiated in  1 891  and  since  then 
not  a  day  has  passed  without 
some  thought  or  effort  for 
Alpha  Iota  and  the  fraternity. 
His  activities  have  been  as 
helpful  as  diverse,  and  many 

movements  owe  their  inception  and  consummation  to  his  untiring 
zeal  and  energy.  As  a  money  raiser  he  has  no  equal — the  shrunk- 
en purses  of  Alpha  Iota's  men  have  often  testified  to  this  fact. 
Banquets,  dances,  furniture,  houses  are  his  favorite  objects. 
The  conclave  of  Province  V,  at  Allentown,  in  1906 — conceded 
to  have  been  the  greatest  conclave  A.  T.  O.  has  ever  had — cost 
Alpha  Iota  men  $600.     Max  collected  the  money. 

Brother  Erdman  is  a  lawyer,  is  married  and  votes  Democratic. 
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THE  PURDUE  FIRE. 

Purdue  A.  T.  O.   House  Damaged  by  Fire. 


On  the  morning  of  Sunday,  October  25th,  the  Alpha  Tau 
Omega  chapter  house  at  Purdue  University  was  destroyed  by 
fire.  The  fire  was  first  discovered  by  a  passer-by,  who  carried 
the  news  to  those  within,  and,  by  the  early  discovery,  much  of 
value  was  saved  that  would  have  otherwise  been  destroyed.  A 
defective  flue  was  evidently  the  cause  and  the  fire  was  quickly 
transmitted  to  the  interior  of  the  roof,  and  it  was  only  a  matter 
of  a  few  moments  until  the  whole  third  floor  was  aflame.  The 
blaze  was  not  completely  extinguished  until  an  hour  had  passed, 
partially  due  to  the  high  wind  and  the  low  water  pressure  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  chapter  house.  When  the  signal  for  "fire  out" 
was  given,  there  was  not  much  left  of  the  house  which  has  been 
the  home  of  the  fraternity  ever  since  the  local  chapter  was 
installed,  and  for  which  the  active  men,  as  well  as  the  alumni, 
hold  a  strong  place  in  their  hearts  as  the  scene  of  the  best  part 
of  their  college  days. 

Right  here  it  seems  appropriate  to  make  mention  of  the 
assistance  which  was  rendered  on  all  sides  by  both  the  fraternity 
and  the  non-fraternity  men  of  the  school.  Such  an  event  calls 
with  a  loud  voice  for  men— or  even  more — men  of  action;  and 
the  men  of  Purdue  were  not  found  wanting.  By  the  assistance 
of  students,  we  were  enabled  to  save  practically  everything  on 
the  first  and  second  floors,  which  would  have  been  a  complete 
loss  had  less  willing  hands  been  on  the  scene.  Men  who  know 
none  of  us  personally,  vied  with  us  in  passing  through  the  dense 
smoke  which  rushed  down  from  the  burning  parts  over- 
head. Our  thanks  to  these  men  can  never  be  fully  felt  in  the 
measure  in  which  we  give  it.  The  other  fraternities  opened  their 
doors,  and  it  did  not  take  a  college  man  to  see  that  there  is  a 
strong   pan-hellenic    spirit    at    Purdue.     To    the   fraternities   we 
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extend  our  heartfelt  thanks,  and  in  the  future  they  will  not  find 
Alpha  Tau  Omega  unresponsive  in  reciprocating  the  courtesies 
extended. 

All  of  the  chapter  records,  account  books,  initiatory  equip- 
ment, etc.,  were  saved.  The  initiatory  material  was  fortunately 
under  lock  and  key  where  neither  fire  nor  curious  eyes  could 
harm.  The  loss  of  personal  property  was  the  greatest,  especially 
the  effects  of  the  brothers  on  the  third  floor.     A  policy  for  $3,000 
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on  personal  property  and  furniture  fully  covered  the  loss  both 
to  individuals  and  the  chapter,  and  the  house  was  partially 
covered  by  a  $7,000  policy. 

At  the  present  writing,  just  two  weeks  later,  the  chapter  is 
again  installed.  The  house  now  occupied,  though  not  so  large, 
is  new,  and  the  fraternity  is  most  fortunate  in  being  comfortably 
located  so  soon  after  such  an  unfortunate  accident.  No  definite 
plans  have  yet  been  formulated,  but  it  seems  to  be  the  consen- 
sus of  opinion  that  the  chapter  should  have  a  new  chapter  house 
of  even  better  proportion  than  the  old  one,  by  the  beginning  of 
the  next  semester  (February  1,  1909)  or,  at  the  latest,  by  the 
beginning  of  the  next  school  year. 
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To  the  chapters  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  we  send  greetings  and 
the  assurance  that  the  high  standard  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  is  in 
no  sense  affected  by  the  unfortunate  accident,  and  that,  in  the 
calamity  of  the  present,  we  confidently  look  forward  to  the  pros- 
perity of  the  future.

The  "Exponent's"  Version. 

"The  Alpha  Tau  Omega  fraternity  house,  located  on  West 
State  Street,  was  badly  damaged  by  a  fire  which  started  at  n 
o'clock  Sunday  morning.  The  fire  originated  from  a  defective 
flue  in  the  third  story,  and,  fanned  by  a  strong  wind  which  swept 
across  Purdue  Farm,  the  flames  spread  rapidly  until  the  entire 
roof  was  ablaze.  The  Westside  fire  department  responded 
promptly  to  the  alarm  but  were  greatly  hampered  in  their  efforts 
by  insufficient  supply  of  water.  This  was  due  to  the  fact  that 
only  one  four-inch  main  is  supplying  the  district  west  of  the 
campus,  entirely  inadequate  for  the  demand  placed  upon  it. 
The  street  car  company  was  the  cause  of  further  loss  of  time 
when  one  of  the  city  cars  passed  over  the  line  of  hose,  cutting 
off  the  supply  of  water,  and  entailing  a  delay  of  several  minutes 
before  repairs  could  be  made.  While  the  fire  department  did 
efficient  service  considering  the  disadvantages  under  which  they 
worked,  yet  only  prompt  efforts  on  the  part  of  students  and 
citizens  prevented  the  total  destruction  of  the  building. 

Smoke  was  discovered  by  a  passerby  who  quickly  sounded 
the  alarm  but  before  the  fire  department  had  arrived  the  entire 
roof  was  blazing  fiercely. 

The  flames  gained  such  headway  that  it  was  found  necessary 
to  pull  down  the  walls  of  the  third  floor.  Buildings  in  the  imme- 
diate neighborhood  were  endangered  but  were  prevented  from 
catching  fire  by  men  who  kept  the  roofs  wet  with  garden  hose. 
The  Minuet  club  house  just  north  of  Russell  was  especially 
endangered  and  for  a  time  it  seemed  that  this  too  must  burn. 

It  was  fortunate  that  the  fire  started  near  the  roof,  since  it 
was  possible  to  save  most  of  the  furniture  on  the  first  and  second 
floors."

Judge  John   W.  Childress. 

John  W.  Childress  was  a  native  of  Rutherford  County,  Tenn.,  a 
member  of  one  of  the  prominent  families  of  the  State.  Of  several  sons, 
he  was  given  his  father's  name.  (His  father  was  a  brother  of  Mrs.  James 
K.  Polk.)  He  was  educated  at  the  Davis  Military  School,  in  Murfrees- 
boro,  and  in  the  Nashville  Military  College.  In  the  latter  institution 
he  was  a  student  when  the  war  broke  out.  With  his  military  training, 
he  was  assigned  to  duty  as  drillmaster  of  new  troops  at  Bowling  Green, 
Ky.  He  was  taken  prisoner  at  Fort  Donelson  and  sent  to  Johnson's 
Island.  In  the  fall  of  1862,  he  was  exchanged  and  re-entered  the  Con- 
federate army  as  adjutant  of  the  50th  Tennessee.  He  continued  in  that 
capacity  till  the  close,  surrendering  with  Johnston's  army  at  Greensboro, 
N.  C. 

Soon  after  the  war  he  traveled  through  Europe,  Egypt  and  Palestine. 
On  his  return  he  studied  law  with  the  noted  firm  of  Ridley  &  Avent, 
which  later  became  Avent  &  Childress. 

Judge  Childress  moved  to  Nashville  and  engaged  in  the  practice  of 
law.  He  was  president  and  business  manager  of  the  Nashville  American  t 
and  in  many  other  capacities  was  ever  a  faithful  public  servant.  He 
took  an  active  interest  in  politics,  being  one  of  the  advisers  of  the  Demo- 
cratic leaders  through  many  administrations.  His  interest  was  main- 
tained until  he  took  his  seat  upon  the  bench,  and  his  suggestions  played 
a  part  in  many  of  the  political  battles  of  Tennessee.  He  successfully 
engaged  in  the  campaign  of  Gen.  Jno.  C.  Brown,  his  brother-in-law,  for  Gov- 
ernor. Judge  Childress  was  an  alternate  delegate  from  the  State  at  large  in 
the  second  Cleveland  nomination.  The  election  of  Cleveland  placed  him 
as  assistant  in  the  District  Attorney's  office.  His  most  notable  legal 
connection  was  with  the  firm  of  Colyar,  Marks  &  Childress,  the  esteemed 
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senior  member  of  which,  Col.  A.  S.  Colyar,  died  last  December.  Mr. 
Colyar  served  in  the  Confederate  Congress,  Colonel  Marks  became  Gov- 
ernor of  Tennessee,  and  Captain  Childress  declined  an  appointment  to 
the  United  States  Senate. 

In  1896,  Gov.  Peter  Turney  appointed  Judge  Childress  to  the  circuit 
bench  to  fill  out  the  unexpired  term  of  Judge  Claude  Waller,  who  resigned. 
He  was  elected  at  the  next  general  election,  and  in  1902,  was  elected  again. 
Of  his  judicial  ability,  Chief  Justice  W.  D.  Beard  said:  "Judge  Childress 
was  a  man  of  splendid  equipoise,  with  a  sense  of  justice  that  was  very 
superior.  Among  the  circuit  judges  of  the  State  he  ranked  with  the 
foremost.  He  always  sought  the  merits  of  the  case  and  did  his  best  to 
see  that  exact  justice  was  administered." 

He  was  married  December  13,  1870,  to  Miss  Mary  Lyon  of  Colum- 
bus, Miss,  (daughter  of  Rev.  Dr.  Jas.  A.  Lyon,  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church),  and  he  was  an  active  elder  for  several  years  in  the  Memorial 
Church,  Nashville.  A.  L.  Childress,  of  Nashville;  John  W.  Childress, 
Jr.,  of  Washington,  D.  C,  and  Avent  Childress,  of  New  York,  are  three 
excellent  sons  of  this  union. 

Judge  Childress  was  the  first  to  suggest  the  splendid  monument  to 
President  Jefferson  Davis  erected  in  Richmond. 

The  editor  of  the  Veteran  pays  special  individual  tribute  to  Judge 
Childress.  The  closest  personal  friendship  existed  between  the  two  for 
many  years.  It  will  be  of  interest  to  state  that  Judge  Childress's  action 
in  his  behalf  was  the  cause  of  the  Veteran  having  been  launched.  While 
at  the  head  of  the  movement  to  erect  the  monument  to  President  Davis, 
the  committee  met  in  Atlanta  and  decided  to  employ  an  agent  to  travel 
through  the  South  in  the  interest  of  the  monument,  and  Mr.  Cunningham 
was  chosen  without  his  knowledge  upon  the  solicitation  of  Captain 
Childress.  No  bond  had  been  given,  yet  many  sums  of  money  were 
remitted  to  him,  and  the  Confederate  Veteran — a  mere  bantling  at 
first — was  launched  for  the  special  purpose  of  giving  publicity  to  all 
sums  received. 

During  the  many  prolonged  trials  of  suit  against  the  Veteran  for 
libel — familiar  to  many  of  its  older  subscribers — one  phase  of  the  case 
was  brought  before  Judge  Childress.  A  dozen  or  so  lawyers  were  present 
with  books  and  briefs  to  make  argument,  when  Judge  Childress  said  to 
them:%  "I  should  have  told  you  earlier,  perhaps.  While  I  am  not 
technically  incompetent,  my  relations  to  Mr.  Cunningham  have  been 
such  for  twenty-five  years  that  it  would  not  be  suitable  for  mt  to  try 
this  case." 

As  a  political  counselor,  Judge  Childress  was  amazingly  astute. 
He  could  foretell  with  marvelous  accuracy  the  day  before  an  election, 
for  instance,  what  would  occur  on  the  morrow;  and  he  had  the  rare  gift, 
by  his  courtesy  and  dignity  of  manner,  of  maintaining  not  only  the 
respect  but  the  cordial  good  will  of  those  equally  ardent  on  the  other  side. 

His  judgment  did  not  err  in  his  own  case  of  illness.      When  he  had 
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rallied  from  the  very  jaws  of  death  and  his  friends  were  hopefully  animated 
and  he  seemed  cheerful,  yet  in  response  to  congratulatory  expressions 
of  hope  in  his  recovery  he  dispelled  their  fond  anticipations. — The  Con- 
federate Veteran,   May,  1908. 


Holmes   B.  Crosby. 

Holmes  Bishop  Crosby  died  Sunday  morning,  July  5th,  at  his  home 
on  John  Street,  after  a  brief  illness  which  terminated  in  typhoid  fever. 

The  news  of  Mr.  Crosby's  illness  was  known  to  but  a  few  of  his 
friends  and  acquaintances,  and  it  was  only  a  few  hours  after  they  became 
aware  of  his  condition  that  they  were  pained  to  learn  that  he  had  passed 
away.  About  three  weeks  ago  he  went  to  Grandin,  Mo.,  where  he 
expected  to  locate,  having  become  fearful  that  he  could  not  longer 
withstand  the  rigors  of  Iowa  winter  weather.  He  was  not  well  during 
his  absence  and  returned  in  a  week.  Under  the  doctor's  care  he  failed 
to  improve,  although  he  continued  to  be  up  and  about.  During  the 
forepart  of  last  week,  fever  developed  and  it  was  then  decided  that 
typhoid  had  set  in.  His  condition  became  serious  in  a  short  time  and 
his  weakened  physical  strength  made  recovery  seem  doubtful  in  the 
extreme.  He  sank  rapidly  on  Friday  and  Saturday,  and  on  Sunday 
morning  at  three  o'clock  the  worst  fears  of  his  physician  and  those  about 
him  were  realized. 

Mr.  Crosby  was  born  in  Little  Valley,  N.  V.,  on  January  9,  1859, 
growing  to  manhood  there,  attending  school  and  later  teaching.  Because 
of  a  severe  attack  of  pneumonia  which  left  him  in  impaired  health  he 
went  to  Alabama  in  1880,  remaining  there  for  some  time.  Returning 
north  he  entered  Hillsdale  College,  at  Hillsdale,  Mich.,  from  which  insti- 
tution he  graduated  in  1888.  While  attending  college,  he  was  married 
to  Miss  Hattie  Huntley,  but  death  claimed  her  in  1888.  He  then  came 
to  Iowa  and  took  up  the  study  of  law  in  the  office  of  his  brother,  J.  O. 
Crosby,  at  Garnavillo.  In  his  earlier  years  he  had  perfected  himself  as 
a  shorthand  reporter  and  soon  after  coming  to  Garnavillo  applied  for 
and  was  appointed  court  reporter  in  this,  the  13th  judicial  district,  a 
position  he  continued  to  hold  until  his  death. 

In  1890,  he  was  married  to  Miss  Hortense  Huntley,  a  cousin  of  his 
first  wife.  In  1901,  they  came  to  reside  in  Decorah,  purchasing  the 
home  on  John  Street. 

Mr.  Crosby  was  one  of  those  quiet,  unpretentious  men,  the  same 
to-morrow  as  you  found  him  yesterday,  always  doing  that  which  came  to 
his  hand  with  cheerfulness  and  well,  true  in  his  affections  and  loyal  in 
his  friendships.  Deep  in  his  heart  was  that  love  of  nature  which  found 
its  fondest  and  best  expression  in  the  rose  garden  which  during  the 
summer  months  made  the  hillside  about  his  home  a  place  of  beauty  and 
the  source  of  great  pleasure  to  his  friends  and  neighbors  as  well  as  all 
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lovers  of  flowers.  In  other  ways  his  fondness  for  things  of  beauty  and 
worth  were  shown,  and  a  library  selected  with  more  than  passing  care 
told  of  his  love  of  the  best  in  literature.  In  his  official  position  he  was  a 
man  of  exceptional  ability  and  integrity,  and  the  qualities  which  won 
for  him  staunch  friendships  in  his  home  community,  gained  the  high 
regard  of  all  with  whom  he  came  in  contact,  wherever  his  duties  called 
him.  From  all  of  these  there  goes  out  to  the  wife  who  is  left  to  mourn 
alone  the  tenderest  of  sympathy. — The  Decorah  (la.)  Republican. 


Robert  S   Campbell. 

Robert  S.  Campbell  was  born  in  the  city  of  Toledo,  Ohio,  on  the 
17th  of  January,  1883,  and  having  moved  to  Cleveland  at  an  early  age, 
his  entire  eduation  was  secured  in  this  city,  from  the  East  High  School, 
of  which  he  was  graduated.  He  was  initiated  into  Ohio  Gamma  Kappa 
in  1902,  was  graduated  from  Adelbert  College  of  Western  Reserve  Uni- 
versity in  1905  and  from  Western  Reserve  Medical  College  in  June,  of 
1908. 

He  died  after  an  illness  of  more  than  six  weeks  and  as  a  result  of 
typhoid  fever,  although  this  was  neither  the  direct  nor  immediate  cause 
of  his  death.  Campbell  was  a  member  of  the  Nu  Sigma  Nu  Medical 
Fraternity,  the  Asbury  Methodist  Church  and  the  Philharmonic  Quartet, 
which  rendered  some  of  the  most  touching  and  inspiring  music  ever 
heard,  among  the  numbers  being  "Oh  Dry  Thy  Tears,"  one  of  "Bob's" 
favorites 

Campbell  was  a  man  who,  without  any  effort,  created  a  favorable 
and  lasting  impression  and  many  were  justly  envious  of  the  confidence 
he  inspired  and  the  reputation  he  had  established.  He  was  of  that  clear 
cut  type  of  American  manhood,  possessing  all  of  the  virtues  common 
to  few  and  none  of  the  vices  common  to  many.  He  lived  one  of  those 
clean,  conscientious,  Christian  lives  which  serve  as  such  splendid  examples, 
and  the  possession  of  such  principles  as  his  proves  a  valuable  asset. 

After  inspiring  confidence,  he  retained  your  respect  and  friendship 
to  the  end.  He  was  deserving  of  life's  best  fruits  and  none  of  life's 
sorrows.  Ever  looking  to  the  comfort  of  others,  he  considered  himself 
last  and  throughout  his  illness,  he  was  patient,  appreciative  and  uncom- 
plaining, counting  the  to-morrow  as  a  day  already  won  and  the  accom- 
plishments of  yesterday  as  things  of  the  past.  He  was  forever  looking 
into  the  future,  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  for  himself  a  place  among 
men. 

"None  knew  him  but  to  love  him;  none  named  him  but  to  praise." 

Although  the  serious  side  of  life  appealed  to  him,  he  was  willing  at 
all  times  to  enjoy  himself  to  the  fullest.  He  loved  his  home  and  family 
devotedly  and  being  fond  of  music,  became  an  accomplished  exponent 
of  the  violin. 
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He  bore  his  burdens  like  a  man  and  alone.  It  is  one  of  those  rare 
instances  of  where  ambition  to  excell  in  his  chosen  profession  and  his 
desire  to  do,  was  so  much  greater  than  his  strength  that,  finding  the 
burden  too  heavy,  he  lay  down  to  rest.  He  sacrificed  his  life  in  the 
beginning  of  his  career  and  in  the  acquirement  of  knowledge  wherewith 
to  help  others.     To  us  who  knew  him  best  the  loss  is  irreparable. 

He  died  as  he  had  lived,  a  man  true  to  himself,  true  to  the  principles 
he  advocated,  true  to  the  pledges  he  had  made  and  true  to  his  God. 
"He  was  exhaled;  his  great  Creator  drew  his  spirit  as  the  sun  the  morning 
dew."  And  let  our  inheritance  be  memory,  the  only  friend  that  grief 
can  call  its  own. 

"He  went  not  like  the  quarry-slave  at  night,  scourged  to  his  dungeon, 
but,  sustained  and  soothed  by  unfaltering  trust,  approached  his  grave 
like  one  who  wraps  the  drapery  of  his  couch  about  him  and  lies  down  to 
pleasant  dreams."

The  Late  Rev.  Joseph  W.  Turner.

The  following  is  an  editorial  from  the  Bellingham  (Washing- 
ton) Sunday  American-Reveille  and  concerns  Associate  Founder 
ErskineM.  Ross  (Va.  Alpha),  judge  of  the  United  States  Circuit 
Court  for  the  California  Circuit : 

The  pronounced  stand  taken  by  Judge  C.  H.  Hanford«.of  the  United 
States  district  court,  in  a  recent  decision,  serves  well  to  illustrate  the 
superior  position  occupied  by  federal  court  judges.  Without  at  all 
attempting  to  discuss  the  merits  of  Judge  Hanford's  decision  it  may  be 
remarked  that  no  such  utterance  will  be  heard  from  a  county  or  state 
judge  in  a  thousand  years,  or  so  long  as  our  present  system  of  selecting 
judicial  officers  is  in  vogue. 

Federal  judges  are  appointed  for  life  or  during  good  behavior  and 
they  are  impervious  to  the  fickle  winds  of  politics.  Other  judges  are 
elected  at  stated  intervals  and  one  is  seldom  encountered  who  has  suffi- 
cient sturdiness  and  independence  to  render  a  decision  that  will  make 
him  persona  non  grata  to  such  a  large  voting  body  as  organized  labor 
forms.  They  trim  their  sails  to  the  favoring  breezes  and  count  them- 
selves the  most  blessed  of  mortals  if  nothing  comes  up  in  a  campiagn 
year  that  compels  them  to  take  a  stand  against  any  powerful  element 
or  influence. 

In  some  counties  the  superior  judges,  the  prosecuting  attorney, 
the  justices  of  the  peace,  the  sheriff  and  the  constables  are  all  candidates 
for  re-election.  In  that  case  the  courts  might  as  well  close  during  the 
campaign  for  all  the  unbiased  law  and  even-handed  justice  one  is  likely 
to  get. 

But  I  started  out  to  tell  a  story  about  a  federal  judge  who  allowed 
nothing  to  sway  him  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties.  It  was  a  good  many 
years  ago  that  one  of  the  brighest  ornaments  of  the  federal  judiciary, 
Erskine  M.  Ross,  was  a  young  lawyer  in  Los.  Angeles.      His  friends  urged 
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him  to  try  for  the  nomination  of  justice  of  the  state  supreme  court,  and 
he  finally  consented  to  make  the  primary  race.  At  that  time,  Los  Angeles 
had  a  big  foreign  population  and  his  opponent,  Don  Ygnacio  Sepulveda, 
now  confidential  legal  adviser  of  President  Diaz,  of  Mexico,  won  the 
fight  in  the  county  and  gained  overwhelming  control  of  the  convention 
to  name  the  state  delegates. 

About  the  strongest  supporter  of  Judge  Ross  was  a  bright  young 
Irishman,  named  Tom  Cuddy,  a  natural  politician.  On  the  day  of  the 
convention,  Cuddy  approached  the  leaders  of  the  Sepulveda  fight  and 
asked,  in  the  interest  of  harmony,  that  Ross  be  given  just  four  delegates 
out  of  the  forty-two  to  be  selected.  This  looked  like  a  slight  concession 
and  it  was  granted.  Cuddy  handed  in  the  names  of  Stephen  M.  White, 
afterwards  United  States  senator;  J.  de  Barth  Shorb,  J.  H.  Lynell  and 
himself. 

The  day  after  the  convention,  people  remarked  that  Sepulveda  had 
advantage  of  numbers  on  the  delegation  but  that  Ross  had  the  better 
and  abler  delegates  and  when  the  convention  met,  the  four  Ross  dele- 
gates out-generalled  the  thirty-eight  Sepulveda  men  and  Judge  Ross 
was  nominated  and  elected.  It  was  universally  conceded  that  Cuddy 
did  the  work. 

Time  passed  on,  and  Cleveland  was  elected  President  in  1884.  A 
couple  of  years  afterward  the  judicial  district  of  Southern  California 
was  created  and  E.  M.  Ross  was  appointed  as  judge.  In  the  meantime, 
Cuddy  had  grown  stronger  in  politics  and  served  as  chief  of  police,  and 
city  councilman.  Finally  he  waxed  so  great  that  he  opened  a  saloon  and 
began  to  be  looked  upon  as  the  "boss"  in  Los  Angeles.  The  future 
loomed  bright  before  him  and  the  title  of  the  "Chris  Buckley  of  Southern 
California"  was  not  undeserved. 

One  day  along  in  1888,  Reel  B.  Terry,  a  Fresno  lawyer,  came  to 
town  as  attorney  for  Moore  Young,  who  was  charged  with  a  violation 
of  the  internal  revenue  laws.  In  those  days  it  was  not  a  bad  thing  to 
have  a  little  political  backing  when  you  went  into  the  state  courts.  Not 
to  put  too  fine  a  point  on  it,  the  man  with  the  pull  often  gained  his  case 
without  much  regard  to  the  law  and  the  evidence. 

Terry  had  practiced  extensively  in  the  state  courts  but  his  expe- 
rience with  the  federal  judiciary  was  limited.  He  hunted  up  Cuddy 
and  solicited  his  aid  in  getting  his  client  free.  Cuddy  was  a  friend  of 
Terry's  and  readily  promised  to  help  him  out. 

A  few  days  after  the  jury,  which  had  been  selected  to  try  the  Young 
case,  was  in  the  box  and  before  charging  them  as  to  their  duties,  Judge 
Ross  asked  perfunctory  question  as  to  whether  anybody  had  attempted 
to  influence  them  by  conversation  or  otherwise.  Up  rose  an  old  fellow, 
named  Robert  McGarvin,  a  member  of  the  Cuddy  machine  in  the  First 
ward,  and  said:  "Your  honor,  Mr.  Tom  Cuddy  met  me  on  the  street  the 
other  day  and  said  Young  was  a  nice  young  feller  and  he  hoped  I'd  let 
him  down  easy,  if  I  was  on  the  jury  to  try  him." 
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Judge  Ross  quietly  turned  to  the  clerk  and  had  him  issue  a  warrant 
for  Cuddy,  charging  him  with  contempt  of  court.  The  warrant  was 
served  and  Cuddy  was  arraigned.  He  made  what  he  considered  a  per- 
fectly satisfactory  explanation  of  his  conversation  with  Mr.  McGarvin, 
but  it  was  not  so  satisfactory  to  the  judge  and  Cuddy  was  sentenced  to 
serve  six  months  in  the  county  jail  and  pay  a  fine  of  $750. 

What  a  shock  ran  up  and  down,  across  and  through  that  community. 
What  a  scurrying  there  was  of  Cuddy's  friends  to  bring  influence  on  the 
judge  to  mitigate  the  sentence.  It  was  all  in  vain.  Cuddy  went  to  jail 
where  he  was  given  a  nicely  furnished  room  in  the  sheriff's  mansion,  and 
was  allowed  to  have  his  meals  sent  in.  But  he  was  actually  in  jail  and 
restrained  of  his  liberty. 

The  case  was  appealed  to  the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States 
and  that  tribunal  sustained  Judge  Ross.  Appeals  for  a  pardon  were 
made  to  the  President,  but  he  declined  to  interfere.  Cuddy  served  the 
full  six  months  and  came  out  of  that  jail  a  broken  man.  He  resumed 
the  saloon  business  and  tried  to  regain  his  place  in  politics,  but  the  taint 
of  the  prison  house  was  about  his  garments  and  the  people  would  have 
none  of  him.  He  drifted  to  Mexico  and  we  met  a  man  lately  who  said 
that  Cuddy  had  perished  miserably,  while  holding  down  the  lucrative 
position  of  dishwasher  in  a  Chinese  restaurant. 

Judge  Ross?  Why,  he  was  elevated  to  a  position  on  the  circuit 
bench  and  comes  to  Seattle  to  hold  court  every  once  in  a  while.  He  is 
less  than  sixty  years  of  age  and  will  in  all  probability  be  appointed  as 
one  of  the  justices  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States. 

It  must  have  been  hard  for  Judge  Ross  to  deal  that  harshly  with 
his  former  friend,  but  there  was  absolutely  no  other  course  open  to  him. 
A  fine,  healthy  respect  for  the  courts  was  engendered  by  his  action  and 
more  was  accomplished  for  the  cause  of  law  and  order  than  the  mind 
can  conceive.  It  made  a  different  community  of  Los  Angeles  and 
started  that  citv  on  the  road  to  greatness. 


The  August  issue  of  the  Southern  Banker,  a,  monthly  magazine 
devoted  to  the  interests  of  banks,  banking  and  bankers,  and 
published  at  Atlanta,  Ga.,  contains  the  photograph  of  and  the 
following  concerning  Brother  Monte  J.  GobeE   (Va.

Big  Sandy  National  Bank,  of  Catlettsburg,  Ky.,  to  go  with  the  Fifth 
National.  In  this  way  he  obtained  an  insight  into  the  needs  of  country 
bankers  that  is  of  great  value  to  the  correspondents  of  the  Fifth-Third 
National  a  large  amount  of  whose  stock  is  owned  throughout  the  Southern 
States. 

Since  the  merger,  the  new  bank  has  had  a  great  amount  of  new 
business  from  the  South,  the  Comptroller's  report  showing  that  many 
banks  have  selected  the  Fifth-Third  as  reserve  agents.

He  has  served  for 
thirty  years  as  treasurer  of  the  city  of  Raleigh,  has  been  president 
of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  of  the  city  Board  of  Charities,  and  was 
recently  appointed  as  a  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities  by  the 
governor.

The  following 
appeared  in  the  Milwaukee  Sentinel  after  the  primaries : 

Galesville,  Wis.,  Sept.  3 — 
(Special).- — Albert  Theodore 
Twesme,  the  young  Galesville 
lawyer  who  defeated  Speaker 
Herman  L.  Ekern  for  the  repub- 
lican nomination  for  assembly, 
from  Trempealeau  county,  was 
graduated  from  the  state  uni- 
versity law  school  last  February, 
after  having  won  a  bachelor  of 
arts  degree  in  the  college  of  let- 
ters and  science  in  1906. 

During  his  college  career 
Twesme  took  an  active  part  in 
oratorical  and  debating  work. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Athe- 
naen  Debating  society,  which 
numbers  among  its  honor  roll, 
Senator  La  Follette  and  Justice 
Robert  Siebecker  of  the  Supreme 
Court.  Twesme  won  third  place 
in  the  final  oratorical  contest  of 
1906.  In  the  fall  of  that  year, 
he  went  on  the  stump  for  Gov. 
Davidson. 

He  came  to  Madison  without 
a  cent,  earned  enough  money 
to  pay  for  the  completion  of  his 
preliminary  high  school  training, 
at  the  Wisconsin  academy,  a  preparatory  school,  and  then  entered  the 
university  with  the  intention  of  working  his  way  through.  He  was 
employed  two  years  as  an  expert  by  the  Wisconsin  state  tax  commission 
to  collect  mortgage  and  real  estate  data.  During  the  summer,  he  can- 
vassed several  western  states  for  prominent  book  and  house  supply 
companies,  earning  practically  enough  money  to  pay  his  expenses  at 
school  for  the  next  year. 

He  entered  the  law  school  during  his  last  year  in  the  college  of  letters 
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and  science  and  succeeded  in  finishing  the  work  six  months  ahead  of 
schedule,  although  he  was  employed  in  the  assembly  as  one  of  the  legis- 
lative clerks  during  the  last  session. 

While  at  college,  Twesme  was  a  member  of  the  honorary  oratorical 
fraternity  of  Phi  Alpha  Tau  and  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega.  He  labored  on 
the  1906  Badger,  the  university  annual,  and  was  a  member  of  the  student 
conference  committee,  an  organization  begun  by  President  Charles  R. 
Van  Hise  to  discuss  student  problems. 

As  Trempealeau  county  has  been  republican,  Twesme  probably 
will  be  elected  in  November.  If  successful,  he  will  be  the  second  recent 
university  graduate  to  win  a  place  in  the  legislature,  John  F.  Baker,  of 
Jackson  county,  father  of  the  local  option  bill,  having  preceded  him. 

Both  Albert  T.  Twesme  and  John  F.  Baker  are  members  of 
Wisconsin  Gamma  Tau  and  graduated  with  the  class  of  1907. 


The  Philadelphia  (Pa.)  North  American  says  the  following 
of  Brother  Daniel  F.  IyAFEAn  (Pennsylvania  Alpha  Upsilon),  a 
Pennsylvania  Congressman : 

Daniel  J.  Tafean,  of  York,  is  a  fine  example  of  the  business  man  in 
Congress — clear  headed,  public  spirited,  capable  of  judging  a  proposition 
upon  its  merits  and  with  more  independence  of  spirit,  if  not  of  expression, 
than  any  other  member  of  the  delegation. 

Lafean  was  the  one  man  from  Pennsylvania  who  stubbornly  resisted 
the  passage,  first,  of  the  Aldrich  emergency  currency  bill,  and  later  of 
the  Aldrich-Vreeland  bill.  He  weakened  in  his  opposition  to  the  latter 
and  voted  for  its  final  passage,  but  he  did  so  only  after  nearly  all  the 
other  opponents  of  the  bill  had  surrendered,  and  his  continued  opposition 
would  have  availed  nothing. 

Lafean  is  a  type  of  the  effective  congressman  who  never  attempts 
to  make  a  speech,  but  who  is  none  the  less  a  potent  factor  in  legislation. 
Upon  one  occasion  when  he  believed  the  "real  estate  ring"  of  the  District 
of  Columbia  was  endeavoring  to  sell  a  worthless  piece  of  property  to  the 
government,  and  that  the  House  leaders  were  aiding  in  the  job,  he 
organized    the   Republican  opposition  and  defeated  the  proposition. 

In  the  currency  bill  fight  he  was  one  of  the  most  prominent  of  the 
insurgents  against  the  House  bosses.  He  made  no  speeches,  but  he 
spent  his  time  arguing  with  members,  and  aided  in  no  small  measure 
in  bringing  about  the  declaration  from  the  House  Republican  caucus 
n  favor  of  commercial  paper  as  a  basis  for  banknote  issues. 

He  showed  a  better  understanding  of  the  currency  and  banking 
questions  than  did  any  other  man  in  the  Pennsylvania  delegation.  While 
Dalzell  was  aiding  the  speaker  to  whip  the  House  into  line  for  the  original 
Aldrich  bill  and  the  other  members  of  the  delegation  were  waiting  sub- 
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missively  to  support  any  measure  the  bosses  might  present,  Lafean 
was  proclaiming  the  iniquities  of  the  Aldrich  scheme  to  benefit  Wall 
Street  and  was  insisting  that  the  legitimate  business  interests  should  be 
considered  rather  than  the  stock  jobbers  and  their  stock-manipulating 
banks. 

At  least  one  member  of  the  delegation,  Representative  Beale,  was 
influenced  by  Lafean  to  vote  against  the  Aldrich  bill,  and  how  many 
other  members  of  the  House  were  led  by  him  to  a  similar  determination 
and  how  many  gained  from  him  a  better  understanding  of  the  currency 
question  than  they  would  otherwise  have  had,  it  is  impossible  to  estimate. 

It  will  probably  be  regarded  as  a  blot  upon  Lafean's  record  that 
he  voted  for  the  Aldrich-Vreeland  bill  after  having  denounced  it  so 
vigorously.  This  is  a  matter,  however,  respecting  which  opinions  may 
well  differ.  Lafean  could  not  have  beaten  the  bill,  and  therefore,  without 
approving  it,  he  voted  for  it,  because  any  other  course  would  have  been 
futile  and  would  have  placed  him  out  of  line  with  his  party  associates. 

For  the  stand  he  took  in  this  matter,  Lafean  deserves  great  credit. 
He  placed  himself  in  opposition  to  all  the  House  bosses  and  those  of  the 
Senate  as  well. 

He  declined  to  permit  either  the  wishes  of  Speaker  Cannon  respecting 
the  bill  or  the  indorsement  of  the  measure  by  Senator  Knox  to  influence 
him.  And  with  the  exception  of  Major  Beale,  who  stood  by  Lafean, 
he  was  the  only  Pennsylvania  Republican  who  did  take  an  independent 
and  an  aggressive  stand. 

The  spirit  displayed  by  Lafean  is  the  kind  that  makes  a  man  and  a 
delegation  powerful  in  legislation.  It  shows  to  the  leaders  that  they 
can  not  count  upon  the  support  of  members  merely  because  they  crack 
the  party  whip.  It  reveals  to  the  public  that  its  interests  are  being 
cared  for  even  in  the  turmoil  of  party  strife  and  political  intrigue. 

In  other  directions,  Lafean  has  shown  himself  to  be  a  man  of  force 
and  energy.  The  general  pension  bill,  so  greatly  benefiting  the  widows 
of  soldiers,  was  first  introduced  by  him,  although  it  was  appropriated 
later  by  the  pension  committee  of  the  House  He  has  pending  a  merit- 
orious measure  providing  for  a  great  memorial  boulevard  from  Washing- 
ton to  Gettysburg. 

He  has  put  through  many  minor  bills  for  the  benefit  of  his  district. 
In  all  matters  affecting  the  welfare  of  the  state  or  any  part  of  it,  Lafean 
is  active,  but  he  is  more  than  this,  for  his  activity  extends  to  measures 
of  national  importance  which  he  believes  will  affect  the  welfare  of  the 
whole  country. 

He  holds  that  there  should  be  straight-forward  dealing  in  legislation 
just  as  there  is  in  business,  and  that  all  the  trickery  and  false  pretense 
and   evasion   which   mark   manipulation  of  legislation   by  such   men  as 
Cannon  and  Aldrich  should  be  as  destructive  of  personal  credit  in  public 
life  as  it  would  be  in  business  life. 
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Lafean  should  unquestionably  be  re-elected.  His  defeat  would  be 
a  loss  to  the  state  and  a  loss  to  the  public.  If  there  were  more  men 
like  him  in  Congress,  there  would  be  better  legislation.

At  the  recent  Tuberculosis  Congress  in  Washington,  D.  C, 
a  great  fight  was  waged  over  the  question  whether  a  human 
being  could  be  infected  by  the  bovine  tubercle  baccilus.  Dr. 
Koch,  of  Germany,  who  first  discovered  that  tuberculosis  was 
caused  by  a  baccilus  was  leader  on  the  side  which  claimed  that 
a  human  being  could  not  be  infected  in  this  way.  Dr.  M.  P. 
Ravened  of  Tennessee  Omega,  was  the  first  man  in  the  world  to 
prove  that  man  can  be  thus  infected  and  lead  the  opposition. 
The  Milwaukee  Sentinel  published  the  following  regarding  the 
debate : 
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Washington,  D.  C,  Oct.  2. — The  theory  of  Dr.  Robert  Koch,  the 
eminent  German  scientist,  that  the  tubercle  bacilli  of  bovine  tuberculosis 
are  different  from  those  of  human  tuberculosis,  was  to-day  challenged 
by  the  solid  array  of  American  veterinarian  delegates  before  the  Interna- 
tional Congress  of  Tuberculosis. 

To-day's  discussion  did  not,  however,  by  any  means  close  the  con- 
troversy and  doubtless  it  will  be  waged  indefinitely  with  the  scene  shifting 
from   the   platform   to   the   medical   publications  of  the   world. 

When  on  Wednesday  last,  Dr.  Koch  declared  before  the  congress, 
that  "up  to  date  in  no  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  has  the  tubercle 
bacillus  of  the  bovine  type  been  definitely  demonstrated,"  and  that  he 
still  maintained  his  position  that  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  produced 
by  the  tubercle  bacillus  of  the  human  type  exclusively,  he  found  himself 
in  sharp  antagonism  with  many  eminent  European  and  American  adher- 
ents of  the  theory  of  the  unity  of  the  tubercle  bacilli. 

It  had  been  expected  that  Dr.  Koch  would  recede  from  his  original 
position  announced  at  the  British  Congress  on  tuberculosis  in  1901,  and 
his  restatement  that  as  a  result  of  a  series  of  experiments  carried  on  for 
a  long  period  but  confirmed  his  original  stand,  served  to  rekindle  the 
fires  of  opposition.  So  far  Dr.  Koch  seems  to  have  few  supporters,  and 
those  who  do  support  him  are  not  aggressive. 

Though  the  most  pronounced  of  Koch's  opponents  are  foreigners 
there  are  among  the  American  delegates  many  beside  the  veterinaries 
who  antagonize  his  views,  and  when  on  Wednesday  last,  Dr.  M.  P. 
Ravenel,  of  Madison,  Wis.,  declared  after  Dr.  Koch  had  spoken,  that 
he  "would  consider  it  an  extreme  misfortune  not  only  for  this  country, 
but  to  every  country  on  the  face  of  the  earth,  if  any  impression  should 
go  from  this  congress  that  even  the  small  proportion  of  the  deaths  due  to 
bovine  bacilli  was  a  negligible  quantity,"  he  is  believed  to  have  expressed 
the  consensus  of  American  sentiment  on  this  issue.

I  suppose  I  ought  to  express  some  ideas  on  the  new  recommendation 
blanks.  The  chapter  received  three  at  the  opening  of  the  college  year, 
of  which  two  were  concerning  men  in  one  of  the  graduate  schools,  and 
the  other,  unfortunately,  was  about  a  man  who  did  not  approve  himself 
to  the  members  of  the  chapter.  I  think  recommendation  blanks  are  a 
splendid  thing,  and  nothing  but  good  would  accrue  to  our  chapter  if 
the  scheme  were  generally  supported  by  the  alumni,  to  say  nothing  of 
the  active  chapters.

However, 
the  facts  at  Columbia  are  these:  Because  of  its  being  situated  in  the 
city,  there  is  not  the  freedom,  nor  the  opportunity  for  knowing  the  new 
men,  that  there  is  at  a  college  or  university  where  the  institution  is  a 
community  in  itself.  Rushing  at  Columbia  is  an  event  of  the  first  two 
or  three  weeks,  and  is  consequently  more  or  less  haphazard.  There  is 
no  reason  for  this  in  the  case  of  a  national  fraternity.     There  are  probably 
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about  eight  hundred  or  more  new  men  who  appear  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year,  and  only  a  certain  percentage  of  these,  of  course,  are  eligible 
for  fraternities.  There  are  nearly  twenty  national  fraternities  represented 
here.  Anyone  can  see  where  the  fraternity  with  eight  or  ten  good  men 
placed  by  a  good  recommendation  system  has  a  decided  advantage  over 
others  that  have  not.  I  sincerely  hope  the  experience  of  our  chapter  in 
regard  to  recommendation  blanks  has  been  singular,  but  if  other  chapters 
got  no  more  benefit  from  it  than  we  did,  I'd  like  to  raise  some  enthusiasm 
on  the  question.

I  wish  through  the  Palm  to  urge  upon  every  member  of 
Alpha  Tau  Omega,  whether  undergraduate  or  alumnus,  the 
desirability  of  attending  the  coming  biennial  Congress.  The 
first  Congress  of  which  I  heard  after  becoming  a  member  of  the 
fraternity  was  that  at  Springfield,  Ohio,  in  1888.  I  remember 
with  what  enthusiasm  the  three  delegates  from  my  chapter 
returned  from  that  meeting.  We  were  a  new  chapter,  and  the 
account  given  of  the  Congress  by  our  delegates  was  our  first 
introduction  to  the  national  aspect  of  fraternity  life.  We  were 
a  better  chapter  from  that  time  on.  Our  ideals  were  broader 
and  our  enthusiasm  higher. 

Personally  my  first  Congress  was  that  at  Nashville  in  1892. 
I  was  then  just  out  of  college,  and  I  used  the  first  money  I  earned 
for  this  trip.  I  have  never  regretted  it.  On  the  contrary  the 
fraternity  there  gained  such  a  hold  on  me  that  I  have  ever  since 
continued  as  an  active  alumnus  to  serve  her  to  the  best  of  my 
ability.  And  I  have  never  missed  a  Congress,  if  it  has  been  pos- 
sible for  me  to  be  present. 

Possibly  in  some  degree  my  interest  in  the  fraternity  has 
been  kept  alive  by  the  fact  that  I  am  engaged  in  educational  work 
and  recognize  the  power  for  good  and  evil  of  the  fraternity  system. 
But  this  thought  but  stimulates  me  the  more  to  urge  the  alumni 
to  attend  Congress  and  use  their  great  influence  that  the  progress

Come  where  you  can  raise  your  voice 
for  the  things  you  think  are  right. 

Many  important  matters  will  come  before  the  Congress. 
Every  member  of  the  fraternity,  whether  active  or  alumnus, 
whether  voting  delegate  or  not,  has  a  right  to  the  floor.  Men 
with  ideas  and  ideals  are  wanted  there. 

Then  apart  from  its  business  side,  a  Congress  has  qualities 
not  to  be  forgotten.  The  meeting  together  of  men  bound  only 
by  the  ties  of  friendship  and  common  ideals  must  awaken  the 
heart  of  any  man.  Here  the  old  graduate,  the  worried  man  of 
affairs,  may  become  a  boy  again.  And  here  the  care-free  under- 
grad.  may  feel  the  guiding  hand  of  experience  and  the  touch  of  a 
nation-wide  sympathy. 

Finally  as  I  have  so  often  said,  to  meet  our  Founder,  Dr. 
Gla;  ebrook,  is  an  education  and  a  benediction.  No  one  can  see 
him  and  observe  his  wonderful  interest  in  the  fraternity  and 
his  personal  exemplification  of  her  principles  without  gaining  a 
deeper  insight  into  the  reason  and  purpose  of  our  order.

At  old  William  and  Mary  college,  wheras  five  chapters  exist, 
they  all  run  small:  Kappa  Sigma,  according  to  a  late  report, 
has  only  five  members;  Kappa  Alpha,  eight;  Theta  Delta  Chi, 
five;  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon,  six;  and  Pi  Kappa  Alpha,  7.

A  local  called  Alpha  Delta  at  Oklahoma  University  expects 
to  be  chartered  by  Sigma  Nu.  A  local  sorority  at  Arkansas  is 
petitioning  Pi  Beta  Phi,  and  is  said  to  have  the  most  beautiful 
chapter  house  in  the  city.  A  Theta  Psi  band  at  Pennsylvania 
State  College  is  petitioning  Phi  Kappa  Psi.  Chi  Tau  Kappa  at 
Dartmouth  was  chartered  by  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon  last  May. 
Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  is  being  petitioned  by  a  local  at  Worcester 
Polytechnic,  and  Delta  Upsilon  by  one  at  Pennsylvania  State. 


The  legislators  of  New  Jersey  are  planning  to  change  the  old  historic 
Rutgers  College,  New  Brunswick,  N.  J.,  into  a  state  university.  Rutgers 
at  present  is  supported  by  the  state  but  is  almost  entirely  a  classical 
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institution  As  the  first  step  toward  a  larger  institution  the  state  has 
set  aside  $100,000  for  the  new  engineering  building  to  be  erected  at  once. 
The  fraternities  to  profit  by  this  newer  movement  are:  Delta  Phi, 
Zeta  Psi,  Delta  Upsilon,  Chi  Psi,  Chi  Phi,  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon,  and  one 
strong  local  organization.  With  a  long  line  of  illustrious  alumni  and  the 
addition  of  university  courses  Rutgers  has  a  splendid  future  to  inspire 
her. — Sigma  Nu  Delta

Of  the  freak  fraternities,  "Acacia"  (Masonic),  has  chapters 
at  Pennsylvania,  Michigan,  Kansas,  Stanford,  California,  Ne- 
braska, Ohio,  Illinois,  Dartmouth  and  Harvard,  according  to 
the  Phi  Delta  Theta  Scroll. 


At  DePauw  University,  the  Pan-Hellenic  Council  has  decreed, 
when  it  comes  to  "rushing,"  that  no  carriages  nor  automobiles 
shall  be  used!  How  the  world  "do  move,"  especially  since  the 
davs  when  we  were  rushed. 


As  to  the  article  mentioned  below,  we  haven't  read  it,  but 
for  cross-sightedness  and  near-sightedness,  in  our  opinion,  the 
journal  mentioned  in  the  body  of  the  paragraph  is  at  times  hard 
to  beat : 

The  enrollment  this  year  has  increased  over  that  of  last  year  in  spite 
of  the  seeming  notoriety  given  to  the  university  because  of  its  being  made 
an  object  of  politics.  The  article  in  the  Outlook  about  the  university 
presents  conditions  worse  than  they  are.  It  is  true  that  Dr.  Boyd, 
Wooster,  '78,  was  ousted  from  the  presidency  for  no  other  reason  than 
politics.  He  had  been  at  the  head  of  the  college  for  sixteen  years,  ever 
since  its  foundation.  At  a  meeting  of  the  student  body  last  summer  it 
was  voted  that  he  be  presented  with  a  loving  cup  to  be  made  from  silver 
twenty-five  cent  pieces  given  by  the  students.  Our  new  president,  Mr. 
Evans,  has  been  favorably  received  by  the  student  body  and  will,  we 
believe,  prove  himself  capable  in  every  way. — Beta  Theta  Pi  Correspond- 
ence from  Oklahoma. 


The  Pensacola  Journal,  Pensacola,  Fla.,  of  June  28th,  contains  an 
interesting  account  of  the  organization  of  a  National  Association  of 
Greek-letter  men.  The  meeting  took  place  on  the  night  of  Tune  27th, 
forty-five    Greek-letter   fraternity   members   being    present,    representing 
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sixteen  different  fraternities.  The  plan  is  to  have  a  National  Organization 
of  Greek-letter  Fraternity  members,  to  include  residents  of  Canada, 
Cuba  and  tributary  countries  under  the  United  States  flag.  This  idea 
was  the  outcome  of  a  chance  made  of  five  "Greeks."  A  committee  of 
fraternity  men  were  appointed  to  draw  up  a  definite  plan  for  this  organ- 
ization.— Shield  and  Diamond. 


Louisiana  State  opened  its  doors  to  women  for  the  first 
time  during  the  session  of  1906-07.  The  total  attendance  that 
session  was  532. 

Prof.  Jas.  B.  Aswell,  superintendent  of  education  for  Louis- 
iana, has  been  elected  to  the  chancellorship  of  Mississippi  State. 

Kentucky  State  begins  the  present  session  with  over  a  thou- 
sand matriculates. — Exchange. 


Every  now  and  then  a  complaint  crops  out  as  to  descrip- 
tions in  Baird's  Manual  (we  have  done  a  little  of  this  ourselves), 
and  the  writer  of  this  paragraph  thinks  there  is  another  one  due : 

During  the  whole  of  its  existence,  the  greatest  need  of  the  fraternity 
has  been  that  of  a  literature  of  its  own.  During  the  same  epoch,  other 
fraternities  have  issued  catalogues,  histories,  annuals,  song  books,  etc., 
while  to  Pi  Kappa  Alpha's  credit  can  be  placed  alone,  a  single  edition  of 
the  catalogue,  together  with  publications  of  an  individual  nature,  issued 
by  the  various  chapters.  It  is  indeed  gratifying  to  know  that  in  the 
very  near  future,  a  second  edition  of  the  catalogue  will  be  ready  for 
issuance,  but  still  this  will  leave  a  need  unfilled  in  the  nature  of  a  history 
of  the  fraternity,  as  catalogues  deal  with  the  individual  rather  than  the 
general  fraternity.  The  sketch  of  the  fraternity  in  Baird's  Manual  is 
very  incomplete,  and  inaccurate,  and  in  no  way  does  credit  to  the  order, 
and  from  it  no  one  can  in  the  least  gain  any  knowledge  of  the  history  of 
the  fraternity  nor  be  inspired  by  the  story  of  its  success,  and  failure 
overcome. 


The  October  issue  of  the  Phi  Kappa  Psi  Shield  is  at  hand, 
telling  of  the  good  times  had  by  the  Phi  Psis  at  Denver,  on  July 
1,  2  and  3.  We  gather  that  some  three  hundred  were  in  attend- 
ance which  does  not  equal  the  five  hundred  attending  recent 
conventions  held  in  the  east;  but  the  far  western  location  of  the 
convention  city  explains  this.     During  the  past  year  the  annual 
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membership  reached  the  high  water  mark  of  1,236,  and  the  total 
membership  is  now  10,726.  The  Shield  reported  profits  of  about 
$200  per  year  in  recent  years  and  claims  a  subscription  list  of 
2,500.  A  policy  was  adopted,  as  exists  in  many  fraternities,  of 
penalizing  chapter  correspondents  for  failing  to  supply  chapter 
letters  to  the  Shield,  and  the  further  recommendation  was  passed 
that  each  out-going  graduate  should  pay  in  advance  for  a  year's 
subscription,  which  is  a  wise  law  in  our  opinion.  Toledo,  Ohio, 
was  selected  as  the  place  of  meeting  for  their  next  "Grand  Arch 
Council.' '  It  was  decided  to  re-establish  a  chapter  at  Missouri 
State  as  soon  as  conditions  warranted,  and  this  recommendation 
was  also  passed : 

Your  committee  further  reports  that  it  believes  that  the  progress  of 
the  fraternity  and  its  strength  as  a  national  fraternity  will  be  imperiled 
by  a  further  continuance  of  the  present  method  of  expansion,  and  that 
in  its  opinion  the  position  of  our  fraternity  depends  upon  a  careful  survey 
of  the  entire  field,  not  only  that  which  we  should  occupy,  but  that  which 
we  already  occupy,  having  in  view  the  giving  of  the  fraternity  a  list  of 
chapters  as  nearly  ideal  as  possible;  and  it  therefore  recommends  the 
appointment  of  a  permanent  committee  of  three  by  this  G.  A.  C  to  inves- 
tigate all  the  colleges  in  which  the  fraternity  should  establish  itself,  and 
to  make  a  full  and  complete  report  of  its  findings  within  one  year  after 
the  adjournment  of  this  G.  A.  C. 

The  above  proposed  method  of  expansion  is  in  line  with 
Theta  Delta  Chi's  action  at  their  late  convention,  as  described 
in  the  June  Palm,  and  we  commend  it  to  A.  T.  O's  for  use  at  the 
Pittsburgh  Congress.  Lastly  and  finally,  we  fail  to  find  any 
recommendation  that  the  Shield  should  change  from  its  micro- 
scopic type  to  a  size  that  will  not  injure  the  eyesight  of  the  different 
interested  reviewers,  and  we  are  willing  to  wager  that  its  sub- 
scribing members  agree  with  us,  too,  in  calling  it  microscopic. 


A  writer  in  the   Sigma   Alpha   Kpsilon   Record  says  of  the 
fraternity  situation  at  Dartmouth : 

The  fraternity  situation  at  Dartmouth  is  more  or  less  unusual 
The  oldest  fraternity  is  Psi  Upsilon,  which  was  founded  in  1842,  as  was 
also  the  local  KKK.  Alpha  Delta  Phi  entered  in  1846  and  Delta  Kappa 
Epslion  in  1853.  Since  then  the  introduction  of  fraternities  has  hardly 
kept  pace  with  the  growth  of  the  college,  although  there  are  now  fifteen

nationals  and  two  locals  represented  Six  fraternities  own  houses,  Psi 
Upsilon  having  just  completed  theirs.  The  other  fraternities  have 
rooms  in  the  business  blocks  of  the  main  street.  The  faculty  counte- 
nances fraternities  under  the  following  restrictions:  Fraternity  men  shall 
not  dine  in  their  houses;  more  than  than  fourteen  men  shall  not  room  in 
a  fraternity  house;  no  intoxicants  shall  be  introduced  into  fraternity 
lodges.  The  fraternity  activities  are  supervised  by  an  inter-fraternity 
council,  consisting  of  two  representatives  from  each  society.  By  the 
ruling  of  this  council,  no  mention  of  fraternities  can  be  made  to  members 
of  the  entering  class  prior  to  a  certain  day  known  as  "Chinning  Day  " 


The  law  department  is  now  located  on  the  academic  campus.  With 
the  one  exception  of  Trinity  College  in  North  Carolina,  Tulane  is  the 
only  university  in  the  South  which  conducts  a  law  school  that  requires 
three  years  for  graduation  and  maintains  entrance  requisites  high  enough 
to  admit  it  to  the  Carnegie  list  of  colleges.  Newcomb  still  holds  its 
place  as  one  of  the  foremost  colleges  for  the  education  of  women.  The 
litigation  over  the  will  of  Mrs.  Newcomb  has  been  settled  and  $2,250,000 
is  now  added  to  the  Newcomb  Endowment  Fund.  Very  extensive 
improvements  in  the  way  of  entire  new  buildings  have  been  planned  for 
the  department  but  are  not  completed.  A  number  of  members  of  the 
faculty  who  are  members  of  the  Phi  Beta  Kappa  have  been  successful 
in  securing  a  charter  and  establishing  a  chapter  at  Tulane. — Shield  and 
Diamond. 


Delta  Upsilon  met  in  its  74th  annual  convention  with  the 
Swarthmore  (Pa.)  chapter,  October  22-24.  Swarthmore  is  a 
Quaker  institution,  though  no  sectarian  teaching  is  permitted. 
Notoriety  has  been  thrust  upon  it  lately,  through  its  rejection  of 
the  Jeanes  bequest,  as  mentioned  in  the  September  Palm. 

+ 

Theta  Delta  Chi  entered  Illinois  State  by  absorbing  the  Oax 
club  the  29th  of  last  May.  Thirty-three  men  were  initiated. 
The  Shield  has  this  on  the  subject  of  fraternities  at  the  university: 

There  are  at  the  present  time  fifteen  national  fraternities  and  eight 
sororities  at  the  University  of  Illinois.  Only  about  eleven  per  cent, 
of  the  men  belong  to  fraternities  and  sixteen  per  cent,  of  the  women  are 
claimed  by  the  sororities.  In  addition  to  the  fraternities  there  are  eight 
local  clubs  petitioning  for  national  organizations. 

Delta  Tau  Delta,  the  first  fraternity  established  at  Illinois,  received 
its   charter  in    1872,    and   nine   years  later   was  followed   by   Sigma   Chi. 
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Fraternities  were  abolished  by  law  in  1881  and  were  not  allowed  to  re-enter 
until  1891.  Since  that  time  an  average  of  one  national  fraternity  or 
sorority  has  entered  each  year. 

The  Sigma  Chi  Fraternity  was  re-established  in  1891  and  the  Delta 
Tau  Delta  in  1893.  Kappa  Sigma  received  its  charter  in  1891,  Phi 
Kappa  Sigma  in  1892,  Phi  Delta  Theta  in  1894,  Alpha  Tau  Omega  in 
1895,  Phi  Gamma  Delta  in  1897,  and  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon  in  1898. 
For  a  period  of  four  years  no  fraternities  entered  and  in  1902  Beta  Theta 
Pi,  and  Sigma  Nu  received  their  charters. 

In  1905,  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon,  Phi  Kappa  Psi,  and  Delta  Upsilon 
entered,  and  in  1906  the  Acacia,  a  Masonic  Fraternity,  was  established. 
On  May  29th,  1908,  the  Kappa  Delta  Charge  of  Theta  Delta  Chi  was 
established. 

Of  the  sororities  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  and  Pi  Beta  Phi  entered  in  1895. 
In  1899  Kappa  Kappa  Gamma  entered,  followed  by  Alpha  Chi  Omega. 
Chi  Omega  entered  in  1900,  Delta  Gamma  in  1905.  Alpha  Xi  Delta  and 
Sigma  Kappa  entered  in  1906. 

The  following  fraternities  own  their  houses:  Sigma  Chi,  Phi  Delta 
Theta,  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon, 
Phi  Kappa  Sigma,  and  Phi  Kappa  Psi.  Kappa  Sigma,  Delta  Tau  Delta, 
Beta  Theta  Pi,  Sigma  Nu,  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon,  Delta  Upsilon,  and 
Theta  Delta  Chi  rent  their  houses. 

Fraternities  are  building  their  own  houses  rapidly,  and  it  is  but  a 
question  of  a  few  years  until  each  fraternity  will  own  its  house. 

Most  of  the  fraternity  houses  are  located  on  the  two  principal  streets, 
Green  and  John,  where  the  student  population  is  centered.  Formerly 
the  fraternity  houses  were  located  near  the  campus,  but  in  later  years 
the  tendency  has  been  to  build  further  away. 


Thomas  Weldon  Stanford,  of  Australia,  recently  endowed  Stan- 
ford University  in  his  will  with  $12,000,000,  his  plan  being  to  send 
annually  to  Stanford  University  a  number  of  Australians  on  the  Rhodes 
Scholarship  scheme. 

The  recent  gift  from  Mr.  John  D.  Rockefeller  of  $2,191,000  to  Chicago 
makes  possible  a  twenty-five  per  cent,  increase  in  the  salaries  of  the 
faculty. — 5.  A.  E.  Record. 


Beta  Theta  Pi  met  in  convention  at  Niagara  Falls  lately, 
according  to  the  October  issue  of  its  journal,  but  exactly  when, 
the  public  doesn't  know — and  nowhere  in  this  October  issue  is 
the  information  imparted  to  us.  Mr.  Baird  was  unable  to  attend, 
we  see,  and  perhaps  this  accounts  for  the  omission  of  a  reference 
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to  such  an  unimportant  matter  as  a  date!  Anyhow  the  meeting 
was  called  to  order,  minus  Mr.  B.,  and  these  are  some  of  the 
matters  talked  about  and  settled : 

Elections  of  officers  were  uncontested  and  unanimous.  The  counsel 
of  the  older  heads  and  tried  hearts  in  the  fraternity  was  heard  and  fol- 
lowed in  the  spirit  in  which  it  was  given,  and  anything  in  the  nature  of 
political  contest  for  offices  in  the  fraternity  was  discouraged. 

For  our  part  contested  elections,  provided  good  nature 
prevails,  are  preferable  to  an  absolute  smoothness  of  elections. 
Contests  inject  a  healthful  rivalry,  not  to  mention  "ginger,"  into 
an  election,  and  where  all  rancor  is  absent,  the  writer  is  of  the 
opinion  that  they  are  good  things.  However,  our  fears  as  to 
the  Beta's  convention  are  quieted  when  we  read  that: 

A  convention  better  unified  in  spirit  and  at  the  same  time  actuated 
by  more  independent  thought  and  action  on  the  part  of  the  delegates 
could  not  have  been  desired. 

And  also  these : 

In  Willis  O.  Robb,  the  convention  had  an  ideal  president.  His 
skill  and  care  and  general  effectiveness  as  a  presiding  officer  was  a  reve- 
lation to  all  who  had  not  seen  him  in  the  position  before. 

Lucky  Betas!  It  isn't  every  presiding  officer  of  whom  all 
this  can  be  said. 

General  Treasurer,  James  L.  Gavin,  in  all  his  good  and  big  nature, 
was  on  hand  with  a  perfect  report  from  his  department,  every  chapter 
being  "paid  up." 

Mr.  Gavin  seems  to  be  almost  as  nigh  to  perfection  as  A.  T. 
O.'s  keeper  of  the  exchequer. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  business  matters  of  importance  and  interest, 
the  presence  of  representatives  numbering  from  two  to  five  from  each 
of  four  petitioning  bodies  made  the  convention  this  year  extremely  busy 
but  at  .he  same  time  very  interesting.  The  Crucible  Club  petition  was 
considered  first  on  the  second  day  of  the  convention  and  after  a  very 
thorough  hearing  a  charter  was  granted.  Though  there  was  opposition 
to  the  last,  when  the  vote  was  taken  and  the  result  announced  everybody 
was  glad  of  the  final  success  of  these  worthy  petitioners  and  those  who 
had  opposed  them  from  the  beginning  joined  in  the  general  congratu- 
lations and  good  wishes  to  the  new  chapter  at  the  Colorado  School  of 
Mines. 

The  other  petition  granted  was  that  of  the  Alpha  Delta  Xi  Society 
of  Tulane  University  at  New  Orleans.  These  petitioners  were  repre- 
sented by  a  delegation  of  five  of  their  number  of  fourteen.  They  had 
the  advantage  of  being  from  the  Southland  where  the  fraternity  is  glad 
of  a  good  opportunity  to  expand,  and  at  the  same  time  the  disadvantage 
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of  being  from  a  university  and  city  far  removed  from  the  body  of  the 
fraternity  and  more  than  seven  hundred  miles  from  the  nearest  chapter. 
The  other  two  petitions  considered  were  those  from  Utah  and  South 
Dakota  which  were  both  rejected.  They  had  their  support,  however, 
as  well  as  opposition. 

Personally,  as  to  Utah,  we  congratulate  the  Betas.  And  the 
hope  is  expressed  that  A.  T.  O.  will  take  the  same  action  when  a 
like  opportunity  presents  itself.  Finally,  the  editor  of  the  Beta 
Theta  Pi  says : 

During  the  convention  the  statement  was  more  than  once  made  by 
undergraduate  delegates  that  they  could  not  vote  for  one  or  the  other 
of  the  applications  for  charters  because  "you  know  we  never  grant  but 
one  charter  a  year"  or  "there  will  never  be  more  than  seventy-five  chapters 
and  we  must  leave  room  for  new  colleges"  or  "it  would  never  do  to  have 
a  new  chapter  so  far  away"  and  so  on.  Probably  more  than  one  vote 
was  influenced  by  such  talk  as  this. 

There  will  be  found  in  the  minutes  of  the  convention  a  table  of  the 
votes  of  the  chapters  on  the  application  for  new  chapters.  Seven  chapters 
voted  "yes"  on  every  proposition  and  six  chapters  similarly  voted  "no". 
It  would  seem  to  be  the  part  of  wisdom  for  each  of  these  groups  to  con- 
sider whether  in  view  of  the  varying  circumstances  surrounding  the 
different  applications  their  delegates  were  animated  by  some  other 
motives  than  the  best  interests  of  the  fraternity.  The  attitude  of  each 
group  indicates  lack  of  care  or  thought. 

The  establishment  of  the  chapter  at  Tulane  will  probably,  be  the 
beginning  of  a  revival  of  our  activities  in  the  South. 


Writing  under  the  heading  of  "Two  Men  and  a  Bid,"  the 
editor  of  the  D.  U.  Quarterly,  has  something  particularly  pertinent 
and  true  to  which  to  call  the  chapters'  attention.  "Jim/'  as 
mentioned  below,  was  born  and  reared  among  the  coal  mines  of 
Pennsylvania,  and  attained  his  majority  without  knowing  how 
to  write  his  name,  but  afterwards  graduated  with  honor  in  the 
class  with  the  Quarterly's  editor. 

Last  winter  Jim  attended  a  convention  of  superintendents  of  educa- 
tion in  Philadelphia  and  took  dinner  with  us.  During  the  evening  he 
entertained  us  with  his  excellent  readings  from  Shakespeare,  Moore, 
Burns,  and  several  less-known  Scotch  poets  of  whom  he  is  particularly 
fond.  During  a  chat  reminiscent  of  our  college  days  Jim  confided  that 
the  one  regret  of  his  life  was  that  he  failed  to  attain  membership  in  a 
college  fraternity.  The  thought  of  fraternity,  he  said,  among  men  of 
educated  minds  must  be  a  constant  inspiration  to  do  better  and  more 
unselfish  work.  He  had  been  "invited  over"  by  several  societies  but 
never  received  a  "bid." 
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Like  a  flash  there  came  to  mind  a  meeting  at  the  Delta  U.  house, 
after  a  rushing  smoker  to  which  Jim  had  been  invited  with  others,  when 
his  name  was  ruthlessly  cast  aside  after  the  facts  of  his  early  life  were 
presented  by  those  who  only  half-knew  the  truth.  Jim  had  none  of 
those  secondary  attributes  which  too  often  decide  availability  for  frater- 
nity membership.  So-called  family,  stylish  clothes,  money,  the  slang 
and  gibberish  of  small  minded  and  effeminating  "society,"  were  all 
foreign  to  his  life  or  tastes.  But  of  elemental  manhood  and  clean,  square 
ideals  Jim  was  the  peer  of  any  of  his  censors.  His  experience  was  the 
same  at  all  of  the  fraternities,  and  he  graduated  a  non-fraternity  man. 

In  seeking  a  foil  for  Jim,  dozens  of  men  come  to  mind,  men  who 
were  snapped  up  by  fraternities  without  a  moment's  hesitation  and  in 
many  cases  the  recipients  of  invitations  from  a  dozen  different  societies. 
The  type  is  so  common  as  almost  to  need  no  description.  He  is  the  man 
of  modish  clothes,  spending  the  wealth  of  others,  not  above  cribbing  to 
squeeze  through  an  examination,  a  scoffer  at  religion  and  the  serious 
things  of  life,  one  who  would  label  a  protest  against  gambling  at  cards 
in  the  chapter  house  as  "damned  Y.  M.  C.  A.  notions" — a  pygmy  in  mind 
and  disposition 

As  between  these  two  men,  our  present  system  of  rushing  is  con- 
fessedly in  favor  of  the  latter.  There  is  no  time  to  study  personalities, 
to  probe  weakness  and  vice,  and  to  learn  of  nobility  of  character  and 
purpose.  Superficiality  and  the  dangerous  recommendation  of  "family" 
are  the  bait  at  which  our  over-zealous  chapters  snap  with  avidity.  A 
reform  in  method  is  bound  to  come  sooner  or  later,  either  through  pan- 
hellenic  cooperation,  or  through  a  coming  to  their  senses  of  the  different 
chapters. 


The  October  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  Journal  devotes  one  of  its 
sixty-five  reading  pages  to  "alumni  personals."  Palm  readers 
would  hardly  stand  for  anything  like  that. 


What  is  this — the  oldest  and  greatest,  the  dean,  of  college  fraternities 
neglected  and  forgotten?  Its  discovery  is  due  to  Brother  G.  H.  Holden 
who  prepares  the  statistics  of  the  Greek  letter  societies  for  The  World 
Almanac.  A  letter  from  its  president  informs  us  that  the  Sigma  Pi 
Fraternity  was  founded  at  William  and  Mary  College  in  May,  1752,  by  a 
charter  from  King  George  II  which  specially  barred  Roman  Catholics 
and  restricted  membership  to  Episcopalians.  The  society  now  has 
chapters  at  Vincennes  University  (A),  Ohio  State  University  (T),  Illinois 
College  (E),  and  the  University  of  California  (I),  and  the  living  members 
of  inactive  chapters  at  William  and  Mary.  Lehigh,  Washington  and  Lee, 
and    Charlotte    Hall    are   reckoned   in   an    honorary   chapter    (B).      "The 
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policy  in  the  past  has  been  non-expansion,  but  hereafter  will  be  expan- 
sion." Such  fraternities  as  have  hitherto  been  able  to  pride  themselves 
on  their  long  lists  of  honorable  American  names  will  be  chagrined  to 
find  among  the  distinguished  sons  of  modest  Sigma  Pi  Jefferson,  Madison, 
Monroe,  Richard  H.  Lee,  Robert  E.  Lee,  Gov.  Yates,  and  Mr.  W.  J. 
Bryan.  About  three  hundred  and  fifty-five  active  members  are  reported. 
The  colors  are  lavender  and  white. — Alpha  Chi  Rho  Garnet  and  White. 


The  Delta  Chi  Quarterly  republishes  Olcott  0.  Partridge's 
article  on  "The  Legal  Status  of  a  College  Fraternity  Chapter," 
but  accedes  no  credit  to  the  Theta  Delta  Chi  Shield  in  which  the 
essay  first  appeared.  The  footnotes  are  also  omitted.  Seems 
strange  that  a  magazine  circulating  among  lawyers  should  omit 
the  references  to  the  case  wherein  the  law  is  to  be  found.  Mr. 
Partridge's  valuable  notes  would  have  been  doubly  valuable  to 
a  lawyer. 

Phi  Delta  Phi's  chapter  at  Ohio  State  University  is  called 
the  Swan  chapter.  Its  correspondent  writes  as  follows,  to  the 
September  Brief,  the  official  journal :

New  York  surpassed 
Chicago;  Birmingham  vanquished  New  York;  Pittsburgh  will 
put  Birmingham  out  of  the  running;  and  Pittsburgh,  in  its  turn, 
will  yield  to  the  inevitable  greater  congress  of  1910 — but  only 
after  proving  its  title  to  a  seat  in  the  company  of  the  great  con- 
gress hosts.

Some  of 
these  have  been  suggested  by  the  contributors  to  the  symposium, 
elsewhere  published  herein.  These  and  others,  and  the  ordinary

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Secondarily,  the  Congress  is  a  convocation  of  choice,  broth- 
erly, loving  and  lovable  college  men.

If 
you  have  followed  the  recent  history  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  have 
noted  its  ambitions  and  studied  its  problems,  the  fraternity 
needs  you  and  the  benefit  of  your  intelligent  action  at  Congress. 
It  needs  you  because  you  can  aid,  assist  and  guide  it.  If,  on  the 
other  hand,  you  are  not  so  familiar  with  the  legislative  desirati 
of  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  but  would  strike  hands  with  £he  grip  that 
thrills,  then  you  need  the  Congress.  You  need  it  because  it 
will  make  you  a  better  Alpha  Tau  and  a  better  man.  It  will 
awaken  the  old  days,  the  old  ambitions,  and  recall  the  old  life  of 
abandon  and  freedom. 

From  whatever  standpoint  considered,  you  should  be  in 
Pittsburgh.

Two  Years  of  Progress. 
A  review  of  the  two  short  years  that  have  come  and  gone 
since  the  Birmingham  Congress  reveals  unfaltering  progress  in 
every  line  and  issue  of  fraternity  activity-  The  reports  that 
will  be  presented  at  Pittsburgh  will  disclose  remarkable  achieve- 
ments and  record  an  era  of  prosperity  and  progress  unprecedented 
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n  our  annals.  Indeed,  it  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  this  epoch 
is  not  equalled  by  any  in  the  experience  of  the  fraternity. 

Our  chapter  roll  has  been  increased  and  strengthened.  Two 
years  ago  there  were  fifty-six  chapters.  Since  then,  Wisconsin, 
Worcester  and  Iowa  State  have  wisely  added  to  our  number. 
Moreover,  through  the  judicious  supervision  exercised  by  our 
energetic  Province  Chiefs,  our  fifty-nine  chapters  are  now  in  a 
most  enviable  condition.  Two  years  ago  there  were  twenty- 
seven  alumni  associations.  To-day,  there  are  forty,  and  while  a 
few  of  these  have  been  inactive  during  the  past  year  or  more 
the  vast  majority  are  doing  yeoman  service  for  the  cause.  Two 
years  ago,  there  were  7,300  living  members.  To-day  there  are 
no  less  than  8,000.  All  of  which  demonstrates  a  healthy  and 
satisfactory  increase  in  the  matter  of  numbers. 

But  the  record  can  not  be  allowed  to  terminate  with  the 
recital  of  numerical  increases.  In  every  other  department  of 
our  great  work  there  has  been  a  steady  advancement.  The 
decrees  of  the  Birmingham  Congress  have  been  executed.  The 
new  constitution  has  been  promulgated  and  published ;  the  equal- 
ization tax  has  been  collected ;  Founder's  Day  has  been  instituted 
and  is  being  observed  by  many  of  the  chapters;  the  surplus  funds 
of  the  general  fraternity  have  been  invested  in  safe  interest- 
producing  securities;  certificates  and  cards  of  membership  have 
been  issued;  in  short,  the  various  officers  responsible  for  the 
consummation  of  these  projects  have  promptly  and  efficiently 
accomplished  them. 

Nor  does  this  complete  the  record.  Dr.  Lyon,  the  Worthy 
Grand  Chief,  has  not  been  content  to  recommend  policies,  but 
has  boldly  announced  them  and  proceeded  to  actualize  them. 
With  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  High  Council,  he  instituted 
the  system  of  honor  awards  and  conferred  the  honor  upon  meri- 
torious brothers;  he  adopted  the  "introduction  blank"  idea, 
first  invented  by  Province  Two,  and  made  it  national ;  he  addressed 
a  letter  to  each  alumnus  on  two  occasions,  concerning  the  fra- 
ternity, its  work,  its  needs  and  its  problems ;  he  has,  by  tongue  and 
pen,  eloquently  urged  active  men  to  the  serious  things  of  college 
?nd  fraternity  work;  in  fine,  besides  disposing  of  the  vast  routine 
work  of  his  office,  he  has  introduced  new  ideas  and  zealously 
and  courageously  battled  for  the  old  ideals. 
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Other  officers  have  not  been  idle.  Dr.  Larkin  W.  Glaze- 
brook,  than  whom  there  is  no  more  capable  annalist  in  the  Greek 
world,  has  been  engaged  in  perfecting  the  important  records  of 
his  great  office,  and,  in  spite  of  almost  insurmountable  obstacles, 
has  kept  his  precious  information  fully  abreast  of  the  ever- chang- 
ing and  ever-increasing  membership.  Then,  too,  he  issued  an 
excellent  pocket  directory,  which  received  an  enthusiastic  recep- 
tion from  the  fraternity  and  was  immediately  made  the  model 
for  similar  books  by  other  fraternities.  The  High  Council  has, 
of  course,  supervised  all  these  many  and  diverse  undertakings 
and  achievements  and  the  Province  Chiefs  have  to  a  man  been 
faithful  to  the  trusts  confided  to  their  care. 

The  two  years  that  are  closed  at  Pittsburgh  are  years  of 
progress  and  glory — progress  produced  by  the  many  capable 
officers  and  ardent  workers  with  which  Alpha  Tau  Omega  is 
blessed  and  glory  shared  and  enjoyed  by  all.  There  is  much 
cause  for  rejoicing  and  more  to  urge  us  forward  through  the 
vears  to  come. 


Founder's  Day. 

A  cursory  glance  at  the  chapter  letters  in  this  issue  will 
demonstrate  the  fact  that  a  very  small  percentage  of  our  chapters 
have  celebrated  Founder's  Day. 

It  is  conceivable  that  the  general  fraternity  might,  if  it  so 
desired,  force  and  compel,  under  penalty  of  suspension,  every 
chapter  to  suitably  and  properly  celebrate  the  day.  But  a 
forced  commemoration  would  be  shallow  and  vain.  The  cele- 
bration, to  be  of  any  service,  must  be  spontaneous ;  it  must  be  born 
of  a  desire  to  honor  the  founders  and  to  study  the  history  of  their 
achievement.  Legislation  can,  in  such  instances,  only  suggest 
and  advise.  The  individual  chapter  must  be  left  to  work  out 
its  own  salvation  along  such  lines. 

But  we  are  frank  to  say  that  there  is  something  radically 
wrong  with  the  chapter  that  does  not  celebrate  the  natal  day  of 
Alpha  Tau  Omega.  The  chapter  that  has  no  time  to  pause  once 
a  year  and  to  review  the  history  of  this  organization  is  not  worthy 
of  a  seat  in  our  midst.     The  chapter  that  is  so  unmindful  of  its 
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great  obligation  to  Glazebrook,  Ross  and  Marshall  and  to  the 
host  who  have  made  Alpha  Tau  Omega  in  the  years  that  have 
gone,  is  not  likely  to  pay  any  regard  to  any  other  obligation,  and 
it,  ipso  facto,  forfeits  its  title  as  a  loyal  subordinate  body  of  Alpha 
Taus.  The  chapter  that  refuses  to  learn  a  few  lessons  from  the 
past  as  a  guide  for  the  future  does  not  have  much  of  a  future  to 
engage  its  attention. 

"Strong  words,"  possibly,  but,  nevertheless,  the  truth. 
The  Palm  has  no  patience  with  the  spirit,  entirely  too  prevalent 
among  our  active  chapters,  that  deliberately  annuls  our  laws 
by  an  intentional  failure  to  comply  with  them  and  from  our 
inward  heart  we  protest  against  it.  There  are  a  number  of 
chapters  that  held  no  Founder's  Day  exercises  last  year  and  will, 
probably,  hold  none  this  year.  If  there  is  anything  like  a  decent 
excuse  for  such  conduct,  the  Palm  would  be  pleased  to  hear  it. 
There  is  no  excuse;  failure  to  comply  with  the  plain  letter  of  the 
law  is  never  excusable  when  the  law  is  reasonable;  failure  to 
pay  homage  to  the  men  who  founded  Alpha  Tau  Omega  and 
failure  to  study  its  history  can  not  be  excused  or  palliated. 


The  Purdue  Fire. 

The  sympathy  of  all  Alpha  Taus  go  out  to  Indiana  Gamma 
Omicron  in  the  hour  of  its  calamity.  The  damage  wrought 
does  not  affect  the  chapter  as  much  as  the  brothers,  composing 
it  and  even  they  are  already  reconciled  to  the  loss  in  the  thought 
that  it  might  have  been  far  more  disastrous.  With  true  Alpha  Tau 
Omega  fortitude  they  have  bravely  borne  their  loss  and  by  the  sai  ae 
token  have  already  entered  upon  the  work  of  repairing  their 
losses.  Before  long,  the  Purdue  chapter  will  be  enjoying  its 
accustomed  prosperity  and  the  plaudits  of  an  observing  brother- 
hood.

The  Hall  of  Fame. 

We  offer  no  apology  for  the  addition  of  another  department 
to  the  already  numerous  departments  of  the  Palm.  We  have 
long  felt  that  some  recognition  should  be  accorded  to  the  men 
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who  have  performed  the  work  of  the  fraternity  in  unofficial  capa- 
cities, not  only  as  a  matter  of  simple  justice  to  them,  but  also 
for  the  purpose  of  permanently  preserving  the  many  interesting 
and  valuable  historical  incidents  that  have  marked  their  careers. 
We  believe  our  new  department  will  meet  this  desiratum,  and 
we  welcome  the  aid  and  assistance  of  the  brothers  in  making 
it  true  to  its  purpose.

A  Visit  to  Gamma  Zeta. 
The  recent  letter  of  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief  to  the  alumni 
produced  many  interesting  replies,  some  few  of  them  addressed 
to  the  Palm.  We  have  thought  that  one  of  them  merited  repro- 
duction. It  is  written  by  Brother  Forrest  S.  Lunt,  an  alumnus 
of  Massachusetts  Gamma  Beta,  now  engaged  in  teaching  at  the 
Eastern  Illinois  State  Normal  School,  Charleston,  111.  It  tells 
its  own  story : 

This  letter  suggested  that  the  alumni  write  letters  to  their  old 
chapters  telling  the  lads  what  the  "antiques"  are  doing.

They  took 
me  over  the  house,  showed  me  this  and  that;  escorted  me  about  the 
university,  told  me  who  this  person  was  and  what  was  done  in  that 
building  and  how  it  was  done;  in  fact,  I  was  not  allowed  to  be  alone  a} 
all;  each  young  man  elected  himself  an  entertainment  committee  of  one. 

I  wish  I  could  express  what  I  felt 
as  I  sat  with  those  young  men  and  lived  over  for  a  few  minutes  the  days 
of  the  past  in  the  dining  room  of  my  own  chapter. 

Hospitality?  I  found  it  at  Gamma  Zeta  chapter  as  I  have  not 
found  it  elsewhere.  I  wonder  if  every  chapter  treats  stranger  brothers 
as  the  boys  of  Gamma  Zeta  treated  me: 
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I  write  this  letter  to  suggest  an  article  on  fraternity  hospitality  in 
the  Palm.  The  young  boys  may  not  realize  what  a  visit  means  to  us 
older  fellows.
